1  General  M'Konzie  served  the  campaign  of  1794  on  the  Continent,  including  the  several 
actions  between  the  Waal  and  Rhine,  forcing  the  enemy  from  St.  Andre,  sortie  from  Nimeguen, 
and  the  actions  at  Thuyl  and  Geldermalsen.  Served  also  on  the  eastern  coast  of  Spain  under 
Sir  Wm.  Henry  Clinton. 

2  General  White  was  appointed,  in  170.1,  Brigade-Major  to  the  Guards  employed  in  the 
campaigns  in  Flanders,  and  was  present  at  the  sieges  of  Valenciennes  and  Dunkirk,  and  at  the 
action  and  storming  of  Lincelles. 

3  General  Gosselin  commanded  a  Brigade  on  the  expedition  against  Genoa,  under  Lord 
Wm.  Bentinck  ;  and  on  its  capture  was  appointed  commandant  there  until  the  peace  with 
France.  Subsequently  he  commanded  a  Brigade  in  the  American  War,  and  was  present  at 
the  attack  on  and  capture  of  Castine  on  the  Penobscot. 

4  General  flerbort  served  on  the  Continent  with  the  army  under  Lord  Moira  and  the 
Duke  of  York.  Engaged  during  the  Carib  war  in  St.  Vincent's  ;  at  Port-au-Prince,  in  St. 
Domingo  ;  and  at  Fort  Irois  during  the  three  months'  siege.  Served  also  at  the  siege  of 
Copenhagen, 1807. 

5  General  Armstrong  went  out  to  Flanders  with  Lord  Moira,  in  1794  ;  joined  the 
Duke  of  York  at  Antwerp,  and  was  in  that  disastrous  retreat  through  Holland  in  the  winter  of 
1794-93,  and  embarked  at  Bremen.  Served  in  Ireland  during  the  Rebellion  in  1798,  and  was 
Assistant- Adjutant- General  of  the  Centre  District  under  General  R.  Dundas,  until  the  peace 
of  1802. 

G  General  Gordon  served  at  the  siege  of  Pondichcrry,  battle  of  Argaum,  sieges  of  Asseerghur, 
Gawilghur,  and  various  other  hill  forts.     Served  also  at  Walcheren  in  1809. 

7  Sir  Frederick  Trench  served  in  Sicily  in  ISOG  and  7;  at  Walcheren,  in  1809;  in  the  Penin- 
sula, in  181 1 ;  and  in  Holland,  in  1814. 

8  Sir  Edward  Xicolls,  with  thirteen  volunteers  in  a  boat  of  the  Blanche  frigate,  boarded  and 
captured,  on  the  ;3rd  Nov.  1803,  the  French  armed  cutter  Albion  from  under  the  guns  of 
Monte  Christie,  St.  Domingo, — in  this  action  he  was  severely  wounded  by  a  musket-ball,  which 
entering  the  abdomen,  and  coming  out  at  his  right  side,  lodged  in  the  arm.  On  board  the 
Standard  at  the  passage  of  the  Dardanelles  on  the  19th  Feb.  1807.  On  the  26th  June  1808, 
with  a  boat's  crew,  he  boarded  and  captured  the  Italian  gun-boat  Volpe  near  Corfu.  Present  at 
the  reduction  of  the  Island  of  Anholt  in  May  1809.  Severely  wounded  at  the  attack  on  Fort 
Bowyer  15th  Sept.  1814.  Was  frequently  employed  in  boat  and  battery  actions.  In  180S  was, 
in  a  boat  at  the  capture  of  a  French  brig  ;  in  1804  he  commanded  the  Royal  Marines  during 
the  siege  of  Curaooa,  and  for  28  consecutive  days  was  exposed  to  several  attacks  of  the  enemy. 
At  the  passage  of  the  Dardanelles  he  captured  the  Turkish  flag,  and  was  honourably  mentioned. 
In  1807  he  was  at  the  blockade  of  Corfu,  and  the  expedition  to  Egypt.  In  North  America  he 
raised  and  commanded  a  regiment  of  Indians,  and  was  senior  Major  of  all  the  troops  engaged 
in  the  attack  on  New  Orleans  in  IS  1,5.  Was  also  governor  of  the  islands  of  Anholt  and 
Ascension.  During  the  above  service  he  had  his  left  leg  broken,  and  right  leg  severely  wounded, 
was  shot  through  the  body  and  right  arm,  received  a  severe  sabre  cut  in  the  head,  was  bayon- 
netted  in  the  chest,  and  lost  the  sight  of  an  eye  in  his  107th  action  with  the  enemies  of  Ids 
country.  He  was  frequently  mentioned  in  Dispatches,  and  received  a  sword  of  honor  from  the 
Patriotic  Fund. 

9  General  Connolly  served  in  Lord  Bridport's  action,  23rd  June  179.5.  In  1796  served  in 
the  Mediterranean,  including  the  evacuation  of  Bastia,  capture  of  Porto  Ferrajo,  and  destruc- 
tion of  Martello  Tower  in  St.  Fiorenzo  Bay.  On  board  H.  M.  S.  Excellent  in  the  battle  off 
Cape  St.  Vincent,  14th  Feb.  1797.  Capture  of  Admiral  Perrie's  squadron  off  Toulon  in  179S, 
consisting  of  three  frigates  and  two  brigs.  On  board  the  Hannibal,  in  the  battle  of  Algesiras, 
6th  July  1801,  wounded  and  taken  prisoner.  On  beard  H.  M.  S.  Penelope,  in  the  tiction  off 
Flushing  and  Ostend,  under  Sir  Sydney  Smith,  16th  May  1804.  Present  at  the  siege  of  Copen- 
hagen, and  capture  of  Danish  fleet  in  1807,  and  at  Nyebourgh  in  1808.  In  1812,  on  board 
H.M.S.  Hamadryad,  when  attacked  by  French  privateers;  debarked  with  detachments  at  Sche- 
veling,  and  took  possession  of  the  Hague  in  1814.  During  the  above  periods  he  has  been  very 
frequently  engaged  with  the  enemy  in  affairs  of  gun-boats  and  batteries,  &c.  &c.  He  has  re- 
ceived a  reward  from  the  Patriotic  Fund.     Has  received  the  War  ^Sledal  with  two  Clasps. 

10  General  Uniacke  served  in  Ireland  throughout  the  rebellion  of  1798-99  and  during  the 
preceding  and  subsequent  disturbances,  part  of  the  time  as  Aide-de-Camp  to  Sir  James  Dull". 

11  Lieut. -General  Vernon  served  the  campaign  of  1808-9  in  the  Peninsula,  as  a  Deputy- 
Assistant-Adjutant-General.  Subsequently  in  the  same  capacity  with  the  Duke  of  Wellington's 
army  until  June  1811,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Talavera.  Served  with  the  2nd  bat- 
talion 66th,  at  the  surprise  of  a  French  division  at  Arroyo  de  Molino,  and  other  operations, 
until  the  capture  of  Badaj  iz.  With  the  Queen's  at  the  reduction  of  the  Forts  and  battle  of 
Salamanca — slightly  wounded  early  in  the  day,  and  very  severely  at  the  close  of  the  action,  a 
ball  having  entered  his  breast  and  lodged  near  the  heart,  after  tearing  along  two  ribs.  Fol- 
lowed the  army  again  at  the  expiration  of  three  weeks,  and  resumed  the  command  of  his 
regiment,  with  which  he  served  in  the  various  operations  preceding,  during,  and  subsecjuent  to 
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the  siege  of  Burgos.  He  has  received  the  Gold  Medal  for  Salamanca,  and  the  Silver  War  Medal 
with  one  Clasp  for  Talavera. 

12  Sir  Adolphus  John  Dalrymple  served  as  Aide-de-Camp  to  Sir  James  Craig  in  the  Eastern 
District,  Malta,  Naples,  and  Sicilj',  from  July  1803  to  May  1806,  and  as  Military  Secretary 
to  Sir  Hew  Dalrymple  in  Portugal  in  1808. 

13  Lieut. -General  Wright's  services: — Engaged  in  most  of  Lord  Nelson's  attacks  on  Kota 
and  Cadiz  in  1 797 ;  battle  of  the  Nile;  campaign  of  Naples  in  1799  ;  surrender  of  Ovo  and  Novo,- 
Port  St.  Elmo,  Capua,  and  Guata;  cutting  out  of  the  Guiep  at  Vigo  ;  Egypt  in  1801;  and  battle 
of  Algiers  in  1816.     Has  the  Gold  Medal  for  Egypt  and  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps. 

M  Sir  Duncan  M'Gregor  was  actively  employed  in  Sicily  and  Italy  in  1806,  including  the 
skirmishes  at  St.  Euphemie,  battle  of  Maida,  attack  on  Scylla  Castle,  and  capture  of  Catrone. 
Campaign  of  1807  in  Egypt,  including  the  attacks  in  the  Desert,  and  siege  of  Rosetta.  Cam- 
paign in  Holland  in  1809,  including  the  attacks  and  captures  of  Ter  Vere  and  Flushing.  Cam- 
paigns in  the  Peninsula  during  part  of  1813  and  14.  Capture  of  Corsica  in  May  1814. 
Wounded  through  the  right  shoulder  by  a  musket-shot  at  Maida,  for  which  battle  he  has 
received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

15  Lord  Hotham  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Coldstream  Guards  from  April  1812  to 
Eeb.  1814,  with  the  exception  of  a  short  absence  in  consequence  of  a  wound  received  at  the 
battle  of  Salamanca.  Served  also  theicampaign  of  1815,  and  was  prpsent  atthe  battle  of  Waterloo. 
He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps  for  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  Nivelle,  and  Nive. 

16  Sir  Wm.  Eobert  Clayton  accompanied  his  regiment,  the  Royal  Horse  Guards,  to  the 
Peninsula  in  Oct.  1812,  and  commanded  a  squadron  at  the  battles  of  Vittoria,  the  Pyrenees,  and 
at  the  period  when  Marshal  Soult  attempted  to  relieve  Pampeluna.  In  1815  again  accompanied 
his  regiment  to  the  Netherlands,  and  was  at  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras,  Genappe,  and  Waterloo. 
He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Vittoria. 

17  Lieut  General  John  Drummond  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Coldstream  Guards 
from  January  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Vittoria, 
the  crossing  of  the  Bidassoa,  capture  of  St.  Jtan  de  Luz,  battles  of  Nivelle  and  Nive,  the 
investment  of  Bayonne  and  repulse  of  the  sortie,  and  has  received  the  Wav  Medal  with  three 
Clasps  ;  served  also  v/ith  the  army  of  occupation  in  France. 

18  Lieut.General  Buckley  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Grenadier  Guards,  from  March 
1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  battle  of  the  Nivelle 
and  investment  of  Bayonne.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battles 
of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo,  and  taking  of  Peronne.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with 
two  Clasps  for  Nivelle  and  Nive. 

19  Sir  John  Rowland  Eustace  served  in  Upper  Canada  the  campaigns  of  1813  and  1814, 
in  command  of  a  troop  of  the  19th  Light  Dragoons  attached  to  the  division  of  the  army  under 
the  immediate  command  of  General  Sir  Gordon  Drummond,  and  was  engaged  in  the  battle 
of  Lundy's  Lane  near  the  Falls  of  Niagara  on  the  23d  of  July  1814,  and  commanded  the  whole  of 
the  cavalry  outposts  and  piquets  during  the  siege,  was  present  at  tiie  storming  of  Fort  Erie, 
and  had  the  honour  to  be  personally  mentioned  in  the  general  orders  of  1814  upon  three  different 
occasions.  Accompanied  the  1st  battalion  of  the  Grenadier  Guards  to  Lower  Canada  in  1838, 
and  was  present  with  his  regiment  in  the  advance  upon  Napierville,  and  in  the  subsequent  pur- 
suit of  the  insurgents. 

20  Sir  Edward  Cust  joined  the  Duke  of  Wellington's  army  prior  to  the  advance  from  Por- 
tugal in  1811,  and  continued  with  it  up  to  the  cantonments  on  the  Adour  in  1813,  having  been 
present  with  the  14th  Light  Dragoons  at  the  battles  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  Salamanca,  Vittoria, 
the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  and  Nive,  investment  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  siege  of  Badajoz,  and  generally 
in  all  the  affairs  of  that  period,  until  he  quitted  the  Duke's  army  on  promotion.  He  has 
received  the  War  Jledal  with  seven  Clasps. 

21  Major-General  Daly  served  with  the  24th  on  the  expedition  to  Egypt  in  1801,  In  April 
1805  he  embarked  with  the  56th  Regt.  for  Bombay,  and  he  commanded  four  companies  of  the  2nd 
battalion  employed  in  1809,  with  a  division  in  the  field  under  Colonel  Walker,  at  the  storming 
of  Mallia,  and  at  the  reduction  of  other  Forts  in  the  Kattiwar  District. 

22  Lord  Howden  served  as  Aide-de-camp  to  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Wellington  during  the 
years  1817  and  18,  to  the  close  of  the  occupation  in  France.  Employed  by  Government  on  a 
special  mission,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Navarin  in  1827  (wounded,  and  mentioned  in 
Commander-in-chief's  despatch);  siege  of  Antwerp  in  1832  (wounded);  campaign  in  Spain,  in 
Navarre  and  Basque  Provinces,  in  1834.  Is  a  Knight  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  Second  Class  of 
St.  Anne  of  Russia,  Knight  of  Charles  the  Third  of  Spain,  Third  Class  of  Leopold  of  Belgium, 
and  Commander  of  the  Saviour  of  Greece. 

23  Lieut.General  Douglas  served  at  the  capture  of  the  Danish  and  Swedish  West  India 
Islands  in  1801.  On  the  expedition  to  the  north  of  Germany  in  1805  and  6.  Peninsular  cam- 
paigns from  Feb.  1812  to  March  1814,  including  the  battles  of  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  and  the 
Pyrenees  (27th  to  31st  July)  ;  siege  of  San  Sebastian  from  24th  Aug.  to  the  8th  Sept.,  and 
battle  of  Nivelle.  He  haa  the  Gold  Cross  for  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  and  Nivelle, 
having  commanded  a  field  battery;  and  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  St.  Sebastian. 

25  Major-General  Broke  accompanied  the  52nd  on  the  expedition  to  Copenhagen  in  1807;  and 
the  following  year  on  that  to  Portugal,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Vimiera,  the  advance  into 
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Spain  and  retreat  under  Sir  John  Mooro.  In  1809  he  served  on  the  Walchercn  expedition.  In 
1811  ho  joined  the  Light  Division  on  the  rctreut  of  Massena  from  the  lines  of  Lisbon,  and  served 
in  Spain  till  the  end  uf  tlic  war.  lu  1812  he  joined  Sir  Henry  Clinton,  as  Aide-de-camp,  at  the 
sieee  of  Burgos,  and  was  shot  through  the  lungs  while  serving  with  him  at  the  battle  of 
Orthes.  He  served  with  the  Army  of  Occupation  in  France  from  1815  to  1818  as  Aide-de-camp  to 
Sir  Henry  Clinton.  Has  the  War  Medal  with  four  Chisps  for  Vimiei  a.  Salamanca,  Nive,  andOrthcs. 

2G  Malor-General  Craigic  served  with  the  2nd  Battalion  52nd  Light  Infantry  the  campaign  of 
1813- U  in  Holland  under  Lord  Lynedoch,  including  both  attacks  on  the  fortified  village  of 
Merxem— in  the  latter  of  which  he  led  the  advance  party  of  Major  Gen.  Sir  Herbert  Taylor's 
Brigade  In  May  1841  he  embarked  at  Calcutta  in  command  ot  the  55th  Regiment  for  China 
(Medal),  and  served  with  the  Expeditionary  Force  under  Lord  Gough  till  the  end  of  the  War, 
and  was  senior  Field  Ofticer  serving  with  the  force  in  the  fi.ld  and  consequently  second  in 
com  mand  from  the  period  of  its  saiHng  from  Hong  Kong  in  August  and  during  the  whole  ot 
the  act  ive  operations  which  took  place  during  the  foUuw.i.g  live  mouths.  He  commanded  a 
Brigadeor  Column  of  attack  at  the  assault  and  capture  ot  the  fortified  cities  of  Amoy,  Chusan 
(2nd  capture)— on  which  occasion  it  happened  that  the  wh..le  of  the  engagement  devolved 
upon  his  Brigade -and  Chinhac.  Subsequently,  when  the  Head  Quarters  of  the  force  pro- 
ceeded to  the  Yeang-tzo-Keaug,  he  was  appointed  by  Lord  Gough  to  the  responsible  com- 
mand of  the  Island  of  Chusan,  which  be  held  for  eight  months  untd  the  return  of  the  Force 
after  the  treaty  of  peace  had  been  signed  at  Nankin.

"7  Major-General  Morris  served  in  the  American  war  with  the  49th,  and  was  present  at  the 
various  operations  at  Fort  George,  and  at  the  actions  of  Stoney  Creek  and  Plattsburg.  Accom- 
panied the  regiment  on  the  China  expedition  (Medal),  and  commanded  a  brigade  at  the  storming 
and  capture  of  the  heights  above  Canton,  for  which  service  he  was  made  a  Ci?.  Commanded  a 
brigade  at  the  attack  and  capture  of  the  city  of  Amoy,  and  at  the  second  capture  of  Chusan. 
Commanded  the  centre  column  of  attack  at  the  capture  of  the  heights  of  Chinhae.  Commanaed 
the  force  at  Ningpo,  and  repulsed  the  enemy  with  great  slaughter  in  their  attack  on  that  city. 
Commanded  a  brigade  at  the  attack  and  capture  of  the  enemy's  entrenched  camp  on  the  heights 
of  Segoan,  at  the  attack  and  capture  of  the  city  of  Chapoo,  and  at  the  attack  and  capture  of 
the  enemy's  position  at  Woosung.  ,^      ,       ,„,,  ,     ^,         j     ^  ^i.  i. 

"8  Maior-General  Bouverie  served  in  the  Teninsula  from  October  1812,  to  the  end  of  that 
war  in  1814,  and  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  the  battles  of  Vittoria  and 
Toulouse.     He  served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  wounded  at  the  battle  ot  Waterloo. 

''9  Mnor-Goneral  Hon.  T.  Ashburnham  commanded  a  brigade  of  the  Army  of  the  butlej  at 
the  battles  of  Ferozeshah  and  Sobraon,  for  which  he  has  received  a  Medd  with  one  Clasp. 

30  Mijor-General  Scott  was  present  with  the  French  army  under  Marshal  Gerard,  at  the 
sie.'e  of  Antwerp,  in  Dec.  1832;  and,  by  permission  of  the  Marshal,  he  accompanied  the  troops 
upon  every  occasion  during  the  siege.  In  Oct.  1838,  he  was  appointed  to  the  command  of  the 
cavalry  ot' the  Bombay  division  of  the  army  of  the  Indus,  as  Brigadier  ;  served  in  that  rank 
during  the  campaigns  of  1838  and  39,  in  Scinde  and  Afi-ghanistan,  and  was  present  at  the  attack 
and  capture  of  Ghuznee  (Medal).  During  the  latter  part  of  1839  he  commanded  a  detached 
column,  consisting  of  the  whole  of  the  artillery  (excepting  4  guns)  the  cavalry,  and  one  battalion 
of  infantry;  this  column  was  destined  to  secure  the  subjugation  of  Upper  Scinde,  and  toco-operate 
with  the  main  column  under  Sir  Thos.

31  Major-General  T.  P.  Thompson,  prior  to  entering  the  Army,  was  several  years  in  the  Royal 
Navy.  He  served  in  the  Rifl-^  Brigade  at  the  attack  on  Buenos  Ayres,  and  was  among  the 
captured  under  General  Crauford  in  the  church  of  St.  Domingo  Served  in  the  Peninsula  with 
the  I4th  Light  Dragoons,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  N ivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse 
for  which  he  has  received  the  War  iledal  with  four  Clasps  As  Captain  in  the  17th  Light 
Dragoons,  was  in  the  Pindarree  and  other  campaigns  in  India  from  181o  to  1819.  In  181J  w  as 
in  the  ex;  edition  under  Sir  Wm.  Grant  Keir  to  the  Persian  Gulf,  as  Secretary  and  Arabic 
Interpreter,  and  being  left  there  as  Political  Agent,  he  commanded  a  detachment  ot  Native 
Troops  ordered  to  act  against  the  tribe  of  Beni-Boo-Ali,  which  detachment  being  defeated  by 
the  Arabs,  necessitated  the  expedition  under  Sir  Lionel  Smith  in  the  foUowmg  year. 


33  Major-General  Despard  "was  engaged  at  the  reduction  of  four  strong  torts,  and  in  the 
ussault  and  cap-.uro  of  the  fortress  of  Chumeer  in  the  East  Indies,  in  1806-7;  also  at  the 
siege  of  Gunourie  in  1807-8.  In  1809  he  served  the  campaign  against  the  ^ji^'s;  also  tne 
campaign  of  1817-18  in  the  Deccan,  as  a  Major  of  Brigade,  including  the  battle  cf  JubbiU- 
pore  He  commanded  the  troops  in  New  Zealand  from  June  1845  to  January  1846  ;  he  «a3  at 
the  attick  of  the  Pah  at  Oharawai  on  the  1st  July,  1845,  and  its  subsequent  «^''i.P^"'"f,;  ",?fj,ff 
commanded  the  combined  naval  and  military  force  engaged  in  t*»e  o^rations  a;,'aui.t  tuc  i  an  oi 
Ruapekapekn,  and  its  subsequent  capture  by  assault  on  the  11th  January  1840.  iitceivea  a 
contusion  when  mounting  the  breach  at  the  storming  of  the  tort  ot  Chumeer. 

33  Major-General  Bell  joined  the  Royal  Fusiliers  in  the  Peninsula  '^'^'YuA^TAVvantl 
untU  the  end  of  the  war,  and  was  present  at  the  actions  of  Fuentes  Gwnaldo  and  aUdea  do  l  onto, 
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advance  on  Salamanca,  affairs  of  St.  Christoval  and  Rueda,  battle  of  Salamanca,  advance  to  and 
retreat  from  Madrid,  advance  from  Portugal,  battles  of  Vittoria,  the  Nivelle,  and  the  Nive.  In 
1814  embarked  with  the  Royal  Fusiliers  to  join  the  force  before  New  Orleans,  and  present  at  the 
assault.  Joined  the  army  at  Paris,  and  remained  until  its  withdrawal.  He  has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  four  Clasps. 

34  Major-General  John  Reed  serv€d  at  the  siege  of  Flushing  in  1809;  and  in  the  Peninsula 
from  June  1811  to  March  1814,  including  the  actions  at,  and  heights  above,  Moresco,  battle  of 
Salamanca,  capture  of  Madrid  and  the  Retiro,  action  at  Olmas,  and  battle  of  Vittoria,  where 
he  was  severely  wounded  in  the  right  shoulder.     He  has  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

35  Major-General  Burke  served  in  Jamaica  and  St.  Domingo  in  1796  and  97;  in  Holland  in 
1809.  Volunteered  at  the  taking  of  the  Island  of  Schouwen.  Served  in  the  Peninsula  in  1810- 
11-12,  with  the  5th  Division  of  the  Army;  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor;  was 
slightly  wounded  at  the  affair  of  Barba  del  Puerco,  in  intercepting  the  retreat  of  the  French  gar- 
rison of  Almeida;  volunteered  the  Forlorn  Hope  of  Sir  James  Leith's  Division  at  the  taking  of 
Badajoz,  where  he  received  several  severe  wounds  which  have  rendered  him  incapable  of  follow- 
ing his  profession.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Badajoz. 

36  Major-General  Thwaites  was  actively  employed  from  1795  to  1817.  He  served  in  the 
expedition  to  the  coast  of  Holland  in  1796;  in  the  East  Indies  from  1799;  then  on  marine 
duty  on  board  H.  M.  S.  La  Forte,  till  wrecked  in  the  Red  Sea.  The  campaign  of  1801  in 
Egypt,  having  volunteered,  crossing  the  Desert  of  Suez  with  Colonel  Lloyd's  Detachment, 
with  which  he  joined  the  Grand  Vizier's  Army  on  the  advance  to  and  surrender  of  Cairo.  He 
served  in  the  Peninsula  as  Captain  of  Light  Infantry,  48th  Regiment,  from  1811  to  1813,  includ- 
ing the  siege  and  storming  of  Badajoz  in  1812,  the  battle  of  Salamanca  (wounded),  advance 
to  and  occupation  of  Madrid,  battles  of  Vittoria  and  the  Pyrenees  f  wounded  in  command  of 
the  Light  Companies  of  the  Brigade),  besides  minor  affairs.  He  has  received  the  Sultans' 
Gold  Medal  of  the  Order  of  the  Crescent,  and  the  War  Medal  with  five  Clasps. 

38  Lord  Cardigan  commanded  the  Light  Cavalry  Brigade  throughout  the  Eastern  Cam- 
paign of  1854,  including  the  battles  of  the  Alma,  Balaklava,  and  Inkerman,  and  siege  of 
Sebastopol  (Medal  and  Clasps,  KGB.,  Commander  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  and  2nd  Class  of 
the  Medjidie). 

39  Major-General  Coles  served  in  South  America  with  the  14th  in  1807,  including  the 
operations  previous  to,  and  storming  of,  Monte  Video.  Served  afterwards  in  the  Peninsula 
from  Aug.  1808  to  Nov.  1811,  and  again  from  April  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814;  present 
with  the  40th  at  the  battles  of  Raleia,Vimiera,  and  Talavera;  with  the  4th  Dragoons  at  Busaco, 
Albuhera,  and  Usagre;  and  with  the  12th  Light  Dragoons  at  the  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  the 
Nive  and  the  Adour.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  seven  Clasps. 

40  Sir  Michael  Creagh  served  in  the  expedition  under  Sir  David  Baird  against  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope  ;  was  wounded  in  the  action  of  the  Blue  Bourg.  In  1810  accompanied  the  expedi- 
tion (as  Brigade  Major)  which  sailed  from  Madras  against  the  French  Islands  :  desperately 
wounded  by  a  cannon  shot  (which  carried  away  a  part  of  his  left  shoulder,  and  killed  six  of 
his  men),  at  the  attack  of  the  batteries  before  St.  Dennis,  Isle  of  Bourbon  ;  thanked  in  general 
orders,  and  favourably  mentioned  in  the  despatches.  In  1817  and  18  served  (in  command  of  the 
86th  flank  companies)  during  the  Mahratta  and  the  Pindarree  wars  in  India.  In  1818  served  in 
the  Kandyan  country  (interior  of  Ceylon)  during  that  harassing  war,  in  command  of  the  flank 
companies  of  the  86th  and  other  detachments,  receiving  the  repeated  thanks  of  General  Sir 
Robert  Brownrigg  for  his  services  in  the  enemy's  country. 

41  Major-General  Eden  served  the  campaign  in  Java  in  181 1  with  the  22nd  Light  Dragoons, 
including  the  actions  of  the  10th  and  26th  Aug.  Aide-de-camp  to  Sir  Thomas  Hislop  at  the 
battle  of  Maheidpore,  and  during  the  Mahratta  war  in  1817  and  18.  He  has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Java. 

42  Major-General  Geddes  served  with  the  27th  in  Calabria  in  1806;  at  the  capture  of  the 
island  of  Procida  in  1809;  in  Sicily  in  1810;  and  subsequently  in  the  Peninsula,  including  the 
battles  of  the  Nivelle,  the  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  at  which  last  he  received  a  severe  wound, 
which  broke  the  left  thigh-bone  near  the  hip-joint.     He  has  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps. 

43  Lord  Rokeby  served  the  campaign  of  1815  with  the  3rd  Guards,  and  was  present  at  the 
battles  of  Quatre-Bras  and  Waterloo.  Served  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1855  in  command  of  a 
Brigade,  including  the  siege  and  fall  of  Sebastopol  (Medal  and  Clasp,  KCB,,  Commander  of 
the  Legion  of  Honor,  Sardinian  Medal,  and  3rd  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

44  Lieut.-General  Gilmour  served  at  the  capture  of  Ischia,  Zante,  and  Cephalonia,  in  1809; 
and  of  Santa  Maura  in  1810.  Served  afterwards  on  the  eastern  coast  of  Spain,  and  was 
present  at  the  battle  of  Castalla ;  engaged  with  the  enemy  on  several  occasions  covering  the 
retreat;  and  employed  in  the  batteries  against  Tarragona.  After  leaving  Spain  he  went  to 
Genoa,  under  Lord  Wm.  Bentinck. 

45  Major-General  Beckwith  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  16th  Light  Dragoons,  from  July 
1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battle  of  the  Nivelle,  and  battles  of  the  Nive 
on  the  9  th  and  10th  Dec,  for  which  he  has  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps.  Served  also  the 
campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  retreat  on  17th  June  and  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

46  Major-General  Robinson  served  with  the  48th  in  the  Peninsula  from  June  1809  to  October 
1813,  including  the  battles  of  Talavera  and  Busaco,  Lines  at  Tgrres  Vedras,  pursuit  ofMassena, 
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action  at  Campo  Mayor,  sirpe  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  sicgoand  storming  of  Badajoz  (shot  through 
tho  hft  arm  at  the  ussaidt,  Cth  April  lSl-2);  battle  of  Salamanca,  eapturn  of  Madrid  and  retroat 
then-froin,  battles  of  Vittoria,  Ronccsvalks,  and  the  Pyrenees  (severely  wounded,  left  leg  fruc- 
tured  28th  July  1S13),  besides  various  minor  cngagmients  and  skirmishes.  lie  subsequently 
served  in  the  ."JOth  Kigiment,  which  he  commanded  for  ten  years,  and  retired  on  half-pay  in 
1 S4'!,  having  commanded  the  troops  in  Bi'rmada  two  years,  and  having  served  on  full  pay 
thirty-seven  years  in  all  quarters  of  the  world,     lie  has  the  War  Medal  with  seven  Clasps. 

•17  -Mujor-General  IMuL-lean  served  with  the  13th  Light  Dragoons  in  every  action  and  affair  in 
which  it  was  engaged  in  the  Peninsula,  from  Dec.  1810  until  wounded  and  taken  prisoner  at 
Couches,  13lh  March  1811.  Was  present  with  his  regiment  during  the  Waterloo  campaign; 
engaged  in  command  of  the  rcar-gunrd  for  the  brigade  on  the  7t,h  June,  and  throughout  the 
action  on  the  18th.  Accompanied  the  I'Uh  Dragoons  to  India  in  Feb.  181!»;  was  employed  in 
command  of  a  cavalry  brigado  with  the  field  force  at  the  reduction  of  Kurnool,  and  served 
uninterruptedly  with  his  regiment  for  twenly-two  years,  when  he  returned  with  it  to  England,  and 
was  plciced  on  half-pay  as  2nd  Lieut  -Colonel.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  si.\  Clasps 
for  Albuliera,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  and  Orthes. 

48  Majjr-Geunral  Marten  served  the  campaign  of  1814  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Household 
Brigade.     Also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

4".)  Major-General  Dixon  served  in  Canada  during  the  war  from  1812  to  1815;  was  wounded 
at  the  storming  of  Sandusky,  and  has  received  the  Gold  Medal  for  Detroit. 

50  Major-General  Ball  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  34th.  from  June  1809  to  Nov.  1813, 
including  the  siege  of  Badajoz  in  May  1811,  battles  of  Busaco  and  Albuhera,  siege  of  Bidajoz  in 
May  1811,  actions  at  Arroyo  de  Molino  and  Almaraz,  battle  of  Vittoria  (wounded  in  the  head), 
and  affairs  at  the  Pass  of  ^laya  (severely  wounded  in  the  left  leg).  He  has  received  the  \\  ar 
Medal  with  three  Clasps. 

51  ^lajor-General  >Ionins  served  the  campaign  of  1815  with  the  52nd  Light  Infantry,  and  was 
present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo.     Served  afterwards  with  the  Army  of  Occupation  in  France. 

52  Major-General  ?ilaunsell  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Aug.  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war 
in  1814,  including  the  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  battles  of  Nivelle,  10th 
Nov.  and  Nive  Oth,  10th,  and  11th  Doc.  Served  also  in  the  American  war,  and  was  slightly 
wounded  at  Bladensburg,  24th  Aug.,  and  severely  at  New  Orleans,  23rd  Dec.  1814.  He  has 
received  the  War  Medal  with  three  Clasps. 

53  M'ljor-General  Grant  served  in  Hanover  in  1805,  under  Lord  Cathcart. 

54  Major-General  Frith  was  present  in  several  affairs  consc(iuent  upon  the  operations 
carried  on  by  the  division  of  the  army  under  Colonel  Chalmers  in  the  Travencore  war,  particu- 
larly on  the  15th  January  1809,  and  the  storming  of  the  enemy's  lines  on  the  21  )t  Feb.  following. 
Served  also  at  the  capture  of  the  Isle  of  Bourbon,  and  of  the  Isle  of  France  in  1810. 

55  Lieut-General  Fergusson  served  at  the  capture  of  Pear  Admiral  Perree's  sijuadron  from 
Egypt  whfn  in  pursuit  of  the  French  and  Spanish  flee  t^  in  June,  1799.  Blockadeof  Malta  and  cap- 
ture of  Admiral  Perrue's  s(]uadronie  Gt'tiereux  1 4,  Ville  de  Marseillea,  &e.,  with  a  reinforcement 
and  supplies  for  the  relief  of  the  garrison.  Was  wrecked  and  severely  injured  on  board  H.  M.  S. 
Queen  Charlotte  when  burnt  off  L^^ghorn  in  1800,  only /oh?-  saved  out  ot  a  detachment  of  nearly 
200  marines,  including  supernumeraries,  in  all  upwards  of  700  persons  perished.  Served  at  tne 
siege  of  Genoa  and  S^vona.  Destruction  of  the  fort  of  Port  Espezie,  and  guns  carried  off  by 
H.  M.  S.  Santa  Dorothea  in  1800,  to  which  ship  he  then  belonged.  Served  in  Egypt  under  the 
command  of  Sir  Rilph  Abercromby  in  1801  (Medal).  In  ISOG  at  Maida.  Defence  of  Gatca 
and  stirrenderof  Tropea;  took  possession  of  the  latter  town  with  his  detachment.  Served  again 
in  Egypt  with  the  expedition  under  Major-General  Eraser  in  1807.  He  has  been  repeatedly 
engaged  in  severe  boat  actions,  and  against  batteries,  and  debarked  with  detachments  aiding 
in  capturing  and  destroying  ships  and  convoys  on  the  enemy's  coast.  Has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

50  Major-General  Crawford  served  ini  a  bomb  vessel  on  the  coast  of  France  in  1804  and  5; 
in  the  lines  in  front  of  Sobral  in  Portugal,  in  1809;  with  the  army  in  Sicily  in  1811,  12,  and  13; 
at  the  capture  of  Genoa  in  1814;  and  subsequently  in  the  American  war,  including  the  battle 
of  Bladensburg,  and  capture  of  Washington,  and  engagements  before  New  Orleans,  on  Ist  and 
:3rd  Jan.  1815. 

57  Mujor-General  Darby  served  in  Hanover  in  1805;  at  the  siege  of  Coppnhagen  in  1807; 
and  the  Corunna  campaign  in  1808-0.     11  is  the  AVar  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Corunna. 

58  Major-General  Ltjc'twood  commanded  the  3rd  Light  Dragoons  throughout  the  campaign 
of  1842  in  Alf;,'hanistan  under  Gen.  PoUoek  (]Mfdal  and  CB.),  and  was  present  at  forcing  the 
Khyber  Pass,  storming  the  heights  of  Jugdulluck,  action  of  Tezeen  and  Huftkotul,  occnpitiou 
of  C/aboul,  siege  and  capture  of  Istalitt".  He  served  also  in  the  Punjaub  campaign  ot  lt4S-'J, 
and  commanded  a  brigade  at  the  battle  of  Goojerat  (Medal  and  one  Cla«p). 

59  Sir  llichard  Airey  served  throughout  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854-55— first  in  com- 
mand  of  a  Brigade,  and  afterwards  from  the  disembarkation  in  the  Crimea  as  Quarter- Master- 
General,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  the  Alma,  Bilaltlava,  and  Inkerman,  the  siege  and 
fall  of  S.bastopol  (  .Medal  and  Clasps.  KCB.,  Commander  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  Commahdtr 
of  iBt  Clais  of  the  ^Mditary  Ord'-r  oi  Savoy,  and  2nd  C  ass  of  the  Midjidie  i. 
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60  The  Hon.  Sir  James  Scarlett  served  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854-55  in  command  of 
the  Heavy  Cavalry  Brigade  and  afterwards  of  the  Cavalry  Division,  including  the  battles  of 
the  Alma,  Balaklava,  and  Inkerman,  and  siege  of  Sebastopol  (Medal  and  Clasps,  KCB.,' Com- 
mander of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  Sardinian  Medal,  and  2nd  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

61  Sir  George  BuUer  served  in  the  Rifle  Brigade  and  commanded  its  1st  Battalion  from 
1841  to  1854.  He  served  on  the  eastern  frontier  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  in  1847-48-49; 
commanded  one  of  the  columns  which  entered  the  Amatola  Mountains  in  the  campaign  of  1 847 
against  the  Gaika  chief  Sandilla,  who  surrendered  himself  to  him.  He  commanded  the  troops, 
under  Sir  Harry  Smith,  which  crossed  the  Orange  Eiver  in  1848  to  suppress  the  insurrection  of 
the  Dutch  Boers — was  severely  wounded,  and  had  his  horse  killed  under  him  in  the  action  of 
the  29th  August  at  Boem  Plaats,  for  which  he  was  nominated  a  CB.  Within  a  few  months 
after  the  return  of  his  Battalion  to  England  he  re-embarked  with  it  in  January  1852  for  special 
service  at  the  Cape  ;  was  engaged  in  all  the  operations  in  the  Waterkloof  in  1852-3,  and 
commanded  the  1st  Division  of  the  Army  until  the  close  of  the  Kaffir  war  (Medal).  Returned 
to  England  in.  January  1854,  and  in  April  following  embarked  as  a  Brigadier- General  of  the 
Army  of  the  East — commanded  a  Brigade  of  the  Light  Division  in  the  Eastern  campaign  of 
1854-55,  including  the  battles  of  Alma  and  Inkerman,  and  siege  of  Sebastopol:  had  two  horses 
shot  under  him  at  Likerman,  and  suffered  a  severe  contusion  of  the  leg  (Medal  and  Clasps, 
KCB.,  Commander  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  and  2iid  Class  of  the  Medjidie).  In  August  1856, 
appointed  to  the  command  of  the  troops  in  the  Ionian  Islands. 

62  Sir  William  Eyre  commanded  a  Division  under  Sir  George  Cathcart  across  the  Orange 
River  in  1853,  and  at  the  battle  of  Berea, — was  nominated  a  CB.,  and  appointed  an  Aide-de- 
Camp  to  the  Queen,  with  rank  of  Colonel  in  the  Army,  at  the  termination  of  the  Kaffir  war,  in 
1853,  in  consideration  of  his  distinguished  services  in  that  and  the  previous  Kaffir  war  (Medal). 
Commanded  a  Brigade  of  the  3rd  Division  and  afterwards  the  Division  throughout  the  Eastern 
campaign  of  1854-55.  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  the  Alma,  and  siege  and  fall  of  Sebas- 
topol (Medal  and  Clasps,  and  KCB.,  Commander  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  Sardinian  Medal, 
and  2nd  Class  of  the  Medjidie):  during  the  battle  of  Inkerman  he  held  the  command  ot  the 
troops  in  the  trenches;  and  he  commanded  a  separate  column  in  the  attack  of  the  cemetery  on 
the  18th  June  and  was  wounded. 

63  Major-General  W.  H.  Slade  was  present  at  St.  Sebastian  in  July  and  August  1813; 
blockade  of  Bayonne  and  repulse  of  the  sortie.  He  was  one  of  the  officers  selected  to  accom- 
pany the  boats  from  Socoa  to  the  mouth  of  the  river  Adour,  and  to  assist  in  laying  the  bridge 
across.     He  has  received  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  St.  Sebastian. 

64  Major-General  King  served  in  a  mortar-boat  in  the  Faro  of  Messina  for  two  months 
in  1810.  Advanced  into  the  United  States  with  Sir  George  Prevost's  army,  and  commanded 
a  battery  against  Plattsburg. 

65  Major-General  Grantham  served  at  the  defence  of  Cadiz. 

66  Major-General  Victor  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  December  1812  to  the  end  of  the 
war,  including  the  battles  of  the  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  for  which  he  has  the  War  Medal 
with  three  Clasps, 

67  Major-General  Sherbourne  Williams  served  at  the  capture  of  Guadaloupe  in  1815, 

68  Major-Grneral  Dalton  served  at  Walcheren  and  at  the  siege  of  Flushing  in  1809. 

69  Major-General  Barry  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  August  1812  to  October  1813,  and 
was  severely  wounded  by  a  grape  shot,  31st  August  1813,  when  leading  a  party  to  the  breach 
at  the  storming  of  St.  Sebastian.     He  has  received  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

70  ^Major-General  Whinyates  was  present  at  the  attack  on  Algiers  by  Lord  Exmouth  on 
27th  August  1816.  Served  with  the  army  in  France  in  1817  and  1818.  In  February  1839 
was  commanding  officer  of  Engineers  with  the  Field  Force  in  New  Brunswick  when  the  dis- 
puted territory  was  invaded  by  the  state  of  Maine.    Has  the  Medal  for  the  battle  of  Algiers. 

71  Major-General  Gough  served  as  Deputy  Quarter- Master-General  of  the  army  during  the 
war  in  China,  and  received  the  brevet  rank  of  Major  and  Lieut.-Colonel,  together  with  the  Com- 
panionship of  the  Bath,  for  his  conduct  in  action,  he  having  been  present  in  almost  every 
engagement  during  the  expedition.  He  was  afterwards  present  in  the  battle  of  Maharajpore, 
as  Military  Secretary  to  the  Commander-in-Chief  in  India  ;  and  he  commanded  a  Brigade  of 
cavalry  at  the  battles  of  Moodkee  and  Ferozeshah,  and  officiated  as  Quarter-Master-General 
in  the  battle  of  Sobraon,  and  was  very  severely  wounded.  Served  the  Punjaub  campaign  of 
1848-9  as  Quarter- Master^General  Queen's  Troops,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Chillian- 
wallah  and  Goojerat. 

72  Major-General  Furneaux  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  October  1810  to  April  1813,  and 
was  with  the  covering  army  at  the  siege  of  Badajoz. 

73  Major-General  R.  G.  B.Wilson  served  in  Holland,  Belgium,  and  France,  from  December 
1813  to  January  1816,  including  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo. 

74  Major-General  Emmett's  services  : — sieges  of  Badajoz  in  1811  and  12;  passage  of 
the  Nive,  battles  before  Bayonne,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse.  Attack  on  the  American  lines  at  New 
Orleans,  every  affair  on  tbat  expedition,  and  the  siege  of  Fort  Bowyer.  Slightly  wounded  at 
Badajoz  in  1811;  again  on  the  advance  towards  Orthes;  and  ver)' severely  wounded  at  the 
assault  of  Badajoz  in  1812.     He  has  received  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps. 

75  Major-General  Waters  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  April  1812  to  September  1814.  Was 
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at  Cadiz  when  the  siege  was  raised  in  the  former  year.  In  1815  ho  was  presont  in  the  actions 
of  Quatro  Bras  and  Waturloo.  He  led  one  of  the  columiis  to  the  assault  of  Peronne  on  the 
26Ch  June  181."),  and  was  at  the  capture  of  Paris. 

76  Alaj or- General  I'llchor  served  with  the  boats  of  the  British  fleet  in  1801  in  thiir 
occasional  attacks  on  the  Spanish  gunboats  iind  vessels  off  Cadiz.  In  1603  he  served  in  the 
North  Spa.  In  1804  at  the  attack  on  the  gun-boats  and  batteries  at  Boulogne.  On  22nd  July 
180.J  in  the  general  action  and  defeat  of  the  combined  fleets  of  Franco  and  Spain  ;  and  on  16th 
Aug.  in  action  with  La  Topazc  French  frigate.  In  Jan.  180G  he  landed  with  the  K.  M.  Bat- 
talion at  the  attack  and  capture  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Ilope  ;  in  June  following  with  the  same 
Battalion  at  the  attack  and  defeat  of  the  Spanish  troops  on  the  road  to  Buenos  Ayres,  ami  at 
the  capture  of  that  city  ;  also  at  its  defence  in  August,  and  after  three  days'  action  was  taken 
prisoner  with  the  rest  of  the  British.  ,In  1811  he  served  in  the  North  Sea  in  several  actions 
with  Danish  gun-boats.  In  1813-1-4  off  the  coast  of  France  and  America.  Appointed  to  the 
'2nd  Battalion  K.  .M.,  and  as  Adjutant  was  at  the  attack  of  the  American  Army  audits  defeat  on 
the  road  to  Baltimore  :  at  the  attack  on  the  American  troops  at  Farnham  Church  he  commanded 
the  advance.  In  1815  he  was  at  the  attack  of  the  Anaerican  Rifle  force  near  Point  a  Petie,  and 
at  the  capture  of  that  fort  in  West  Florida.  From  1819  to  1821  he  served  at  St.  Helena — during 
the  last  nine  months  of  Napoleon's  life,  and  assisted  with  the  lloyal  Marines  at  his  inter- 
ment. 

77  Major-General  Thomas  Stevens  was  present  blockading  Brest,  the  Helder,  and  Cadiz,  and  was 
engaged  with  batteries.  In  1809  he  was  engaged  with  gun-boats  in  passing  convoys  through  tlie 
Sound  and  Categat;  in  H.  IM.  S.  Cerberus,  with  convoy  of  armed  transports  and  gun-boats  in  the 
Gulf  of  Friedland ;  in  the  boats  of  the  squadron  in  the  successful  attack  upon  the  Russian  Flotilla 
of  heavy  armed  gun-boats  and  armed  Transports ;  and  at  the  capture  of  a  llussian  schooner. 
From  1836  to  1840  he  served  in  the  lloyal  Marine  Battalion  on  the  nortii  coast  of  Spain;  was 
detached  in  command  of  a  company  for  the  defence  of  the  Eastern  Heights  of  Passages  attacked 
by  the  Carlists,  and  in  the  Carlist  attai.-k  of  the  Lines  on  the  6th  June  1836;  and  he  was  also  pre- 
sent at  Fuentarabia,  11th  July  1836.     Has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

76  Major-General  Gibsone  landed  from  the  Thunderer  and  served  on  shore  for  eight  days  in 
Bearhaven  Bay  in  1804.  He  was  on  board  the  Safer/uard  mortar  brig  in  a  severe  action  with  a 
division  of  Danish  gun-boats  off  Anholt  in  June  181 1,  on  which  occasion  the  vessel  was  engaged 
for  three  and  a  half  hours,  and  19  were  killed  or  wounded  out  of  a  complement  of  29.  The  fol- 
lowing year  he  was  engaged  at  Cateria  on  the  north  coast  of  Spain,  and  accompanied  Captain 
Parke  with  two  heavy  guns  intended  for  the  army  besieging  Burgos.  In  1813  and  14  he  served 
in  the  American  war,  and  was  present  at  the  attack  on  Craney  Island,  taking  of  Hampton,  de- 
fence of  the  Lines  of  Chippewa,  and  on  other  occasions  on  the  Niagara  Frontier,  wliere  he  sus- 
tained a  severe  fracture  of  the  left  arm,  and  a  violent  contusion  on  the  right  breast. 

79  Major-General  Mercer  assisted  at  the  destruction  of  the  French  squadron  in  Basque 
Hoads.  He  was  repeatedly  landed  on  the  north  coast  of  Spain  in  1810,  co-operating  with  the 
Patriots.  In  1812,  while  embarked  on  board  H.M.S.  Java,  he  was  engaged  with  and  captured 
by, the  United  States  frigate  Constitution.    Has  received  the  War  Modal  with  one  Clasp. 

80  Miijor-Genpral  Donald  Campbell  served  at  Walchcren  in  1809.  Has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

81  Major-General  Whylock  served  in  Sir  Robert  Calder's  action  off  Ferrol;  in  boats  cutting 
out  from  under  batteries  at  Rota,  7th  April  1808;  commanded  the  Royal  Marines  landed  from  the 
Anglo-Sicilian  Squadron  to  assist  in  the  defence  of  the  island  of  (Japri  when  besieged  by  Gen. 
la  Marque;  at  the  capture  of  Leda  from  the  harbour  of  Rovigno,  Ist  April  1809;  at  the  attack 
and  capture  of  a  convoy  under  protection  of  a  battery  at  Pessaro,  23rd  April;  on  1  jth  May 
at  the  attack  on  the  town  of  Rota  and  destruction  of  seven  vessels;  on  8th  September  at  the 
cutting  out  of  La  Pugliesse  from  the  harbour  of  Barletta.  On  Ist  June  1812,  commanded  a 
storming  party  in  Isle  Verte,  near  Toulon — enemy  routed  and  a  demi-lune  battery  destroyed. 
At  the  capture  of  the  Island  of  Powza,  27th  February  1813  ;  at  the  cutting  out  of  an  armed 
vessel  from  under  the  batteries  of  Orbetello,  9th  May;  and  14th  Oct.  following,  at  the  capture  of 
seventeen  vessels  at  Marinello,  after  destroying  a  battery  which  protected  them;  at  the  siege 
and  capture  of  St.  Maria  in  March,  and  the  siege  and  capture  of  Gerona  in  April,  1814;  com- 
manded the  Royal  Marines  at  the  storming  and  capture  of  Sidon,26th  Sept.  1840  (made  Brevet- 
Jlajor),  and  was  slightly  wounded  in  the  left  arm;  on  10th  Oct.  was  in  command  of  a  super- 
numerary battalion  when  the  city  and  garrison  (2,000  men)  of  Beyrout  surrendered;  was  senior 
otlicer  of  Marines  at  the  bombardment  and  capture  of  St.  Jean  d'Acre  (Medal).  He  has 
received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

82  Major-General  Bury  served  with  the  Royal  Marine  Battalion  on  the  north  coast  of 
Spain  in  1836-38. 

83  Major-General  M'Adam,  during  the  service  in  i'ylj//?e  between  Aug.  1805  and  May  1809 
was  at  the  attack  on  the  French  Fleet  by  Admiral  Cornwallis  on  the  21st  Aug.  1805;  gun-b'^ts 
in  Vigo  Bay  29lh  OcL  following;  blockade  of  Fort  Cygo,  July  and  Aug.  1807;  action  with  French 
frigate  off  L'Orient,  22nd  March  1808;  Basque  Rnais,  11th  and  12th  April,  180l»  ;  and  various 
Other  affairs  in  tlie  ship  or  her  boa's;  ab.ive  forty  times  under  fire.  During  service  in  the 
TAame*,  between  7th  0.;t.  1809  and  27th  Aug.  1812,  he  landed  at  Mount  Cercdly,  Amanthea, 
Citraco,  in  the  Gulf  of  Policastro,  and  near  to  Cape  Palinuro,  Porto  del  Infrcschi,  Palinuro,  and 
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Boany  other  places  upon  the  coast  of  Calabria,  and  on  the  Roman  States  in  the  ship,  in  her  boat?, 
or  on  shore:  about  t«^ent}  ■•fivp  times  under  fire.  During  service  in  the  For//*,  between  31st  July 
1813  aurl  29th  Sept.  1315,  he  landed  en  North  Beveland,  again  on  South  Btvelaud  en  staff  of 
Anglo-Russian  Force  forming  siege  of  Bathz  ;  and  on  the  Ncrth  American  shores:  above  five 
times  under  fire.  In  all  above  seventy  times  under  fire,  and  frequently  mentioned  in  the  des- 
patches.    Has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

84  Major-General  C.  C.  Pratt  was  at  the  taking  of  Capri  in  the  Bay  of  Naples,  under  Sir 
Sidney  Smith,  11th  May  1806.  At  the  cutting  out  of  six  armed  vessels  from  under  the  bat- 
teries of  Lamica,  in  the  Island  of  Cyprus,  in  January  1808.  Belonged  to  the  Battalion  of  Royal 
Marines  commanded  by  Sir  James  Malcolm,  which  served  in  Spain,  the  coast  of  Amrica,  and 
Canada,  for  four  years,  and  was  present  at  all  the  services  performed  by  it,  including  the  battle 
of  Frampton  in  the  ChesapeaJte,  and  the  storming  and  taking  of  the  enemy's  fort  and  post  of 
Oswego  on  Lake  Ontario.  Served  also  in  the  Battalion  of  Royal  Marines  in  Spain  and  was 
present  at  the  battles  of  the  16th  June  1S36,  and  Hemani  16th  March  following,  together  with 
all  the  services  performed  there  for  nearly  four  years. 

85  Major-General  GUlespie  was  landed  with  a  detachment  of  Royal  Marines  at  Rosas  on 
7th  Nov.  1808,  and  occupied  the  citadel.  Present  at  the  sortie  on  the  8th,  when  the  British 
were  forced  by  the  superior  number  of  the  enemy  to  retire.  Served  on  the  China  expedition 
(Medal),  and  was  present  at  the  attack  and  capture  of  the  forts  and  works  at  Chuenpee,  and 
the  capture  of  Annunghoy  and  North  "Wantong. 

86  Major-General  Garmston  was  at  the  taking  of  Fort  Koupan,  Isle  of  Timor,  in  1814  ; 
capture  of  Java  in  1812;  attack  of  Palambang,  Isle  of  Sumatra,  and  Sambass,  Isle  of  Borneo  ; 
Algiers  in  1816.  Present  at  the  Sortie  from  Bilboa  15th  May  j  the  advance  on  the  28th  May  ; 
and  was  wounded  at  the  defence  of  the  lines  of  San  Sebastian  6th  June,  1836.  He  has  received 
the  Military  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Java  ;  the  Naval  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for 
Algiers  ;  and  the  Order  of  San  Fernando  for  service  in  Spain. 

87  Major-General  John  Harvey  Stevens  served  in  the  West  Indies,  &c.  in  1806  and  1807, 
during  the  expedition  to  Walcheren  in  1809,  and  was  engaged  in  several  flotilla  affairs  on 
the  Scheldt.  Served  also  at  the  successful  defence  of  Cadiz  and  of  Tarifa  in  1810  and  1811  ; 
was  engaged  in  several  detached  operations,  particularly  in  one  of  a  severe  character  on  the 
river  Guadalquiver.  In  1813  was  employed  on  the  coast  of  America,  where  he  was  engaged 
in  an  attack  on  Craney  Island,  and  at  the  taking  of  Hampton  and  Ocracoke  under  Sir 
George  Cockburn.  Served  in  Canada  at  the  taking  of  Oswego,  on  which  occasion  he  was 
mentioned  in  Sir  Gordon  Drummond's  despatches.  Engaged  during  a  six  weeks'  siege  of 
Fort  Erie,  and  was  intrusted  with  the  construction  of  a  field-work  for  the  defence  of  the 
right  of  the  position  on  Chippewa  Creek,  which  was  menaced  by  a  very  superior  force.  In 
1816  he  was  on  board  the  Queen  Charlotte  at  the  attack  on  Algiers  under  Lord  Exmouth 
by  whom  he  wa?  detached  to  fire  carcases  at  the  enemy's  vessels  within  the  Mole.  He  was 
also  present  at  the  demonstrations  before  Algiers  under  Admiral  Sir  H.  B.  Neale.  Has  received 
the  War  Medal  with  one  Ciasp. 

88  Major-General  Reignolds  served  with  the  49th  on  the  China  expedition  (Medal),  and 
was  present  at  the  storming  of  the  heights  and  forts  above  Canton,  taking  of  Amoy,  second 
capture  of  Chusan,  storming  of  the  fortified  hpjghts  of  Chinhae,  taking  nf  Ningpo,  attack  and 
ciipture  of  the  enemy's  entrenched  camp  on  the  heights  of  Segoan  (severely  wounded),  capture 
of  Chapoo  (wounded),  Woosung,  and  Chin  Kiang  Foo,  and  landing  bePore  Nankin.  Served 
throughout  the  Burmese  war  of  1852-53  (Medal),  nearly  the  entire  period  as  a  Brigadier.  On 
the  4th  April  1852  embarked  with  a  force  of  1.400-men  from  Maulmein  for  the  attack  on  Mar- 
taban.  Commanded  at  the  attack  on  shore.  Was  on  board  H.  31.  S.  Rattler  during  the  ship's 
engagement  with  and  destruction  of  the  stockades  on  the  river  side  in  front  of  Rangoon,  11th 
April  ;  the  following  morning  landed  at  Rangoon  in  command  of  the  18th  Royal  Irish.  On 
13th  April  succeeded  to  the  command  of  the  1st  Bengal  Brigade,  which  he  commanded 
throughout  the  war,  and  was  present  at  the  storm  and  capture  of  Rangoon,  capture  of  Prome. 
and  repulse  of  the  enemy  on  the  night  of  8th  December  1852.  For  his  services,  was  several 
times  recommended  by  General  Godwin  to  the  Governor-General  of  India  in  Council. 
Returned  from  India  with  the  18th  Royal  Irish  in  May  1854  ;  embarked  December  following 
for  the  Crimea,  and  was  at  the  siege  of  Sebastopol  until  April  1855  (Medal  and  Clasp). 

89  Major-General  Hugh  Evans  served  in  Ulysses  and  Barossa  from  1810  to  1815  on  the 
West  India  and  North  America  station,  and  was  engaged  in  the  whole  of  the  operations  of  the 
squadron  up  the  Chesapeake  in  1813. 

90  Major-General  Lynch  has  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  Egypt  and  Fuentes  d'Onor. 

91  Major-General  Diggle  served  with  the  52nd  Regt.  in  Sicily,  under  Sir  John  JNIoore,  and 
on  the  expedition  to  Gottenburgh.  Subsequently  he  served  in  the  Peninsula,  and  was  present 
during  the  retreat  and  at  the  battle  of  Corunna,  as  also  in  the  action  of  the  Coa,  battle  of  Busaco, 
and  affairs  when  the  Army  fell  back  upon  the  Lines  of  Torres  Vedras.  He  served  also  the 
campaign  of  1813,  14,  and  15,  including  the  two  attacks  on  the  fortified  village  of  M^^rxem. — 
in  the  latter  of  which  ho  commanded  the  2nd  Battalion  in  the  advance  upon  Antwerp  for  the 
bombardment  of  the  French  Fleet.  He  was  also  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  where 
during  the  repulse  of  the  French  Imperial  Guard  he  was  severely  wounded,  and  received  the 
Brevet  of  Major.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasgs  for  Corunna  and  Busaco. 
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92  Mnjw-Goneral  Belshcs  sened  with  the  2n(l  Battalion  4tli  Regt.  in  the  expedition  to 
Wiilfheren  in  1809.  On  the  1st  Bittalion  arriving  in  Port'ii^al,  he  re^if^ned  his  statf  appoint- 
ment as  Military  Secretary  at  Gibraltar,  and  joined  that  Battalion  then  stuiioned  at  Torres 
Vedrad,  and  served  with  it  during  the  whole  advance  I'roin  Santanm  luul  tlie  Lines,  and  wa!» 
present  during  several  affairs  ;  also  at  the  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor.  In  Die.  l>s  1 1  was  appointed 
Aide-det'amp  to  Sir  James  Leith,  and  was  present  at  the  storming  ot  Badujoz,  battle  of 
Salamanca,  and  storming  of  St.  Sebastian  (mentioned  in  Dispatches).  Served  under  Lord 
Lynedoeh  at  tlie  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  and  was  attached  to  Lord  Ilopetown  at  the  passage 
of  the  Adour  and  the  blockade  of  Bayonne  :  he  has  the  War  Medal  witli  four  Clasps. 

93  Major-General  H.  Orlando  Jones  accompanied  the  ."iCth  to  Haiiuvir,  and  served  the  cam- 
paign of  ISiVi-C.  Embarked  for  the  IVninsula  in  1808,  and  served  throughout  the  whole  of  that 
and  the  following  campaigns  withourhaving  been  absent  from  his  duty  for  a  single  day,  and  was 
present  at  the  battles  of  Roleia  and  Vimicra.  Attached  to  :he  I'ortugueso service  in  April  ISOO,  and 
served  at  the  battle  of  Busa'jo,  occupation  of  the  Lines  at  Lisbon,  actions  of  Pombal,  Redinha,  and 
Condtixa,  Puente  de  INIurcella,  Casal  Nova,  Ceira,  Guarda,  Foz  d'Arouce,  Sabugal,  and  Fuentes 
d'Onor,  storming  the  forts  at  Salamanca  (wounfled),  battle  of  Vittoria,  actions  of  Tolofa  and 
"Villa  Franca  (severely  wounded),  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  battles  of  the  Nivelle,  Bayonne  (9th 
Dec),  St.  Jean  de  Luz  (Uth,  12th,  and  l.'3th  Dec),  passage  of  the  Adour,  blockade  of  Bayonne 
and  repulse  of  the  sortie.  He  has  received  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  seven  Clasps  ;  and  is  a 
Knight  of  Charles  the  Third  of  Spain. 

94  Major-General  Crokat  served  in  Sicily  in  1807;  in  Portugal  in  18()8,  under  Sir  Arthur 
Wellesley;  in  Spain  and  at  Corunna  under  Sir  John  Moore;  on  the  Walcheren  expedition  in 
1809;  subsequently  in  the  Peninsula.  He  bad  charge  of  Napoleon  at  St.  Helena  when  he  died, 
and  he  brought  home  the  despatches  of  his  death.  Served  afterwards  in  the  East  Indies.  He 
has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps  for  Vimiera,  Corunna,  Vittoria,  and  Pyrenees 
(severely  wounded). 

95  Major-General  Norcliffe  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  4th  Dragoons,  and  was  present 
at  the  battles  of  Talavora,  Busaco,  and  Albuhera;  cavalry  action  ot  Usagre,  and  battle  of  Sala- 
manca, in  which  last  he  was  severely  wounded  and  taken  prisoner.  lie  has  received  the  War 
:Medal  with  four  Clasps. 

96  Sir  Josias  Cloete  served  in  the  l.")th  Hussars  from  1809  to  1813,  as  Aide-de-Camp  to  Lord 
Charles  Somerset,  the  Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  from  1813 
to  the  end  of  1816,  when  he  was  sent  in  command  of  an  expedition  to  take  possession  of  the 
islands  of  Tristan  d'Acunha.  Served  in  India  during  the  Pindarree  and  Mahratla  War  from 
1817  to  1819.  Appointed  to  act  as  Deputy  Quarter-Master-General  at  the  Cape  in  1820,  and 
couilucted  the  landing  and  settlement  of  a  large  body  of  emigrants  S("nt  out  by  Government.  In 
1822  was  sent  home  with  important  despatches,  and  received  the  brevet  rank  of  Major.  In  183.5 
nominated  a  KH.  In  1840  became  Deputy  (iiiarter- Master- General  at  the  Cape.  In  1842 
commanded  a  body  of  troops  sent  to  Natal  to  relieve  a  detachment  besieged  by  Insurgent  Boers, 
for  which  service  was  named  a  CB.  Served  during  the  Kaffir  wars  of  1846,  and  of  1851-53, 
(Medal),  including  the  campaign  in  the  Basoota  country,  and  the  battle  of  Berea.  In  acknow- 
ledgment of  his  services,  received  the  honour  of  Knighthood. 

97  Major-General  George  Macdonald  accompanied  the  expedition  to  Hanover  in  1805;  joined 
the  army  in  Sicily  in  1806.  and  was  employed  with  it  in  its  various  operations  until  1810  ;  in 
the  latter  year  he  went  with  the  expedition  to  Naples,  and  was  present  at  the  capture  of  Isehia 
and  I'rocida;  returned  to  Sicily  and  employed  against  the  French  amy  in  1811;  in  1812  was 
employed  in  Spain,  including  the  battle  of  Castalla,  and  siege  of  'I'arragona;  embarked  for 
Canada  in  1814,  and  was  present  at  the  operations  before  Plattsburg.  He  served  also  the 
campaign  of  !SI5,  and  received  three  wounds  at  Waterloo,  viz.  in  the  leg,  in  the  neck,  and 
through  the  body,  wounding  the  lungs. 

98  Major-General  Dirinzy's  services:— Campaign  and  battle  of  Corunna  (severely  wounded 
in  both  knees) ;  expedition  to  Walcheren,  including  the  siege  and  capture  of  Flushing  (wounded 
in  left  arm).  In  the  Peninsula  campaigns,  from  December  1810  to  the  end  of  that  war  in 
1814,  including  the  affairs  of  Pombal  and  Kedinha,  re-capture  of  Campo  Mayor,  capture  of 
Oliven^a,  l'<t  siege  of  Badajoz,  battle  of  Albuhera,  siege  and  capture  of  Ciudad  Kodrigo,  siege 
and  capture  of  Baduj  )z,  battle  of  Salamanca,  affair  ot  Aldea  de  Ponte,  retreat  from  Madrid, 
ati'airs  of  Osma  and  Jocauna,  battle  of  \'ittoria,  blockade  of  I'ampeluna,  affairs  of  Roncesvalles, 
Zubisi,  &c.,  battles  of  Pampeluna,  28th  July,  and  of  the  Pyrenees,  30th  July,  afiFairs  of 
Echalar,  St.  Estevan,  &c.,  capture  of  San  Sebastian,  passage  of  the  Bidas&oa,  battle  of  the 
Nivelle  (dangerously  wounded  through  the  body,  reported  killed);  battle  of  Orthes,  affairs  of 
Bastido  de  la  Clarence,  and  Gave  d'Olcron.  Twice  wounded,  musket-ball  in  le.t't  arm,  and  by 
a  splinter  of  a  shell  in  the  chest  at  the  battle  of  Toulouse,  but  did  not  quit  the  field.  He  has 
received  the  Gold  Medal  for  Toulouse,  and  the  Silver  War  Medal  and  nine  Clasps. 

99  Major-General  Windham  served  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1851-55,  as  an  Assistant 
Quartermaster-General  up  to  the  fall  of  Sebastopol,  and  was  promoted  Miijor-General  "  fur  his 
distinguished  conduct  in  having  with  the  greatest  intrepidity  and  coolness  headed  the  column  of 
attaL'k  which  assaulted  the  enemy's  defences  on  the  8th  September  1855"(Medjl  and  Clai'ps, 
CB.,  Commander  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  Commander  1st  Class  of  the  Military  Order  of  Savoy, 
and  2nd  Class  of  the  Mcdjidie). 
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100  Major-General  Yule  served  in  Canada  during  the  greater  part  of  the  war  of  1812-1814; 
was  present  at  the  aifair  of  Street's  Creek,  and  dismantled  under  fire  the  bridge  there,  by  which 
the  advance  of  a  superior  force  of  the  enemy  was  retarded  ;  was  also  in  the  actions  of  Chippewa 
(horse  mortally  wounded)  and  Limdy's  Lane. 

101  Major-General  James  Gordon's  services: — attack  on  the  Castle  of  Scylla,  June  1809; 
siege  and  capture  of  Santa  Maura,  March  1810. 

102  Major-General  Ashmore  was  in  the  Monarch  in  Sir  Samuel  Hood's  action  with  the 
Prench  frigates  in  1806.  From  November  1807  till  August  1809  in  the  Grampus,  employed 
at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  Madagascar,  and  blockade  of  the  Mauritius.  From  February  1810 
to  January  1812  in  the  Poictiers  blockading  Brest,  Basque  Roads,  and  in  the  Tagus:  whilst  in 
Basque  Roads,  was  frequently  in  the  boats  sent  to  annoy  the  coasting  trade,  a  service  that 
brought  them  continually  under  fire  of  the  batteries,  or  into  action  with  the  gun-boats.  "When 
in  the  Tagus,  was  with  the  detachment  of  Marines  sent  with  a  small  force  of  Portuguese  under 
General  Trant  to  destroy  the  Pontoons  preparing  by  Marshal  Massena  at  Santarem  to  cross 
the  Tagus:  was  on  piquet  under  that  town  the  night  of  the  Marshal's  retreat  from  the  Lines. 
In  1812  he  was  attached  to  the  2nd  Battalion  at  Santander,  north  coast  of  Spain.  On  the 
return  of  the  battalions  to  England  he  joined  the  Ist  Battalion;  was  at  the  attack  on  Norfolk, 
taking  of  the  town  of  Hampton,  &c.  When  the  battalion  was  broken  up  at  Isle  Aux  Noix  he 
was  left  for  Lake  service  till  1817.  From  August  1826  to  August  1829  was  serving  on  the 
South  American  station  in  the  Ganges :  was  landed  at  Rio,  on  the  occasion  of  the  German  and 
Irish  troops  revolting  in  1828,  to  protect  the  Imperial  family  and  palace  of  San  Christoph,  and 
co-operate  with  the  French  and  other  forces  landed  to  quell  the  mutiny. 

103  Major-General  John  Cox,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  months,  served  throughout  the 
whole  of  the  Peninsular  war  with  the  95th  (Rifle  Brigade),  commencing  with  the  first  affair,  at 
Obidos,  15th  Aug.  1808.  He  was  also  engaged  with  the  enemy  in  the  following  battles,  sieges, 
actions  and  affairs  : — Battles  of  Roleia  and  Vimiera,  and  surrender  of  Lisbon  ;  subsequent 
campaign  in  Spain  with  Sir  John  Moore's  Army,  including  its  retreat — outpost  affairs  at 
Talavera,  night  defence  of  the  post  of  Barba  del  Paerco  against  very  superior  numbers, 
affairs  of  Gallegos  and  BarquiUa ;  action  at  Almeida,  and  defence  of  the  bridge  against  every 
effort  to  force  it ;  affairs  at  Mora  Morta  and  Jala  ;  battle  of  Busaco  ;  affairs  at  Alenquer, 
Aruda,  and  Santarem  ;  defence  of  the  Lines  of  Torres  Vedras  ;  actions  with  Marshal  Massena's 
Rear-guard  at  Pombal,  Redinha,  Condeixa,  Caza  Nova,  Foz  d'Arouce,  Ponte  de  Marcella, 
Freixadas  and  Sabugal  ;  at  Almeida  five  successive  days  ;  at  Marialva  Bridge  ;  battles  of  the 
3rd  and  5th  May  1811  at  Fuentes  d'Onor  ;  affairs  at  Naves  d'Aver  and  Forcaylos  ;  siege  and 
storming  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  ;  action  at  San  Milan  ;  battle  of  Vittoria  ;  actions  with  the  French 
Rear-guard  at  Echarrianos,  Pampeluna,  and  forcing  the  heights  of  Santa  Barbara  and  Pass  of 
Echalar  ;  at  Vera,  and  carrying  the  entrenchments  in  its  Pass  ;  battles  of  the  Pyrenees  ; 
several  affairs  at  outposts  ;  battles  of  Nivelle  and  Nive  ;  action  at  Tarbes  ;  victory  of  the  18th 
June  at  Waterloo,  and  capture  of  Paris.  He  was  wounded  at  Vimeira  by  a  musket-ball ; 
received  a  contusion  in  the  head  at  Redinha,  a  compound  fracture  of  the  left  arm  at  the  storm- 
ing of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  while  clearing  the  left  breach,  and  left  leg  badly  fractured  (ball  lodged) 
in  driving  the  enemy  from  the  heights  of  Tarbes.  Joined  the  army  in  Belgium,  under  the 
Prince  of  Orange,  in  the  autumn  of  1814  i  served  the  Waterloo  campaigns  in  that  country,  and 
with  the  Army  of  Occupation  in  France,  until  its  embarkation  for  England  in  1818.  He  has 
received  the  War  Medal  with  ten  Clasps. 

104  Major-General  Law  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Sept.  1813  to  the  end  of  the  war, 
including  the  battles  of  Nivelle  and  Nive,  for  which  he  has  the"  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

105  Major-General  Marshall  served  iu  the  Peninsula  from  January  1811  to  October  1813, 
including  the  first  siege  of  Badajoz,  siege  and  storm  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  siege  and  storm  of  San 
Sebastian.  Slightly  wounded  at  Ciudad  Rodrigo  16th  Jan.  1812  ;  severely  wounded  twice  by 
musket-shots  at  San  Sebastian  31st  August  1813,  when  leading  the  advance  of  the  column  of 
attack  up  the  great  breach.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  three  Clasps. 

106  Major-General  Piper  served  six  campaigns  in  the  Peninsula,  France,  and  Flanders,  from 
March  1810  to  the  27th  Jan.  16.  From  1810  to  12  was  employed  in  the  Lines  of  Lisbon  and 
Almeida;  and  from  Jan.  1812  to  the  conclusion  of  hostilities  in  1815,  held  the  command  of  a 
Division  of  a  Pontoon  Train  (having  been  entrusted  during  that  period  with  the  organization 
and  equipment  of  four  several  bridges) ;  threw  the  bridges  of  the  Guadiana,  Tagus,  Bidassoa, 
Gave  d'Oleron,  Garronne,  and  Seine  ;  served  in  the  trenches  at  the  last  siege  of  Badajoz,  from 
the  morning  of  the  18th  to  the  23rd  of  March,  when  the  bridges  of  communication  below  the 
town  being  destroyed  and  sunk,  was  despatched  (by  order  of  the  Commander  of  the  Forces)  to 
re-establish  and  remain  with  them — passing  shot,  shell,  and  ammunition  during  the  nights,  and 
provisions  during  the  daytime— for  the  remainder  of  the  operations ;  received  the  thanks  of  Sir 
Rowland  Hill  at  the  passage  of  the  Tagus  in  August  same  year,  on  the  advance  of  his  column 
to  Madrid ;  and  subsequently,  when  en  route  to  Salamanca  (in  consequence  of  the  enemy's 
cavalry  intercepting  the  communication  through  the  Sierra-do- Gato)  was  commanded  by 
written  instructions  from  the  Commander  of  the  Forces  to  retire  with  the  bridges  on  Alcantra 
de  la  Reina  and  Badajoz,  to  Elvas,  and  finally  to  Abrantes  ;  where,  equipping  a  fresh  train  of 
boats  for  the  operations  of  the  ensuing  year,  advanced  with  the  army  from  Sabugal  and  Frey- 
nada  to  the  Ebro  and  Vittoria ;  passage  of  the  Bidassoa  in  Oct.  and  latter  part  of  the  blockade 
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of  Pampcliina ;  actions  of  tho  9th  and  llth  Dq^ISI.T  atBayonne  ;  do. Toulouse  inl814  ;  passed 
and  rcpasspd  His  Grace  the  Commander  of  the  Forcen  and  Statf  during  the  operations  of  the 
day,  from  the  right  to  the  left  bank  of  tho  river,  on  a  (ly-raft  of  tlirce  boats  ;  and  subsequently, 
advancing  to  ]\Iongiseard  on  the  Canal  Ro^aldu  .Midi,  proceeded  thence  to  Kordeaux.  Proceeded  to 
Ceylon,  East  Indies,  16th  June  181G.  Served  as  commanding  engineer  in  the  Kandian  Provinces, 
during  the  insurrections  of  1817  and  18.     He  has  received  the  War  Jledal  with  three  Clasps. 

107  Major-Generul  Faddy,  prior  to  entering  the  Royal  Artillery,  was  a  Midshipman  on  board 
the  Asia,  at  the  capture  of  the  Dutch  Fleet  in  Saldanha  P>ay  in  1796:  present  at  the  attack  on 
Fort  Jpromc,  St.  Domingo,  and  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  the  city  of  Santo  Domingo  in  1809; 
served  in  the  Peninsula  and  France  from  July  1810  to  June  1814,  including  the  siege  of  San 
Sebastian,  passage  of  tho  Adour,  investment  of  Bayonne  and  repulse  of  the  sortie,  besides 
various  minor  affairs. 

108  Major-Gfueral  11.  R.Moorservedin  the  Peninsula  from  June  1809  to  June  1813,  including 
the  battles  of  Busaco,  Fuentes  d'Onor,  and  Salamanca  ;  sieges  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  and  Badajoz, 
action  at  Castrajon,  and  twelve  other  affairs  with  the  enemy.  Has  the  War  Jledal  with  five  Clasps. 

109  Miijor-General  F.  R.  Thompson  was  attached  to  the  Prussian  army  in  1815,  and  served 
at  Maubeuge,  Landrecy,  Phillipville,  and  Rocroi. 

110  Major-General  Hughes  served  in  the  80th  Regt.  with  the  army  in  Burmah  in  1852-53; 
was  present  at  the  capture  and  occupation  of  Prome,  and  at  the  night  attack  of  the  enemy  on 
tho  camp  at  Prome,  8  Dec.  1852.  Commanded  the  expedition  sent  into  the  Poungdey  district 
in  Feb.  and  March  1853  ;  succeeded  in  capturing  arms  and  ammunition,  and  in  bringing  to 
Prome  a  large  quantity  of  grain  (Medal). 

111  Major-General  Cole  has  received  the  Medal  for  the  Kaffir  war  of  1851-53,  during  which 
he  commanded  the  Royal  Engineers  in  South  Africa. 

112  Major-General  \V.  Yorke  Moore  served  as  a  Captain  in  the  39th  Regt.  throughout  the 
campaign  against  the  Rajah  of  Coorg  in  April  1834. 

113  Major-General  Matson  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Nov.  1812  to  the  end  of  the  war, 
including  the  affair  of  San  Milan,  advance  of  the  array  and  crossing  the  Ebro,  battle  of  Vittoria, 
blockade  of  Pampeluna,  sieges  and  storm  of  San  Sebastian,  passage  of  the  Biddssoa,  battle  oif 
the  Nivelle,  blockade  of  Bayonne  and  rop'dse  of  the  sortie.  In  1815  on  the  expedition  to 
America  ;  and  with  the  army  m  the  Netherlands  from  June  1815  to  Nov.  1818.  He  has 
received  the  Silver  War  .Medal  with  three  Clasps. 

114  Major-General  Booth's  services: — Siege  of  Callinger  (wounded  at  the  assault).  Nepaul 
war  in  1814,  including  the  sieges  of  Kolunga,  Nahu,  and  Jetuck.  Mahratta  war  in  1817-18, 
including  tho  sieges  of  Singhur,  Latarak,  Pourunder,  and  Wursetta.  Burmese  war  in  1824-5, 
wounded  at  the  storming  of  ilartaban. 

115  Major-General  Greaves  served  with  the  7th  Fusiliers  in  America,  in  the  campaign  of 
1814,  and  was  also  present  in  the  attack  on  New  Orleans,  on  the  8th  Jan.  1815. 

116  Major-General  Alves  served  tho  whole  of  the  campaigns  in  Spain,  Portugal,  and 
France,  of  1810,  11,  12,  13,  and  14,  with  the  74th  in  Picton's  division,  without  having  ever 
been  absent  from  it  tor  a  single  day,  including  the  battle  of  Busaco,  retreat  to  the  lines  of 
Torres  Vedras,  occupation  of  them,  and  subsequent  advance  in  pursuit  of  .Massena,  actions 
at  Porabal,  Redinha,  F02  d'Arou?e,  Guarda,  and  S  ibiigal,  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  f  lege  of 
Badajoz  in  Juue  1811,  actions  at  El  Bodon  and  Aldea  do  Ponte,  siege  and  storm  of  Ciudad 
Rodrigo,  sieg'%  storm,  and  escalade  of  the  Castle  of  Bidajoz  in  March  and  April  1812,  battle 
of  Salamanca,  capture  of  Madrid  and  tho  Retiro,  affairs  on  the  retreat  from  Madrid  to 
S  damanca  and  Portugal  in  Nov.  1812,  subsequent  advance  and  passage  of  the  Ebro,  battle 
of  Vittoria,  blockade  of  Pampeluna,  the  battles  in  the  Pyrenees  on  the  27th,  28th,  and  30th 
July,  battles  of  the  Nivelle,  the  Nive,  and  Orthes,  actions  of  Vic  Bigorre  and  Tarbes,  and 
battle  of  Toidouse.  He  has  the  War  Medal  with  eleven  Clasps  for  Busaco,  Fuentes  d'Onor, 
Ciuilad  Rodrigo,  Badajoz,  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  NiveUe,  Nive,  Orthcs,  and  Toulouse. 

117  Major-General  Alex.  M.  Eraser  was  employed  in  the  expedition  against  Sambas  in  the 
Island  of  Borneo. 

lis  Major-General  ^Y.  II.  EUiott  embarked  with  the  Regt.  for  Lisbon,  2Gth  Jan.  1811,  and 
was  present  at  the  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  covering  the  siege  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  second  siege 
of  Bidajoz,  affiir  near  Val  Moresco,  battle  of  Salamanca,  capture  of  Sladrid  and  the  Retiro, 
covering  the  siege  of  Burgos,  retreat  into  Portugal,  during  which  operation  he  served  as  Aide- 
de-Camp  to  Colonel  Mitchell,  51st  Regiment,  commanding  the  Brigade,  and  received  a  contu- 
sion on  the  shoulder  when  in  the  act  of  delivering  an  order  to  an  officer  in  advance.  In  June 
1813,  he  was  appointed  an  Aide-de-Camp  to  Major-General  Inglis,  and  was  present  at  tho 
battles  of  the  Pyrenees,  30th  and  31st  July — received  a  flesh  wound,  and  had  a  horse  killed; 
action  at  Lesaca,  passage  of  the  Adour,  battle  of  Xivelle,  attack  of  the  heights  of  St.  Pe,  and 
battle  of  Orthes.  Appointed  Major  of  Brigade  to  the  1st  Brigade,  7th  Division,  and  served  as 
such  until  the  end  of  that  war.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  and  five  Clasps.  Served 
also  the  campaign  of  1815,  iii'luding  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  capture  of  (ambray,  and  capitu- 
lation of  Paris.  Served  in  command  of  tho  Madras  Brigade  throughout  tho  Burmese  war 
of  1852-53;  was  on  board  the  steam  frigate /V/Ywr  during  tho  Naval  aeti"  n  and  destruction 
of  the  enemy's  stockades  on  the  Rangoon  River,  and  served   as  Brigadier  commanding  the 
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Madras  Force  during' the  succeeding  three  dajg' operations  in  the  vicinity,  and  at  the  storm 
and  capture  of  Rangoon 

119  Major-General  Hawkins  commanded  the  Royal  Marines,  about  200  strong,  at  the 
attack  aar)  destruction  of  Malloodoo,  in  Borneo. 

120  Major- General  James  Clarke  served  in  the  attack  on  the  Russian  gun-boats  and  bat- 
teries on  Percola  Point  in  1809.  At  the  capture  of  Guadaloupe  in  1810,  and  at  the  battle  of 
Algiers.     War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

121  Major-Gt-neral  Tothill  landed  in  command  of  a  detachment  of  Royal  Marines  on  24th 
April  1813  at  St.  Cataldo,  and  by  a  resolute  advance  with  the  bayonet  dislodged  a  body  of  troops 
from  a  strong  position,  and  captured  the  vessel  from  which  they  had  debarked.  Was  at  the 
attack  and  surrender  of  the  Island  of  Augusta.  Landed  on  1st  Feb.  1813  with  50  Royal 
Marines  and  160  other  troops  at  Port  Buifalo,  and  carried  the  eminence.  Was  at  the  attack 
of  the  sea  batteries  and  surrender  of  the  island  of  Curyola,  3rd  Feb.,  and  at  the  capture  of 
the  Devil's  Island,  14th  April. 

122  Major-General  Eyre's  services: — Expedition  to  Portugal  and  occupation  of  Lisbon  in 
1808;  advance  upon  Madrid  and  retreat  to  Corunna  in  1808-9;  aifair  at  Lugo  and  battle  of 
Corunna,  for  which  he  has  received  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp.  Eighteen  years  con- 
tinued service  in  the  West  Indies,  from  Oct.  1810  to  April  1828;  and  in  command  of  the  Royal 
Artillery  in  China,  at  Hong  Kong,  from  August  1847  to  May  1851. 

123  Major-General  Childs  served  in  H.  M.  S.  Gibraltar,  blockading  Cherbourg,  L'Orient, 
and  Basque  Roads,  and  frequently  in  boats  cutting  out  French  coasters.  Early  in  1813  ho 
volunteered  to  serve  in  the  1st  Battalion  under  Colonel  Sir  Richard  Williams  in  the  Chesapeake, 
and  was  at  the  attack  of  Cransy  Island,  taking  of  the  enemy's  camp  at  Hampton,  and  capture 
of  Kent  Island,  and  in  many  minor  engagements  on  the  enemy's  coast;  after  which  he  accom- 
panied the  battalion  to  Canada,  and  was  actively  employed  on  the  Frontiers,  and  frequently  in 
command  of  gun-boats  on  Lake  Champlain.  On  the  11th  Sept.  1814  he  was  engaged  on  board 
the  Confiance,  in  one  of  the  most  severe  actions  fought  during  the  war,  in  which  Commodore 
Downie  (the  captain  of  the  ship),  Captain  Anderson,  R.M.,  and  41  men  were  killed,  and 
upwards  of  100  wounded,  out  of  a  complement  of  260.  He  also  served  the  Syrian  campaign 
(Medal)  of  1840,  including  the  attack  and  capture  of  Sidon,  capture  of  Beyrout,  bombardment 
of  Acre,  and  other  desultory  services.    Has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

124  Major-General  W.  F.  Williams  served  in  Senegal,  Goree,  and  Sierra  Leone  during  1811 
and  12  ;  and  in  the  Peninsula  from  August  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war,  including  San  Sebas- 
tian, the  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  battles  of  Nivelle  and  Nive  (11th,  12th,  and  13th  Dec),  and  the 
investment  of  Bayonne.  He  embarked  for  Bordeaux  in  1814  with  the  expedition  to  the  Chesa- 
peak  under  General  Ross,  and  was  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Bladensburg,  first  slightly  in  the 
left  arm,  and  again  severely  by  a  musket-ball  through  the  left  shoulder.  He  served  subse- 
quently for  several  years  in  the  West  Indies;  and  he  was  sent  on  a  particular  service  to  Canada 
during  the  insurrection  in  that  country  in  1838  and  1839,  whence  he  returned  in  June  1843,  and 
was,  the  month  following,  again  sent  on  a  special  service  to  Ireland.  He  has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  three  Clasps  for  St.  Sebastian,  Nivelle,  and  Nive. 

125  51  aj or- General  Cartwright  served  the  campaigns  of  1813  and  14  with  the  61st,  including 
the  battles  of  the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  for  which  he  has  received  the 
Silver  War  Medal  with  five  Clasps.  Served  the  campaign  of  1815  with  the  lOt'n  Hussars,  and 
was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

126  Major-General  Gore  served  the  campaign  of  1815  with  the  30th,  and  was  slightly 
wounded  at  Waterloo. 

127  Major-General  Goodsman  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  6lst,  and  was  wounded  at 
Talavera,  for  which  battle  he  has  received  the  War  JMedal  with  one  Clasp. 

128  Major-General  Pringle  Taylor  proceeded  in  1811  to  join  the  22nd  Dragoons  in  the  East 
Indies,  where  he  served  until  their  return  to  Europe  and  disbandment,  25th  October  1820.  He 
was  in  the  field  in  1815  and  16,  and  during  the  whole  of  the  Mahratta  war  in  1817,  18,  and  19; 
the  published  official  records  show  that  his  conduct  was  conspicuous  in  the  Brigade  Cavalry 
actions  of  Bncktowlie  and  of  Nagnore  (1817),  and  of  Ashta  (20th  Feb.  1818),  when  he  incurred, 
as  Brigade-Major,  the  responsibility  of  ordering  measures  which  terminated  in  the  entire  defeat 
of  the  Peishwa,  the  death  of  the  gallant  Gokla,  and  the  rescue  of  the  Rajah  of  Satarrah,  the 
most  influential  events  in  terminating  the  war.  At  the  siege  of  Capaul-droog,  he  commanded 
a  battery  at  the  storm  (13th  ]\Iay  1819),  he  blew  open  the  first  gate  with^i  galloper  gun  of  the 
22nd  Dragoons,  and  heading  the  Forlorn  Hope,  he  stormed  in  succession  the  five  distinct  circles 
of  fortifications,  every  man  and  oificer  of  his  party  being  either  killed  or  wounded;  he  received 
at  the  summit  of  that  strong  hill  fort,  at  the  moment  of  success  in  its  capture,  a  shot  through  his 
lungs  and  body.  The  Governor- General  of  India  specially  recommended  him  to  favourable 
consideration  for  his  services  in  India.  In  1823  and  24  he  was  employed  in  the  Cape  Cavalry 
against  the  CafFres.  In  1841  he  was  relieved  from  a  bullet  which  had  been  in  his  body  since  1819. 
From  April  1854  to  Dec.  1857  he  was  a  Colonel  on  the  Staff  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  where 
at  a  period  ot  peculiar  difiiculty  and  imminently  threatened  war  he  commaaded  in  Kaffraria 
then  under  martial  law. 

129  Major-General  Cater  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  April  1810  to  January  1814,  including 
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the  (lofonco  of  Cadiz,  battle  of  Barrosa,  and  sioge  of  TarraRona.  Served  also  the  campaign  of 
isl.j.  ijiLliuling  the  battlp  of  Waterloo,  ami  taking  of  Cambray  and  Taris.  lie  has  received 
thn  SIItit  \\  ar  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Barrosa. 

130  Major-Cieneral  Swinburne  served  with  the  1st  Guards  in  Holland  under  Lord  Lynodoch, 
and  subsequently  in  the  Peninsula  and  South  of  France.  Also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including 
the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo,  storming  of  Peronne,  capture  of  Paris :  at  Peronne  lio 
commandeil  a  storming  party,     lie  served  afterwards  with  the  Army  of  Occupation  in  France. 

LSI  Major-Gcneral  Whiehcote  joined  the  52nd  as  a  volunteer  in  December  1810,  and  served 
with  it  in  the  Peninsula,  France,  and  Flanders,  and  was  present  in  the  actions  of  Sabugal,  El 
Badon,  and  Alfayates,  siege  and  storm  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  and  of  Badajoz,  battle  of  Salamanca, 
retreat  from  Burgos,  battle  of  Vittoria,  action  at  Vera,  battles  of  the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle.  the  Nive, 
Orthes,  Tarb"s,  Toulouse,  and  \\''aterloo.     He  has  received  the  War  ]\iedal  with  nine  Clasps. 

I.'i2  Major- General  Butler  served  the  campaign  of  1815  with  the  3rd  Battalion  of  the  Grena- 
dier Guards,  and  was  present  in  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo  (where  he  carried 
the  colours),  storming  of  Peronne,  and  capture  of  Paris. 

133  Major-General  John  Campbell  served  the  Waterloo  campaign  with  the  44th  Foot. 

134  Major-General  Plomer  Young  served  as  Adjutant  of  the  89th  at  the  capture  of  the  Isle  of 
France  in  1810,  and  at  the  capture  of  Java  in  18li  (for  which  he  bus  received  the  War  Medal 
with  one  Clasp),  on  which  last  service  he  was  wounded  in  the  action  of  Weltevreden,  and  also 
at  the  storming  of  Fort  Cornclis;  and  was,  for  his  conduct  on  those  occasions,  appointed,  by 
Major-General  Sir  Robert  Gillespie,  ^Major  of  Brigade  to  the  Bitavia  Division  of  the  Force. 
Accompanied  Sir  Robert  as  such  in  the  arduous  operations  against  Djocjocarta  in  IS  1-2,  which 
terminated  by  the  storm  of  that  capital  (severely  wounded),  and  capture  of  the  Sultan.  Served 
as  Mnjor  of  Brigade  on  the  expedition  to  Ava  from  June  1824  until  the  close  of  the  Burmese 
war  in  1820,  and  was  present  at  the  principal  alVairs  during  that  period,  including  operations 
in  the  vicinity  of  Rangoon,  defeat  ot  ISandoola's  army  at  the  Sheevedageen  Pagoda,  Tavoy, 
Alergui,  Kokein,  Denobiu,  Prome,  ^lelloon,  and  Pagahm  Mew.  He  served  in  Canada  in  com- 
mand of  the  Johnstown  District  during  the  insurrection  of  1838,  and  commanded  the 
Troops  in  the  attack  and  defeat  of  the  Brigands  under  Van  Scoultz  at  the  Windmill  Point 
near  Prescott,  on  the  13th  Nov.  of  that  year,  and  was  promoted  to  Lieut. -Colonel  by  brevet  in 
consequence. 

135  Major-General  Dunn  served  the  campaign  of  1805  in  Italy;  battle  of  ISIaida  and  capture 
of  Scylla  Castle  in  1806;  expedition  to  Egypt  in  1807,  including  the  attack  on  Alexandria  and 
Rosetta,  and  battle  of  El  Hamet  (taken  prisoner).  Defence  of  Scylla  Castle  in  1 808  -,  Peninsular 
campaigns  of  1810  and  11,  including  operations  before  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  operations  between  the 
Aguada  and  Almeida,  battles  of  the  Coa,  Biisaco,  and  Albuhera  ;  actions  at  Usagre  and  .\ldea  de 
I'onte,  at  which  last  he  was  severely  wounded  in  the  groin  by  a  musket  ball,  which  remains  un- 
extracted  Served  also  in  the  American  war  in  1814,  including  the  taking  of  Moose  Island,  and 
occupation  of  Castine.    Has  the  War  Jledal  with  three  Clasps  for  Maida,  Busaco,  and  Albuhera. 

130  JIajor-General  Fogo  served  in  America  during  the  whole  war,  including  the  battle  of 
Plattiburg. 

137  Major-General  the  Honourable  William  Arbuthnott  served  in  the  Peninsula,  and  was 
present  at  the  passage  of  the  Douro,  and  the  battles  of  Oporto,  Talavera,  and  Busaco :  for 
the  two  last  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

138  Major-Genoral  Blachley  served  in  the  Pminsula  and  France  from  Feb.  1812  to  Aug. 
1814,  including  the  siege  and  capture  of  Bidajoz,  atfair  of  Castrajon,  battle  of  Salamanca, 
capture  of  IMadrid  and  the  Retiro,  siege  of  Burgos,  and  retreat  from  thence,  affair  of  Osma, 
battle  of  Vittoria,  siege  and  capture  of  San  Sebastian  (both  operations),  passage  of  the  Bidassoa 
and  the  Nivelle,  actions  of  the  9th,  10th,  11th,  and  12th  Dec.  1813,  in  front  of  Bayonne,  passage 
of  the  Adour,  investment  of  Bayonne  and  repulse  of  the  sortie,  on  which  occasion  he  was 
wounded  in  the  head  by  a  musket-ball.     lie  has  received  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  five  Clasps. 

139  Major-General  Belson  served  in  the  Peninsula  and  South  of  France  from  July  1809  to 
the  end  of  the  war  in  1814,  including  the  retreat  from  Talavera,  action  in  front  of  Almeida, 
action  of  the  Coa,  battle  of  Busaco,  actions  ftt  Pombal,  Redinha,  Cazal  Nova,  Foz  d'Arouce, 
and  Sabugal ;  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  actions  on  the  heights  of  the  Agueda,  sieges  of  Ciudad 
]?odrigo  and  Badajoz,  actions  at  Castrajon  (severely  wounded),  San  Munos,  San  ^lilan,  and 
O.-ima;  battle  of  Vittoria,  action  with  the  French.  28th  June  1813.  in  the  morning  bef)re  they 
entered  Pampeluna,  in  which  he  captured  their  last  gun  from  Vittoria  ;  actions  in  the  Pyrenees, 
passage  of  the  Nivelle,  Nive,  and  Gave  d  Oleron ;  and  battle  of  Orthes,  besides  various  minor 
affairs  and  skirmishes.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  nine  Clasps. 

140  Major  General  Molesworlh  served  aj  the  siege  of  Copenhagen  in  18o7. 

141  Major  General  To wnshcnd  served  with  the  4 Ut  Rt-gt.  in  the  American  war,  and  was 
present  at  the  taking  of  Fort  Niagara,  Blackrock,  and  Buffalo,  battle  of  I-undys  Lane,  and 
assault  on  Fort  Erie  14th  August  1814,  where  he  was  severely  wounded  through  the  left 
shoulder.  He  was  promot  d  to  the  Brevet  rank  of  Lieut -Colonel  for  services  during  the 
Canadian  Rebellion  in  1837-38. 

\A-J.  Major  G^niral  Wright  served  the  campaign  against  the  Rajih  of  Coorg  in  1834,  and 
received  a  very  sevtre  injury  in  the  right  leg  m  leading  the  advanced  attack  ac  the  taking  of 
the  stockade  of  Periapatam,  the  frontier  stockade  of  the  Coorg  territory.    In  183'J  he  was 
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employed  in  the  operations  against  Kurncol,  and  was  severely  and  dangerously  wounded  at 
the  aifair  of  Zorapore  on  the  18  th  of  October.  He  commanded  a  Brigade  in  the  battle  of 
Maharajpore  (Medal)  on  the  29th  Dec.  1843,  in  which  action  his  horse  was  shot  under  him  in 
taking  the  battery  at  Chounda. 

143  Major  General  Portlock  served  in  the  last  American  "War. 

144  Sir  John  Inglis  served  with  the  32nd  in  Canada  during  the  Rebellion  in  1837,  and  was 
present  in  the  actions  of  St.  Denis  and  St.  Eustache.  He  served  also  the  Punjaub  campaign 
of  1848-9,  and  was  present  at  the  first  and  second  siege  operations  before  Mooltan,  including 
the  attack  on  the  enemy's  position  in  front  of  the  advanced  trenches  on  the  12  th  Sept.,  where, 
after  the  death  of  Lieut.-Col.  Pattoun,  he  succeeded  to  the  command  of  the  right  column  of 
attack;  commanded  the  32nd  at  the  action  of  Soorjkoond;  and  also  present  at  the  storm  and 
capture  of  the  city  and  surrender  of  the  fortress  of  Mooltan,  surrender  of  the  fort  and  garrison 
of  Cheniote,  and  battle  of  Goojerat,  for  which  services  he  received  the  brevet  rank  of  Lieut. - 
Colonel  (Medal  and  Clasps).  Was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Major  Genei-al  and  nominated  a 
KGB.  "for  his  enduring  fortitude  and  persevering  gallantry  in  the  defence  of  the  Residency 
of  Lucknow,  for  eighty -seven  days,  against  an  overwhelming  force  of  the  Enemy." 

145  Major  General  Griffin  served  before  Genoa  in  1814. 

146  Sir  James  Hope  Grant  served  in  China  (Medal)  as  Brigade-Major  to  Lord  Saltoun,  and 
was  present  at  the  assault  and  capture  of  Chin  Kiaug  Foo,  and  at  the  landing  before  Nankin. 
He  served  with  the  9th  Lancers  at  Subraon  (Medal)  in  1846;  and  he  commanded  the  Regiment 
durmg  the  greater  part  of  the  campaign  in  the  Punjaub  in  1848-9,  including  the  passage  of 
the  Chenab  at  Rimnuggur,  and  battle  of  Chillianwallah:  he  was  also  present  at  the  battle  of 
Goojerat  (Medal  and  Clasps).  Commanded  the  Cavalry  Brigade  as  Brigadier-General  during 
the  siege  and  at  the  assault  of  Delhi  in  1857,  and  had  his  horse  shot  under  him  during  the 
operations  of  the  19th  June.  Was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Major  General  and  nominated  a 
KCB.  "  for  his  eminent  services  in  command  of  the  Cavalry  Division  at  the  siege  of  Delhi, 
and  in  that  of  a  Division  at  the  relief  of  Lucknow  under  Sir  Colin  Ciimpbell,  as  also  in  the 
subsequent  operations  at  Cawnpore  when  the  rebel  army  sustained  a  total  defeat." 

147  Sir  Gaspard  Le  Marchant  served  as  Adjutant-General  to  the  Anglo-Spanish  Legion, 
and  Brigadier-General  in  the  Spanish  service  during  the  years  1835,  6,  and  7  :  was  present  at 
the  relief  of  Bilboa  and  affair  before  that  town  in  Sept.  1835,  engaged  on  the  heights  of  Aria- 
ban,  in  Alava,  on  the  16th,  17th,  and  18th  Jan.;  in  raising  the  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  and 
storming  the  Lines  5th  May;  passage  of  the  Urmea,  and  taking  of  Passages  28th  May;  in  the 
general  action  before  Alza  Oct.  1836,  besides  several  affairs  in  Guipuzcoa,  as  also  in  the  gene- 
ral actions  of  the  10th,  13th,  15th,  and  16th  March  before  Hernani :  for  these  services  he  re- 
ceived a  Medal,  also  3rd  Class  St.  Fernando,  and  Knight  of  Charles  the  Third. 

148  Major  (jeneral  Wortham  served  the  campaigns  of  1813  and  14  in  Spain  and  France, 
including  the  siege  of  St.  Sebastian,  from  20th  Aug.  to  9th  Sept.  1813;  batiles  of  Orthes  and 
Toulouse,  Served  afterwards  with  the  army  in  America,  from  14th  Sept.  1814,  to  24th  May 
1815,  including  the  attack  on  the  American  Lines  before  New  Orleans,  8th  Jan.  1815,  and  the 
siege  and  capture  of  Fort  Bowyer  from  8th  to  11th  Feb.  1815.  He  has  received  the  Silver 
War  Medal  with  three  Clasps. 

149  Sir  William  Mansfield  served  with  the  53rd  in  the  campaign  on  the  Sutlej  in  1846, 
and  was  present  at  Buddiwal,  Aliwal,  and  Sobraon,  at  which  last  he  acted  as  Aide-de-Camp 
to  the  Commander-in-Chief  (Medal  and  Clasps).  He  commanded  the  Regiment  in  the  Punjaub 
campaign  in  1849,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Goojerat  (IMedal  and  (ilasp).  He  was  also 
constantly  employed  in  the  operations  on  the  Peshawur  frontier  in  1851-52,  whether  his  Regi- 
ment was  in  the  field  or  not,  and  was  present  at  the  affairs  of  Nawadund,  Pranghur,  and 
Skarkote  (horse  wounded).  Was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Major  General  "in  recognition  of 
his  valuable  services  as  Chief  of  the  Staff  in  the  East  Indies  "  having  been  present  at  the  relief 
of  Lucknow  and  subsequent  operations  under  Lord  Clyde. 

150  Major  General  Harold  served  the  campaign  and  battle  of  Corunna,  for  which  he  has 
received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp.     Expedition  to  Walcheren  a,nd  siege  of  Flushing. 

151  Sir  Thomas  Franks  commanded  the  10th  Regt.  in  the  Sutlej  campaign  of  1845-6, 
including  the  battle  of  Sobraon  (Medal),  where  he  had  a  horse  shot  under  him,  and  was 
slightly  wounded:  nominated  a  CB,  Commanded  the  10th  in  the  Punjaub  campaign  of  1848-9, 
including  the  whole  of  the  siege  operations  before  Mooltan:  17th  Aug.  1848  commanded  the 
troops  which  repulsed  the  enemy's  night-attack  upon  the  British  camp  at  Muttee  Thol: 
12th  Sept.  commanded  the  left  column  of  attack  at  the  defeat  of  the  enemy  in  their  strongly- 
entrenched  position  before  Mooltan;  and  after  the  action  succeeded  to  the  command  of  the 
whole  of  the  troops  which  were  engaged,  and  held  the  position  until  relieved  the  following 
morning,  although  wounded  and  exposed  to  the  repeated  attempts  of  the  enemy  to  retake  it: 
7th  Nov.  in  the  action  of  Soorjkoond  commanded  the  right  Brigade,  and  with  it  led  the  attack, 
capturing  the  whole  of  the  enemy's  guns  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet  without  flring  a  shot: 
27th  Nov.  in  the  carrying  of  the  heights  before  Mooltan,  commanded  the  reserve  on  the  extreme 
right,  and  directed  the  attack  of  its  leading  column.  On  the  18th  Feb,  1849  ho  oined  with 
the  Mooltan  force  the  army  under  Lord  Gough,  and  commanded  the  10th  at  the  battle  of 
Goojerat,  and  was  specially  named  for  his  conduct  both  by  the  Commander  in  Chief  and  the 
Governor  Qeneral  (Medal  and  Clasps).    Was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Major  General  and 
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nominated  a  KCB.  "  for  his  distinguished  services  in  the  command  of  a  Column  during  the 
operations  in  India  prior  to  and  ut  the  capture  of  Lurknow." 

152  Major  General  Gordon  was  at  the  capture  of  Martiiii(|uo  in  18U'.»,  and  of  Guadaloupo 
in  1810,  for  wliich  lie  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

153  Major  General  George  Elliot  served  with  the  Royal  j\larine  Battalion  in  co-operation 
with  the  Spanish  troops  against  the  Carlists  in  183/,  and  received  the  Cross  of  San  Fernando, 
1st  Class.  Served  on  the  China,  expedition  (Medal),  and  was  wounded  in  the  attack  on  the 
intrenched  camps  on  the  heights  of  tsegoan,  15th  March  18-4-i.  Was  present  at  the  bomhard- 
ment  of  Odessa,  22nd  April  1854  ;  landed  with  the  Royal  Marines  for  the  defence  of  Eupa- 
toria  ;  was  at  the  siege  of  Sebastopol  (Medal  and  Clasp,  and  5th  Class  of  the  Medjidie), 

154  Major  General  Langfunl  served  with  the  Battalion  in  Spain  from  June  1830  to  Sept. 
1S40,  and  was  present  in  the  action^ of  Fuenterabia  and  Ilernani,  besides  various  minor  affairs. 
While  serving  in  H.  M.  S.  North  Star,  from  Sept.  1841  to  Sept.  1840,  he  participated  in  the 
operations  of  the  Expeditionary  Force  in  China,  including  the  blockade  ol  the  Wcosung  River 
(Medal),  On  the  termination  of  hostilities  with  China  he  proceeded  in  the  North  Star  to 
New  Zealand  ;  and  was  landed  with  all  the  detachments  of  Royal  Marines  from  H.M.  ships 
present,  and  appointed  to  command  that  force,  together  with  a  detachment  of  the  9Gth  Regt., 
with  which  he  was  actively  employed  in  the  field  against  the  insurgent  chiefs,  whose  strongly  • 
stockaded  Palis,  or  Villages,  were  successfully  attacked  and  destroyed:  for  these  services  he 
obtained  the  Brevet  rank  of  Major.     Accompanied  the  expedition  to  the  Baltic  in  1854. 

155  Major  General  ^Marcus  J.  Slade  commanded  the  90th  Light  Infantry  throughout  the 
Kaffir  War  of  1840-47  (Medal). 

150  Major  General  MacKinnon  served  as  Assistant  Quarter-Master-General  at  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope  during  the  Kattir  war  of  1840-7  (Medal).  Served  as  Colonel  on  the  Staff  and  in 
command  of  the  2nd  Division  from  the  outbreak  of  the  Kaffir  war  in  December  1850  until  April 
1852,  and  received  the  thanks  of  the  Commander  of  the  Forces,  Sir  Harry  Smith,  in  Gnneral 
Orders  im  fifteen  different  occasions  on  which  he  commanded  in  operations  against  the  enemy. 

157  Sir  Edward  Lngard  served  as  a  JIajor  of  Brigade  throughout  the  campaign  of  1845  in 
Affghanistan  under  Gen.  Pollock,  and  was  present  in  the  actions  of  Mazeena,  Tezeen,  and 
JugduUuck,  the  occupation  of  Cabool,  and  the  different  engagements  leading  to  it  (Jledal). 
He  served  throughout  the  campaign  on  the  Sutlej  (Medal) ; — as  Dep.  Assist.  Adj.  Gen.  to  Sir 
Harry  Smith  at  the  battles  of  Moodkee  (wounded),  Fer(>zeshah  (wounded),  and  Sobraon  ; — 
as  Adj.  Gen,  of  the  whole  Force  commanded  by  Sir  Harry  at  the  affair  of  Buddiwal,  and  in 
the  battle  of  Aliwal ;  and  he  officiated  as  Adj. Gen.  of  Iler  INIajesty's  Forces  in  India,  from 
the  battle  of  Subraon  to  the  end  of  the  campaign,  when  he  was  appointed  Asst.  Adj,  Gen.  to 
H.M.'s  Forces  in  India.  He  again  officiated  as  Adjt.Gen.  throughout  the  Punjaub  campaign  in 
1848-49,  and  was  present  at  the  passage  of  the  Chenab,  and  battles  of  Chillianwallah  and 
Goojerat  (Medal  and  Clasjis).  Strved  as  chief  of  the  Staff'  on  the  Persian  expedition  in  1857, 
Was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  ISIajor  General  and  nominated  a  KCB.  '-for  his  services  in  the 
command  of  a  Division  at  the  capture  of  Lucknow,  and  subsequently  in  the  command  of  the 
Azimghur  Keld  Force." 

158  Major  General  Hon.  George  Upton  served  in  the  1st  Battalion  of  Coldstream  Guards 
throughout  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854,  including  the  battles  of  the  Alma,  Balaklava,  and 
Inkerman  (wounded  and  horse  killed),  and  siege  of  Sebastopol  (Medal  and  Clasps,  CB.,  Officer 
of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  and  3rd  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

159  Major  General  T.  Simson  Pratt  served  the  campaign  of  1814  in  Holland,  as  a  volunteer 
with  the  56th  Regt.,  and  was  present  at  the  attack  on  Merxem,  2nd  Feb,  and  the  subsequent 
bombardment  of  Antwerp.  He  served  with  the  20th  on  the  China  expedition  (iltdal),  and 
commanded  the  land  forces  at  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  Forts  of  Chuenpee  on  the  7th 
January  1841,  and  again  at  the  assaiUt  and  capture  of  the  Bogue  Forts  on  the  20th  February 
following.  Commanded  the  2eth  at  the  attacks  on  Canton  from  24th  ]May  to  Ist  June  ;  also 
at  the  night  attack  on  Ningpo,  at  Segoan,  Chapoo,  Woosung,  Shanghai,  and  at  Chin  Kiang  Foo. 

100  Mijor  General  Felix  served  the  campaign  of  1815, .and  was  slightly  wounded  at  Quatre 
Bras. 

101  Major  General  Lockyer  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  71st  Regt,  from  Aug.  1813  to 
the  end  of  the  war,  including  the  battles  of  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  Aire  (severely  wounded  on 
left  wrist  and  elbow  joint)  and  Toulouse,  besides  all  the  minor  affairs  after  the  army  entered 
Franco.  On  the  20th  IMay  18;j4  he  sailed  for  the  Pir-Tus  in  command  of  the  British 
contingent  directed  in  conjunction  with  a  French  force  for  the  occupation  of  Greece.  November 
following  he  joined  the  army  in  the  Crimea,  and  was  placed  in  command  of  the  2nd  Brigade, 
2nd  Division,  and  remained  with  the  army  the  whole  of  the  winter  and  spring  of  1854-5u, 
never  missing  a  tour  of  duty  in  the  trenches.  Left  the  Crimea  in  Aug.  185.5  to  take  up  his 
appointment  as  commander  of  the  Forces  in  the  Island  of  Ceylon.  He  has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  three  Clasps,  the  Crimean  Medal  with  Clasp  for  Sebastopol,  is  a  CB.  and  KH., 
Officer  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  and  3rd  Class  of  the  Medjidie, 

162  Major  General  Baynes  served  as  Midshipman  in  the  Royal  Navy  for  three  years,  and 
in  18U9  was  present  at  the  capture  of  Ischia,  Zante,  Cephalonica,  and  Cerigo;  and  was  in  the 
action  of  the  Spartan  frigate  in  the  Hay  of  Naples,  3  May  181U  (War  Medal).  Served  in  the 
Ionian  Islands  from  1812  to  1817,  including  the  capture  of  Paxo  in  1813,  and  occupation  of 
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Corfu  on  the  evacuation  by  the  French  in  1814.  Was  with  a  detachment  at  Zante  on  2l9t  Oct. 
1821,  defending  a  Turkish  man-of-war  in  an  attack  made  by  the  Greeks,  and  was  specially 
selected  and  actively  employed  in  the  disarmament  of  the  inhabitants  which  followed.  Served 
in  the  West  Indies  during  the  emancipation  of  the  slaves  in  1834.  Served  in  North  America 
during  the  boundary  question  in  1839-40. 

163  Major  General  M.  C.  Johnstone  served  with  the  27th  Regt.  in  the  Kaffir  wars  of  1834-35 
and  1846-47  (Medal). 

164  Major  General  Meade  served  with  the  88th  in  the  Peninsula  in  the  campaigns  of  1811, 
12,  13,  and  14,  including  the  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  siege  of  Badajoz  in  1811,  battle  of 
Salamanca  (wounded),  siege  and  storming  of  Badajoz,  passage  of  the  Nivelle  and  the  Nive, 
battles  of  Orthes  and  Toulouse.  In  1814  he  accompanied  his  Regiment  to  America,  and  the 
following  year  joined  the  Army  of  Occupation  in  France.  In  1821  he  embarked  for  India  on  the 
Staff  of  Sir  Thomas  Reynell,  and  wa,s  at  the  siege  and  storming  of  Bhurtpore,  for  the  capture  of 
•which  fortress  he  received  the  rank  of  Major.     He  has  received  the  War  JNIedal  with  six  Clasps. 

165  Major  General  Forster  served  with  the  Scots  Fusilier  Guards  before  Bayonne  in  1814. 

166  Major  General  Goldsmid  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  12th  Light  Dragoons, 
from  1812  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  cavalry  affairs  at  Castrajon,  Quintare 
de  Puerta,  and  Monasterio ;  battles  of  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  Nivelle,  and  Nive  (for  which  he 
has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasp>);  and  siege  of  San  Sebastian.  Served  also 
during  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo, 

167  Major  General  Macarthur  was  present  as  an  Ensign  in  the  6()th  at  the  battle  of  Corunna. 
He  afterwards  served  with  the  30th  in  Sicily,  and  again  in  Spain,  where  he  was  engaged  with 
the  enemy  at  Vittoria,  in  the  Pyrenees,  at  the  Nivelle  and  the  Nive,  at  Bayonne,  Orthes,  and 
Toulouse,  and  where  he  also  served  on  the  personal  staff  of  the  late  Lt.-Gen.  Sir  Robert 
O'Callaghan.  He  accompanied  his  regiment  from  Baurdeaux  to  Canada,  and  afterwards  served 
with  it  in  the  Army  of  Occupation  in  France.    He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  seven  Clasps. 

168  Major  General  Macdowall  served  the  campaign  of  1814  in  Holland  with  the  52nd, 
including  the  actions  at  Merxem  and  bombardment  of  Antwerp. 

169  Major  General  Hely  served  in  the  "West  Indies  with  the  69th  Regiment  in  1801  and 
1802,  and  subsequently  with  the  57th  Regiment  on  the  Coast  of  Africa,  and  in  Gibraltar  during  the 
Plague,  joined  Lord  Hill's  division  in  the  Peninsula  in  1809,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of 
Busaco,  in  the  actions  of  Pombal  and  Rcdinha,  the  first  siege  of  Badajoz,  battle  of  Albuhera — 
where  he  was  twice  wounded,  and  held  the  command  of  the  Regiment  after  that  action  ;  battles 
of  the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  that  before  Bayonne  on  the  13th  Dec.  1813,  and  Orthes  :  affairs 
of  Perache,  Aire,  and  Tarbes,  and  battle  of  Toulouse.  Sailed  for  Canada  at  the  conclusion  of 
this  war  ;  returned  after  the  peace  with  America,  landing  at  Ostend  ;  marched  to  Paris,  and 
served  with  the  Army  of  Occupation  until  the  breaking  up  of  that  force.  He  has  received  the 
War  Medal  with  six  Clasps. 

170  Major  General  Bowers  was  slightly  wounded  at  Waterloo. 

171  Major  General  Arnaud  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  11th,  and  was  present  at  the 
battles  of  Busaco  and  Toulouse,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

172  Major  General  Towers  served  the  Waterloo  campaign  with  the  7th  Hussars, 

173  Sir  Robert  Garrett  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  6th  Division  in  1811,  and  with  the 
4th  Division  in  1812  and  13,  and  was  present  in  all  the  actions,  sieges,  and  smaller  affairs  in 
which  those  two  Divisions  were  respectively  engaged,  from  Fuentes  d'Onor  in  May  1811,  until 
the  end  of  1813,  when  he  was  sent  to  England  for  recovery  from  his  wounds.  He  received  two 
wounds  at  the  attack  of  the  Forts  at  Salamanca,  on  which  occasion  the  command  of  the  Light 
Company  of  the  Queen's  and  some  Artillery  devolved  upon  him,  he  being  the  only  surviving 
officer  of  the  column  he  attacked  with;  and  he  was  again  severely  wounded  in  the  Pyrenees. 
He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps  for  Fuentes  d'Onor,  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  and 
Pyrenees,  Served  at  the  siege  of  Sebastopol  in  1854-55  (Medal  and  Clasp,  KCB.,  Officer  of 
the  Legion  of  Honor,  Sardinian  Medal,  and  3rd  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

174  Major  General  T.  M.  Williams  previously  to  entering  the  Army  served  five  years  as  Mid- 
shipman in  the  Navy,  and  was  engaged  in  the  attack  of  the  French  Fleet  by  Admiral  Cornwallis  on 
the  21st  Aug.  1805.  Assisted  in  the  disembarkation  of  the  British  Army  in  Portugal  in  Aug.  1808, 
and  at  its  embarkation  during  and  after  the  battle  of  Corunna  in  1809.  Accompanied  the 
expedition  to  Walcheren  the  same  year,  and  served  in  the  squadron  of  gun-boats  in  the  Scheldt 
covering  the  disembarkation  of  the  army,  and  at  the  bombardment  and  capture  of  the  fortresses 
of  Ter  Vere,  Ramakins,  and  Flushing.  Landed  with  a  division  of  sailors  on  the  Island  of 
South  Beveland,  and  was  present  at  the  taking  of  Fort  Batz,  and  at  the  subsequent  defence  and 
repulse  of  the  enemy  in  their  repeated  efforts  to  repossess  themselves  of  that  important  post ; 
also  in  frequent  gun-boat  actions  co-operating  with  the  army  during  their  evacuation  of  those 
islands  in  1810.  He  quitted  the  Navy  and  entered  the  Army  in  Feb,  1811,  and  joined  the  4th 
Regt.  in  Portugal  in  August  of  the  same  year,  and  served  in  that  corps  and  the  77th,  into  which 
he  was  promoted  from  that  period,  to  the  termination  of  that  war  in  1814,  without  being  a  day 
absent  from  his  Regt.  He  was  present  at  the  siege  and  storming  of  Badajoz,  at  the  operations 
on  the  Bidassoa  and  Adour,  and  aifairs  at  St.  Jean  de  Luz,  and  at  the  Mayor's  House  in  front 
of  Bidart  in  Dec.  1813,  and  at  the  investment  of  Bayonne  and  repulse  of  the  sortie.  He  has 
received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Badegoz. 
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\7o  Mujor  General  Nepean  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  IGtli  Light  Drugoons  and  was 
present  at  the  battle  of  the  Xive  on  the  Itth  Dec.  181."5,  for  which  action  hu  has  received  the  War 
MeJal  with  one  Clasp.     He  served  also  the  Waterloo  campaign. 

17G  Major  General  Trevor  served  with  the  33r(l  in  Gernoany  and  Holland  in  1813  and  U, 
including  both  attacks  on  Merxcin,  operations  in  front  of  Antwerp,  and  the  storming  of 
Bergi;n-op-Zoom.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  action  nt  Quatre  Bras, 
retreat  on  the  following  day,  battle  of  Wattrhio,  advance  to  and  capture  of  Paris.  Also  in 
Jamaica  with  the  33rd,  and  in  China  with  the  o9tb. 

177  Lord  Albemarle  served  tlie  Waterloo  campaign  with  the  14th  Foot. 

178  Major  Goneral  Barlow  served  as  a  General  in  the  trenches  during  the  siege  of  Sebas- 
topol,  and  commanded  a  Brigade  at  its  fall  (Medal  and  Clasp,  Sardinian  Medal,  and  3rd  Class 
of  the  Medjidie). 

1 7'J  -Major  General  J.  N.  Jackson  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  1810  to  the  end  of  the  war  in 
1814.  including  the  siege  of  Ca:liz,  Lines  at  Torres  Vedras,  Masseua's  retreat  from  Portugal, 
actions  and  atiaird  at  PombaMvedinha,  Leira,  Condeixa,  Ilcur-dc-Lis,  Guarda,  I'oz  d'Arouce 
and  Sabuijai;  battle  of  I'uentes  d'Onor,  3rd  and  .jth  May,  siege  of  Badajoz  in  June  and  Julyl 
1811 .  actions  at  El  Bodon  and  Guinaliio,  siegfi  and  storm  (Jf  Ciudad  Kodrigo,  third  siege  of 
Badajoz  and  storm  of  tho  Castle  by  escalade,  6th  April  1812;  battle  of  Silamauca,  capture  of 
Madrid,  the  Ketiro,  and  Fort  La  China,  and  in  c-immand  of  an  escort  of  the  third  Division  in 
charge  of  the  garrison  of  Fort  La  China  en  route  to  Ciudad  Rodrigo.  Retreat  to  Portugal, 
Oct.  and  Nov.  1812,  battles  of  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  and  Orthes;  actions  at  Vic 
Bigorre  and  Tarbos,  battle  of  Toulouse,  and  all  the  various  minor  affairs  during  that  period. 
He  has  received  the  War  Medal  and  ten  Clasps. 

ISO  Major  General  Trydell  served  at  the  capture  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  in  1806.  and  was 
presf-nt  at  theiattle  of  Blueberg.  He  servtd  also  in  the  Kandian  Insurrection  of  1817  and  18, 
in  Ceylon. 

181  Major  General  John  Clark  served  the  campaign  of  1815.  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo 
and  storming  of  Cambray.  Served  also  the  ca,mpaigus  of  1824  and  25  in  Ava,  including  the  takinp- 
of  Rangoon,  Kimc-ndine,  Kamaroot,  and  Mahattee .  Ltd  the  attack  upon  the  fortiiicd  heights 
at  Aracan,  and  was  severely  wounded  in  the  reck,  arm,  and  left  side. 

182  Major  General  Harvey  served  at  the  investment  of  Kolapore  in  the  East  Indies,  in  Sept. 
1827.  Employed  on  the  Stuff  in  the  late  operations  against  Ibrahim  Pacha,  in  Syria,  and  was 
present  aMlio  skirmish  with  the  Egyptian  troc  ps  near  Askelon,  15th  Jan.  1841.  C'..minanded 
the  third  Bfigaf!e  of  the  Field  Force  at  the  capture  or  the  Mahratta  fortresses  of  Panulia  and 
Puwnughur  on  the  1st  Dec.  1844,  and  received  the  thanks  of  the  Bombay  Government. 

183  Major  General  Michel  was  nominated  a  CB.  after  the  termination  of  the  Kaffir  war  in 
1853,  in  consideration  of  his  distinguishel  services  in  the  Kaffir  wars  of  1846-47  and  of  1851-3 
(Medal).  Was  nominated  to  the  2nd  Class  of  the  .Medjidie  for  service  with  the  late  Turkish 
Contingent. 

184  Major  General  Warren  served  undtr  the  Dnkc  of  Wellington  in  1815.  Commanded  the 
55th  Regt.  in  an  expedition  against  the  Rajah  of  Coorg  in  April  1834  (Colonel  Mill  being  in 
command  of  the  column  until  a  few  days  before  he  was  killei):  led  a  successful  assault  on  and 
captured  the  stockade  of  Kisscnhally;  and  was  severely  v/ouuded  in  an  attack  on  the  stockade 
of  Sjamwarpettah.  Servtd  in  China  from  1841  to  164'4  (Modal):  commanded  the  ;j5rh  in  the 
expedition  up  the  Yang-tse-kiang,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  the  storming  and  capture  of 
Chinkiangfoo,  where  he  was  personally  engaged  with  three  Tartars,  whom  he  killed.  Served 
the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854-o5,  cnmmandid  the  Regt.  at  the  battle  of  Alma  (received  two 
contused  wounds),  siege  of  Sebastopol,  and  repulse  of  the  sortie  ou  the  26lh  October;  com- 
manded the  1st  Brigade,  2nd  Division,  at  the  battle  of  Inkcrman,  anl  was  severely  and  also 
slightly  wounded;  again  slightly  wounded  at  the  attack  tu  the  Redan  on  the  8th  Sept.  (Medal 
and  Clasps,  Officer  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  Sardinian  Medal,  and  3rd  Class  of  the  iMcdjidie). 

IS.j  Major  General  Malcolm  served  on  the  China  expedition  (Medal). 

ISO  Major  General  R.  H.  Wynjavd  served  with  the  force  in  Ne^v  Zeab.nd  from  Oct.  1845 
until  Jan.  1847,  in  command  of  the  .JSth  Regt.;  commanded  the  advance  Division  up  the  Kowa 
Kowa  River,  and  on  through  the  interior  from  the  landing  up  to  the  position  before  Ruape- 
kaptka,  and  entered  the  breach  with  the  stormers  in  the  assault  on  Kawiii"s  Pah  ou  11  Jan. 
184G.  Ajijioinfcd  to  the  command  of  the  Forces  in  New  Zealand  in  Jan.  1851,  held  Her 
ilijesty's  Commissir.n  as  Lieut. -Governor  of  New  Ulster  from  18.jl  to  1853,  and  administered 
the  government  of  the  whole  Colony  from  Dec.  1853  to  Sept.  1855. 

187  Mtfjor  General  Sanoilands  served  with  the  expedition  to  Walcheren;  also  the  campaign 
of  1815,  and  was  engaged  on  the  17th  June  with  the  Horse  Artillery  in  covering  the  retiring 
movement  from  Quatre  Bras,  and  on  the;  18th  or  June  ho  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

188  Lord  William  Paulet  served  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854,  as  Assistant  Adjutant  General 
to  the  Cavalry  Division,  including  the  battles  of  the  Alma,  Balaklava,  and  Inkerman,  and  siege 
nf  Sebastopol  (Medal  and  Clasps,  CB.,  Officer  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  Commander  Ist  Class 
St.  Maurice  and  St.  Lazarus,  and  3rd  Class  of  the  Medjidie).  ' 
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War  Services  of  the  Colonels. 

1  Lord  Harrington  was  employed  in  South  America  in  1807,  and  was  present  at  the  attack 
on  Buenos  Ayres.  Served  also  in  the  Mahratta  war  of  1817  and  18,  including  the  battle  of 
Maheidpore,  and  storming  of  Talneir.     Is  a  Commander  of  the  Saviour  of  Greece. 

2  Sir  John  Morillyon  Wilson  served  as  Midshipman  in  the  Navy  for  nearly  six  years.  He 
was  employed  on  the  coast  of  Ireland  during  the  rebellion  in  1798  ;  in  the  expedition  to  the 
Helder  in  1799,  and  Egypt  in  1801,  where  he  received  a  medal  from  the  Capitan  Pasha  for 
having  saved  the  lives  of  a  boat's  crew  belonging  to  a  Turkish  man-of-war.  He  received  three 
wounds  while  a  Midshipman  ;  and  the  last  was  a  severe  wound  on  the  head,  which  produced 
total  deafness,  in  consequence  of  which  he  was  invalided,  and  quitted  the  Navy  in  1803.  His 
health  being  restored,  he  entered  the  Army  in  1804;  and  served  in  the  third  Battalion  Royals  at 
Walcheren  in  1809,  where  he  was  twice  wounded  during  the  siege  of  Flushing.  He  afterwards 
served  in  the  Peninsula,  and  was  in  the  battles  of  Busaco,  the  retreat  to  the  lines  of  Torres 
Vedras,  and  at  the  actions  of  Pombal,  Redinha,  Condeixa,  Casal  Nova,  Foz  d'Arouce,  and  Sabugal, 
the  blockade  of  Almeida,  and  battle  of  Fuentes  d"Onor.  In  1812  he  joined  the  2ud  Battalion 
Royals  in  Canada,  and  was  in  the  attack  made  on  Sackett's  Harbour,  and  Great  Sodus  (where 
he  received  a  severe  bayonet  wound).  He  was  also  in  the  actions  at  Black  Rock,  Buffalo,  and 
the  battle  of  Chippewa,  in  which  he  received  seven  wounds,  and  being  left  on  the  field  of  battle, 
he  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy.  During  his  career  in  the  two  professions  he  received 
thirteen  wounds,  and  has  two  balls  still  lodged.  The  brevet  rank  of  ftlajor,  and  that  of  Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel was  conferred  upon  him  for  his  conduct  at  Buffalo  and  Chippewa.  Sir  John  has 
received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  Busaco  and  Fuentes  d'Onor. 

3  Colonel  the  Honourable  Frederick  M.  Cathcart  served  as  Aide-de-Camp  to  the  Commander 
of  the  Forces  in  the  expedition  sent  to  the  North  of  Germany  in  1805-6  under  General  Lord 
Cathcart;  and  on  the  expedition  sent  to  the  Island  of  Rugen  in  the  Baltic,  to  co-operate  with 
the  King  of  Sweden  in  1807;  and  subsequently  in  the  same  year  at  the  siege  and  capture  of 
Copenhagen,  on  which  occasion,  being  sent  homo  with  the  despatches,  he  was  promoted  to  a 
Troop  in  the  25th  Light  Dragoons.  He  continued  to  serve  as  Aide-de-camp  to  Lord  Cathcart 
during  the  campaigns  of  1813  and  1814  in  Germany  and  France,  and  was  present  at  the  battles 
of  Lutzen  3rd  May,  Bautzen  20th  and  2l3t  May,"  Dresden  28th  Aug.,  Leipzic  16th,  18th,  and 
19th  Oct.  1813,  Brienne  1st  Feb.,  Fere  Champenoise  25th  March,  and  capture  of  Paris  31st 
March  1814.  In  1815  he  was  also  employed  in  the  same  capacity  at  the  head-quarters  of  the 
Allied  Army  under  Marshal  Prince  Schwartzenberg.  Is  a  Knight  2nd  Class  of  St.  Anne  of 
Russia. 

4  Colonel  Riddlesden  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Royal  Horse  Guards  and  was  present 
at  the  battles  of  Vittoria  and  Toulouse,  for  which  lie  has  received  the  M'^ar  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 
He  served  also  the  Waterloo  campaign. 

5  Colonel  Stopford-Blair  served  on  the  expedition  to  South  America  in  1807.  The 
campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo  (received  a  contusion), 
and  capture  of  Paris. 

7  Major-General  Duncan  Cameron  served  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854-55;  commanded 
the  42nd  Regiment  at  the  battle  of  Alma,  and  the  Highland  Brigade  at  the  battle  of 
Balakava,  on  the  expedition  to  Kertch,  siege  and  fall  of  Sebastopol,  and  assault  on  the  outworks 
18th  June  (Medal  and  Clasps,  CB.,  Officer  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  Sardinian  Medal,  and  3rd

8  Colonel  Richardson-Robertson  served  in  South  Africa,  in  command  of  the  successful 
expedition  against  the  insurgent  Emigrant  Boers,  beyond  the  Orange  River,  in  1843.

(Medal  and  CB.) 

9  Major-General  Straubenzee  served  the  campaign  against  the  Rajah  of  Coorg  in  1834.  In 
the  acti(m  of  Maharajpore  (Medal)  on  29th  Dec.  1843,  he  succeeded  to  the  command  of  the 
39th  Regt.  Served  at  the  siege  of  Sebastopol  in  1855,  and  commanded  the  1st  Brigade  Light 
Division  at  the  assault  of  the  Redan  on  the  8th  Sept. — wounded  (Medal  and  Clasp,  CB..  Officer 
of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  Sardinian  Medal,  and  3rd  Class  of  the  Medjidie).  Commanded  the 
Troops  throughout  the  operations  in  China  in  1857  {KCB.). 

10  Colonel'^V.  G.  Gold  served  in  the  campaign  on  the  Sutlej  with  the  53rd,  including  the 
battles  of  Buddiwal,  Aliwal.  and  Sobraon  (wounded),  in  the  first  of  which  he  commanded  the 
Regiment  :  Medal  and  one  Clasp. 

11  Mdjor-General  Hon.  A.  A.  Spencer  served  throuohout  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854-55,  and 
commanded  the  44th  Regt.  at  the  battles  of  Alma  and  Inkerman,  siege  of  Sebastopol,  and  attack 
and  occupation  of  the  Cemetery  and  Suburbs  on  the  18th  June — wounded.

12  Major-Geuerul  Lawreuson  commanded  the  17th  Lancers  in  the  Eastern  campaign  of 
18o4-.")5,  including  the  cavalry  affair  of  Bulganac  and  battle  of  Alma  (Medal  and  Clasp,  Sar- 
diniau  Medal,  and  4th  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

1.J  Colonel  Hodgson  served  with  the  4'5Lh  in  the  Burmese  war  (Medal). 

14  Major-General  ^lundy  served  at  the  siege  and  storming  of  Bhurtpore  in  1825-6,  as 
Aide-do-l  amp  to  Lord  Combermere  (Medal). 

].">  Coloncd  M'Cleverty  served  th^  campaign  against  the  Ivjjah  of  Coorg,  in  April  1834,  with 
the  4Sth  Regiment. 

IG  Colonel  Hubert  B.  Wood  served  as  Aide-de-Camp  and  Military  Secretary  to  Lord 
TIardinge  throughout  the  campaign  on  the  Sutlej  (^Medal),  including  the  battles  of  Moodkee, 
Ferozeshah  (severely  wounded),  and  Sobraou  (^Medal  and  two  Clasps,  and  C'B.). 

17  Major-Ginerul  Parlby  served  in  the  Crimean  campaign  from  17th  April  to  2nd  Sept. 
Itioo,  and  commanded  a  Cavalry  Brigade,  and  ior  a  time  also  the  Cavalry  Division  (Medal  and 
Clasp  for  Sebastopi)],  Sardinian  Medal,  and  4lh  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

15  Colonel  Grierson  served  at  Cadiz  during  parts  of  1812  and  1813,  and  afterwards  on  the 
eastern  coast  of  Spain. 

19  Cidonel  Balders  served  the  campaign  on  the  Sutlej  in  1845-G,  and  commanded  the  3rd 
Lifiht  Dragoons  in  the  battles  of  Moodkee  and  Ferozeshah  (Medal  and  one  Ciasp),  He  was 
wounded  in  the  t;roin  whilst  i-harging  the  enemy's  batteries  at  Ferozeshah,  on  the  evening  of 
the  21st  Dec.  1845.     R-ceived  the  Brev.  I  of  Lieut-Colonel  and  CB. 

20  Major-General  H'  ru  served  the  Easteru  campaign  of  1854-5")  ;  commanded  the  right 
Brigade  4th  Division  at  the  battle  of  Alma;  and  the  20ih  llegt.  at  the  battles  of  Balaklava 
(and  recapture  of  the  rtdoubts  and  guns  irom  ihe  Russians,  who  had  driven  the  Turkish  force 
therefrom  the  same  morning)  and  Inkermam  (twice  wounded  and  hor.'e  shot  under  him):  pre- 
sent throughout  the  siege  o^jeralions  ag  linst  Sebastupol,  and  in  the  treuchts  at  the  two  assaults 
and  fall  of  the  town  (Medal  and  Clasps):  at  lukerman  he  succeeded  to  the  command  of  the 
4th  Division  (Modal  und  Clasps,  CB.,  Officer  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  Sardinian  Medal,  and 
3rd  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

21  Colonel  J.  R.  Smyth  served  with  the  16th  Lancers  at  the  siege  of  Bhurtpore,  under  Lord 
Combermere  (M.dal).  lie  was  also  present  with  the  Regiment  in  thf  action  of  Maharajpore  29th 
December  1843  (Medal);  and  in  the  campaign  on  the  Sutlej  in  1846,  including  the  battles  of 
Buddiwal  and  Aiiwal,  in  the  last  of  which  he  commanded  the  Regiment  until  severel}'  wounded 
in  the  thigh  by  a  muskct-ball  whilst  charging  the  enemy's  infantry  and  guns  (Medal  and 
Clasps') 

22  Colonel  French  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Aug.  1813  to  the  end  of  the  war, 
including  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  bittles  of  the  Nivelle  end  Nive  and 
investment  ot  Bayonne.  Served  also  in  the  American  war,  including  the  actions  of  Bladensburg, 
Baltimore,  New  Orleans,  and  Fort  Bowyer.  He  has  received  the  AVar  Jledal  with  two  Clasps 
for  Aivelle  and  Nive. 

23  Colonel  Crofton  was  appointed  Persian  interpreter  to  the  force  under  Brigadier 
General  Litchfield,  in  August  1832,  and  served  with  it  throughout  the  arduous  operations  in 
Parkur,  and  against  the  tribes  in  the  JN.  W.  Desert,  which  ended  in  the  taking  of  Balmeer. 

24  Colonel  Grattan  was  actively  employed  f  n  the  frontiers  during  the  rebellion  in  Canada  in 
1838.  He  served  in  China  with  the  18th  (Mtdal),  and  was  present  at  the  storming  of  the  heights 
above  Canton,  and  led  the  advance  against  the  enemy's  entrenched  camp,  for  which  he  was  selected 
by  Sir  Hugh  Gough  as  the  bearer  of  his  despatches,  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Major,  and  appointed 
Brigade-Major  of  Fort  St.  George  by  Lord  Hill.  On  his  return  to  China— on  board  the  Mada- 
gascar— in  charge  ot  Lord  Auckland's  despatches;  the  ship  having  caught  fire  during  a  gale  of 
wind,  he  with  a  few  others  narrowly  escaped  the  fate  of  fifty -seven  souls  who  perished  upon  that 
occasion;  he  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  Chinese,  and  was  detained  108  days  in  captivity;  after 
which  he  was  at  the  attack  of  Segoan,  and  commanded  the  18th  (after  the  fall  of  Lt.-Col.  Tom- 
linson;,  at  Chapoo,  Woosung,  and  Changhai;  and  he  was  present  at  the  storming  of  Chin  Kiang 
Foo  and  the  landing  before  Nankin.  Served  with  the  18th  Royal  Irish  in  the  last  campaign  iu 
Burmah  (Medal;. 

25  Colonel  Bainbriggo  served  with  the  20th  in  the  Peninsula,  in  1808  and  9,  and  again 
in  1812  and  13,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Vimiera,  Corunna,  Vittoria,  and  the  Pyrenees, 
(where  he  was  twice  v/ounded  and  lost  an  arm),  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with 
four  Clasps.     Served  also  iu  the  Walcheren  exptdition. 

2(J  Major-Gtntral  ("un^nghame  served  as  Aide-deCarap  to  Lord  Saltoun  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  war  in  China  (Medal),  and  was  pre.-ient  at  the  storm  and  capture  of  Chin- 
kiaug-foo,  and  at  the  investm«  nt  ot  Nankin.  Served  tiie  Eastern  cami)aign  of  1854  as  Assistant 
Quarter-Master  General  to  the  1st  DivisU)n,  including  the  affair  of  Bulganack,  battle  of  the 
Alma,  taking  of  Balaklava,  affair  of  23rd  Oct.  on  the  heights  of  the  Tchernaya,  battles  oJ 
BaUklava  and  lukerman,  ai.d  ^ege  of  Sebu5t..i)ol  (Medal  uud  Clasps,  CB.,  Officer  of  the  Legion 
of  Honor,  aiid  3rd  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

27  Colonel  James  Henderson  served  with  the  92nd  at  the  siege  of  Copenhagen  and  action 
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at  Kioge  in  1807;  with  the  expedition  to  Sweden,  and  afterwards  to  Portugal  and  Spain,  under 
Sir  John  Moore  in  1808-9,  including  the  action  at  Lugo,  and  battle  of  Corunna.  On  the 
expedition  to  Walcheren  in  1809.  Served  the  campaigns  of  1814  and  15  in  France  and 
Flanders  with  the  71st,  including  the  affair  of  Tarbes,  and  battles  of  Toulouse  and  Waterloo, 
at  which  last  he  was  severely  wounded  in  the  thigh  by  a  grape-shot.  He  has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  Corunna  and  Toulouse. 

28  Colonel  Le  Mesurier  served  in  the  24th  at  the  capture  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope 
in  1806.  In  1811,  he  joined  the  2nd  Battalion  in  the  Peninsula,  where  he  served  until  the  end 
of  that  war  in  1814,  and  was  present  at  the  sieges  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  Badajoz,  battles  of  Sala- 
manca, Vittoria,  Pyrenees, Echalar,  Nivelle,  and  Orthes  (severely  contused);  and  in  the  several 
affairs  on  the  banks  of  the  Dourdogne  in  front  of  Bordeaux,  being  on  continual  advance  guard 
when  that  part  of  the  army  was  moving  forward  on  Angouleme.  He  has  received  the  War 
Medal,  with  four  Clasps. 

29  Colonel  John  Swinburn  served  with  the  43rd  at  the  siege  of  Copenhagen  in  1807;  the 
campaign  of  1808  in  Portugal, — wounded  in  the  head  on  the  retreat  to  Vigo.  Subsequent 
campaigns  in  the  Peninsula  until  1812,  including  the  action  of  the  Coa,  battle  of  Fuentes 
d'Oaor,  action  of  Sabugal,  battle  of  Busaco,  retreat  to  and  occupation  of  the  Lines  of  Torres 
Vedra?,  subsequent  advance  in  pursuit  of  Massena,  and  actions  of  Pombal  and  Redinha — 
wounded  in  the  hip.  Joined  the  army  at  Toulouse  in  April  1814.  Present  at  New  Orleans 
in  Jan.  1815,  Subsequently  joined  the  Duke  of  Wellington's  army  at  Brussels,  was  present 
at  the  capture  of  Paris,  and  remained  with  the  Armj'  of  Occupation  until  the  end  of  1818.  He 
has  received  the  >Var  Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  Busaco  and  Fuentes  d'Onor. 

30  Colonel  Thomas  Kelly  served  with  the  late  26th  Lt.  Dragoons  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  Carib  war  in  St.  Vincent,  lie  afterwards  accompanied  his  Regt.  to  Portugal  and 
from  thence  to  Egypt — the  Transport  in  which  he  embarked  was  attacked  by  a  Spanish  gun- 
boat, which,  after  a  sharp  conflict,  was  beaten  off.  He  served  at  the  siege  of  Aboukir  Castle, 
with  the  dismounted  part  of  his  Regt.  He  was  also  present  in  the  action  of  the  2lHt  March 
1801,  and  in  the  affair  of  the  advance  of  the  army  to  the  westward  of  Alexandria  under  Sir 
Eyre  Coote.  He  was  wounded  in  a  night  attack  on  the  enemy's  outposts  on  the  25th  Aug. 
when,  with  a  small  detachment,  he  drove  in  the  cavalry  piquet,  and  captured  the  whole  of  the 
infantry  piquets  opposed  to  him,  which  were  much  more  numerous  than  his  own  party.  He 
has  received  the  Gold  Medal  from  the  Grand  Seignior  for  the  Egyptian  campaign,  and  also  the 
Silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

31  Colonel  Ross  served  with  the  92nd  Highlanders  the  campaigns  of  1811,  12, 13,  and  14, 
including  the  actions  of  Arroyo  de  Molino,  taking  of  Almaraz,  in  the  affairs  with  the  covering 
army  during  last  siege  of  Badajoz,  advance  to  and  retreat  from  Madrid,  defence  of  Alba  de 
Tormes,  battle  of  Vittoria,  affairs  in  the  valley  of  Bastan,  affair  at  the  pass  of  Maya,  battles 
of  the  Pyrenees,  wounded  in  the  left  leg  by  a  musket-ball  ;  as  Aide-de-Camp  to  Sir  John 
Buchan  at  the  battles  of  the  Nivelle  and  the  Nive,  taking  the  Heights  of  La  Costa,  battle 
of  Orthes,  action  at  Aire,  battles  of  Toulouse,  served  the  campaign  of  1815  with  the  92nd 
Highlanders,  including  the  battle  of  Quatre  Bras — wounded  in  the  left  foot  by  a  musket-ball; 
and  battle  of  Waterloo, — wounded  in  the  right  arm  by  a  musket-ball,  and  capture  of  Paris. 
He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  six  Clasps. 

32  Colonel  During  served  in  the  Peninsula  during  the  Corunna  campaign,  and  subse- 
quently from  the  latter  part  of  1812  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battles  of 
Corunna,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  the  Nivelle,  the  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  for  which  he  has 
received  the  War  Medal  with  seven  Clasps. 

33  Colonel  Harrison  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Jan.  1810  to  Sept.  1814,  and  was 
present  at  Cadiz,  Isla,  and  Tarifa. 

34  Colonel  Wright  served  in  Spain  from  1st  Jan.  1810,  to  the  31st  Dec.  1S12,  includ- 
ing the  defence  of  Cadiz,  Fort  Matagorda,  and  Tarifa, 

35  Major-General  Trollope  commanded  the  troops  in  the  Island  of  Cephaloniain  1848, 1849, 
and  1850.  In  August,  1848,  the  towns  of  Argostoli  and  Lixuri  were  attacked  by  armed 
Banditti,  who  were  repulsed  by  the  troops  with  loss  on  both  sides.  In  1849  the  Island  was 
disturbed  by  armed  Insurgents, — martial  law  was  proclaimed,  which  remained  in  force  for  six 
weeks,  and  was  carried  into  effect  by  him:  received  the  thanks  of  the  Queen,  and  of  the 
Legislature  of  the  Ionian  Islands,  and  was  voted  a  sword  by  the  inhabitants  of  Cephalonia, 
Served  the  Eastern  campaign  from  10th  Nov.  1854,— from  the  12th  Nov,  until  July,  1855,  as 
Colonel  on  the  staff,  he  commanded  the  Ist  Brigade  2nd  Division;  on  31st  July  he  was  Gazetted  . 
Brigadier-General,  and  commanded  2nd  Brigade  3rd  Division  from  that  date  until  the  army 
was  broken  up.  Commanded  in  the  trenches  as  General  of  the  Day,  Right  attack,  on  three 
separate  occasions  when  sorties  were  made  upon  them  and  repulsed,  and  was  present  on  all 
other  occasions  when  the  2nd  Division  was  employed,  including  the  8th  and  18th  June, — on 
the  former  in  command  of  the  Old  Guard,  and  on  the  latter  in  command  of  five  Regiments;  on 
the  8th  Sept.  he  was  in  command  of  2ud  Brigade  in  reserve  with  the  3rd  Division  (Medal  and 
Clasps,  CB.,  Officer  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  Sardinian  Medal,  and  3rd  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

36  Lord  George  Paget  served  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854-55  in  command  of  the  4th  Lt, 
Drs,,    including   the  battles  of   Alma,  Balaklava,  and  Inkerman,  and  siege  of  Sebastopol 
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(Medal  and  Clasps,  Officer  of  the  Logion  of  Honor,  Sardinian  Jledal,  aad  3rd  Class  of  the 
Medjidie);  at  Iiikernjau  he  ooinmanded  tho  Brigade  of  Light  Cluvulry. 

37  Colonel  George  T.  C.  Napier  commanded  the  Ciipe  Mounted  Riflemen  at  the 
battle  of  the  Gwauga,  and  throughout  the  Kaffir  war  of  1840-47,  for  whic-li  servicts  he  received 
the  Brevet  rank  of  Lieut  -Colonel.  He  also  commanded  the  Kegiment  throughout  the  Kaffir 
war  of  1850-52  (Modal),  and  commanded  the  Cavalry  Brigade  at  the  action  of  the  Berea,  for 
which  he  was  nominated  a  CB. 

38  Colonel  Fynmore  was  at  the  capture  of  a  French  privateer  schooner  of  16  guns  and  96 
men,  besides  other  boat  service  in  1811.  In  the  partial  action  with  the  French  fleet  off  Toulon 
in  1814.  Was  lan<Ied  at  Mahon  in  command  of  a  guard  to  protect  the  person  of  the  Spanish 
governor  from  the  threatened  violence  of  the  Walloon  guards.  Sent  to  the  city  of  Florence  in 
1815,  to  place  himself  under  the  directions  of  General  Count  Nugent,  commander-in-chief  of 
the  Austrian  army,  as  extra  Aide-de-Camp,  and  was  at  the  taking  of  the  city  of  Naples.  In  1823 
he  was  sent  up  to  the  city  of  Lima  to  protect  English  merchants'  property  against  the  attacks  of 
the  Negro  slaves  during  the  civil  war.  The  20th  Oct.  18-7  was  at  tlie  battle  of  Navarino,  for 
which  service  he  was  promoted  by  His  Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of  Clarence,  but  in  consequence 
of  belonging  to  a  gradation  corps  the  appointment  was  afterwards  cancelled.  Served  with  the 
French  army  at  the  reduction  of  tlie  town  and  fortress  of  Patras  and  the  Morea  castle ;  served 
afterwarda  m  the  West  Indies,  North  Sea,  and  off  Oporto  during  the  civil  wur  between  Don 
Pedro  and  Don  Miguel.  In  1833  Joined  the^loyal  Marine  Battalion  at  Lisbon,  commanded  by 
Colonel  Adair,  CB.  In  April,  1837,  embarked  on  board  H.M.S.  Castor  (36),  on  the  10th  Oct. 
was  landed  in  command  of  his  detachment  on  the  Albanian  coast  to  attack  pirates.  Served  on 
the  S.  E.  coast  of  Spain  from  4th  Jan.  38  to  30  Jan.  39.  Has  the  War  Medal  and  Clasp  for 
Navarino. 

39  Colonel  Buchanan  served  as  Quarter- ]\I aster  of  the  Royal  Marine  Battalion  at  D'Jouni, 
and  on  the  coast  of  Syria  during  the  Campaign  in  1840-41  (Medal  and  Clasp).  Served  also  in 
the  East  Indies  and  Burmah  during  the  war  of  1852-53  (Medal). 

40  Colonel  Sail  served  at  the  taking  of  Maldonado  and  Monte  Video  in  1807.  Also  in 
the  Peninsula  from  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  and  was  present  at  the  repulse  of 
the  sortie  from  Bayonne. 

41  Cohmel  Terry  served  the  campaign  of  1799  in  Holland  with  tho  25th,  including  the 
battle  of  Egmont-op-Zee.  Expedition  to  Egypt  and  surrender  of  Alexandria  in  1801  ;  capture 
of  ISIadeira  in  1807  ;  capture  of  Guadaloupe  and  St.  Martin's  in  1810  ;  re-capture  of  Guada- 
loupe  in  1815.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  Egypt  and  Guadaloupe. 

42  Colonel  Fairtlough  served  at  the  bombardment  of  Ter  Vere,  and  siege  and  capture 
of  Flushing  in  1809.     Also  the  capture  of  Guadaloupe  in  1815. 

43  Colonel  H.  C.  Streatfeild  served  the  Mahratta  campaign  of  1804,  5,  and  6,  including  the 
assault  of  Bhurtpore,  with  the  Grenadiers  of  the  65th,  when  out  of  17  officers  and  300  men  who 
marched  to  the  assault,  14  officers  and  190  men  were  either  killed  or  wounded.  At  the  capture 
of  the  Isle  of  Franco  in  1810,  Served  the  Mahratta  campaign  of  1817  and  18,  including  the  cap- 
ture of  Hattras. 

44  Colonel  Senior  was  severely  wounded  in  the  action  between  H.  M.  packet  Lapwing 
and  the  American  privateer  Fox,  off  Rarbadoes,  30th  Sept.  1813. 

4o  Colonel  Hughes  served  the  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801  with  the  24th.  Engaged 
with  a  French  squadron  in  the  Mosambique  Channel,  3rd  July  1810.  Served  the  Nepaul  cam- 
paigns of  1814,  15,  and  16,  and  was  wounded  at  Hamapore.  Served  also  during  the  Mahratta 
war  of  1816,  17,  and  18.  Gold  :^Iedal  from  the  Grand  Seignior  for  services  in  Egypt;  and  also 
the  Silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

46  Colonel  Tronson  served  in  the  West  Indies  from  1808  to  1812,  including  the  cap- 
ture of  Martinique  and  siege  of  Fort  Bourbon  in  1809,  and  capture  of  Guadaloupe  in  1810.  The 
campaigns  of  1813, 14,  and  15,  in  Canada,  including  theoperations  against  Plattsburg.  Through- 
out the  Burmese  war,  and  commanded  a  detachment  of  the  13th,  which  took  possession  of  tho 
city  of  Bassein  previous  to  the  arrival  of  Sir  Robert  Sale's  Brigade  destined  for  its  capture  ; 
also  present  at  Kokein,  15th  Dec.  1826,  Pagoda  Point,  Napadie,  Mehadie,  Melloon,  where 
the  command  of  the  13th  devolved  upon  him,  and  on  the  9ih  Feb.  1826,  at  the  storming  of 
I'agamue,  where  he  was  wounded  in  the  right  leg,  but  continued  to  lead  the  left  wing  until  most 
severely  wounded  in  the  left  leg,  where  the  ball  still  remains.  Served  the  campaign  in  Aff- 
ghanistan  under  Lurd  Keane,  and  commanded  tho  13th  at  the  assault  and  capture  of  the 
Fortress  and  Citadel  of  Ghuznee,  for  which  he  obtained  the  brevet  rank  of  Lieut.-Colonel  and 
Order  of  the  Doranee  Empire.  Commanded  the  Regiment  throughout  the  campaign  in  Kohistan, 
and  at  the  sieges  of  Tootumdarrah,  Jhoolghur  (led  and  commanded  the  stormmg  party) 
night  attack  at  Baboo  Kooih  Ghur,  Kardurrah.  and  Perwandurrah.  when  Dost  Mahomed 
surrendered,  and  the  force  returned  to  Cabul,  He  has  received  the  \V  ur  Medal  will,  two 
Clasps,   for  Martinique  an<l  Guadaloupe;  the  Medal  for  Ava  ;  and  Medal  tor  Ghuznep. 

47  Colonel  Harty  served  with  the  33rd  at  the  capture  <.f  Bourbon  and  the  Isje  (d  J<nince  in 
1810  ;  th«  campaigns  of  1813  and  14  in  G.  rmany  and  Holland,  including  both  the  attacks  on 
Merxem,  and  the  assault,  on  Bergen-op-Zoom,  Also  the  campaign  ot  181.),  incluanig  the 
battle  of  Quatre  Bras,  the  retreat  on  the  following  day,  and  battle  of  Waterloo,  -  slightly 
wonnded. 
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4S  Colonel  Crabbe  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Jan.  1810  to  the  31st  Dec.  1812,  and 
again  from  June  1813  to  the  end  of  the  war,  including  the  whole  of  the  retreat  to  the  lines  of 
'l\)rres  Veciras  ;  battle  of  Basaco  ;  the  advance  from  the  lines  to  Guarda  ;  first  siege  of 
Ba-lajuz  ;  siege  and  storm  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  ;  siege  and  storm  of  Badajoz  ;  battle  of 
Salaman-a  ;  capture  of  Mar-rid,  and  subsequent  retreat  through  Spain  ;  battles  of  Nivelle,  Nive, 
Vic,  Tarbes,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  and  the  whole  of  the  various  minor  affairs  during  that 
period.  "Wounded  15th  March  1811,  at  r<  z  d'Arouce,  when  commanding  a  party  which  drove 
a  French  piquet  from  the  said  village.  Wounded  again  at  Toulouse,  when  attacking  the  Tete 
de  Pont.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  eight  Clasps. 

49  Colonel  Burney  served  at  the  capture  of  Ischia  and  Procida,  in  1809  ;  defence  of 
Cadiz  in  1810  ;  action  of  the  Coa  and  Sabugal,  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  retreat  from  Burgos. 
Served  the  campaign  of  1814  in  Holland,  includicg  the  action  at  Merxem,  bombardment  of 
Antwerp,  and  storming  of  Bergen-op-Zoom.  Eagaged  in  the  Burmese  war  at  the  attack  of 
Padowa  Pass  and  the  fortified  p  'sitions  of  Mahatee  ;  storming  the  stockades  and  hills  near,  and 
taking  the  town  and  works  of  Ariacan.  Wounded  on  the  16th  June  1815,  at  Quatre  Bras,  by  a 
musket-shot  in  the  hfc  shin,  and  da^igerously  by  a  ball  which  entered  the  back  part  of  the  head. 
He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Fuentes  d'Onor. 

50  Colonel  Ruchfort  was  at  the  capture  of  the  Isle  of  France  in  1810  ;  and  of  Java  in 
1811,  including  capture  of  Cornells,  storming  of  Serandola  and  Fort  Djocjocarta.  Storming  of 
redoubts  at  the  island  of  Borneo  ;  Nepaul  campaign  in  1814  ;  siege  and  storm  of  Uattras  ; 
Mahratta  campaigns  of  1817  and  18  ;  siege  and  storm  of  Bhurtpore  1825-6.  He  has  received 
the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Java. 

51  Colonel  Daudas  served  in  the  47th  Regt.  on  the  expedition  to  South  America  in  1806-7, 
and  was  present  at  the  taking  of  Maldonado,  in  several  skirmishes,  and  at  the  attack  and 
storming  of  Monte  Video.  He  served  afterwards  in  the  East  Indies,  and  was  present  in  1814  at 
the  capture  of  the  Fort  of  Xow  Nuggur,  and  in  several  skirmishes.  He  served  also  in  the 
Burmese  Territory  from  Jan.  1826  till  peace  was  proclaimed. 

52  Colonel  Widington  served  in  the  East  Indies  from  May  1813  to  May  1823,  includ- 
ing the  campaigns  of  1815  and  16  in  Kattywar  and  Kutch;  taking  of  Aujar;  Deccan  campaigns 
of  1817  and  18;  campaign  of  1819  m  Candeish;  and  in  Kutsh  in  1820. 

53  Colonel  Westmore  served  the  campaigns  of  1813  and  14  in  Germany  and  Holland, 
including  both  attacks  on  Merxem,  and  the  astault  on  Bergen-op-Zoom;  served  at  Waterloo  on 
the  16rh,  17th,  and  18th  June,  and  was  severely  woundtd. 

54  Colonel  Poole  served  throughout  the  operations  in  Scinde  (Medal)  under  Sir  Charles 
Napier,  and  commanded  the  22nd  at  the  battle  of  Meeanee.and  a  brigade  at  the  battle  of  Hyder- 
abad. He  was  also  previously  at  the  destruction  of  the  Fort  of  Imaumghur  in  the  Desert.  He 
served  the  campaign  in  the  Southern  Mahratta  country  in  1844-5,  including  the  investment  and 
capture  of  the  Forts  Panulla  and  Pownghur. 

55  Colonel  White'.s  services  : — Campaign  in  Spain,  under  Sir  John  Moore,  including 
the  retreat  to  and  battle  of  Corunna,  where  he  was,  wounded.  Siege  of  Flushing,  and  capture 
of  Waloheren;  campaigns  in  Canada,  from  Nov.  1813,  to  the  end  of  the  war.  He  has  received 
the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Coranna. 

56  Colonel  Bray  served  the  Mahratta  campaigns  of  1817,  18,  and  19,  and  was  present 
at  the  sieges  and  captures  of  Ryghur,  Amulnier,  and  Asseerghur.  He  was  on  board  the  unfor- 
nate  ship  iiTen^,  which  was -burned  in  the  Bay  of  Biscay,  1st  March  1825.  Commanded  the 
39th  in  the  action  of  Maharajpore  (Medal),  and  was  severely  wounded. 

57  Colonel  Teimant  served  at  the  siege  of  Flashing  in  1809. 

58  Colonel  E.  R.  Hill  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Sept.  1812  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814, 
including  the  atf-iir  of  San  Munos  and  retreat  from  Burgos,  as  a  volunteer;  battle  of  Vittoria, 
pa:i6age  of  the  Bidassoa,  battles  of  Nivelle  and  Toulouse:  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with 
four  Clasps. 

59  Colonel  Jebb  served  in  the  last  American  war. 

60  Colonel  Arthur  Shirley  was  nominated  to  the  2nd  Class  of  the  Medjidie,  for  service  with 
the  late  Turkish  Contingent. 

61  Major- General  Lawrence  commanded  the  2nd  Batt.  Rifle  Brigade  throughout  the  Eastern 
campaign  of  1854,  including  the  battlts  of  the  Alma  (horse  killed)  and  inkerman,  and  siege  of 
Ssbastopol  (Medal  and  Clasps,  CB.,  Ofiicer  of  the  Legion  of  Honoi',  and  3rd  Class  of  the 
Medjidie). 

62  Colonel  Hon.  George  Cadogan  served  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854,  including  the  battles 
of  AiTia,  Balaklava,  and  Inkerman,  and  siege  of  Sebastopol  (Medal  and  Clasps,  CB.,  Com- 
mander 2nd  Class  of  St.  Maurice  and  St.  Lazurus,  and  3rd  Class  of  the  Jledjidie).  He  was 
employed  as  the  Queen's  Commissioner  to  the  Sardinian  Army  in  the  Crimea. 

63  Colonel  J.  C.  Hope  Gibsone  served  throughout  the  Kaffir  war  of  1846-7,  and  was  present  on 
alrnust  every  occasion  m  which  the  troups  were  engaged  with  the  enemy;  and  he  had  the  com- 
mand of  and  led  the  charge  of  Cavalry  in  the  decisive  affair  of  the  Gwanga,  on  the  Sth  J  une 
1846,  when  a  large  body  of  the  enemy  was  eucounterid  and  utterly  broken,  leaving  upwards  of 
400  dead  on  the  field,  on  which  occasion  his  services  were  warmly  acknowledged  in  the  public 
dispatches,  and  his  name  particularly  mentioned  in  General  Orders. 

64  Colonel  Story  served  in  the  Peninsula  and  France  from   Nov.  1812  to  May  1814, 
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including  the  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  and  passages  of  the  Bidassoa  and  Adour.  He  has  received 
till'  Silver  War  Medal  and  one  Clasp  for  San  St- bastian. 

C.J  Colonel  Uuey  served  ihe  Kastern  campaiga  from  April  1855  in  command  of  the  2nd 
Battalion  Royal  Regiment,  including  the  siege  and  fall  of  Sebastopol  (Medal  and  Clasp,  and  4th 
Chi¥s  of  the  Medjidie). 

G6  Majur-Geiieiiil  Horatio  Shirley  served  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854-55  ;  commanded  the 
88th  in  ihe  battles  nf  Alma  and  Inkirman,  and  siege  of  Sebastopol  ;  was  General  Officer  of  the 
trenches  iu  the  attack  on  the  Quarries  ou  the  7th  June,  and  at  the  attttck  on  the  18th  June, 
and  commanded  a  Brigade  at  the  attack  ou  the  Kedan  on  the  8th  Sept. — wounded  (Medal  and 
Clasps,  Cli.,  Officer  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  Sardinian  Medal,  and  3rd  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

67  Sir  Henry  Storks  served  as  Assistant  Adjutant-General  at  the  Capo  uf  Good  Hope  during 
the  KatKr  war  of  184G-47  (^iSIedal). 

68  Colonel  T.  C.  Smith,  prior  to  entering  the  Army,  served  for  a  short  period  iu  the  A'avy, 
and  was  three  times  wounded.  He  served  in  the  IVninsula  from  June  1813  to  the  end  of  that 
war  in  1814,  and  was  present  at  the  alhiir  of  Ordal.  He  served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and 
was  wounded  at  the  buttle  of  Waterloo. 

69  Colonel  Yarborough  served  with  the  Olt-t  Regt.  in  the  Kaffir  war  (Medal  and  CB.). 

70  Colonel  Crombie  embarked  iu  Feb.  1854  with  the  Coldstream  Guards  for  Turkey,  and 
served  iu  Bulgaria. 

71  Colonel  Macbean  served  in  the  I'eninsula  and  France,  from  July  1812  to  August 
1814,  including  the  atfair  at  Osma,  battle  of  Vittoria,  both  sieges  of  San  Sebastian  and 
capture  of  it;  passage  of  the  Xivelle,  lOth  November,  and  actions  of  the  ISfive,  9th,  10th, 
llth,  and  12tu  December,  18i;5.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  capture 
of  Paris.  Served  afterwards  with  the  Army  of  Occupation  until  1818.  He  has  received  the 
Silver  Mar  iMedal  with  four  Clasps. 

72  Colonel  James  served  in  the  Peninsula  and  France,  from  Oct.  1812  to  April  1814, 
inclu'^ing  the  b  ittles  of  Vittoria.  the  I'yrenccs,  Nivelle,  and  Orthes,  for  which  he  has  received 
the  Silver  War  Jledal  with  four  Clasps.     Served  subsequently  in  the  American  war. 

73  Colonel  II.  E.  Doherty  served  with  the  14th  Lt.  Drs.  throughout  the  Punjaub  campaign 
of  1848-'.),  including  the  action  of  Kamnuggur,  passage  of  the  Chenab,  battles  ot  Chillianwallah 
and  Goojtrat,  pursuit  of  the  enemy  across  the  Jhelum,  and  of  the  Affghans  over  the  Indus 
tlirough  the  Kh}  btr  Pass  (Medal  and  Clasps).  At  Ramnuggur  he  brought  the  charging 
squadrons,  under  Col.  Ilavelock  who  was  killed,  across  the  nullah  and  out  of  the  enemy's  entrmch- 
ments;  and  at  Goojerat  he  commanded  a  body  of  H.  INI.  Dragoons  and  Native  Light  Cavalry. 

73f  Colonel  Faber  served  with  the  49tli  Ktgt.  throughout  the  war  with  China  (Medal),  and 
Wits  present  at  the  first  and  second  captures  of  Chusau,  storm  and  capture  of  the  heights  above 
Canton,  attack  and  capture  of  Amoy  and  of  Chiuhae,  occupation  of  Ningpu  and  repulse  of  the 
night-atiack,  attack  and  capture  of  the  enemy's  entrenched  camp  on  the  heights  of  Segoan,  of 
Chapoo,  and  of  Woosung,  and  investment  of  Nankin. 

74  Colonel  Garvock  served  as  a  Major  of  Brigade  in  Sir  Harry  Smith's  Division  throughout 
the  Sikh  campaign  (Medal  and  three  Clasps),  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Moodkee, 
Ferozeshah  (horse  shot  under  him),  Buddiwal,  Aliwal,  and  Sobraon,  where  he  was  himself 
severely  wounded,  and  his  horse  struck  in  three  places.

Gordon  served  ou  the  Quarter  Master  General's  Staff  throughout 
the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854-55,  including  the  battles  of  Alma,  Balaklava,  and  lukerman, 
and  siege  of  Sebastopol  (Medal  and  Clasps,  CB.,  Officer  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  and  3rd  Class 
of  the  Medjidie). 

77  Colonel  Tyrwhitt  served  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854,  as  Aide-de-Camp  to  the  Duke 
of  Cambridge,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Alma  and  lukerman,  and  siege  of  Sebastopol 
(Medal  and  Clasps,  Knight  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  and  5ih  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

78  Colonel  Roclifort  Scott  served  with  the  expedition  against  New  Orleans,  and  was 
present  at  the  attack  on  the  American  Lines  on  the  8th  Jan.  1815,  and  at  the  capture  of  Fort 
Uo^er.  Served  afterwards  in  France  with  the  ^Vrmy  of  Occupation,  from  July  1815  to  Dec.  1818  ; 
and  with  the  allied  Anglo-Turkish  force  in  Syria,  from  Dec.  1840  to  Nov.  1841  (Medal  and  Clasp). 

78t  Colonel  Adair  served  in  Spain  from  July  1810  to  the  end  of  the  war, including  tlie  delence 
of  Cailiz,  battle  of  Barrosa,  Fort  San  Philij),  Balaguere,  Villa  Franca,  Tarragona  and  Barcelona. 
Served  also  the  Pindarree  campaigns  of  1817  and  18,  and  subsequently  in  the  Deccau,  including 
the  siege  aud  reduction  of  Rlij-ghiir,  Aniulnier,  and  Asseergliur.  Twice  severely  wounded  by 
inatclilock  balls,  in  the  left  arm  and  right  bide,  at  the  siege  of  Asseeiglmr  on  the  evening  of  the 
19th  March  1818,  in  repulsing  a  sortie  made  by  the  garrison  of  the  fort  into  the  town.  He  has 
received  the  War  Medal  and  one  Clasp  for  Barrosa. 

79  CuK  nel  liennis  served  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

80  Lord  West  served  on  Sir  Hugh  Gough's  Staff  throughout  the  Suthj  campaign  of 
1S4.J-46,  as  Aide-dt-Camp  in  the  buttles  of  Moudkce  aud  Feronoihati,  aud  as  Officiating  .Mili- 
tary  Secretary  during  the  remainder  of  the  campaign,  and  in  the  battle  of  Sobraon  (Medal 
and  Clasps).     Landed  with  the  2l8t  Fusiliers  in  the  Crimea  and  was  present  at  the  battles 
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fought  there:  commanded  a  detached  wing  in  the  battle  of  Inkerman  and  subsequently  the 
regiment  during  the  siege  from  17th  Nov.  1854  to  6  Aug.  1855,  including  a  special  command 
of  two  Regiments  in  support  of  the  storming  party  of  the  left  column  against  the  Redan  on 
the  18th  June,  Had  command  of  the  Regiment  again  on  the  8th  Sept.,  and  during  the  assault 
was  ordered  to  move  to  the  point  of  attack  in  support.  In  the  expedition  to  Kinbourn  he  held 
command  of  a  Brigade  (Medal  and  Clasps,  CB.,  Officer  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  Sardinian 
Medal,  and  3rd  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

81  Colonel  Haines'  services  : — On  the  formation  of  the  Army  of  the  Sutlej  in  1845  he 
was  appointed  to  officiate  as  Military  Secretary  to  tlie  Commander-in-Chief  in  India,  Sir  Hugh 
Gough,  and  in  that  capacity  he  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Moodkee  and  Ferozeshah  (Medal 
and  one  Clasp);  in  the  latter  engagement  he  was  severely  wounded  by  gi-ape  shot  at  the  attack 
on  the  enemy's  works,  his  horse  being  killed  under  him  at  the  same  moment.  At  the  recom- 
mendation of  Lord  Gough,  he  was  promoted  to  a  Company  in  the  10th  Foot,  without  pur- 
chase. As  Military  Secretary  to  his  Lordship,  he  served  the  Punjaub  campaign  of  1848-9,  and 
was  present  at  the  affair  of  outposts  at  Ramnuggur,  22nd  Nov.  1848,  and  subsequent  opera- 
tions resulting  in  the  passage  of  the  Chenab,  and  the  battles  of  Chillianwallah  and  Goqjerat 
(Medal  and  two  Clasps)  ;  served  with  the  21st  Fusiliers  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854-55,  in- 
cluding the  battles  of  Alma,  Balaklava,  and  Inkerman,  and  siege  of  Sebastopol  (Medal  and 
four  Clasps,  and  5th  Class  of  tht  Medjidie).

He  commanded  the  troops 
encamped  in  the  valley  of  the  Hutt  and  Porirua;  and  the  58th  at  the  affair  of  the  Horokeivi, 
when  the  enemy  were  driven  back  and  dispersed. 

84  Colonel  Skipwith  commanded  the  43rd  Light  Infantry  in  the  Kaffir  war  of  1851-53 
(Medal). 

85  Colonel  Donaldson  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  57th,  from  June  1809  to  the  end  of 
that  war  in  1814,  including  the  siege  of  Badajoz  in  April  1811,  battles  of  Albuhera,  Vittoria, 
and  the  Pyrenees. 

86  Colonel  Long  served  with  the  71st  in  the  Peninsula,  from  Sept.  1813  to  the  end  of  that 
war  in  1814,  includingthe  action  at  Cambo,  battles  of  the  Nive,  before  Bayonne  (wounded),  Orthes, 
Aire,  Tarbes,  and  Toulouse.  Also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo.  He 
has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps  for  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse. 

87  Colonel  Birtwhistle  served  the  campaign  of  1814  in  the  south  of  France  with  the  32nd. 
Also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battle  of  Quatre  Bras  (slightly  wounded),  retreat  on  the 
17th  June,  and  battle  of  Waterloo  (severely  wounded). 

88  Colonel  Algeo  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  77th  from  Aug.  1813  to  the  end  of  the  war. 

89  Colonel  Palmer  served  the  campaign  of  1814  in  Holland,  including  the  attack  upon 
the  village  of  Merxem,  13th  Jan.;  also  second  attack  and  capture  2nd  Feb.,  when  his  Regiment 
captured  two  guns;  bombardment  of  the  French  fleet  in  the  Scheldt,  from  3rd  to  6th  February. 
Actively  engaged  at  Fort  Frederick  on  the  Scheldt,  22nd  March,  in  impeding  the  passage  of 
French  line  of  battle  ships  to  Fort  Lillo,  for  the  purpose  of  throwing  provisions  and  assistance 
into  the  garrison.     Again  employed  on  the  same  duty  25th  March  following. 

90  Colonel  Jos.  Swinburne  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  1809  to  the  end  of  the  war,  includ- 
ing the  battles  of  Oporto,  Talavera  (wounded  in  the  right  arm  and  foot),  and  Busaco  ;  actions 
at  Pombal,  Leria,  Condeixa,  Fleur-de-lis,  Guarda,  and  Sabugal  ;  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  first 
siege  of  Badajoz,  action  at  El  Bodon,  sieges  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  and  Badajoz,  battles  of  Sala- 
manca, Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  and  Nivelle  ;  action  at  Salvaterre,  battle  of  Orthes  (wounded  in  the 
neck),  action  at  Vic  Bigorre,  and  battle  of  Toulouse.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with 
ten  Clasps. 

91  Colonel  Waymouth  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  2nd  Life  Guards  from  Nov.  1812  to 
the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  investment  of  Pampeluna,  and  the 
battles  of  the  Pyrenees.  Also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  action  of  Quaere  Bras,  cover- 
ing the  retreat  on  the  17th  June,  and  battle  of  Waterloo.  Severely  wounded  and  taken  prisoner, 
when  charging  the  French  cuirassiers  at  Waterloo.  He  has  i-eceived  the  War  Jledal  with  two 
Clasps  for  Vittoria  and  Toulouse. 

92  Colonel  Edgar  Gibson  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Ist  Light  Infantry  Battalion  of  the 
King's  German  Legion,  from  Aug.  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  siege  of  San 
Sebastian,  an  action  in  the  Pyrenees  at  thepa«sage  of  the  Bidassoa  (wounded), and  the  subsequent 
actions  in  which  the  left  wing  of  the  army  was  engaged.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and 
was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo.     He  lias  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

93  Colonel  Morse-Cooper  served  the  campaign  of  1814  as  a  Volunteer  from  the  R.  M.  Col- 
lege with  the  Royals,  and  was  pi-csent  at  the  investment  of  Bayonne  and  repulse  of  the  sortie. 
Also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo.  Also  served  with 
the  11th  Light  Dragoons  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  Bluirtpore  in  1825-6,  under  Lord  Com- 
bermere,  where  he  volunteered  for  the  dismounted  Cavalry  storming  party.     Slightly  wounded  at 
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Bayonno,  and  Kevcrcly  at  Waterloo,  liaviug  received  five  wouudi.     Has  received  the  Waterloo 

Mpilnl,  mid  a  Medul  tor  Bliiirtpoie. 

Subsequently  in  the 
Peninsula  fron)  July  1812  to  June  1814,  including  the  battle  of  Custalia,  siege  of  Tarragona, 
retreat  from  thence,  its  second  siege,  retreat  from  Villa  Franca  after  ilio  battle  of  the  Pasa  of 
Ordall,  and  investment  of  Barcelona  in  1814.     Expedition  to  Xa])lcs  in  181ij. 

95  Colonel  de  Lacy  served  with  the  48ih  Hegt.  in  tlio  Peninsukir  war  in  the  battle  of  Busaco, 
lines  at  ToiTes  Vedras,  pursuit  of  Marshal  Massena,  tirst  siege  of  Badajoz,  battles  ofAlbiihera, 
Vittoria  (woiindedj,  and  the  Pyrenees  (28th  July  to  'h\t\  .\ug.  1813),  served  seven  years  in 
Jamaica  and  the  West  Indies.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps. 

!Ki  Colonel  Scargill  served  witli  the  9lh  at  tlic  defence  of  Tarifa,  from  May  to  Dec.  1811. 
Also  in  the  south  of  France  from  March  to  May  1814,  Including  the  blockade  of  Bayonne  and  re- 
pulse of  the  sortie. 

97  Colonel  Robert  Lewis  served  in  the  Burmese  war. 

98  Colonel  Ainsworth  served  at  the  siege  of  Flushing  in  1809,  and  subsequently  in  tlie  Penin- 
sula, including  the  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  and  2nd  siege  of  Badajoz,  and  battle  of  Kivello. 
Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo.  Ho  has  received 
the  War  Medal  with  tliree  Clasps. 

90  Colonel  NNilbrahum  served  the  Syrian  campaign  of  1840-41  (Medal),  including  the 
adv.nice  on  Gaza  and  affair  near  Askelon.  Served  the  Eastern  cuoipaign  of  185t-55,  as  an 
Assistant  Adjutant-General,  including  the  battles  in  the  Crimea  and  siege  of  Sebastopol 
(Medal  and  Clasps,  C'/y.,  OHicer  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  and  3rd  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

100  Colonel  Fordycc-Buclmn  served  with  the  74lh  Highlanders  in  the  KaHir  war  in  1851 
(Medal).  Served  also  with  the  Scots  Fusilier  Guards  at  the  siege  of  Sebastopol  (Medal  and  Clasp, 
and  5th  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

101  Colonel  Webber  Smith  served  with  the  48th  Regt.  the  campaign  against  the  Rajah  of 
Coorg,  in  April  1834,  and  was  wounded.  Commanded  the  95th  Regt.  in  the  Eastern  campaign 
of  1854,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Alma  (Medal  and  Clasp,  CB.,  and  oth  Class 
of  the  Medjidie). 

102  Colonel  Yorke  commanded  the  Royal  Dragoons  in  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854,  and 
was  severely  wounded  (leg  broken)  at  the  battle  of  Balaklava  (Medal  and  Clasps,  and  4th  Class 
of  the  Medjidie). 

103  Colonel  George  served  throughout  the  campaign  in  Sciude  (Medal)  under  Sir 
Charles  Napier,  including  the  destruction  of  Imaumghur  in  the  Desert,  and  the  battles  of 
Meeanee  and  Hyderabad,  1843,  at  which  last  he  commanded  the  22nd  Regt.  He  served  also 
the  campaign  in  the  Southern  Mahratta  country  in  1844-5;  and  Brigadier  Hicks  being  mor- 
tally wounded.  Major  George  took  command  of  detachments  at  the  storm  of  the  Pelahs  and 
northern  front  of  Panulla  and  Pownghur,  Nov.  27,  and  was  present  at  the  investment  and 
capture  of  both  those  forts,  being  in  command  of  the  left  Ihiuk  post  ;  and  during  the  ( perations 
against  the  Forts  Munnahur  and  Mnnsuntosh  in  the  Southern  (Juncan,  commanded  left  wing 
22nd  Regt.,  and  afrtrwards  commanded  the  Field  Brigade  (temporarily)  at  Kolapore. 

104  Colonel  C  H.  Burnaby  commanded  the  Royal  Artillery  on  the  Eai  tern  Frontier,  Cape  of 
Good  Hope,  during  the  Kaffir  war  of  1846-7,  and  for  this  received  the  Brevet  rank  of  Major. 
He  also  commanded  the  Royal  Artillery  on  the  Eastern  Frontier  from  the  breaking  out  of 
the  war  in  Dec.  1S50  until  July  1852,  and  was  appointed  commandant  of  Grahams  Town, 
with  the  District  ot  Lower  Albany  ;  for  services  in  this  war  he  got  the  Brevet  rank  of  Lieut- 
Colonel  (Medal). 

105  Calonel  Brownrigg  served  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854-55,  as  Assist.  Adjutant-General, 
including  the  battles  of  Alma  and  Inkerman,  and  siege  of  Sebastopol,  and  was  Chief  of  the 
Scatf  to  Sir  George  Brown  in  the  expedition  to  Kertch  (Medal  and  Clasps,  CB.,  Officer  of  the 
Legion  of  Honor,  and  4th  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

106  Colonel  W.  B.  Ainslie  commanded  the  93rd  Highlanders  throughout  the  Eastern  cam- 
paign of  1854-.J5,  including  the  battles  of  Alma  and  Balaklava,  and  siege  of  Sebastopol  (Medal 
and  three  Clasps,  CB.,  Sardinian  Mtdal,  and  4th  Class  of  the  Jlcdjidie). 

107  Colonel  S.  J.  Hill  commanded  an  expedition  80  miles  up  the  Gambia  in  1849;  stormed 
and  destroyed  the  fortified  town  of  Bambacoo,  6th  May;  attacked  and  partiully  destroyed  the 
fortified  town  of  Keeniing,  7th  May;  action  and  defeat  of  th«  enemy  on  the  {daius  of  Quenella. 
He  also  commanded  a  detachment  of  the  2nd  and  3rd  West  India  Regts.  in  the  combined 
attack  of  the  British  and  French  naval  and  land  force  under  Commodore  Fansbawe  in  the 
attack  and  total  defeat  of  pirates  at  the  Island  of  Basis,  Jeba  River,  Western  Africa,  12th  Dec. 
1849.  The  thanks  of  the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty  were  conveyed  to  himself  and  detachment, 
and  he  received  the  brevet  rank  (  f  Major. 

l(is  Colonel  Tidy  served  with  the  14th  Regt.  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  Bhurtpore  in 
1825-26  (Medal). 

109  ("olonol  Sanders  commanded  the  I'Jth  Rrgt.  in  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854  and  was 
severely  wouTided  at  the  battle  c^f  Alma  (Medal  and  Clasp,  C'-B.,  and  5th  Clu^-s  (d' the  Medjidie). 

11(1  Colonel  Iloldsworth  served  with  the  (iueen's  Royals  the  campui;.'n  in  ADghanistan 
and  Beloochistan,  including  the  storm  and  capture  of  Ghuznee  (Medal)  and  of  Khelat  ( severely 
wonnded).     Also  the  campaign  in  the  Southern  Mahratta  country  in  1844  (including  the  storm 
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of  the  Fortress  of  Punella)  ;  that  in  the  Concan  in  1845.  Served  in  the  Kaffir  war  of  1851-52, 
and  commanded  four  companies  of  the  Regiment  with  the  expedition  North  of  the  Orange 
Eiver,  in  1852-53. 

not  Colonel  H.  D.  White  served  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1S54-55  in  command  of  the 
Inniskiliing  Dragoons,  includiEg  the  battles  of  Balaklava,  Inkerman,  and  Tchernaya,  and  siege 
and  fall  of  Sebastopol  (Medal  and  Clasps,  Knigbt  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  and  4th  Class  of  the 
Medjidie). 

111  Colonel  Mends  served  as  a  Midshipman,  Eoyal  Nayy,  during  the  years  1812,  13,  and 
14,  in  North  and  South  America.  Served  at  every  ]3ritish  possession  in  Western  Africa,  for 
fourteen  years,  and  was  present  at  the  first  attack  made  upon  the  Ashantees  near  the  village 
of  Donguah,  26th  September  1823,  under  Sir  Caarles  M'Carthy.  Present  also  at  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  native  Dutch  town  of  Succondee,  17th  February  1824,  and  employed  in  the  boats  of 
H.  M.'s  ships  of  war  skirmishing  with  the  natives  of  that  town  and  the  Ashantees  on  the  fol- 
lowing morning.  In  action  against  the  Ashantees,  21st  May  1824;  and  at  the  defeat  of  their 
army  on  the  heights  in  rear  of  Cape  Ci^ast  Castle,  11th  July  following.  On  the  4th  February 
1826,  whilst  in  command  of  Dixcove  Fort,  he  was  attacked  by  about  6,000  natives,  the  gar- 
rison consisting  of  only  one  corporal  and  nineteen  privates  (natives).  Royal  African  corps; 
with  these  he  defended  the  post,  and  forced  the  enemy  to  retreat  with  much  loss  in  the  killed 
and  wounded.     BesiJes  the  above  he  has  been  in  various  skirmishes  with  the  natives. 

112  Colonel  Robinson  served  the  campaign  in  Aifghanistaa  and  Belooohistan,  including  the 
storm  and  capture  of  Ghuznee  (severely  wounded)  and  of  Khelat  :  Medal  for  Ghuzuef.  He  also 
served  in  the  Kaffir  war  of  1851-52-53,  as  Assistant-Qaarter-Master  General  of  the  2iid  Division. 

113  Colonel  Wigston  served  with  the  18th  Royal  Irish  on  the  China  expedition  (Medal),  at 
Canton,  Amoy,  Cliusan,  Chiahae,  Ningpo,  Segoan,  Chapoo,  and  Chin  Kiang  Foo.  Served  also 
in  Burmah  from  July  1852  to  the  end  of  the  war  in  1853;  was  present  at  the  capture  of  Prome; 
and  commanded  the  infantry,  and  subsequently,  on  the  force  beiug  increased,  the  Right  Wing 
of  the  troops  employed  under  Sir  John  Cheape  in  the  Donabew  district  against  Meah  Toon,  and 
was  severely  wounded  at  the  assault  and  capture  of  that  chief's  last  position  on  the  19rh  March 
1853.  Received  the  brevet  of  Major  for  the  China  service,  and  that  of  Lieut  .-Colonel  for  the 
Burmese  service. 

114  Colonel  Rice  served  with  the  51st  during  the  war  in  Burmah  from  April  to  August 
1852;  was  on  board  the  E.  I.  C.  steam  sloop  Sesost7-is  during  the  Naval  action  and  destruction 
of  the  enemy's  stockades  on  the  Rangoon  River;  served  during  the  succeeding  three  days 
operations  in  the  vicinity,  and  at  the  storm  and  capture  of  Rangoon;  also  at  the  assault  and 
capture  of  Bassein,  19th  May  (severely  wounded).  Colonel  Rice  was  mentioned  in  General 
Godwin's  dispatches  as  "deserving  the  best  consideration  of  Government"  for  capturing  by 
storm  with  his  company  and  a  sub-division  of  the  9th  Madras  Native  Infantry  the  enemy's 
stronghold,  and  entrenched  position  south  of  Bassein,  armed  with  sixteen  guns  and  twenty 
gingalls;  honoured  with  the  best  thanks  of  the  Governor- General  in  Council. 

115  Colonel  the  Hon.  R.  C.  H.  Spencer  served  throughout  the  whole  of  the  operations  in 
China,  and  was  present  at  the  destruction  of  the  batteries  of  Amoy,  in  H.  M.  S.  Blonde,  in 
1840  ;  at  the  capture  of  the  forts  of  the  Bocca  Tigris,  and  subsequent  operations  in  the  Canton 
River  ;  at  the  storm  and  capture  of  the  heights  of  Canton  ;  attack  and  captures  of  Amoy, 
Chusan  (second  operation),  Chinhae,  Chapoo,  Woosung,  Shanghae,  and  Chin  Kiang  Foo,  and 
demonstration  before  Nankin  (Medal). 

116  Colonel  Phibbs  served  in  the  Peninsula,  with  the  27th,  from  Nov.  1813  to  the  end  of 
that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battles  of  the  Nivelle,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  for  which  he  has 
received  the  War  Medal  with  three  Clasps.  Served  afterarards  in  the  American  war,  and  was 
present  at  the  taking  of  Plattsburgh.  Lost  his  left  arm,  and  was  shot  through  both  legs  at  the 
battle  of  the  Nivelle. 

117  Colonel  Eld  served  wiih  the  90th  Regiment  during  the  Kaffir  war  of  1846-47  (Medal). 

118  Colonel  Land  served  as  Adjutant  to  the  Royal  Marine  Battalion  at  D'Jouui,  and  was 
present  at  the  Bombardment  of  St.  Jean  d'Acre  (Medal  and  Clasp  for  Syria). 

119  Colonel  Mitford  was  employed  on  the  coast  of  Syria  during  the  whole  of  the  operations 
against  the  Egyptians  ;  he  landed  and  served  with  the  Battalion  at  the  Camp  d'Jouni,  and  was 
present  at  the  bombardment  of  St.  Jean  d'Acre.  He  has  been  presented  with  a  Medal  from 
the  Sultan,  and  has  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

120  Colonel  James  Watson  served  with  the  14th  Regt.  at  the  siege  and  storming  of  Bhurt- 
pore  in  1825-26  (Medal).     Also  at  the  siege  of  Sebastopol  (Medal  and  Clasp). 

121  Sir  Thomas  Troubridge  served  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854  with  the  7th  Fusiliers,  and 
was  very  severely  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Inkerman— both  legs  amputated  (Medal  and  Clasps, 
and  4th  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

122  Colonel  Forbes  served  with  the  91st  Regiment  in  the  last  Kaffir  war  (Medal). 

123  Colonel  Lysons  served  in  Canada  during  the  rebellion  in  1838-39,  including  the  actions 
of  St.  Denis  and  St.  Eustache.  Was  honourably  mentioned  in  Dispatches  and  General  Orders 
on  the  occasion  of  the  wreck  of  the  transport  Premier  on  4th  November  1843  and  promoted  in 
eonsequeuce.  Served  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854-55;  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Alma 
and  Inkerman,  the  minor  aflairs  of  Bulganac  aud  Mackenzie's  Farm,  capture  of  Balaklava,  and 
throughout  the  whole  siege  of  Sebastopol;  led  the  main  column  of  the   attack  on  the  Redan 
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by  the  Light  Division  on  tlio  18th  Juno,  and  commanded  u  Brigado  in  the  latter  part  of  the  action 
(slightly  wounded):  was  engn^ed  in  the  final  assault  of  tlie  Kcdau  on  the  8th  Spptembor 
(severely  wounded);  commanded  the  I'nd  Hrigade  hif^ht  Division  from  October  1M5,5  to  the 
end  of  the  war  (Mcdnl  and  Clasps,  Brevet  of  Colonel,  CB.,  Officer  of  the  L-egion  of  Honor, 
Sardinian  Mediil,  and  .'?rd  Class  of  tlio  Medjidie). 

124  Colonel  the  Honourable  W.  L.  I'akenham  served  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854-55,  as 
Assistant  Adjutant-General,  up  to  the  24th  June  1855,  after  which  as  Adjutant-General, 
including  the  battles  of  Alma,  Balakldva,  and  Inkerman,  and  siege  and  fall  of  Sebastopol 
(Medal  and  Clasps,  CB.,  Otlicer  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  Commander  2nd  Class  St.  Maurice 
and  St.  Lazarus,  and  .'Jrd  Class  <•£  the  JI(  djidie). 

I2."j  Colonel  Tudor  served  as  Avde-dr-Camp  to  General  Grey,  commanding  the  left  wing  of 
the  army  of  Gwalior,  in  the  action  of  Tunniar,  29  Dee.  184.'5  (Medal).  Also  served  the  Sutlej 
campaign  of  1845-6,  as  Aide-de-Camp  to  the  same  General,  commanding  the  5th  Division  of  the 
Army. 

126  Colonel  Clements  served  several  rears  on  the  West  of  Africa,  in  the  African  corps,  and 
on  the  staff  of  Sir  Charles  Macarthy,  and  was  present  at  the  overthrow  of  the  Ashantee  force 
on  the  1  Ith  June  1824. 

127  Colonel  James  Graham  joined  the  54th  Regt.  inBurmih,  as  a  volunteer,  in  Dec.  1824,  and 
was  present  at  the  carrying  of  the  entrenched  Fords  of  the  Mabattee  River,  27th  March,  and  at 
the  attack  on  the  fortified  heights  of  Arracan,  29th  March  1825;  at  the  latter  ho  was  wounded 
in  the  side  and  face:  has  received  the  Medal  and  Clasp  for  Ava.  In  July  1855  a  Medical 
Board  pronounced  him  as  "totally  unfit  for  service  in  the  field;"  but  in  consideration  of  the 
nature  of  his  past  services  he  was  specially  promoted  to  a  LieuU-Colonelcy,  and  allowed  to  re- 
tire upon  the  full  pay  of  that  rank. 

128  Colonel  Wetherall  served  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854-55  on  the  Quarter-Master- 
General's  Staff,  including  the  battles  of  Alma,  Balaklava,  and  lukerman,  and  siege  rf  Sebas- 
topol (Medal  and  Clasps,  CB.,  Knight  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  and  3rd  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

129  Colonel  Sadlier  served  in  Sicily  from  July  1808  to  June  1812,  and  was  prrscnt  at  the 
capture  of  the  islands  of  Ischia  and  Procida,  Served  subsequently  in  the  Peninsula,  including 
the  battle  of  Castalla  and  siege  of  Tarragona,  action  at  Villa  Franca,  besides  various  minor 
affairs:  also  in  the  American  war,  including  the  attack  on  Plattsburg;  and  subsequently  with 
the  Army  of  Oceupation  in  France  ;  served  in  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854-55,  including  the 
actions  in  the  Crimea  and  siege  of  Sebastopol  (^ledul  and  two  Clasps). 

130  Colonel  Strange  served  with  the  26i,h  Regt.  on  the  China  expedition  (Medal),  and  was 
present  at  the  defence  of  Ningpo,  at  Tscke,  Chapoo,  Woosung,  Shanghae,  Chinkiangfoo,  and 
Nankin. 

131  Colonel  Lake  was  transferred  from  the  Madras  Engineers  to  the  Royal  Army  as  a 
Lieut.-Colonel  Unattached  for  his  services  at  the  defence  of  Kars  {CB.  and  2nd  Class  of  the 
^ledjidie). 

132  Colonel  John  Watson  served  with  the  14  th  Regt.  in  the  trenches  at  the  siege  of  Sebastopol 
and  assault  of  the  18th  June  (MeHal  and  Clasp). 

133  Colonel  Going  landed  in  the  Crimea  with  the  2nd  Battalion  Royal  Reniment  on  the  22nd 
April  1855,  and  was  at  the  siege  and  fall  of  Sebastopol  (Medal  and  Clasp,  and  5th  Class  of  the 
Medjidie). 

134  Colonel  Finucane  has  served  in  Spain,  France,  Italy,  the  Mediterranean,  Jamaica,  and 
India.  In  1814  he  was  with  the  Austrian  Army  in  Italy  and  at  the  surrender  of  Genoa.  He 
was  in  several  affairs  in  Ava  during  the  Burmese  War  :  also  at  the  storming  of  Bhurtporo.  In 
the  Spanish  service  in  1835,  3G,  a.s  Lieut.-Colonel  on  the  Staff,  and  has  received  the  Cross  of  St. 
Fernando  ;  also  the  War  Medal  for  India  with  two  Clasps. 

135  Colonel  Daubeney  served  with  the  55th  Regt.  in  the  Coorg  campaign,  East  Indies,  in 
1834,  and  was  present  at  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  stockade  of  Kisseuhully,  and  at  the 
attack  on  the  stockade  of  Soamwarpettah,  where  he  had  charge  of  one  of  the  two  guns  attached 
to  the  Column,  which  by  his  perseverance  and  exerti(  ns  ho  saved  from  capture  during  the 
retreat,  served  during  the  Chinese  war  of  1841-42,  commanded  the  Light  Company  at  the  re- 
pulse of  the  enemy's  night-attack  at  ChinJjae,  and  at  the  storm  and  capture  of  Chapoo;  served 
on  the  staff  as  Major  of  Brigade  to  Sir  James  Suhoedde  at  Woosung,  Shanghai,  and  Chin- 
kiangfoo— twice  mentioned  in  Dispatches  (Medal,  Brevet  Major,  and  CB.).  Served  the  Eastern 
campaign  of  1854,  including  the  battles  of  Alma  and  Inkerman  (wounded  and  horse  shot),  sirge 
of  Sebastopol,  and  repulse  of  the  sortie  of  26th  October.  Commanded  the  55lh  R«gt.  at  the 
battle  of  Inkerman,  and  succeeded  to  the  command  of  the  1st  Brigade,  2nd  Division,  after 
Colonel  Warren  was  wounded,  and  brought  it  out  of  action — mentioned  in  Division  Orders  for 
the  .\lma  and  in  the  Dispatches  for  lukerman  (Medal  and  three  Clasps,  Knight  of  the  Ltgion 
of  Honor,  an!  4ih  Class  ot  the  ]\Ii  djidie). 

130  Colonel  Sterling  served  the  Eastern  campaiyn  of  1854-55,  first  ns  a  Brigade- Miijor  and 
afterwards  as  Assistant  Adjutant-General  to  the  Highland  Division,  including  the  battles  of  the 
Alma,  Balaklava,  and  Inkerman,  and  siege  of  Sebastopol  (Medal  and  Clasps,  CB.,  Ollicer  of  the 
Legion  of  Honor,  and  4th  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

137  Colonel  Seagram  served  with  the  45th  Regt.  in  the  Kaffir  war  of  1846-47  (Medal,  and 
Brevet  Major). 
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138  Colonel  J.  Stewart  Wood  served  the  Coorg  campaign  in  1834,  in  the  Light  Company 
of  the  48  th  Rpgt. :  he  was  on  the  storming  parties  of  the  Stoney  River  and  the  several 
stockades  leading  to  the  capture  of  the  Huggal  Pass,  and  at  the  taking  of  the  hill  fort  of 
Nucknaud.  He  was  throughout  the  campaigns  in  AfFgbanistan; — in  1838  and  39  as  Aide-de- 
Camp  to  Sir  Robert  Sale;  in  1840,  41,  and  42  as  Adjutant  to  the  13th  Regt.,  and  was  on  the 
stormmg  party  of  the  fortress  of  Ghuzaee  (Medal);  on  the  storming  party  of  the  town  and  fort 
of  Tootumdurrah;  had  charge  of  and  planted  the  ladders  at  the  storm  of  Joolghur  (wounded); 
was  in  the  night  attack  at  Baboo  Koosh  Ghur,  the  destruction  of  Kardurrah,  battle  of  Perwan- 
durrah;  at  the  storming  of  the  Khoord  Cabool  Pass;  in  the  skirmish  of  Tezeen;  the  forcing  of 
the  Jugdulluck  Pass,  reduction  of  the  fort  of  Mamoo  Khail,  in  the  heroic  defence  of  Jellalabad 
(wounded  17th  March  1842),  and  in  the  sorties  on  the  14th  Nov.  and  1st  Dec.  1841, 11th  March, 
24th  March,  and  1st  April  1842;  the  battle  of  Jellalabad  and  defeat  of  the  besieging  force  under 
Akbar  Khan  on  the  7ch  April  1842 — horse  sabred  under  him  (Medal).  Was  on  the  storming 
party  of  the  Jugdulluck  Pass,  in  the  battle  of  Tezeen,  and  at  the  re-capture  of  Cabool  (Medal). 
Served  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854-55,  as  Assist.  Adjutant-General  to  the  3rd  Division  and 
subsequently  to  Head  Quarters,  including  the  battle  of  Alma,  capture  of  Balaklava,  battle  of

139  Colonel  the  Hon.  Robert  Rollo  was  one  of  two  officers  sent  from  Malta  on  a  special 
mission  to  Tripoli  in  184  6  and  received  the  thanks  of  the  Secretaries  for  Foreign  Affairs  and 
Colonies  conveyed  through  the  Commander-in-Chief  for  his  services  upon  that  occasion.  He 
embarked  with  the  42nd  for  the  East  and  served  with  the  Regt.  in  the  campaign  of  1854-55; 
was  Brigade-Major  from  the  battle  of  Bilaklava  and  throughout  the  winter  until  he  took  com- 
mand of  his  Regt. ;  commanded  it  upon  the  expedition  to  Kertch  and  surrender  of  Yenikale, 
and  afterwards  in  the  siege  of  Sebastopol  and  assault  of  the  outworks  on  the  18th  June  (Medal 
and  Clasps,  Brevet  Lieur.Colonel,  and  5th  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

140  Colonel  Hon.  St.  George  G.  Foley  served  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854-55,  as  Assistant 
Commissioner  at  the  Head-Quarters  of  the  French  Army,  and  was  present  at  various  affairs 
connected  with  the  siege  and  fall  of  Sebastoiiol  (Medal  and  Clasps,  CB.,  Officer  of  the  Legion 
of  Honor,  and  4th  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

141  Colonel  Kelsall  served  in  Canada  during  the  insurrection  in  1837-38,  and  was  named 
in  General  Orders,  for  dislodging  a  number  of  Brigands  from  two  islands  on  the  Detroit  River 
and  Lake  Erie  in  the  winter  of  1838. 

14H-  Colonel  E.  A.  Somerset  served  with  the  Rifle  Brigade  in  the  Kaffir  war  of  1852-53 
(Medal).  Also  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854-55,  including  the  battles  of  Alma,  Balaklava, 
and  Inkermau,  and  siege  of  Sedastopol  (Medal  and  Clasps,  Knight  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  and 
5th  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

142  Colonel  Clark  Kennedy  served  with  the  18th  on  the  China  expedition  in  1842  (Medal), 
and  was  present  at  the  investment  of  Nankin.  Was  Assist.  Qr.  Mas.  Gen.  to  the  force 
under  Major-General  D'Aguilar  throughout  the  combined  naval  and  military  operations  in 
the  Canton  River  in  April  1847,  when  the  forts  of  the  Bocca  Tigris,  the  Staked  Barrier,  and  of 
the  city  of  Canton  were  taken.  Served  the  whole  of  the  Punjaub  campaign  of  1848-49  (Medal 
and  two  Clasps),  and  was  present  as  Aide-de-Camp  to  Sir  W.  Whish  at  the  first  siege  of 
Mooltan, — storming  the  Seikli  intrenched  position  Sept.  12th,  raising  the  siege,  operations  pre- 
vious to  and  action  of  Soorjkoond  Nov.  7th  (attached  to  Brigadier  Markham):  second  siege  of 
Mooltan, — action  of  Dec.  27th,  storm  of  the  city  Jan.  2nd,  surrender  of  the  citadel  Jan.  22nd:

Served  also  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854-55,  including 
the  battle  of  Inkerman  and  siege  of  Sebastopol  (Medal  and  Clasps,  CB.,  Knight  of  the  Legion 
of  Honor,  and  5  th  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

144  Colonel  MicDougall  was  employed  on  Particular  Service  before  Sebastopol,  and  accom- 
panied the  expedition  to  Kertch  on  the  Quarter-Master-General's  Staff  (Medal  and  Clasp,  and 
Brevet  Lieut.-Colonel). 

145  Colonel  Reynell-Pack  served  the  Eastern  campaign  from  Feb.  1855  at  the  siege  of 
Sebastopol  with  the  7  th  Fusiliers,  and  was  severely  wounded  when  commanding  the  Regiment 
at  the  assault  of  the  Redan  on  the  18th  June  (Medal  and  Clasp,  CB.,  Knight  of  the  Legion  of 
Honor,  and  5th  Class  of  the  ^Medjidie). 

146  Colonel  Claremont  has  received  the  Medal  and  Clasps,  the  Brevets  of  Major  and  Lieut.- 
Colonel,  CB.,  Knight  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  and  4th  Class  of  the  IMedjidie,  for  his  services 
in  the  late  war  with  Russia.

Ho  has  received  the 
War  Medal  with  five  Cliisps. 

148  Colonel  Wade  served  throughout  the  campaigns  in  Affghanistan  from  1838  fo  1842  in- 
clusivo, — he  was  Adjutant  of  tho  13th  at  tho  storm  and  cajiture  of  Gliuznee  (Medal),  and  Major 
of  lirigade  at  the  assault  and  capture  of  the  town  and  lorts  of  Tootumdurrah,  storm  of  J  lioolglmr, 
night  attack  at  Baboo  Koosh  Ghur,  destruction  of  Khaidurrah,  and  a.ssault  of  Fcrwandurrah. 
I'resent  with  the  13th  at  the  storming  of  the  Koord  Cabool  Pass  (wounded),  affair  of  Tczeen, 
forcing  the  Jugflulluck  Pass,  reduction  of  the  fort  of  ilauioo  Kliail,  heroic  defence  of  Jcllalabad 
and  sorties  on  the  14th  Nov.  and  1st  Dec.  1841,  11th  March,  24th  March,  and  1st  April,  1842  ; 
general  action  and  defeat  of  .Akbar  Khan  before  Jellalabad  (Medal),  storming  the  heights  of 
Jugdulluck,  general  action  of  Tczeen,  and  recapture  of  Cabool  (Medal).

153  Colonel  Creagh  served  in  the  Anglo-Spanish  Legion,  and  was  engaged  on  the  heights 
of  Arlaban  in  Alava,  on  the  10th,  17th,  and  18th  January  183(3,  besides  several  other  aftairs.  He 
was  also  employed  on  a  Particular  service  in  Canada  at  the  outbreak  of  the  rebellion  in  1837. 
Has  received  a  (iold  Medal  from  the  Sultan  for  his  services  on  the  Danube. 

154  Colonel  Tulloch  served  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854-55,  with  the  42nd  Regiment,  in- 
cluding the  battles  of  Alma  and  Balaklava  (commanded  the  Regiment),  and  siege  of  Sebastopol 
(Medal  and  Clasps,  and  5th  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

155  Colonel  Blacklin  served  with  the  3rd  Battalion  Royals  at  Quatre  Bras  IGth  June,  the 
retreat  on  the  17th,  and  carried  the  King's  Colour  at  Waterloo  on  the  18th  (at  which  last  he 
was  wounded),  capture  of  Paris,  and  with  the  army  of  occupation  in  France  in  1815  and  1810.

In  1801  he  served  the  E-iyptian  cam- 
paign, and  was  euijaged  on  the  17th  and  "ilst  Aug.  in  driving  tlie  enemy  into  Alexandria.  lu  1807 
he  accompanied  Sir  Harry  Burrard  as  Aide-de-Camp  on  the  expedition  to  the  Haltic,  and  wa« 
frequently  engaged  before  Copenhagen  on  outpost  duties,  and  present  at  its  siege  and  capture.  In 
1808  he  served  in  Portugal,  and  was  present  with  the  71st  at  tiio  battles  of  Roleia  and  Viiiiiera. 
In  1809  he  was  emjiloyed  as  Deputy-Assistimt-Adjutant-General  with  the  Walcheren  expedition, 
and  was  present  at  the  siege  and  taking  of  Flushing  and  Ter  Vere.  In  March  1811  he  embarked 
with  two  companies  of  the  71st  for  Portugal,  and  remained  with  the  Regiment  in  the  Peninsula 
until  Jan.  1813,  and  was  present  with  the  covering  Division  before  Badajoz  in  1811,  and  in  April 
181-i  ;  also  at  Arroyo  de  Molino  and  Almaraz.

3  Lieut-Colonel  Gates,  during  eight  years'  active  service  in  the  West  Indies,  was  frequently 
engaged  with  the  enemy,  and  twice  severely  wounded,  viz.  in  the  right  side  by  a  musket-ball  at 
Cote  de  Fer,  and  in  the  Itft  ankle  in  an  attack  near  Port  au  Prinf-e.  Served  also  five  years  in 
the  East  Indies  and  iu  Egypt,  and  crossed  the  Desert  under  Sir  David  Baird.  With  the  expe- 
dition to  South  America  in  1807.  Subsequently  throughout  the  whole  of  the  Ptninsular  war, 
including  the  batiks  of  Talavera  (severely  wounded  on  the  head  by  the  bursting  of  a  shell), 
Busaco,  and  Fuentes  d'Onor  ;  2ud  and  ;5rd  sieges  of  Bidojoz, — severely  wounded  at  the  storming 

■  of  Fort  Picurina ;  battles  of  Vittoria,  Nivello,  and  Orthes,— severely  wounded  through  the  right 
thigh.  He  has  received  a  Gold  Medal  for  services  in  Egypt  ;  and  the  Silver  War  Medal  with 
ten  Clasps. 

4  Lieut. -Colonel  Hortou  served  the  campaign  in  Calabria  under  Sir  John  Stuart  with  the  flank 
companies  of  the  6 1st  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  ^laida.  He  served  also  in  the  Peninsula  and 
was  severely  wounded  at  the  battle  of  the  Nivelle.    He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

o  Lieut. -Colonel  M'helan  served  in  the  American  war  with  the  Royal  Newfoundhmd  Fencibles. 

G  Lt. -Colonel  Jacob  Watson  was  28  years  in  the  14th  Ilegt.,  the  greater  part  of  which  time  he 
served  in  the  West  and  East  Indies,  and  retired  from  activt  service  in  consequence  of  tcital  loss 
of  sight.  He  was  at  the  capture  of  the  Isle  of  France  in  1810  ;  of  Java  in  1811,  including  the 
investment  and  storming  of  Fort  Cornelis,  and  storming  the  heights  of  Serondule;  previous  to 
which  he  was  actively  engaged  on  the  coast  when  embarked  in  H.  M.  S.  Mindtn.  and  at  St. 
Nicholaj  Point  commanded  a  detachment  of  the  14th  and  R03  al  Marines,  aud  defeated  a  very 
superior  French  force  of  the  enemy's  bpst  troops  sent  to  attack  that  position.  In  1812,  he  was 
at  the  stormins  of  Djocjocarta.  In  1813,  at  the  subjugation  of  the  Piratical  Stat?  of  Sambas  in 
the  Island  of  Borneo,  when  he  commauded  the  column  which  attacked  the  stockades  leading  up 
to  the  town,  on  which  occasion  he  was  wounded.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one 
Clasp  for  Java. 

7  Lieut. -Colonel  Nooth  served  with  the  7th  Fusiliers,  on  the  expedition  against  Copenhagen, 
in  18u7.

-Colouel  Gray  served  throughout  the  Burmese  war,  and  was  engaged  in  the  attack  on 
the  enemy's  entrenched  position  near  Rangoon,  storming  the  stockades  at  Kokein,  Tantabain, 
Panlang,  Denobiu  Pagoda,  capture  of  Denobiu,  the  entrenched  position  near  Prome,  JIalown, 
and  Pagahm  Mew  (Medal  1.     Served  also  in  Scinde  and  Beloochistan  from  1839  to  184"2. 

11  Lieut. -Colonel  Prior  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  11th  Dragoons,  and  was  present  .it  the 
battle  of  Salamanca,  and  various  outpost  affairs.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815  ;  commanded 
the  skirmishes  of  the  18ih  Hussars  on  the  17th  June,  and  received  the  first  fire  of  the  French 
army  on  that  day ;  present  also  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo  and  capture  of  Paris.  He  has  received 
the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Salamanca.

19  Lieut.-Colonel  Clements  served  at  the  capture  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  in  1806  ;  subse- 
quently on  the  expedition  to  South  America ;  the  campaign  of  1808-9  in  Spain,  and  extra  Aide-de- 
Camp  to  Sir  John  Moore  at  the  battle  of  Corunna.  On  the  expedition  to  Walcheren  in  1809  ;  the 
Peninsular  campaigns  from  1810  to  1814,  including  Cavaresand  Merina,  Salamanca,  Begar,  Vittoria, 
Valley  of  Bastan,"and  the  Pyrenees.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  three  Clasps  for  Co- 
runna, Vittoria,  and  Pyrenees.

22  Lieut.-Colonel  Handcock  accompanied  the  expedition  to  Hanover  in  1805  ;  joined  the  army 
in  Sicily  in  1806,  and  was  employed  with  its  various  operations  from  1806  to  1810  ;  went  with  the 
expedition  to  Naples,  and  was  present  at  the  capture  of  Ischia  and  Procida ;  returned  to  Sicily 
and  employed  against  the  French  army  in  1811.  Served  in  Spain  during  1812  and  13,  including 
the  battle  of  Castalla,  siege  of  Tarragona,  and  affair  of  Villa  Franca.  Also  the  campaign  of  1815, 
and  was  severely  wounded  at  Waterloo. 

23  Lieut.-Colonel  Fred.  Wright  served  at  the  capture  of  Madeira  in  1808  ;  and  the  campaign 
in  the  Peninsula,  under  Sir  John  Moore  in  1808-9.

27  Lieut.-Colonel  Marshall  served  with  the  91st  on  the  expedition  to  Portugal  in  1808,  including 
the  battles  of  Roleia  and  Vimiera,  advance  into  Spain  and  retreat  through  Gallicia  under  Sir  John 
Moore,  action  at  Lugo,  and  battle  of  Corunna.  Expedition  to  Walcheren  in  1809.  Subsequently 
in  the  Peninsula,  including  the  battles  of  Vittoria,  the  Pyrenees  (26th,  27th,  28th,  and  30th  July), 
the  Nivelle,  and  the  Nive,  on  the  9th,  10th,  11th,  and  13th  Dec.  1813,  investment  of  Bayonne, 
and  battle  of  Orthes.

28  Lieut.-Colonel  John  Clarke  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  March  1809  to  the  end  of  that  war 
in  1814,  including  the  battles  of  Oporto  and  Talavera,  lines  of  Torres  Vedras,  actions  of  Ari-oyode 
Molino  and  Campo  Mayor,  battle  of  Albuhera,  siege  of  Badajoz,  battles  of  Vittoria,  the  Pyrenees 
(from  25th  to.  31st  July,  and  2nd  Aug.),  the  Nivelle,  the  Nive  (9th  and  13th  Dec),  action  of  St. 
Palais,  battle  of  Orthes,  action  at  Aire,  and  battle  of  Toulouse,  besides  numerous  skirmishes.  At 
the  battle  of  Albuhera,  when  in  the  command  of  a  company  of  flankers,  was  struck  down  by  a 
Polish  Lancer,  and  taken  prisoner,  but  made  his  escape  in  a  charge  of  cavalry.

before  the  arrival  of  iiny  other  succour— and  thus  saved  the  town  from  being  sacked.  For  his 
services  in  quelling  this  mutiny  Mujor-Gene ral  Eden  commanding  Kilkenny  District  expressed 
"upprobalion  of  the  promptness  with  which  ho  proceeded  to  Nenagh  nnd  of  Iiis  Judgment  in 
taking  so  good  a  force;"  Lord  Seaton  commanding  the  forces  in  Ireland  requested  that  "his 
thanks  may  be  conveyed  to  Lieut.-Colonel  Ilnrt  for  the  promptitude  with  which  be  moved  the 
Depots  under  hid  command  to  Nenagh,  and  further  judicious  control  and  forbearance  with 
which  he  acted  while  in  presence  of  the  armed  and  nifuriated  insurgents  ;"  and  Major-General 
Sir  James  Chuttcrton  recorded  his  ''thanks  and  approbation  of  the  steadiness,  zeal,  and  good 
conduct  of  the  officers  and  men  evinced  when  employed  at  the  late  unfortunate  cunfiict  at 
Nenagh  under  the  command  of  Licut.-Colonel  Hart,  to  whom  Sir  James  Chatterton  especially 
feels  much  indebted  for  the  ability,  activity,  and  intelligence  there  manifested  " 

100  Lieut.CoIonel  Wdlis  served  throughout  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854-55,  with  the  77th 
Regt.  until  April  1855,  after  which  as  D.  A.  Q,  M.  Gen.  at  Head  Quarters,  was  present  at  the 
battle  of  Alma,  surrender  of  BilaUlava  C.istlc,  battle  of  Inkerman,  assault  of  the  Quarries, 
attack  of  the  Redan  on  18th  June,  battle  of  Toheruaya,  final  assault  of  the  Redan  on  8th 
Sept.,  and  during  seven  months  in  the  trenches,  including  the  repulse  of  three  iiiglit  sorties 
(Medal  with  three  Clasps,  Brevets  of  Mwjor  and  Lieut.-Colonel,  Kniglitof  the  Legion  of  Honor, 
Sardinian  Medal,  and  5th  Class  of  the  Medjidie).

Provinces,  Island  of  Ceylon,  in  1848,  and  was  present  when  the  insurgents  were  defeated  at 
Matole  on  the  29th  July. 

120  Lieut.Colonel  Wolfe  served  with  the  39th  Regt.  at  the  siege  of  Sebastopol  in  1855,  and 
at  the  assault  of  the  Redan  on  the  18th  June  (Medal  and  Clasp,  and  5th  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

121  Lieut.Colonel  Miller  volunteered  and  commanded  the  combined  force  (English  and 
Danish)  during  the  insurrection  at  Tortola,  W.  I.,  in  August  1853.

8  Major  Hartman  served  in  the  expedition  to  Hanover  in  1805-6 ;  at  the  siege  of  Copenhagen 
in  1807;  in  Sweden,  Portugal,  and  Spain  in  1808-9,  including  the  advance  and  retreat  of  the 
army,  and  in  the  battle  of  Corunna.  Expedition  to  Walcheren  1809 ;  subsequent  campaigns  in 
the  Peninsula  and  France,  including  the  defence  of  Tarifa  and  affair  of  Casas  Viejas,  battle  of 
Barrosa,  actions  of  Arroyo  del  Molino  and  Almaraz,  battles  of  Vittoria,  the  Pyrenees  (25th,  30th 
and  31st  July),  Pass  of  Maya,  Nivelle,  Nive,  Bayonne,  and  Orthes ;  affair  at  St.  Palais,  and 
battle  of  Toulouse.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  eight  Clasps. 

9  Major  Mackay  served  with  the  68th  Regt.  on  the  expedition  to  Walcheren,  and  at  the  capture 
of  Flushmg  in  1809.  Also  in  the  Penin^ula  from  June  1811  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including 
the  battle  of  Salamanca,  retreat  from  Burgos,  and  battles  of  Vittoria  (wounded  in  the  head),  tlie 
Pyrenees,  the  Nivelle,  and  Orthes,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  five  Clasps. 

10  Major  Charters  served  with  the  expedition  to  Hanover,  under  Lord  Cathcart,  in  1805  ;  the 
Walcheren  expedition,  in  1809  ;  and  campaign  in  Holland,  under  Lord  Lynedoch,  in  1814. 

11  Major  Crawfurd  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Jan.  1812  to  July  1814,  including  operations 
of  the  covering  army  during  the  siege  of  Badajoz  in  1812,  as  a  volunteer  79th  Regiment;  battle 
of  Salamanca,  capture  of  Madrid,  battles  of  the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  and  Orthes  (severe  gun- 
shot wound).  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps  for  Salamanca,  Nivelle,  Nive, 
and  Ortlies. 

12  Major  J.  M.  Wood  served  the  Waterloo  campaign  with  the  14th  Foot. 

13  Major  Castieau  served  with  the  R.  M.  Battalion  on  the  Nortli  Coast  of  Spain  co-operating 
with  the  troops  of  tiie  Queen  of  Spain  during  the  Carlist  war  in  1836-37  (Brevet  Major  and  Cross 
of  San  Fernando). 

14  Major  Willoughhy  Montagu  served  at  the  siege  of  Dantzic,  in  1813;  also  the  campaign 
of  1815,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo  and  capture  of  Cambray.  Is  a  Knight  of  4th  Class  of 
St.  Wladimir  of  Russia. 

15  Major  Codd  served  with  the  48th  Regt.,  in  the  operations  against  the  Rajah  of  Coorg  in  1834. 

16  Major  Tew  served  with  the  50th  Regt.  in  the  battle  of  Punniar  (Medal).  Also  the  campaign 
of  1845-6  on  the  Sutlej  (Medal  and  three  Clas])3),  including  the  battles  of  Moodkee,  Ferozeshah, 
Aliwal,  and  Sobraon  (dangerously  wounded). 

17  Major  Mundy  was  nominated  to  the  4th  Class  of  the  Medjidie  for  service  with  the  Osmanli 
Horse  Artillery  as  Lieutenant  General,  second  in  command. 

18  Major  C.  H.  L.  Tinling  served  with  the  13th  Regt.  at  the  capture  of  Rangoon,  1 1  th  May  1 824 
(Medal). 

19  Major  Chas.  Murray  served  in  the  Kandiau  war  in  Ceylou  in  1817-18. 
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19t  Major  Darroch  served  with  the  Royals  in  Canada  during  the  Rebellion  of  1837-8.  He 
served  alsn  with  the  G'iiid  in  the  eampaign  on  the  Sutlej  (Medal),  and  was  wounded  at  feroze- 
sliah.  Served  with  tlie  olst  througiiuut  tlie  Burmese  war  of  18o'2-53  ;  was  on  board  the  E.  I.  G. 
steam  frigate  Ferooz  during  the  naval  action  and  destruction  of  the  enemy's  stockades  on  the 
llangoon  River;  served  during  tlie  succeeding  three  days' operations  in  the  vicinily  (including 
the  storming  of  the  White  House  Redoubt),  and  at  the  storm  and  capture  of  Rangoon  ;  also  at  the 
assault  and  capture  of  Basicin  lt)th  May  (wounded);  and  served  as  Deputy  Assistant  Qr.Mastcr 
General  at  the  taking  of  Pegu  21st  November. 

'20  Major  Carruthers  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  4:3rd  Regiment  during  the  cami>aigns  of 
1813  and  1814,  and  was  present  at  thS  Niville,  Bayonne,  Aive,  Tarbcs,  Touinefeuille,  and 
Toulouse,  and  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  three  Clasps. 

21  Major  Murray  served  with  the  42nd  Highlanders  at  the  siege  and  fall  of  Sebastopol  from 
Juno  1855,  and  assault  of  the  outworks  on  the  18th  June  (Medal  and  Clasp,  and  5th  Class  of 
the  Medjidie). 

22  Major  Nasmyth  served  at  the  defence  of  Silistria  in  May  and  June  1854  ;  and  afterwards  in 
the  Crimean  campaign  of  the  same  year,  including  tlie  battle  of  Alma  and  siege  of  Subastopol 
(Medal  and  Clasps);  he  has  also  a  Gold  Medal  awarded  him  by  the  Turkish  Government,  for  his 
services  with  the  Turkish  Army  in  the  campaign  on  the  Danube  in  1854. 

23  Major  Louis  served  the  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801,  for  which  he  has  received  the  Silver 
War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

24  Major  Metcalfe  served  the  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801  with  the  79th  Highlanders,  for  which 
he  has  received  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

25  Major  II.  C.  Martin  served  on  the  expedition  against  the  Danish  and  Swedish  West  India 
Islands  in  1801  ;  likewise  on  the  e.xjiedition  against  the  French  Islands  in  1803. 

26  Major  Robert  Gray  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  48th  Regt.,  and  has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  fix  Clasps  for  the  Pyrenees,  St.  Sebastian,  Niville,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse. 

27  Major  FuUarton  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  38th  Regt.,  and  was  present  at  the  battles 
of  Roleia,  Vimiera,  Talavera,  and  Salamanca,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four 
Clasps. 

28  Major  Woods  served  with  the  BufTs  in  the  Peninsula  in  1808,9,  10,  and  11,  was  present  at 
the  passage  of  the  Douro  and  capture  of  Oporto,  battles  of  Talavera  and  Busaco,  lines  at  Torres 
Vedras,  action  at  Campo  Mayor,  and  battle  of  Albuhera,  where  he  was  severely  wounded,  having 
lost  his  right  leg.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  three  Clasps  for  Talavera,  Busaco,  and 
Albuhera. 

29  Major  Colby  served  at  Waleheren  in  1809. 

30  Major  Skene  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  24th  Regt.,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of 
Talavera  (severely  wounded),  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Jledal  with  one  Clasp. 

31  Major  Hulme  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  March  1810  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including 
the  2nd  siege  ofBadajoz,  battles  of  Nivelle  and  Nive  (10th  to  13th  Dec. ),  passage  of  the  Adour,  in- 
vestment of  Bayonne  and  reiiulse  of  the  sortie.  In  March  1815  he  joined  tlie  army  in  the  Nether- 
lands, and  assistid  in  the  organization  of  the  Pontoon  train  at  Antwirp  :  — Early  in  May,  in  order  to 
secure  a  shorter  and  more  direct  communication  between  Brussels  and  Antwerp,  he  was  entrusted 
with  the  construction  of  a  bridge  of  vessels  at  Boom,  across,  the  Rupel,  a  large  navigable  branch  of  the 
Scheldt,  which  having  completed  and  maintained  until  the  victory  at  Waterloo  rendered  it  no  longer 
requisite,  he  followed  the  army  to  Paris  in  command  of  a  division  of  the  Pontoon  train,  where  he  re- 
mained until  1816.

32  Major  Agnew  served  with  the  82nd  Regt.  during  the  Peninsular  campaigns  of  1808;,^ 9, 12,  and 
13,  and  was  present  at  the  capture  of  Oporto,  battle  of  Talavera,  and  subsequent  affairs  ;  also  at  the 
battle  of  Vittoria,  where  his  leg  was  so  severely  fractured  as  to  require  three  separate  amputations 
of  the  thigh.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

.33  Major  Pringle  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Jan.  1810  to  the  end  of  that  War  in  1814,  including 
the  battles  of  Nivelle  and  Nive  (wounded),  and  investment  of  Bayonne.  Served  also  the  campaign 
of  1815,  aud  was  severely  wounded  at  AVaterloo.  He  lias  received  the  War  Medal  with  three  Clasps 
for  Nivelle,  Nive,  and  Orthes. 

34  Major  Knapman  served  at  Lissa,  in  1811  (wounded);  and  in  boats  cutting  out  an  Algerine 
brig  at  Bona,  in  1825  (War  Medal  with  one  Clasp). 

35  Major  G.  V.  Tinling  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Nov.  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814. 

36  JIajor  John  Wilson  served  in  the  Artillery  Companies  of  the  2ud  Battalion  Royal  Marine 
during  the  war  in  North  America  in  1813.     Has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Claj>f. 

37  ilajor  Hnmby  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  the  battle  of  Algiers. 

38  Major  Manners  served  in  the  Peninsula  I'rom  Feb.  1810  to  Dec.  1816,  and  was  present  at  the 
battle  of  Barrosa  (wounded),  aud  the  defence  ofTarila  and  Cadiz.  He  has  received  the  Silver 
War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Barrosa. 

39  Major  Schalch  served  at  the  capture  of  Guadaloupein  1815. 

40  Major  Charles  Gordon  served  iu  the  American  war  in  1814  and  15  with  the  USrd  Regt.,  and 
was  severely  wounded  in  the  leit  cheek  at  New  Orleans,  8th  Jan.  1815. 

41  Major  Robert  Cochrane  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Rifle  Brigade  from  August  1811  to 
the  end  ol  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  defence  of  Cadiz,  actions  of  the  Aranjuaz,  San  Muuos, 
and  Sau  Milan  ;  battle  of  Vittoria,  and  action  at  the  bridge  of  Vera.     Served  also  the  campaign  of 
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1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo  and  capture  of  Paris.  Severely  wounded  in  the 
left  arm  at  Vera,  and  slightly  in  the  left  breast  at  Waterloo.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with 
two  Clasps. 

42  Major  Dowdall  ser\'ed  the  Mahratta  campaigns  of  1818  and  19,  including  the  taking  of 
Loghur,  Isapoor,  Kooaree,  Rhygur,  Raree,  besides  several  other  small  forts,  and  he  was  severely 
wounded  at  the  storming  of  Raree,  having  sustained  the  total  loss  of  the  right  eye,  and  a  por- 
tion of  the  nose  and  jaw-bone.  Served  also  in  the  Burmese  war  under  Sk  Archibald  Camp- 
bell, and  was  severely  wounded  in  storming  the  Dalla  stockades  near  Rangoon  on  the  9th  Dec. 
1824.  Captain  Dowdall  commanded  and  led  the  Light  Company  of  the  89th  Regt.  to  five  dif- 
ferent storms. 

43  Major  Hugh  Morgan  served  on  the  expedition  to  Walcheren  in  1809,  and  was  present  at  the 
bombardment  of  Flushing  ;  served  afterwards  in  the  Peninsula  from  1812  to  the  end  of  the  war  in 
1814,  including  the  defence  of  Cadiz,  battles  of  the  Pyrenees,  siege  of  San  Sebastian  (severely 
■wounded)  and  battle  of  Toulouse  :  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  three  Clasp?. 

44  Major  Welchman  served  at  Copenhagen  in  1807  ;  at  Walcheren  and  forcing  the  Scheldt 
in  1809.  Commanded  180  Marines  at  Cheribon  and  took  possession  of  the  fort,  4th  Sept.  1811 ; 
also  at  the  surrender  of  Panca,  when  a  Regiment  of  Infantry  laid  down  their  arms.  In  the 
Royal  Marine  Battalion  at  the  capture  of  Java  in  1811.  At  the  capture  of  the  American  frigate 
President,  and  expedition  up  the  Penobscot,  and  commanded  the  detacliment  of  Royal  Marines 
at  Manchias,  where  he  captured  three  field-pieces,  and  was  honourably  mentioned.  Was  at  the 
battle  of  Algiers,  1816  (War  Medal  and  Clasps). 

45  Miijor  J.  G.  Richai-dson  served  in  the  Channel  Fleet,  under  Lords  Gardiner  and  St.  Vincent ; 
the  Belleisle  squadron,  under  Sir  Richard  Keates,  when  endeavouring  to  intercept  Jerome  Bona- 
parte; and  at  the  capture  of  La  Rhin  hj  Mars  74.  With  Admiral  Murray  and  Brigadier-General 
Crauford's  expedition  of5,000  men  originally  intended  forLima,  but  on  arrival  at  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope  ordered  to  join  General  Whitelocke's  army  in  Rio  Plata;  landed  with  Marines  at  Monte 
"Video,  and  brigaded  with  detachments  under  command  of  tlie  Hon.  Lieut. -Col.  Deane,  38th  Regt. 
Served  in  the  Baltic,  and  while  passing  the  Sound,  partially  engaged  the  castle  of  Cronenberg ; 
joined  the  squadron  under  Sir  James  Saumarez  in  pursuit  of  Russian  fleet,  to  Rogeiswick  Bay. 
Severely  wounded  in  several  places  on  board  yl/rica  64,  in  action  with  Danish  flotilla  consisting  of 
26  heavy  gun  and  mortar  boats,  in  Kioge  Bay,  near  Copenhagen,  20  Oct.  1808 — Africa  seven 
killed,  fifty-six  wounded.  Blockade  of  Texel,  under  Sir  Samuel  Hood;  and  Scheldt  under  Sir 
Richard  Strachanand  Sir  Edward  Pellew.  Served  with  tlie  Walcheren  expedition  in  the.  Theseus 
74,  and  dLsroautled  and  brought  away  its  last  gun-boat.  Toulon  fleet.  Landed  in  company  with 
other  detachments  of  marines  and  seamen,  and  some  Spanish  troops,  on  an  island  in  the  Bay  of 
Rosas;  dislodged  French  garrison,  and  blew  up  the  castle.  Landed  in  company  with  other  detach- 
ments of  marines  and  seamen,  1812,  at  Sagona  Bay,  Island  of  Corsica, — destroyed  and  brought 
off"  a  great  quantity  of  valuable  ship  timber.  Aifairs  of  coasts,  &c.  Served  in  the  West  Indies 
and  North  America ;  and  has  received  a  reward  from  the  Patriotic  Fund. 

46  Major  Robert  Webb  served  in  H.  M.  S.  Superb  at  the  battle  off"  St.  Domingo,  6th  Feb. 
1806  ;  at  Copenhagen  in  1807  ;  at  Walcheren  in  1809.  Wounded  in  an  attack  on  an  armed  con- 
voy in  the  Adriatic,  22nd  May  1812.     Has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

47  Major  William  Ford  ( Royal  Marines)  served  at  the  island  of  Anholt,  and  at  Nyburg,  in 
1811  ;  and  he  was  at  the  capture  of  three  Danish  luggers  from  under  the  batteries.  Has  received 
the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

48  Major  Hewett  served  blockading  the  French  fleet  off"  Brest,  Rochefort,  and  Ferrol,  and 
was  severely  wounded  in  the  action  with  the  combined  fleets  of  France  and  Spain  22nd  July 
1805.  In  the  1st  Battalion  Royal  Marines  under  Sir  Arthur  Wellesley,  in  Portugal,  and  at 
Lawris,  and  Galeaga.  In  the  2nd  Battalion,  under  Sir  Sidney  Beckwith,  during  the  war  ia 
North  i\merica, — at  the  attack  on  Craney  Island,  the  storming  of  Hampton,  taking  of  Queen- 
town,  and  Kent  Island  ;  frequently  employed  as  an  engineer  officer,  in  command  of  outposts, 
and  of  gun-boats  whilst  attached  to  the  Corps  of  observation,  led  the  forlorn  hope  at  the  capture 
of  Fort  Oswego  where  he  climbed  the  flagstaff  and  tore  down  the  American  Colors  (severely 
■wounded) ; — officially  thanked  by  Colonel  de  Watteville  for  his  conduct  on  this  occasion. 

49  Major  Devon  was  Adjutant  of  the  Artillery  Companies  of  the  Royal  Marines  serving  in 
North  America  during  the  war  in  1813-14. 

50  Major  Evan  Morgan  served  in  the  Peninsula  and  France  from  October  1813,  to  June 
1814,  including  the  passage  of  the  Adour,  and  battle  of  Toulouse,  for  which  he  has  received  the 
War  Medal  with  one  Clasp.  He  served  also  the  campaign  of  1814  in  Canada,  under  Sir  George 
Prevost. 

51  Major  Pattoun  was  landed  on  7th  Nov.  1808  to  garrison  the  citadel  of  Rosas  then  besieged 
by  the  French,  and  was  present  at  the  sortie  on  the  following  day  when  the  garrison  was  forced 
by  superior  numbers  to  retire.  He  was  afterwards  sent  into  Fort  Trinidad  by  means  of  a  rope- 
ladder,  under  a  heavy  fire,  to  reinforce  the  garrison. 

52  Major  Jervis  Cook  served  at  the  capture  of  Martinique  in  1809  and  cutting  out  the 
French  brig  Nisus.  At  the  destruction  of  Loire  and  Seine  at  Ance  la  Barque,  and  the  capture 
of  Guadaloupe  in  1810.  On  the  north-coast  of  Spain  and  in  the  Gironde,  and  attached  to  the 
Artillery  in  Flanders  (War  Medal  with  three  Clasps). 

53  Major  Shute  served  with  the  Royal  Marine  Battalion  in  co-operation  with  the  troops  of 
the  Queen  of  Spain  against  the  Carlists  in  1838. 
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o4  Major  William  Davis  was  landed  in  1809  at  Malion,  in  Minorca,  in  command  of  a  de- 
tachment of  Marines,  to  prevent  the  prisoners  of  war  in  the  Lazaretto  from  rising  and  effecting 
their  escape  during;  a  Mutiny  of  tlie  Spanish  Walloon  Gu;irds.  At  the  capture  and  destruction 
of  a  flirt  on  Isle  Verte,  near  La  Civitat,  1st  June  1812,  ho  recoi»ed  a  severe  wound  hy  a  rifle- 
bali,  in  the  right  thigh.  On  the  8th  May  1813,  as  a  volunteer,  at  the  cutting  out  of  an  armed 
Xybec  from  under  the  fort  and  tower  of  Orhittllo.  At  the  capture  of  Ihe  island  of  Pouza,  under 
Sir  Charles  Xapier,  where,  as  a  volunteer,  with  a  detachment  of  Marines,  lie  landed,  iind 
«tormed  and  captured  one  of  the  batteries.  On  the  4tli  Oct.  18i:J,  as  a  volunteer  in  the  storm- 
ing of  the  fort  protecting  the  anchorage  at  Marinello,  when  one  gun-hoat  and  thirteen  of  the 
enemy's  vessels  deeply  laden  were  captured,  and  one  gun-boat  sunk.  At  tlie  landing  of  the 
Italian  Levy  at  Via  Heggio  in  1813.  At  the  landing  ncnr  Logliorn,  in  Dec.  1813,  wiien  270 
Marines  charged  and  defeated  between  (lOO  anil  700  French  Infantry,  supported  hy  30  Cavalry 
(received  a  sabre  wound  from  the  charge  of  Cavalry).  At  the  capture  of  a  castle  near  Spizzia, 
25th  March  1814.  Present  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  fort  Santa  Maria,  2t)th  March  following. 
Also  at  the  capture  of  Genoa,  under  Lord  William  Bcntinck. 

55  Major  Colin  Mnckenzie  joined  the  army  of  the  Xetherlands  on  the  4th  July  1814,  and 
served  under  Lord  Lyncdoch,  the  Prince  of  Orange,  and  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  continuously 
from  the  above  date,  in  Flanders  and  France,  till  the  evacuation  of  Paris  by  the  Allied  Armies 
in  the  sjiring  of  181G,  and  was  present  at  the  capture  of  Paris.  Embarked  in  command  of  a 
Company  of  Royal  Sappers  and  Miners  for  Canada,  on  tlie  first  outbreak,  and  served  as  Senior 
Royal  Engineer  on  the  Niagara  Frontier  during  1838-9. 

5G  Major  llewson  served  in  the  American  war,  and  was  engaged  at  the  battle  of  Niagara  and 
siege  of  Fort  Erie.     Served  also  in  the  Burmese  war  (Medal). 

57  Major  Crackneil  assisted  iit  the  cajiture  of  eight  armed  vessels  and  twelve  vessels  laden  with 
stores  for  the  Russian  Army  at  Percola  Point  on  7ili  July  1809  (War  Medal  with  one  Clasp). 

58  Major  Henry  James  was  present  at  tlie  capture  of  Fort  San  Philippe  (Balageur),  and  siege 
of  Tarragona  in  1813.    .•\lso  at  the  bombardment  of  Algiers  iu  181G  (War  Medal  with  one  Clasp). 

59  Major  Bevcrhoudt  served  at  the  capture  of  Guadaloupe  in  1815. 

GO  Major  John  Kelly  accompanied  tlic  effective  men  of  tlie  wing  of  the  Gtli  Regt.  stationed  at 
Aden,  which  formed  part  of  an  expedition  of  500  men  under  the  command  of  Lieut. -Col.  Penny- 
cuick,  wliich  dcsiroved  tiie  Arab  posts  of  Sheik  Mtdi  and  Sheik  Othman,  and  skirmishes  between 
those  ]dacts  on  theGth  Get.  1841. 

Gl  Major  John  Griffith  served  in  the  12th  Dragoons  the  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801,  and 
was  wounded  on  the  left  thigh  in  the  action  of  the  2Ist  March.  In  1809  he  served  at  Walcheren, 
and  substqneutly  in  the  Penmsula  from  July  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  and  was  present 
at  the  battle  of  Vittoria.  He  served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 
He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  three  Clasps,  for  Vittoria,  Nivelle,  and  Nive. 

G2  Major  Mascall  served  in  co-operation  with  the  army  at  Corunna  and  during  the  defence  of 
Cadiz.     Was  in  a  general  Boat  action  near  Port  St.  JIary's  for  which  he  has  a  Medal. 

C3  Major  Pascoe  has  received  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Java;  also  the  Naval 
War  Mtdal  with  one  Clasp  lor  tlie  action  with  the  French  fri^'ates  off  Madagascar  and  the  surren- 
der of  tl;e  Isle  de  la  Passe  in  Feb.  1811.  Served  iu  the  3rd  Battalion  R.  M.  iu  North  America, 
participating  in  various  important  services  durins;  the  war  in  1814-15.

69  Major  James  Dowman  served  at  the  defence  of  Cadiz,  1810,  11,  and  12,  during  which 
period  he  wsl'^  repeatedly  engaged  in  action  against  the  enemy  both  on  land  and  in  boats,  cutting 
out.  kc.  At  the  blockading  of  the  French  fleet  off  Brest  in  1813.  During  the  late  campaign 
on  the  coast  of  Syria  in  1840  and  41,  including  the  storming  and  capture  of  Sidon,  surrender  of 
Beyrout,  bombardment  ai:d  fall  of  St.  Jean  d'Acre ;  served  also  with  the  Royal  Marine  Battalion 
at  the  camp  at  D'Jouui  (War  Medal  and  Clasp  and  Turkish  Medal).  Served  in  the  Kaffir  war  of 
184G-47  (Medal). 

70  M;ijor  John  Law  was  in  the  action  with,  and  capture  of,  the  Chcsupealie  by  the  S/iamion, 
on  the  1st  June  1813.  He  was  also  at  the  capture  of  Fort  St.  Elmo,  and  the  batteries  at  Naples 
on  the  21st  May  1815.     Has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp.

134  ]Major  J.  T.  Aslett  served  the  Syrian  campiiga  including  the  storm  and  capture  of 
Sidon,  D'Jounie,  surrender  of  Beyrout,  bumbardraint  of  Acre — slightly  wounded  by  the 
explosion  of  a  magazine  (War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  and  Turkish  Medal).

Tor  the  uhovemen- 
tioned  services  he  has  received  the  Spanish  Order  of  Isabel  the  Catholic,  also  the  Tuikish  Order 
of  the  Medjidie  4th  Class,  with  a  sword  of  Honor  from  the  Sultan.  Served  the  campaign  of 
1854  on  the  staff  of  the  army  in  the  Crimea,  and  xias  preoent  at  the   battles  of  Balaklava  and

18  Sir  George  Couper  was  Assistant-engineer  at  Copenhagen;  Captain  in  the  92nd  with  Sir 
John  Moore's  army  in  SAedtn  and  Forlugal;  Aide-deCamp  to  Lord  Dulhousie  in  Walcheren; 
1st  Aide-de-Camp  to  Sir  H.  Clinton  in  the  Feninsula  in  1811  and  12,  to  Lord  Dalhousie  from 
1812  to  the  end  of  the  war,  and  was  present  in  all  the  actions  in  which  they  commanded 
Divisions  during  those  periods.  He  was  Assistant  Quarter-Master-General  with  the  army  in 
the  Gulf  of  M«.\.ico  in  1814-15.  Sir  George  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps  for 
Badajoz,  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  and  Pyrenees. 

19  Sir  William  Cox  served  at  the  re-taking  of  Grenada  in  179G  ;  in  Egypt  in  1801 ;  employed 
on  a  particular  service  in  Spain  in  1808-9,  and  was  present  in  the  action  at  Lugo,  and  battle  of 
Corunna.

53  Colonel  Robertson  served  with  the  25th  Regt.  at  the  'taking  of  Madeira  in  1807  ;  at  the 
capture  of  Guadaloupe  in  1810,  and  again  in  1815. 

54  Colonel  Salwey  served  the  campaigns  of  1813  and  14,  with'  the  Coldstream  Guards,  and 
was  present  at  nearly  a'l  the  actions  in  the  Pyrenees,  the  crossing  of  the  Bidassoa,  capture  of 
St.  Jean  de  Luz,  battle  of  the  Nivelle,  heights  of  BIdart,  crossing  the  Adour,  investment  of 
Bayonne,  and  repulse  of  the  sortie.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

55  Colonel  Saunderson  served  at  Malta  and  in  Sicily.  In  the  Light  Battalion  under  Sir 
James  Kempt  on  the  expedition  to  Naples  in  1806.  Accompanied  the  2nd  Battalion  of  the  39th 
Regt.  to  the  Peninsula  in  1809,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Busaco,  in  the  retreat  to  the

-Colonel  .\lexander,  served  in  the  Peninsula  and  South  of  France  from  1812  to  the 
end  of  that  war  in  1814,  ineludinnf  the  battles  of  Vittoria  (wounded),  Mava  Pass,  the  Pyrenees 
28ih,  2<Jth,  30th,  and  3l8t  July  1813),  Nivelle,  Sr.  Palais,  Nive,  Bayonne,"Orthes  Aire,  Tarbes, 
and  Toulouse.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  wiih  six  Clasps. 

2  Lieut -Colonel  Anderson's  services; — Expedition  to  Calabria,  including  the  battle  of 
Muida  and  subsequent  op«  rations,  and  capture  of  the  fortress  of  Catrone;  expedition  to  Ejjypt 
in  1807;  Peuiniula  from  April  1809  to  Jan.  1812,  including  the  bittles  of  Talavera  (wounded) 
and  Bmaco,  retreat  to  the  lines  of  Torres  Vedras.  and  various  affairs  there;  with  the  advance 
at  Espiiihal,  bitde  of"  Fuentes  d'Onor,  and  many  "ther  aftairs  and  skirmishes.

assaults  and  capture  of  San  Sebastian,  passage  of  theBidassoa,  battles  of  the  Nivelle  and  the  Nive, 
actions  in  front  of  Bayonne  near  the  Mayor's  house,  on  the  10th,  11th,  and  12th  Dec.  (slightly 
wounded  and  horse  shot),  blockade  of  Bayonne  and  repulse  of  the  sortie.

15  Lieut.-Colonel  Bruce  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  79th  Regt.  from  1812  to  the  end  of 
that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battles  of  the  Pyrenees  on  the  28th,  29th,  and  30fh  July,  the 
blockade  of  Pampeluna,  battles  of  the  Nivelle  and  the  Nive  (10th  to  13th  Dec),  investment  of 
Bayoime,  and  battle  of  Toulouse.

He  was  present  at 
the  battles  ot  the  Nivelle  and  of  the  Nive  (severely  wounded),  investment;  of  Bayonne,  and 
commanded  the  6th  Cassadores  at  the  battle  of  Toulouse.  He  commanded  the  troops,  and  was 
employed  on  various  services  for  four  years  in  New  Zealand,  from  the  establishment  of  the 
.settlement  until  1844,— towards  the  close  of  which  year  he  was  wrecked  on  one  of  the  Andaman 
Islands,— and  he  commanded  the  troops  and  crews  of  the  transports  Briton  and  Runny mede,  for

18  Lieut-Colone  (,aine  scr^ed  in  the  Ncpaul  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  in  action  at 
Jeetghur  In  the  Deccan  war  of  1817  and  18,  including  tlie  action  at  Jhubbulpore,  where  he 
carr.tHl  the  regimental  colour  of  the  17th  in  the  attack  of  the  heights  defended  by  the  Arabs.  He 
was  Major  of  Brigade  at  the  assault  aud  capture  of  Bhurtpore,  and  was  present  during  the  whole 
ot  the  siege  :    wounded  by  a  grape  shot  in  the  left  foot  whilst  charging  the  enemy's  guns  ou  the

as  Lieut. -Governor  of  IIong-Koii;^.  lias  received  the  Indian  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps  for 
XepanI  and  Hhnrtpore. 

19  Lieut. -Colonel  Cadell  served  at  the  siege  of  Copenhagen,  in  1807  ;  with  the  expedition  to 
Sweden,  and  afterward  to  the  Peninsula,  incluiliug  tlie  battle  of  Coruiina;  with  the  expedition  to 
\\alcheren,  in  1801);  the  Peninsula  campaigns  from  1811  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  in- 
cluding the  following  battles,  sieges,  &c.,  viz.: — Barrosa  (slightly  wounded),  Cadiz,  Arroya  de 
Molino,  Almaraz  (reduction  of  forts),  Vittoria,  Pyrenees  (25th  to  31st  July),  Nivelle,  Nive,  St. 
Pal  lis,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  tho  battle 
of  Waterloo.

Served  afterwards  ia 
Maples,  Sicily,  and  Calabria,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Maida,  and  defence  of  Cai)ri,  at 
wliich  last  he  was  wounded  in  the  head.  At  the  capture  of  Ischia  iu  1809;  on  the  expedition  to 
the  Ionian  Isles,  and  at  the  taking  of  Zante  and  Cephalonia.  Severely  wounded  in  an  attack  on 
Stellaura, — left  arm  shattered  by  a  musket-shot.  Sir  Richard  has  received  tho  War  Medal  with 
one  Clasp  for  Maida  ;  Grand  Cioss  of  St.  George  and  Reunion,  and  Commander  of  St.  Ferdi- 
nand and  Merit,  of  Naples. 

•21t  Lieut. -Colonel  Clephane  served  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854-55,  including  the  battles  of 
Alma  and  Balaklava,  siege  of  Sebastopol,  assault  on  1 8tli  J  uiie,  exiiediiion  to  Kertch  and  Yenikale 
(Medal  and  three  C'asps  and  Brevet  of  Lt. -Colonel,  and  Sardinian  Medal).

Was  present  with  his  Regt.  in  the  retreat  from  Busaco, 
Lines  at  Torres  Vedras,  advance  after  Ma.ssena  to  Santarcm,  and  the  French  army's  subsequent 
retreat  to  Portugal,  affairs  of  Redinha  and  Poz  d'Arouce,  battle  of  Fuentes  d'C^nor,  siege  of 
Ciudad  Rodrigo,  covering  army  of  Badajoz,  battle  of  Salamanca,  affair  of  Lareua,  sie:;e  of 
Burgos  (led  a  storming  party,  18th  Oct.)  retreat  into  Portugal,  advance  into  Spain,  affair  of 
Oinia,  battle  of  Vittoria,  affair  of  Tolosa,  sie^c  of  St.  Sebastian,  and  affair  on  the  Bidassoa,  after 
which  he  left  tlie  army  for  England  in  command  of  a  detachment  in  charge  of  the  garrison 
0/  St.  Sebastian  as  prisoners  of  War.

2fjt  Lieut.-Colonel  Hon.  R.  A.  G.  Dalzell  served  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854-5.">,  with  the 
C3rd  Regiment,  including  the  actions  in  the  Crimea  and  siege  of  Sebastojol  (Medal  and  Clasps 
and  Sai'dinian  .Medal  i. 

27  Sir  William  de  Bathe  served  as  Aide-de-Camp  to  Sir  John  Stuart  in  the  ditferent  operations 
In  the  .Mediterranean  and  defence  of  Sicily  when  attacked  by  Marat;  subsequently  he  served  ia 
th'.'  Peninsula,  and  was  present  during  the  retreat  from  Burgos,  and  battles  of  Nivelle  ami  Nive, 
for  which  he  has  received  tho  War  Medal  with  two  Clit^ps.  In  1813  he  embarked  for  America, 
and  was  present  at  the  attacks  upon  Washington,  Baltimore,  and  New  Orleans. 
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28  Lieut.-Colonel  De  Visme  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  lor  the  battle  of 
Fueutes  d'Onor. 

•29  Lieut.-Colonel  Dillon  served  in  the  expedition  to  St.  Domingo  in  1809.  Served  also  in 
Ciiina  (Medal),  and  was  present  at  the  first  capture  of  Chusan,  storm  and  capture  of  the  heights 
al»ove  Canton,  and  of  the  sea-batteries  on  Amoy,  and  subsequent  capture  of  the  city. 

29+  Lt.Col'  nel  M.  T.  Dojle  tailed  in  1805  with  Lord  Cathcari's  expedition  to  Hanover,  and 
being  »hipwrecktd  became  a  prisoner  of  war  to  the  Dutch.  In  1808  he  went  with  Sir  Arthur 
Wellesley's  expedition  to  Portugal  and  was  shot  through  the  body  a-t  Roleia.  In  1809  he  was  at 
the  siege,  sortie,  and  capture  of  Flushing,  and  storming  of  Fort  Ramakins.  In  1810,  11,  and  12 
he  served  in  the  Peninsula  in  Picton's  Division, — in  pursuit  of  Massenafrom  Santarem,  actions

30  Lieut.-Colonel  Falkiner  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  61st  Regt.,  and  was  present  at  the 
battles  of  Talavera,  Busaco,  and  Salamanca,  for  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  three 
Clasps. 

31  Lieut.-Colonel  Fendall  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  1809  to  the  end  of  the  war,  including 
tho  battles  of  Albuhera,  Usagre,  Vittoria,  and  Toulouse. 

31t  Lieut.-Colonel  Feilden  served  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854-55,  with  the  44th  Regt., 
including  the  battles  of  Alma  and  Inkernian,  and  siege  of  Sebastopol  (Medal  and  Clasps). 

32  Lord  Charles  FitzRoy  was  at  the  battle  of  Corunna,  and  served  on  the  Walcheren  Expe- 
dition with  the  Guards.  In  1811,  he  joined  Lord  Hill's  staff,  and  was  present  at  the  siei;e  and 
capture  of  Badajoz,  battles  of  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  Toulouse,  and  Waterloo, 
and  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  eight  Clasps.

35  Lt.-Colonel  Francis  Fuller  served  with  the  59th  at  the  capture  of  tlie  Cape  of  Good  Hope  in 
1806;  the  Peninsular  campaigns  trom  Dec.  1812  to  Feb.  1814,  including  the  battle  of  A^ittoria, 
siege  of  San  Sebastian,  and  battle  of  the  Nive,  where  he  was  wounded  in  the  shoulder  and 
thigh.  Campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  storming  of  Cambrjy.  and  capture 
of  Paris.  Commanded  the  regiment  at  tlie  siege  and  capture  of  Bhurtpore,  in  1825-6,  under 
Lord  Combormere,  and  was  slightly  wounded  in  the  arm.  He  has  received  the  Gold  Medal 
for  San  Sebastian,  having  commanded  the  regiment  there  ;  and  the  Silver  War  Medal  with 
three  Clasps  for  Vittoria,  Nivelle,  and  Nive. 

36  Lieut.-Colonel  F.  H.  Fuller  proceeded  to  the  Peninsula  in  1808,  and  was  present  with  the 
53rd  Regt.  at  the  capture  of  Oporto,  battles  of  Talavera,  Busaco,  and  Fuentes  d'Onor,  besides 
various  skirmishes.

37  Lieut.-Colonel  Garner  joined  the  1st  Battalion  of  the  40th  Regt.  in  the  Pyrenees  in  1813, 
and  he  served  in  the  campaign  of  that  and  the  following  year.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal 
with  one  Clasp  for  Nivelle. 

37t  Lieul.-Coloiiel  Girardot  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Coldstream  Guards  from  Jan. 
1813  to  the  end  of  the  War  m  1814,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  the  passage  of  the 
Bidassoa,  capture  of  St.  Jean  do  Luz,  battles  of  Nivelle  and  Nive,  and  investment  of  Bayonne, 
and  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  three  Clasps.  Served  also  with  the  Army  of  Occupation 
in  France. 

38  Lieut.-Colonel  Gooch  served  in  Holland  in  1814,  and  commanded  an  advanced  party  in 
protection  of  the  ladders  at  the  attack  on  Bergen-op-Zoom.  Present  with  the  Light  Companies 
of  the  second  Brigade  of  Guards  at  the  battle  of  Quatre  Bras,  and  assisted  in  the  defence  of 
Hougoumont  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 
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30  Lieut.-Colouel  Gordon  served  the  campaie^ns  of  IHIG,  17,  and  IH,  in  Mulwa  ;  in  the  Persian 
Gulf  in  1819  mill  -0,  and  in  Ava  in  18J5  und  '26.  Wounded  at  Donubcw  2(itli  March,  and  on 
the  Ilfiylits  mar  I'ronie.  '2iid  J)ec.  182o. 

40  LiiUt. -Colonel  Henry  Graham  joined  the  Peninsular  army  in  1810,  and  was  present  at  the 
siei;C!<  of  Ciudiid  Hodrigo  and  Badajoz,  defence  of  Alba  da  Tormcs,  attack  on  the  Pass  of  Maya, 
battles  of  Vittoria,  Nivelle,  Nivo,  and  St.  Pierre,  Ortlies,  and  Toulouse,  besides  various  minor 
affairs.     He  bus  receiied  the  War  Medal  wi^h  six  Clasps. 

41  Lieut.-Colonel  Gunning  served  with  the  T'Jlh  llegt.  at  Ferrol  in  1800  ;  in  Egypt  in  1801, 
under  Sir  Ral])h  Abercroinby,  and  was  present  at  the  actions  of  the  13tli  and 'ilst  March,  and 
with  the  Division  that  took  Grand  Cairo.  Proceeded  to  India  in  1805,  and  was  at  Vellore,  with 
the  OOth  Regt.  during  tiie  mutiny  in  the  following  year.  Served  with  the  Regt.  at  the  capture 
of  the  Lines  and  Country  of  Travancore,  in  1809.  Also  at  the  captures  of  the  islands  of  Bourbon, 
Alauritius,  and  Java  ;  at  tlie  storming  of  one  of  the  Forts  of  the  latter  island  with  six  Companies 
of  the  G'Jth  Regt.  under  Lieut.-Colonel  Mackod  (who  was  killed)}  he  was  the  first  man  that 
entered  the  Fort.     Medal  for  services  in  E^iypt. 

42  Lieut.-Colonel  Ilalkett  served  with  the  2nd  Light  Infantry  Battalion  of  the  King's  German 
Legion  on  the  exiiedition  to  the  North  of  Germany  in  1805-G.  Landed  on  the  Island  of  Rugen 
in  July  1807  ;  was  employed  at  the  siege  of  Stralsund,  and  in  August  re-embarked  at  Rugen  for 
Copenhagen,  where  the  battalion  formed  part  of  the  besieging  corps.  In  April  1808  embarked 
with  Sir  John  .Moore's  army  for  Gottenburg,  and  from  thence  to  Portugal ;  belonged  to  the  army 
which  entered  Spain  with  Sir  John,  ami  afterwards  retired  through  Gallicia.  Accompanied  the 
expedition  to  Walcheren,  and  was  present  at  the  siege  of  Flushing.  In  Jan.  1811  embarked  for 
Portugal;  commanded  tlie  battalion  at  the  battle  of  Albuhera,  and  was  at  the  siege  of  Badajoz  in 
1811  ;  commanded  the  battalion  during  the  campaign  of  181-2,  including  the  siege  of  the  forts  at 
Salamanca,  action  of  the  heights  of  Moresco,  battle  of  Salamanca,  and  retreat  from  Burgos  when 
the  Light  Brigade  K.  G.  L.  formed  the  rear-guard  with  the  cavalry,  and  repulsed  the  repeated 
charges  of  the  enemy's  cavalry.

Served  also  the 
campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo.  He  has  received  the  Gold  Medal 
and  one  Clasp  for  the  battles  of  Albuhera  and  Salamanca. 

43  Lieut.-Colonel  Giorge  Hall  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  January  1811  to  June  1812,  and 
again  from  October  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor, 
sieges  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  and  Badajoz  (severely  wounded),  battle  of  the  Nive,  Ortiies,  and  Tou- 
louse.    Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

44  Lieut.-Colonel  Hammill  served  the  campaign  of  1814  in  Upper  Canada. 

43  Lieut.-Colonel  Harding  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  6th  Regt.  from  August  1812,  to 
the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  retreat  from  Buigos  and  Madrid,  battle  of  Vittoria, 
blockade  of  Pampeluna,  battles  of  the  Pyrenees  from  the  2Gth  to  the  29th  July,  the  Nivelle  and 
the  Nive  (from  yth  to  13th  Dec; ;  passage  of  the  Gdve  d'Oleron,  battle  of  Orthes,  actions  of  Vic 
Bigorre  and  Tarbes,  and  battle  of  Toulouse. 

40  Sir  T.  Noel  Harris  served  the  campaigns  of  1811,  1812,  and  1813  in  the  Peninsula. 
Served  with  the  Allied  armies  in  Gernianj  and  France  from  the  autumn  of  1813  to  the  surrender 
of  Paris  in  1814,  and  was  present  in  the  battles  of  Grossbergen  and  Dennewitz,  and  battles  at 
Leipsic  of  the  l(jth,  18th,  and  19th  October  1813.  Passed  the  Rhine  with  Marshal  Bluclier's 
army  in  January  1814,  and  was  present  in  all  its  battles  and  engagements  up  to  the  capitulation 
of  Paris.  Served  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras  and 
Waterloo,  at  which  la>t  he  lost  his  riglit  arm  and  was  otherwise  very  severely  wounded,  and  had 
also  two  horses  killed  under  him.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps  for  the 
Peninsula  ;  aho  the  Order  of  Military  Merit  of  Prussia,  the  Orders  of  St.  Anne  and  of  St. 
Vladimir  of  Russia,  for  services  before  the  enemy. 

47  Lt.Colonel  Q.  H.  llaiTison  served  with  the  5th  Regt.  in  Corsica  in  1795,  and  was  present  in 
jeveral  skirmishes  near  Ajaccio.  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801,  including  the  actions  of  the  8th  and 
2l8t  March.  Capture  of  Copenhagen  in  1807.  Campaign  of  1808-9,  including  the  battles  of  Roleia, 
Vimiera,  and  Corunna.  At  the  capture  of  Walcheren  in  1809.  Served  afterwards  in  the  Penin- 
sula,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  storming  of  Fort  Napoleon  near  .\lmaraz, — 
comman<led  the  right  wing  of  the  regt.  while  escalading  the  above  fort,  for  which  he  obtained  the 
brevet  rank  of  Lieut.-Colonel.  Present  at  the  affair  with  the  enemy  at  Alba  de  Tonnes  on  the 
retreat  of  the  army  from  Madrid ;  commanded  the  regt.  at  the  repulse  of  an  attack  at  Bejar, 
present  at  the  battle  of  Vittoria ;  commanded  the  regt.  in  the  actions  in  the  Pyrenees  on  the  2Gth, 
27th,  28th,  29th,  30th,  and  31st  July  1813;  also  at  the  battle  of  St.  Pierre  near  Bayonne,  action 
at  Aire,  battles  of  Orihes  and  Toulouse.  He  has  received  the  Gold  Medal  and  two  Clasps  for 
Pyrenees,  Nive,  and  On  lies. 

48  Lieut.-Colonel  John  Christopher  HaiT^fin  served  at  the  siege  of  Copenhagen  and  capture 
of  the  Danish  fleet  in  1807  ;  the  campaign  of  Martinique,  siege  and  capture  of  Fort  Bourbon  in 
1809.  Served  afterwards  in  the  Peninsula  and  was  present  at  the  actions  of  Rodinha  and  Campo 
Mayor,  siege  and  capture  of  Olivenca,  siege  of  Badajoz  in  1811,  battle  of  Albuhera  (severely 
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wounded),  siege  and  capture  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  siege  and  storming  of  Badajoz  (received  three 
severe  wounds  on  the  grand  breach  of  San  Trinidad).  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four 
Clasp-s  and  also  the  Waterloo  Medal. 

49  Sir  Andrew  Leith  Hity  went  to  Spain  in  1808  as  Aide-de-Camp  to  Major-General  Leith,  on 
a  mission  to  the  Spanish  Armies,  and  was  present  in  several  afiairs  witli  them  :  afterwards  joined 
the  Army  of  Sir  John  Moore,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Corunna  ;  was  witli  the  29th  Regt. 
at  TaJavera;  on  the  Staff  at  the  battle  of  Biisaco,  and  at  Salamanca,  where  he  was  severely 
wounded  and  had  two  horses  killed  under  him  ;  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  and  taking  of 
the  Castle  of  San  Sebastian  ;  was  Military  Secretary  and  first  Aide-de-Camp  to  Sir  James  Leith 
at  the  capture  of  Giiadaloupe  in  1815  :  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  six  Clasps. 

50  Lt.Colonel  Heyland  served  with  the  7th  Fusiliers  at  the  siege  of  Sebastopol  from  7th 
July  1855,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  the  assault  of  the  Redan  on  the  8th  Sept.  (Medal  and 
Clasp,  and  Sardinian  Medal). 

51  Lt.Colonel  Holmes  served  with  the  2nd  Battalion  of  the  14 th,  on  the  expedition  under 
Lord  William  Beniinck  in  the  Genoese  territory,  in  1814  ;  and  also  served  in  the  South  of 
France, in  1815.  Served  with  the  20th,  with  the  Madras  and  Bombay  Force,  against  the  Rajah 
of  Kolaporein  1827. 

52  Lieut.-Colonel  Humfrey  joined  the  45th  Regt.  in  the  Peninsula  in  1811,  and  served  there 
until  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  siege  and  storm  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo — severely 
wounded,  siege  and  storm  of  Badajox — in  both  of  these  attacks  he  served  in  the  storming  party 
composed  of  the  Flank  Companies  ;  storm  of  Fort  Picuriiia  under  General  Kempt,  battle  of 
Salamanca,  capture  of  Madrid,  retreat  therefrom  into  Portugal,  battle  of  Vittoria,  blockade  of 
Pampeluna,  battle  of  the  Pyrenees  (severely  wounded),  battles  of  the  Nivelle,  Orthes,  and  Tou- 
louse, besides  numerous  minor  affairs  and  skirmishes.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with 
nine  Clasps. 

53  Lieut.-Colonel  Hutton  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  4th  Dragoons,  from  August  1811 
to  May  1813. 

54  Lieut.-Colonel  James  Johnston  served  in  the  40th  Regiment  on  the  expedition  to  South 
America  under  Sir  Samuel  Achmuty  in  1806,  and  was  present  at  the  landing  near  Monte  Video, 
the  advance  to  invest  that  town,  and  repelling  the  sortie  made  by  its  garrison,  also  at  the  whole 
operations  of  the  siege,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  the  storming  of  the  breacii  on  the  3rd  Feb. 
1807.  Served  throughout  the  Peninsular  war  from  the  landing  at  Mondcgo  Bay  in  1808,  and 
including  the  battles  of  Roleia,  Vimiera,  Talavera,  recapture  of  Campo  Mayor  and  Olivenea,  first 
siege  of  Badajoz,  battle  of  Albuhera  (severely  wounded),  capture  of  Badajoz,  battle  of  Salamanca, 
advance  to  Madrid  and  subsequent  retreat  to  Portugal,  advance  in  1813,  battles  of  Vittoria,  the 
Pyrenees,  and  Nivelle,  besides  numerous  minor  actions  and  skirmishes  :  he  has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  nine  Clasps  ;  the  Portuguese  Command  Medal  for  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  and  Nivelle ;

59  Lieut.-Colonel  Leatham  served  the  campaign  of  1815  with  the  1st  Dragoon  Guards,  and 
was  present  at  tlie  battle  of  Waterloo. 

59t  Lt.Colonel  Lister  served  with  the  9th  Regt.  the  campaign  of  1842  in  Affghanistan  and 
was  wounded  at  Istaliff  (Medal).  Served  also  in  the  Crimea  from  27th  Nov.  1854,  including  the 
siegi  and  fall  of  Sebastopol  and  assault  of  the  enemy's  batteries  on  the  18th  June  (Medal  and 
Clasp,  Brevet  Lt.Colonel,  and  Sardinian  Medal).

1812— Battle  of  Salamanca,  capture  of  Madrid,  and  retreat  from  Burgos.  1813— Actions  at 
Ardea  de  P-.nte,  Odma,  and  Bridge  of  Subijana  de  Morellas  (woundtd),  battle  of  Vittoria,  block- 
ade of  Pampeluna,  actions  in  the  Pyrenees  on  the  24th,  25th,  26ch,  28th,  and  30th  July,  actions 
ot  Irun  and  St.  Martial,  capture  of  San  Sebastian,  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  battles  of  the  Nivelle 
(wounded)  and  the  Nive.     1814— Battles  of  Orthes  and  Toulouse,  at  which  last  he  was  severely

ai.-o  at  tiie  bombardment  and  capture  of  Kinbourn  (Medal  and  Clasjis). 

tilt  Lieut.-Coloi'el  Hon.  C.  II.  Lindsay  served  with  the  43rd  Liy;iit  Infantry  in  Canada  during 
the  insurrection  of  lb37-38.  Served  in  the  Grenadier  Guards  in  the  Ciimeau  campaign  during 
the  winter  of  lbo4-5o,  including  ihe  flank  marcli  from  Alma  to  Balaklava,  taking  of  IJalaklava, 
battle  of  Balaklava,  rej)ulse  of  the  jiowerful  sortie  on  the  "JUtii  Oct.  1854,  battle  of  Inkerman, 
and  biei;e  of  Sebastopol  (Medal  and  three  Clasps).  In  the  Eastern  campaign  in  18J4,  including 
the  battles  of  Balaklava  and  Inkerman,  and  siege  of  Sebastopol  (  Med«l  and  Clasps). 

G"2  Lieut-Colonel  M.  G.  T.  Lindsay  served  in  Holland  in  1814  and  15,  and  was  present  at  tlie 
bombardment  of  Antwerp.

(Medal  and  three  Clasps). 

03  Lieut. -Colonel  Lua;d  served  in  the  Peninsula,  from  Jan.  1811  until  the  end  of  the  war, 
including  the  actions  of  Pombal,  Redinha,  Condeixa,  Campo  Mayor,  Los  Santos,  and  Usagre, 
sieges  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  Buigos,  and  Salamanca,  battle  of  Salamanca,  blockade  of  Ham- 
pelunaaud  battle  of  Toulouse.

ti3t  Lt. -Colonel  Lusbington  served  the  campaign  of  1842  in  Affghauistan,  and  was  severely 
wounded  (Medal  and  CB.). 

04  Lieut-Colonel  M'Alester  served  with  the  35th  Hegt.  in  Holland  in  1799;  at  the  siege  and 
capture  of  Malta  in  180(J  ;  battle  of  JIaida  (War  Medal  witii  one  Clasp) ;  siege  and  capture  of 
the  Port  of  Scylla  in  1800;  Egyptian  campaign  of  1807,  including  assault  of  the  Western  Lines, 
capture  of  Alexandria,  and  battle  of  El  Hamet,  in  which  he  was  wounded  and  taken  prisoner.

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70t  Sir  Dancan  MacDougall  served  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  where  he  commanded  on  the 
Frontier  for  a  short  time;  in  Portugal,  Spain,  France,  United  States  of  America,  and  Canada; 
was  at  the  siege  of  Badajoz,  siege  ot  the  Forts  at  Salamanca,  battle  of  Salamanca  (severely 
wounded,  and  Medal),  siege  of  Burgos,  and  retreat  therefrom,  storming  of  St.  Sebastian  (Medal), 
Passage  of  tlie  Bidassoa,  battles  of  the  Nivelle  (Medal),  ami  the  Nive  (Medal),  investment  of 
Bayoime,  battle  of  Bladensburg  and  capture  of  Washington,  action  near  Baltimore,  where 
General  Ross,  commanding-in-chief,  to  whom  he  was  Aide-de-Camp,  was  mortally  wounded ; 
operations  and  battle  LeforeNew  Orleans,  where  Lieut.-General  Sir  Edward  Pakenham,  com- 
manding-iu-chief,  to  whom  he  was  Aide-de-Camp,  was  killed  ;  siege  of  Fort  Bowyer  in  Florida. 
Served  as  second  in  command  and  Quartermaster-General  in  the  British  Auxiliary  Legion  of 
Spain. 

71  Lieut.-Colonel  Macdougall  served  the  campaigns,  of  1813  and  14  in  the  Peninsula,  includ- 
ing the  afiair  of  San  Marcial;  battles  of  Kivelle,  Nive,  9th,  10th,  11th,  12th,  and  13th  Dec, 
Orthes,  and  Toulouse. 

72  Lieut.-Culonel  M'Dowell  served  with  the  Army  of  India,  under  Lord  Combermtere  in 
1825-6,  and  was  presect  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  Bhurtpore  (Medal  and  Clasp).  Served 
with  the  Army  of  the  Indus  under  Lord  Keaue,  throughout  the  campaign  in  Affghanistan, 
in  1838-9,  aud  commanded  the  16th  Lanceis  at  the  storm  and  capture  of  Ghuznee  (Medal  and 
Cross  Dooraree  Order).  Commanded  a  Brigade  of  Cavalry  in  the  Army  of  Reserve,  as- 
sembled on  the  Sutlej  in  1842.  Served  with  the  Army  ot  Gwaiior  in  1843,  and  commanded 
the  16th  Lance. s  in  the  action  of  Maharaj^oro  (Medal  and  CB.).  Served  throughout  he 
Sutlej  campaign  under  Lord  Gougli  in  1846.

He  served  witli  the  10th  Regt.  in  the  Punjaub 
campaign  of  1848-9,  including  the  whole  of  the  siege  operations  before  Mooltan :  was  Major  of 
Brigade  at  the  repulse  of  the  enemy's  uight-atiack  on  the  British  camp  at  Muttee  Thol  on  17th 
Auk.:  commanded  the  reserve  of  the  Regt.  at  the  stormin-  ot  the  heights  before  Mooltan  on 
il\.\\  Dec.  1848.     He  was  afterwards  present  at  the  battle  of  Ooojerat  (Medal).

Joined  tlio  army  under  the  Duke  of  Wel- 
lington in  June  1816,  was  appointed  one  of  the  Staff  Commandants  in  Belgium,  and  was  present 
at  the  taking  of  Landrecy  by  the  Prussians. 

84  Lieut.-Colonel  Nicholson  served  tlie  campaign  of  1814  in  Holland,  including  the  bombard- 
ment of  Antwerj).  and  storming  of  Bergen-op-Zooni,  where  lie  was  severely  wounded.

C.  steam  frigate  Ferooz  during  the  naval  action  and  destruction  of 
the  enemy's  stockades  on  the  Rangoon  River,  landed   in   command  of  the  regiment,  and  was 
compelled  to  leave  the  field  from  a  sun-stroke  on  the  13th  April,  during  the  operations  in  the 
vicinity  of  Rangoon. 

110  Lieut.-Colonel  Stretton  served  the  campaigns  of  1812  and  13  in  the  Peninsula,  with  the 
6dth  Light  Infantry,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Vittoria  by  two  gun-shots  lodged 
in  the  body,  one  of  which  has  not  been  extracted.

In  1810  commandeda 
detachment  of  the  regiment  in  the  defence  of  Cadiz,  and  a  battalion  in  1812  at  the  battle  of  Sala- 
manca. Accompanied  the  army  to  Madrid,  and  aided  in  covering  the  retreat  into  Portugal.  In 
1813  advanced  with  the  army  to  within  range  of  the  guns  of  Burgos,  when  the  enemv  abandoned 
the  fortress.  Was  present  at  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  and  in  several  minor  affairs  in  following  the 
retreating  army  to  Pamjieluna  and  San  Sebastian.  Volunteered  his  services  at  the  storming  of  the 
latter,  but  the  honour  being  subsequently  claimed  by  a  senior  officer,  he  resumed  the  command  of 
the  2nd  Battalion,  and  was  sharply  engaged  with  the  enemy  at  the  Bridge  of  Vera.

Joined  the  army  at  the  Lines  of  Toitcs  Vedras  in  1810,  and  was  afterwards  present  in  the  pursuit 
JO  Ma.'isena,  action  of  Sabugal,  battle  of  Fuentcs  d'Onor,  action  at  Barba  del  Puerco,  storming  of 
Badajoz  (severely  wounded  ).  Aide-de-Camp  to  Major-General  Priugle  at  the  battle  of  Salamanca, 
capture  of  Madrid  and  the  Retiro,  siege  of  Burgos  and  retreat  therefrom,  affair  of  Villa  Muriel, 
battles  of  the  Nivelle,  the  Nive,  and  St.  Piene,  Orthes,  and  St.  Palais.  Served  also  the  camj)aign 
of  1815;  commanded  the  4th  Regt.  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  and  was  wounded.

1  Major  Adair  served  with  the  21i\\  Regt.  in  Sicily  in  1810  and  11 ;  in  the  Peninsula  and 
France  from  1812  to  the  close  of  that  war  in  1814,  includinp;  the  taking  of  Alcoy,  covering  the 
retreiit  from  Biar,  battle  of  Castalla,  siege  and  subsequent  blockade  of  Tarragona,  and  actions  at 
Villa  Franca.     Subsequently  in  Flanders  and  France,  including  the  occupation  of  Paris  in  1815.

2t  Major  Anderson  served  with  the  51st  throughout  the  Burmese  war  of  1852-53;  on  board 
the  E.  I.  C.  steam  frigate  Ferooz  during  the  naval  action  and  destruction  of  the  enemy's  stock- 
ades on  the  Rangoon  River;  duiiiig  the  succeeding  three  days'  operations  in  the  vicinity,  and  at 
the  storm  and  capture  of  Rangoon  (Medal  and  Clasp);  commanded  the  Regiment  from  Dec.

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10  Major  John  C.  Campbell  served  with  a  winfj  of  the  13th  Light  Dragoons  in  the  Kumoul 
campaiu;n  in  1839  ;  served  in  the  0th  Lancers  in  the  Gwalior  campaign  in  184:3,  and  was  present 
at  file  Imttle  of  Punniar  (Medal)  ;  in  the  Siitlej  campaiu:n  in  1840  and  pre«eiit  at  tlie  battle  of 
Sobraon  (Medal)  ;  and  in  the  Punjauh  camjiaigii  of  1848-4!),  incliuliii!,'  the  pa^^sage  of  the  Ciienab 
at  Ramimggcr,  and  battles  of  Chillianwallah  and  Goojerat — in  the  latter  battle  he  commanded 
tlie  left  squadron  9th  Lancers  which  successfully  charged  the  t=ikh  and  Affghan  cavalry  (Medal 
and  Clasps).

1 1  Major  Hon.  Wm.  Er.*kinc  Cochrnne  siTved  with  the  15th  Hussars  the  campaign  of  lf'03-9 
under  Sir  John  .Moore,  and  comroandel  a  troop  wliicli  attacked  and  defeated  the  French  cavalry 
at  Sahagnn.  In  181'2  he  accompanied  his  Regiment  to  Lisbon,  and  in  the  following  year  com- 
manded a  squadron  in  the  battle  of  Vittoria:  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Cla«i)s. 

I'i  Major  Wm.  II.  Cochran  served  tlie  campaigns  of  1818  and  14  in  Canada,  including  the 
action  at  Moravian  Town.  .Mso  the  campaign  of  1824-5  in  Ava,  including  the  capture  of  Ran- 
goon and  Martaban,  siege  and  capture  of  l)enobia,  battles  of  J'rome  and  Pacahm  Mew.  Served 
the  campaign  of  184*2  in  AfTglianistnn,  and  commanded  a  column  of  attack  in  the  action  of 
the  •28th  April  in  the  Pisheen  Valley ;  present  also  in  the  actions  near  Candahar,  at  Goaine, 
and  before  Gliuznce  ;  occupation  and  destruction  of  that  fortress  and  of  Cabool.  Expedition  into 
Kohistan,  storm,  capture,  and  destruction  of  Istaliff,  and  in  the  numerous  minor  affairs  in  and 
between  the  Bolau  and  the  Khyber  Pa-ses. 

13  Maj(n' Wm.  H.  Cockburno  was  detached  from  Gibraltar  for  the  defence  of  Tarifa  in  1811 
anil  1"2,  wlieii  the  French  were  defeated,  leaving  tlieir  guns  behind  ;  served  subsequently  in  the 
Peninsula  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814,  and  was  present  at  the  investment  of  Bayonne  and 
repulse  of  the  sortie.

14t  Major  Cook  served  with  the  11th  Hussars  in  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854  and  up  to 
20th  Aug.  1855,  including  the  affair  of  Biilganak,  battles  of  Alma,  Balaklava  (wounded),  and 
Inkerman,  and  siege  of  Sebastopol  (Merlal  and  Clasps). 

15  Major  Darell  served  with  the  1st  Batt.  60th  Rifles  during  the  second  siege  operations  at 
Mooltan,  including  the  siege  and  storm  of  the  town  and  capture  of  the  citadel  of  Mooltan.

18t  Major  Elmsall  served  with  the  1st  Dragoons.  Served  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854,  in- 
cludins  the  battle  of  Balaklava  (severely  wounded),  and  siege  of  Sebastopol  (Medal  and  Clasps, 
Brevet  Major,  and  Knight  of  the  Legion  of  Honor). 

19  Major  Fane  served  the  campaign  in  Affghaiiistan,  and  was  present  at  the  storm  and  captur* 
of  Ghuznec  (.Medal). 

19+  JIajor  Forsyth  served  the  Eastcm  campaign  of  1854  55,  including  the  battles  of  Balaklava 
and  lukcrinan,  siege  of  Sebastopol,  capture  of  the  Quarries,  attack  on  the  Ktdaii  on  the  18th 
Juno  (with  the  storming  column),  and  on  the  8th  Sept.  ;  also  at  Kinbourn  (Medal  and  Clasps, 
Brevet  .Major,  Knight  of  the  Legion  of  Honour,  and  Sardinian  Medal).

21  Major  Frampton  was  present  with  the  50th  Regt.  in  the  battle  of  Punniar  (^Medal).     Served 
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the  campaign  on  the  Sutlej  CMedal  and  two  Clasps),  including  the  battles  of  Moodkeo,  Feroze- 
shah  and  Aliwul,  in  which  last  he  was  dangerously  wounded,  and  hart  his  arm  amputated. 
Served  the  Eastern  campaign  until  taken  prisoner  in  the  trenches  before  Sebastopol  on  the  22nd 
Dec.  1854,  having  been  present  at  the  battles  of  Alma  and  Inkerman  (wounded), — Medal  and 
Clasps,  and  Knijiht  of  the  Legion  of  Honor). 

2It  Major  Fraser  acted  as  staff  officer  to  a  detachment  sent  from  Bombay  in  1837,  against 
the  rebels  in  Cauara.     He  served  also  in  the  KafHr  war  of  ] 846-47  (Medal). 

22  Major  Garin  served  with  the  16th  Lancers  during  the  campaign  in  Affghanistan  under 
Lord  Keane,  including  the  siege  and  capture  of  Ghuznee  (Medal).  He  was  also  present  at  the 
battle  of  Maharajpore,  9tli  Dec.  1843  (Medal). 

22t  Major  Gell  served  in  the  Peninsula  in  the  29th,  and  succeeded  to  the  command  of  the 
Regt.  at  the  battle  of  Albuhera,  for  wliich  he  has  received  the  Gold  Medal. 

23"  Jlajor  Goodall  served  the  campaign  of  1814  in  Holland,  including  the  action  at  Merxem 
operation's  before  Antwerp,  and  attack  on  Bergen-op-Zoom,  where  he  was  severely  wounded. 

23t  Major  Gordon  served  at  the  capture  of  the  Isle  of  France  in  1810,  and  of  Java  in  1811, 
and  was  wounded  at  the  assault  of  Fort  Cornelius.  Served  also  at  the  siege  and  capture  of 
Bhurtpore. 

24  Major  Graham  served  with  the  42nd  Highlanders.  Served  the  Eastern  campaign  from 
Dec.  1854,  including  the  expedition  to  Kertch,  siege  and  fall  of  Sebastopol,  and  assault  upon  the 
outworks  18th  June  (Medal  and  Clasp,  and  Brevet-Major). 

24f  Major  Grehan  served  with  the  Queen's  Royals  throughout  the  campaign  in  Affghanistan 
and  Boloochistan  under  Lord  Keane,  and  was  present  at  the  storm  and  capture  of  Ghuznee 
(Medal)  and  of  Khelat.

28  Major  Judge  accompanied  the  27th  Regt.  on  the  expedition  to  Hanover  in  1805.  Joined 
the  army  in  Sicily  in  1 800,  and  was  employed  with  it,  in  a  Grenadier  battalion,  during  its  various 
operations,  in  1810.  Sailed  with  the  force  for  Najjles,  and  was  present  at  the  capture  of  Ischia 
and  Procida  in  1809.  Returned  to  Sicily,  and  appointed  Deputy-Assistant-Quarter-Master- 
General;  employed  against  the  French  army  in  1811.  Served  with  that  department  during 
1812  and  13  at  the  battle  of  Castalla,  twice  in  active  sieae  before  Tarragona,  in  the  affair  at  Villa 
Franca,  and  the  pass  of  Balaguer.  Rejoined  the  27th  Reg;iment,  and  sailed  from  Bourdeaux  for 
Canada  ;  presentat  the  battle  of  Platlsburg,  and  the  severely-contested  passage  of  the  Saranac. 

28t  Major  Jackson  served  in  the  Sutlej  campaign  in  1846  with  the  16th  Lancers,  and  was 
present  at  the  affair  of  Buddiwal,  and  in  the  actions  of  Aliwal  and  Sobraon  (Medal  and  Clasp). 

29  Major  Henry  Kean  served  with  the  25th  Regiment  at  the  capture  of  Madeira  in  1807; 
after  which  he  proceeded  to  the  West  Indies,  where  he  was  employed  on  the  staff  for  upwards  of 
ten  years.  He  was  at  the  taking  of  nearly  all  the  West  India  Islands  which  were  captured  from 
1809  to  1815,  and  was  frequently  mentioned  in  Dispatches  :  he  has  received  the  War  Medal 
with  two  Clasps). 

30  Lord  Keane  served  on  the  late  General  Lord  Keane's  staff  during  the  campaign  in 
Affghanistan  and  Beloochistan,  and  was  present  at  the  assault  and  capture  of  Ghuznee,  for  which 
he  lias  received  a  Medal. 

3i)t  Major  Leslie  served  the  campaign  of  1814  in  Canada;  also,  with  the  72nd  Highlanders, 
the  Kaffir  campaign  of  1834-35  (Medal). 

31  Major  Lovett  served  in  the  98th  Regt.  with  the  expedition  to  the  North  of  Chin  in  1842 
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(Medal),  and  was  present  at  liic  attack  and  capture  of  C'liin  Kiung  Fon,  and  at  tlio  lauding  befon; 
Nankin. 

31t  Lord  Killcen  served  with  the  8th  Hussara  in  the  Crimea,  from  19th  November  1854, 
including  the  cxpediliKn  to  Kortch,  siege  and  fall  of  Solmstopol  (Mulal  and  Clasp). 

ii-  Major  M'JIur.lo  served  with  the  8th  Hussars  at  the  siege  of  llattras  iji  1817,  and  after- 
wards in  tiio  I'indaree  war. 

3Jt  ^lajor  Manley  >ieived  with  the  6th  Dragoons  the  liuiteru  campaign  of  1854-55,  including 
the  battles  of  Balaklava,  liikerman,  and  Tchernaya,  siega  and  fall  of  Stbastupol  (Medal  and 
Clasps,  and  Brevet  Major). 

3^  !Major  A.  L.  Marsh  served  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854-5,  with  the  55th  Regt.,  including 
the  battles  of  Alma  and  Inkennan  (succeeded  to  the  command  of  the  Regt.)  and  siege  of  Sehas- 
topol  (Medal  and  Clai^ps).

."Ut  Mijor  Meroer  served  in  the  S9th  Kt^ginient  at  the  siege  of  Sebaslopol,  from  the  15th 
Ueeember  1854  to  the  7ih  July  18.)5,  including  the  attack  of  the  18th  June.  "Was  severely 
contused  in  the  head  on  the  night  of  the  l.'lth  April  when  in  command  of  a  working  party,  iu 
the  trenches  (Medal  and  Clasp  and  Brevet -Major). 

.'35  Major  Meredith  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Nov.  1813  to  June  1814,  and  was  actively 
employed  from  the  Pyrenees  to  the  battle  of  Toulouse,  at  which  he  was  present.  Served  in  Canada 
iu  1814  anil  15  ;  present  at  capture  of  Rangoon,  May  1824.  He  has  received  the  War  .Medal  with 
one  Cla>p  for  Toulouse. 

30  Major  Mintcr  served  iu  the  Kandian  campaigns  of  1817  and  18  under  Sir  Robert  Brown- 
rigp,  and  in  the  Burmau  Kmpue  under  Sir  Archibald  Campbell. 

37  Major  J.  P.  Mitford  served  on  the  Staff  throughout  the  war  in  China  (Medal),  and  was 
present  at  the  operatious  before  Canton,  and  at  the  Investment  of  Nankin. 

37t  Major  D.  A.  IMoiiro  served  with  the  lith  Lancers  iu  the  Kafhr  war  of  1851-53  (Medal). 

38  Major  Nash  screed  in  the  American  war  v.ith  the  103rd  Regt., and  was  present  at  the  action 
of  Lundy's  Lane,  storming  of  Fort  Erie,  15th  Aug.  1814,— severely  wounded  in  the  leg  by  a 
musket-ball,  and  afterwards  blown  up  by  the  explosion  of  a  powder-magazine;  present  also  iu 
the  action  at  Chippewa. 

•181  Major  William  Murray  served  with  the  lOlh  Hussars  in  the  Crimea,  from  tlie  30th  June

of  tl)o  Nivellc,  Nive,  and  Orthcs,  besides  various  minor  actions  and  skirmishes  :  he  has  received 
the  War  Medal  with  eight  Clasps. 

42  Major  Pollock  served  with  the  Light  Brigade  of  Sir  John  Moore's  army  in  the  North  of 
Spain  and  on  the  retreat  to  Corunna.  Accompaiued  his  Regiment  (the  43rd)  to  Lisbon,  and 
joined  Sir  Arthur  Wellesley's  army  at  Talavera  the  day  after  the  battle,  and  was  present  in  the 
action  near  Almeida  on  the  Coa,  battle  of  Busaco,  actions  of  Pomlial,  Redinha,  Miranda  de  Corvo, 
Foz  d'Arouce,  and  Siibugal ;  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  siege  and  storming  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo, 
siege  and  storming  of  Badujoz,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  the  assault.

47  Major  Shuckburgh  served  with  the  Scots  Fusilier  Guards  the  Eastern  campaign  to 
November  1854,  including  the  battles  of  Alma,  Balaklava,  and  Inkerman  (severely  wounded), 
and  siege  of  Sebastopol  (Medal  and  Clasp).

1  Sir  George  Houlton  served  in  tlie  Peninsula  with  the  43rd  Licrht  Infantry,  through  the  whole  of  the  retreat 
to  Corunna  tinder  Sir  John  Moore  in  1808.  Served  also  in  the  Walcheren  expedition  in  1809.  Subsequently  in 
the  Peninsula,  including  the  retreat  to  the  Lines  of  Torres  Vedras  in  1810,  pursuit  of  Massena,  actions  of  Pombal, 
Redinha,  Casal  Nova,  Miranda  de  Corvo,  Foz  d'Arouce,  Sabugal,  Castrejon,  San  Christoval,  San  Munos,  and  San 
Milan  ;  battles  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  Salamanca, Vittoria(severely  wounded), Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive(9th,  10th,  11th, 
12th,  and  13th  Dec.  1813),  and  Toulouse  ;  siege  and  storming  of  CiudadRodrigo,  and  taking  of  the  outwork  of  that 
place.  Fort  Reynard;  and  sifge  and  storming  of  Badajoz.  Has  received  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  ten  Clasps. 
Served  in  the  storming  of  the  Lines  of  New  Orleans,  and  afterwards  with  the  Army  of  Occupation  in  France. 

2  Colonel  FitzMaurice  joined  the  RiHe  Brigade  in  the  Peninsula  as  a  volunteer,  in  1811,  and  served  to  the 
end  of  the  war,  including  the  afi'air  at  the  Mill  at  Freixadas,  action  of  Sabugal,  battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  sieges 
and  assaults  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  and  Badajoz,  action  at  San  Milan,  and  battle  of  Vittoria — skirmishing  in  advance, 
he  there  with  two  Riflemen,  tookthejirst  gun  captured  that  dtiy,  and  secured  seven  prisont rs;  pursued  the  enemy 
to  Pampeluna,  under  the  walls  of  w  hich  their  last  gun  was  taken  ;  battles  of  the  Pyrenees,  carrying  the  heights  of 
Echalar,  and  the  fortified  pass  of  Bera;  defended  an  orchard  in  front  of  Arcangues  for  a  whole  day  with  one  sub- 
division ;  battles  of  the  Nivelle  and  the  Nive,  together  with  those  near  Bayofine  on  the  10th,  11th  and  13th  Dec, 
1813;  the  brilliant  action  with  Soult's  rear-guard  at  Tarbes,  and  battle  of  Toulouse,  besides  numerous  minor 
affairs.  Reserved  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  led  the  advanced  guard  at  the  battle  of  Quatre  Bras,  where  he  had 
the  honor  of  firing  the  first  shot.  Leg  broken  at  the  storming  of  Badajoz,  and  severely  wounded  in  the  thigh  at 
Quatre  Bras.   Received  the  Hanoverian  Order,  the  Waterloo  Medal,  and  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  eightClasps. 

3  Sir  John  Kincaid  joined  the  Rifle  Brigade  in  1809,  and  retired  from  it  as  a  Captain  in  1831.  He  served  on  the 
Walcheren  expedition  in  1809;  and  subsequently  in  the  Peninsula,  including  the  retreat  to  the  lines  of  Torres 
Vedras  in  1810,  occupation  of  them,  pursuit  of  Massena,  actions  at  Santarem,  Pombal,  Redinha,  Casal  Nova,  Foz 
d'Arouce  (wounded),  and  Sabugal,  battle  ofFuentesd'Onor,  actions  near  FuenteGulnaldo  and  Aldeade  Ponte,  siege 
and  storming  of  CiudadRodrigo, — was  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  storming  party  ofthe  Light  Division;  siege  and  storm- 
ing of  Badajoz,  actions  on  the  heights  of  San  Christoval  and  at  Castrejon,  battle  of  Salamomca,  capture  of  Madrid 
retreatfrom  Salamanca,  in  which  he  was  acting  Brigade-Major  to  the  1st  Brigade  of  the  Light  Division  ;  actions  at  San 
Munos  and  San  Milan,  battle  of  Vittoria,  and  three  days'  severe  skirmishing  in  following  the  enemy  to  Pampeluna, 
which  ended  in  the  captcre  of  their  last  gun  by  the  Rifle  Brigade:  battles  of  the  Pyrenees,  storming  the  heights 
of  Echalar,  storming  the  fortified  heights  of  Bera,  battles  of  the  Nivelle  and  the  Nive,  together  with  those  near 
Bayonne  on  the  9ih,  lOlh,  11th,  12th,  and  18th  Dec.  1813;  action  at  Tarbes,  and  battle  of  Toulouse,  besides  nume- 
rous minor  affairs.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Quatre  Bras,  the  retreat  on 
the  following  day,  battle  of  Waterloo,  and  capture  of  Paris :  at  Waterloo  his  horse  was  wounded  in  five  places  and 
killed  under  him.    He  has  received  tlie  Silver  War  Medal  with  nine  Clasps.

3  Captain  Lindam  served  in  the  10th  Foot  in  the  Sutlej  campaign  of  1845-46,  and  was  severely  wounded  (lost 
a  leg)  at  the  battle  of  Sobraon  (Medal).  He  served  also  four  yeais  as  Paymaster  In  the  Rifle  Brigade  in  British 
Catfraria,  including  the  KaiBr  war  of  1846-47. 

4  Captain  B.  Remington  Williams  served  with  the  Bengal  Horse  Artillery  in  the  Punjaub  campaign  in  1848-9 
(Medal). 

6  Captain  Augustus  8.  Bolton  served  the  campaign  on  the  Sutlej  (Medal  and  three  Clasps).  He  acted  as  Aide- 
de-Canip  to  Sir  Harry  Smith  at  Moodkee  and  Ferozeshah,  and  was  Adjutant  of  the  3Ut  at  Buddiwal,  Aliwal,  and 
Sobraon  (severely  wounded).

1  MajorBlakiston  haviii;  passed  through  the  Royal  MilitaiTr  Academy  at  Woolwich  in  1802,  he  proceeded 
to  India  as  a  Cadet  in  the  East  India  Comi)any's  Service,  and  was  appointed  to  the  Corps  of  Engineers  on 
the  Madras  Establishment,  being  then  on  half-pay  as  a  Lieutenant  in  H.M.  Service.  In  1803  he  served  in 
the  campaign  against  the  Mahrattas,  and  was  engaged  in  the  battles  of  Assaye  and  Argaum,  and  at  the 
sieges  and  assaults  of  Ahmednuggur  and  Gawilghur.  At  the  suppression  of  the  mutiny  at  Vellore  in  1805 
he  directed  the  guns  by  which  the  gale  was  blown  open.  In  1810  he  acted  as  Chief  Engineer  at  the  capture 
of  the  Island  of  Bourbon.  Having  been  employed  in  reconnoitring  the  coast  of  the  Isle  of  France  previous 
to  the  arrival  of  the  expedition,  he  was  instrumental  in  discovering  the  spot  where  the  descent  was  made; 
and,  liaving  been  appointed  to  the  charge  of  the  Guides,  he  led  the  advance  of  the  Army  until  the  surren- 
der of  that  Island.  For  his  services  on  the  above  occasion  he  was  nominated  Extra  Aide-de-Camp  to  the 
Commander-in-Chief,  Sir  Samuel  Auchmuty,  on  the  expedition  to  Java  in  1811 ;  and  having  been  sent  in 
advance  with  the  Chief  Engineer  to  fix  on  the  point  of  landing,  he  was  engaged  in  a  serious  aflair  on  the 
coast  In  the  boats  of  H.  M.  ships  Barracouta  and  Leda.  On  the  landing  of  the  Army  he  was  engaged  in 
the  alfairsof  Wellevrieden  and  Samarang,  and  at  the  siege  and  assault  of  the  fortified  position  of  Conieiit. 
In  1812,  having  attained  the  rank  of  Captain  in  the  corps  of  Madras  Engineers,  he  returned  on  furlough 
to  England.  Shortly  afterwards,  having  been  placed  on  full  pay  in  H.  51.  87tli  Regt.,  he  was  appointed  to 
a  Company  in  the  17th  Portuguese  Regt.,  with  which  he  seived  in  the  Light  Division  of  the  Peninsular 
Army  until  the  conclusion  of  the  war  ;  having  been  present  at  the  battles  of  Vittoria,Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes, 
and  Toulouse,  and  in  all  the  atfairs  in  which  the  Light  Division  was  engaged.  At  the  siege  of  San 
Sebastian  he  volunteered  as  an  Engineer,  and  while  so  engaged  was  severely  wounded.  For  his  services  on 
this  occasion  he  was  promoted  to  a  Company  in  the  27th  Regt.;  in  1816  was  placed  on  half-pay;  and  on 
the2;)rd  June  1843  he  was  brought  on  full  pay  of  the  51st  Regt.,  and  retired  by  the  sale  of  his  commissions. 
He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  six  Clasps;  also  the  Indian  War  Medal  and  Clasps. 

2  Lt.-Col.  Cooke  served  with  thc'tard  Regt.  atWalcheren.in  180U.  In  June  1811  he  joined  theLight  Division 
in  the  Peninsula,  and  was  present  at  the  siege  and  storming  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  and  of  Badajoz  (wounded 
at  the  assault),  actions  of  Castrtjon  and  San  Christoval,  battle  of  Salamanca,  actions  of  San  Munoz  and 
San  Milan,  battle  of  Vittoria (wounded),  actions  in  the  Pyrtntes,  siege  or  San  Sebastian,  the  attack  on  the 
heights  of  Vera,  battle  of  the  Xivelle,  battles  of  the  Kive  on  the  9tli,  lOth,  llth,  12th,  and  13lh  Dec, 
actions  at  Tarbes  and  Arcangues,  battle  of  Toulouse,  besides  various  ufl'airs  of  less  importance.  On  the 
8th  Jan.  1815,  he  was  present  at  the  attack  on  the  American  Lines  before  New  Orleans.  He  served  after- 
wards with  the  Army  during  the  Occupation  In  France.  He  ha.  received  the  War  Mednl  with  eight  Cla3ps.

Gnelphic  Order,  that  of  San  Fernatido  of  Spain,  the  War  Medal  and  four  Clasps  for  tlie  battle  of  Salamanca, 
Vittoria,  Nivelle,  and  Nive,  and  the  Waterhio  Medal,  deceived  the  commands  of  her  Majesty  to  attend  and  bear 
the  Great  Banner  on  the  occasion  of  the  Funeral  of  the  late  illustrious  Duke  of  Wellington,  -'in  consideration  of 
his  long,  faithful,  and  distinguished  services."

In  Spain  in  1835,  36, 
and  37.  Present  during  the  operations  against  .\meer  Khan  and  tlic  Pindarries,  capture  of  the  Mau- 
ritius, part  of  the  retreat  from  Burgos,  action  on  the  Hormaza  (wounded),  battle  of  Vittoria,  investment  of 
Pampeliinu,  battle  of  the  Pyrenees,  investment  of  Bayonne(horseshot),  actions  of  Vic  Bigorie  and  Tarbes, 
battle  of  Toulouse  (horse  >hot),  battle  of  Bladensburg  (two  horses  shot),  capture  of  Wasliinston,  attack  on 
Baltimore,  operations  before  New  Orleans  (hoarding  and  capture  of  American  Flotilla,)— action  25th  Dec. 
wounded  severely— unsuccessful  assault,  Jan.  (wounded  severely),  battle  of  Quatre  Bras,  retreat  of  17th  of 
June,  Waterloo  (horse  shot  and  one  sabred),  investment  and  capilulaiion  of  Paris.  Continued  on  Staff  of 
Allied  Array  of  Occupation  in  France.  Accepted  under  an  allied  Power  (1835)  command  of  an  auxiliary 
British  and  Spanish  corps  of  array  by  sanction  and  desire  of  the  English  Government,  and  by  order  of  the 
King  in  Council.  Acted,  while  so  employed,  in  conjunction  witli  the  British  forces  (under  Lord  J.  Hay), 
and  through  mediation  of  British  authorities: — raisins  investments  of  San  Sebastian  and  Bilboa, action  of 
Artaban,  capture  of  port  and  castle  of  Passages.  Defeated  the  enemy  in  general  actions  on  the  5ih  of  Alay, 
Olh  of  June,  1st  of  October  (wounded)  1836:  a'so  lOlh  and  15th  of  March  18.S7.  Attacked  near  Hernani, 
16th  March,  by  the  ilite  of  the  CarliU  army,  16.000  strong  (about  double  the  allied  force),  and  obliu-ed  to 
retreat  about  one  mile,  but  with  a  less  loss  in  killed  and  wounded  (600)  than  that  of  the  enemy.  Resumed 
(he  oflVnsive  the  following  month  -capture  of  Hernani  by  escalade,  14th  May— of  Oyarzun,  16lh  May— of 
Yrun,  by  storm  l"lh  May  — of  Fontarabia  by  capitulation,  18th  May.  These,  and  other  minor  affairs,  were 
for  the  most  part,  severely  contested,  and  cost  (including  those  of  the  enemy)  above  ten  thousand  killed 
and  wounded.  Excepting  occasionally  two  or  threestragglers, generally  withoutarms,  the  Legion  neverlosc 
(under  his  command)  prisoners,  artillery,  or  equipage,  thouuli  utterly  contrary  statements  repeatedly  ap- 
peared at  the  time— while  lie  took  from  the  enemy  100  officers,  1000  min,  thirty  pieces  of  cannon,  several 
entrenched  positions, fortified  towns  and  posts,  with  an  extensive  and  most  important  strategical  tract  of 
the  insurgent  territory,  including  their  main  line  of  retreat,  communication  and  supply.  Thenceforth 
"The  frontier  was  effectually  cloi>ed  against  the  entrance  of  resources  to  the  Carlists,  except  by  the  small 
mountain  passes,  which  are  only  accessible  to  foot  passengers,  or  mules  lightly  laden"— (British  Comrais- 
lioners'  Dispatch,  Parli;imentary  Paper)— and  thus  did  this  auxiliary  corpg  decisively  contribute  to  the 
successful  termination  of  the  war.  He  holds  the  rank  of  Lieut. -General  in  the  nHtioiiul  army  of  Spain,  by 
licence  of  a  Britlsli  royal  warrant;  also,  honoured  by  Her  Majesty  for  these  services  Willi  the  Cross  of 
Commander  of  the  Bath,  and  by  the  government  of  Spain  with  the  Grand  Cr.'tses  of  St.  Ferdinand  and 
Charles  III.  Received  his  Company,  Majority,  and  Lieut. -Colonelcy  in  the  Brilish  service  for  conduct 
against  the  enemy.  Sir  De  Lacy  has  received  the  War  .Medal  with  three  Clasps  for  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  and 
Touloi'se.  Commanded  the  2nd  Division  in  the  Eastern  campaizii  of  1854,  iiicliidiiig  the  battles  of  the 
Alma(wounde<l),  Balaklava,  and  Inkerman.  andsie^zeof  Sebastopol, comprising  the  repulse  of  the  powerful 
sortie  on  the  26th  Oct.  1854  (Medal  and  Clasps,  QCB.,  and  Grand  Officer  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  and 
Ist  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

2  Colonel  Stuart  served  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854  and  latter  part  of  1855,  including  the  battles 
of  Alma,  Balaklava,  and  Inkemuui,  tiege  and  fall  of  Sebastopol  (Medal  and  Clasps,  and  5ih  Class  of  tbo 
Medjidie).

Page  (58th  Rcgt.)  at  Boulcott's  farm  in  the  valley  of  the  Hutt  on  the  16th  May  1S46;  com-, 
manded  at  the  capture  of  Te  Rauparaha  and  several  other  influential  chiefs,  as  well  as  disarming  part  of  the  tribe  on 
the  23rd  July;  and  also  commanded  the  combined  force  at  the  affair  of  the  Horokiwi,  on  the  6th  Aug..  compelling 
the  rebels  to  retreat  and  ultimately  to  disperse;  was  particularly  mentioned  in  the  Government  Gazette  of  New  Zealand, 
and  also  in  the  Dispatches  of  Lieut. -Governor  Grey.

Served  with  the 
21st  Fusiliers  during  1855  at  the  siege  and  fall  of  Sebastopol,  and  on  the  expedition  to  Kinbourn  (Medal 
and  Clasp);  from  Nov.  1855  to  Nov.  1856  he  commanded  a  Battalion  of  the  Land  Transport  Corps. 
Commanded  the  troops  on  board  the  Spartan  steamer  when  wrecked  on  the  Dog  Rocks,  Coast  of  Africa, 
on  5th  July  1856,  on  returning  from  the  Crimea,  and  for  his  services  throughout  this  trying  occasion,  he 
received  the  Brevet  rank  of  M^jor.

In  August  184y,  a  deter- 
mined and  desperate  band  of 
insurgent  fanaiics  having  de- 
feated a  native  force  which  had 
been  marched  against  them, 
killing  a  European  officer  and 
several  Sepoys,  Mijor  Dennis, 
with  a  force  consisting  of  the 
Grenadier  Company  of  the  94th 
and  100  Sepoys  of  the  Madras 
Native  Infantry,  encountered 
them  at  a  Pagoda  near  Teer- 
manam  Coonettos,  in  Malabar.  On  tlie  ap- 
proach of  our  troops  these  madmen,  armed  with 
matchlocks,  spears,  swords,  and  war  knives, 
rushed  out  upon  the  detachment,  and  a  san- 
guinary conflict  ensued,  terminating  in  the 
destruction  of  the  entire  Mopla  band,  64  in  num- 
ber, three  of  whom  were  killed  by  Major  Dennis, 
who  received  a  contusion  on  the  chest  and  a  few 
slight  wounds.

under  the  chiefs  Muocrose,  Umbali,  and  S|>epere,  leaving  upwards  of  300  of  the  enemy  dead  OD  the  Held. 
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2  Colonel  Tinley  served  the  campaign  against  the  Rajah  of  Coorg  in  1834.  He  was  also  present  in 
the  battle  of  Maharajpore,  29th  Dec.  1843  (Medal),  and  was  severely  wounded.  Served  at  the  siege  and 
fall  of  Sebastopol  in  1855 ;  commanded  the  39tli  llegt.  in  the  attack  on  the  18tli  June ;  and  commanded 
the  trench  guard,  left  attack,  where  a  strong  sortie  of  2,000  Russians  was  made  against  the  chevaux  de 
frise,  Woronzotf  Road,  on  the  night  of  the  Snd  Aug.,  and  which  was  successfully  repulsed ;  also  present 
at  t!ie  attack  on  t'ne  8th  Sept.  (Medal  and  Clasp,  Knight  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  and  5th  Class  of  the 
Medjidie). 

4  Colonel  Carey  served  throughout  tlie  KafBr  war  of  1848  and  47,  during  which  he  had  a  horse 
wounded  under  him.  Also  throujhout  the  war  of  1850-52  (Medal),  in  which  he  was  slightly  wounded,  and 
had  a  horse  killed  under  him.

In  Sept.  1S48  he  commanded  three  squadrons  at  Bloom 
Fountain,  and  advanced  toWimburi;h  for  the  suppression  of  the  Dutch  Boor  rebellion.  Served  throughout 
the  Kaffir  war  of  1851-52-53,  including  the  operations  in  the  Amatolas,  passage  of  and  operations  across 
the  Kei  in  Dec.  1852,  and  other  desultory  operations.  Commanded  a  squadron  with  the  force  under  Sir 
George  Cathcart  against  the  Baralong  Chief  Mosesh,  in  Dec.  1S52  and  Jan.  1?53,  which  service  concluded 
the  war.  He  received  a  serious  injury  while  actively  engaged  against  the  enemy  at  Buffalo  Post,  27  Feb. 
1852,  by  the  dislocation  of  the  right  ankle  and  fracture  of  the  bone  of  the  leg. 

9  Colonel  Bisset  .served  through  the  Kaffir  war  of  1835-6,  as  a  volunteer,  and  as  Ensign  and  Lieut,  in  a 
battalion  of  Native  Infantry.  He  was  Field  .4djutant  to  a  division  of  troops  proceeding  to  Colesbers  in 
Dec.  1842  to  suppress  a  rebellion  of  the  Boers.  He  served  through  the  Kaffir  war  of  1845-6-7,  at  the 
commencement  of  which  he  was  appointed  Deputy  Assist.  Qr.-Master-General.  Was  present  at  the  battle 
of  the  Gwanga,  and  all  the  minor  affairs  with  the  Kaffirs,  and  was  twice  slightly  wounded.  He  was  re- 
peatedly thanked  in  General  Orders  by  successive  General  Officers,  and  iirialiy  received  the  brevet  of 
Major  for  his  services  during  the  campaign.  At  the  close  of  the  war,  he  was  appointed  Brigade-Major 
of  British  Kaffraria ;  and  on  the  breaking  out  of  the  war  in  1850  he  was  severely  wounded  in  the  first 
engagement  with  the  enemy  in  the  Araatola  Mountains  (Medal). 

10  Capt.  Knight  served  the  Sutlej  campaign  of  1845-48  with  the  16th  Lancers,  and  was  present  at  the 
affair  of  Buddiwal,  and  in  tiic  battles  of  Aliwal  and  Sobraon  (Medal  and  Clasp;.  Served  in  the  Kaffir  was 
of  1S47,  with  the  7lh  Dragoon  Guards,  when  lie  commanded  the  Cavalry  Escort  of  Sir  Harry  Smith. 
Also  during  the  Kaffir  war  of  1851-3  (Medal)  with  the  Cape  M.  RiPieraeii,  including  the  action  of  Bcrca. 
Served  again  on  the  StafT  of  Sir  Harry  Smith,  and  subsequently  on  that  of  his  successor.  Sir  George 
Cathcart; 

11  Capt.  M'Donnell  served  throughout  the  KaiTir  war  of  I84G-47  (Medal),  during  which  he  commanded 
several  successful  skirmishing  parties.  Led  the  successful  attack  under  Sir  George  Berkeley  against  a  large 
body  of  Kaffirs  posted  in  one  of  their  strongest  positions  at  the  Sohoto  Mountain,  where  they  treacherously 
murdered  Major  Baker  and  four  other  oHicers  two  days  previously.  Was  present  in  the  action  with  and 
defeat  of  the  insursrent  Boers  at  Boem  Plaats  S9th  Aug.  1848,  and  on  Major  Armstrong  being  severely 
wounded  he  commanded  the  Cape  M.  liiflemen  during  the  latter  part  of  the  engagement. 

12  Major  Bell  served  throughout  the  Kaffir  war  of  1850-52 (Medal)  on  the  stafiof  Major-General  Somerset, 
commanding  the  1st  Division,  and  whs  present  in  every  engagement  witli  the  division  ;  commanded  a  de- 
tachment of  Cape  Mounted  Rifles  at  the  Kaffir  attack  on  I'ort  Hare  and  Alice,  21  Jan.  1851,  when  the 
enemy  were  repulsed  with  great  loss.

round  shot  he  recovered  in  the  depth  of  a  Canadian  winter.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  six 
Clasps  for  Vittoria,  the  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  Ortlies,  and  Toulouse;  and  the  Indian  Medal  for  Ava.

and  that  in  Calabria  in  180G  under  Sir  John  Stuart,  including  the  battle  of  Maida 
and  siege  of  Scylla.  Peninsular  campaigns  from  July  1811,  to  November  1813,  including 
the  siege  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  (wounded  in  the  head),  siege  of  forts  at  Salamanca  (wounded 
iu  the  face),  heights  of  St.  Chrislovel,  battle  of  Salamanca,  defence  of  the  Bridge  of 
Simancas,  affairs  at  Morales  de  Toro  and  San  JIunos,  battles  of  Vittoria,  and  the  Pyrenees.

In  the 
Peninsula  and  south  of  France  from  the  end  of  1809  to  the  termination  of  the  war  in 
1814,  including  the  defence  of  Cadiz,  lines  at  Torres  Vcdras  and  at  Santarem,  battle  of 
Barrosa  (wounded),  affair  at  Osma,  battle  of  Vittoria,  affair  at  Tolosa,  passage  of  the  Bidas- 
soa,and  at  the  attack  of  Bidassoa  by  the  French,  battles  of  Nivelle  and  Nive,  and  four  days' 
engagements  in  front  of  Bayonne.     lie  has  received  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  four  Clas])s. 

32  Major-General  H.  W.  Gordon's  services  : — Expedition  to  Naples,  Dec.  1805,  and  sub- 
sequent occupation  of  Sicily ;  battle  of  JIaida,  and  attack  and  surrender  of  the  Rock  of 
Scylla,  1806.     He  has  received  tiie  Silver  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Maida. 

33  Sir  Wm.  Colebrooke's  services  .  —  Campaigns  of  1809  and  10  in  India;  expedition  to 
Java  in  1811,  including  the  action  of  ^^'eltyvreden,  in  batteries  before  Cornells  (until 
wounded  in  the  groin  22nd  August),  and  the  siege  and  capture  of  Jokjakarta.  Expedition 
to  Palembang,in  Sumatra,  1813;  campaign  of  1817  and  18, in  India,  against  the  Pindarrces 
and  Mahrattas;  campaign  of  1818  and  19  in  Southern  India.  Present  also  at  the  sieges  of 
Ras-el-Kyhma  and  Zaya,  .\rab  fortresses.  Sir  ^Villiam  lias  received  the  Silver  War  Medal 
with  one  Clasp  for  Java. 

37  Major-General  Wylde  served  in  Holland  in  1813  and  14,  and  commanded  a  battery 
before  .Vntwerpand  at  the  attack  on  Bergcn-op-Zoom.  W'as  attached  to  the  Horse  Artillery 
with  the  Army  of  Occui)ation  in  France.  In  April  1834  succeeded  Lord  William  Russell  as 
Military  Commissioner  at  the  liead-quarters  of  Don  Pedro's  army  in  Portugal,  and  con- 
tinued with  tiiem  until  the  Convention  of  Evora  Monte;  and  subsequently  from  Nov.  1834 
to  1840  at  the  head-quarters  of  the  Spanish  Army,  and  iu  all  the  general  actions  during 
that  period,  including  tiie  raising  of  the  siege  of  Billioa,  lor  which  he  received  the  thanks  of 
the  Spanish  Cortes.  In  Portugal,  again,  in  1846,  during  the  Civil  Mar,  and  signed  the  Con- 
vention of  Oporto.  He  is  a  Knight  of  Charles  the  Third,  2nd  Class  St.  Fernando,  and 
Commander  of  Isabella  the  Catholic. 

39  Major-General  .Maclachlan  served  in  Spain  in  1813  and  14.  He  is  a  Knight  of 
St.  Maurice  and  Lazare. 

41  Major-Gineral  Sabine  served  the  campaign  on  the  Niagara  Frontier  in  1814,  and 
commande<l  the  batteries  at  the  siege  of  Fort  Erie  in  August  and  September. 

43  Major-Gen.  Chesney  was  employed,  from  1829  to  1832,  in  examining  the  principal 
parts  of  Western  Asia ;  during  which  time,  assisted  only  by  a  few  Arabs,  he  descended 
the  river  Euphrates  upon  a  Raft;  and  his  reports  to  Government  led  to  a  Parliamentary 
vote  to  extend  our  commercial  relations  in  that  quarter,  and  open  a  communication  with 
India  through  Arabia.  His  Majesty,  through  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  having  confen-ed 
on  him  the  rank  of  Colonel  on  a  particular  service,  he  sailed  early  in  1835  with  a  detach- 
ment of  artillerj',  another  of  sappers,  a  proportion  of  seamen,  and  thirteen  military  and 
naval  officers;  with  whose  assistance  Colonel  Chesney  accomplished  the  extraordinary 
achievement  of  transporting  two  iron  steam  vessels  across  Syria,  and  floating  them  in  a 
perfect  state  on  the  Upper  Euphrates,  not  very  far  from  Aleppo.  In  the  early  part  of  the 
navigation  thus  commenced,  a  fearful  hurricane  carried  the  smaller  vessel  and  twenty  of 
her  men  to  the  bottom,  Colonel  Chesney  and  eight  others  being  saved  by  swimming.  The 
Commander,  however,  persevered  ;  and  iu  the  remaining  vessel  he  not  only  completed  the 
surveys  of  the  river  Euphrates,  Tigris,  and  Kareen,  but  continued  the  undertaking  until  it 
was  turned  over  in  the  following  year  to  the  East  India  Company.  His  late  Majesty 
warmly  approved  of  the  intrepidity  manifested  in  continuing  the  service  after  the  calami- 
tous loss  of  one-half  of  his  force,  and  the  brevet  rank  of  Major  was  bestowed  on  him  by 
the  King,  which  was  followed  by  that  of  Lieut. -Colonel  by  command  of  the  Queen.

Served  in  the  Peninsula  and  France  from  July  1813  to  July  1814, 
including  the  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  Nivelle,  Nive,  and  four  days'  engagements  ueav 
Bayonne;  passage  of  the  ^dour,  investment  of  Bayonne,  affairs  at  A^ic  Bigorre,  and  Tarbes, 
passage  of  the  Garonne,  and  subsequent  operations  to  the  battle  of  Toulouse  where  he  was 
slightly  wounded.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battles  of  Quatre  Bras 
and  Waterloo,  and  capture  of  Paris.

He  served  in  the  batteries  at 
the  siege  of  San  Sebastian;  was  present  in  the  battles  of  Barrosa  (wounded),  Vittoria,  the 
Pyrenees,  Orthes,  Toulouse,  Quatre  Bras,  and  Waterloo  (severely  wounded),  actions  on 
the  retreat  from  Burgos,  at  San  Munos,  near  Salamanca,  Helette,  St.  Palais,  Sauveterre, 
Aire,  and  Tarbes.  He  commanded  a  Division,  as  second  in  command,  of  the  expedition 
under  Major-General  D'Aguilar,  which  assaulted  and  took  the  Forts  of  the  Bocca  Tigris 
in  the  Canton  River,  those  of  the  Staked  Barrier,  and  of  the  city  of  Canton,  spiking  879 
pieces  of  heavy  ordnance.  He  has  received  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  six  Clasps.  Was  on 
board  the  flag-ship  jB?7Yrtn)ri«  during  the  naval  action  of  the  allied  fleets  with  the  defences 
of  Sebastopol  on  the  17th  Oct.  1854,  and  dii-ected  the  rockets  fired  from  that  ship  against 
the  forts  and  city  :  has  received  the  Crimean  War  Medal  with  Clasp  for  Sebastopol. 

48  Major  Gen.  England  served  the  expedition  to  the  Weser  in  1805  and  6 ;  to  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope  and  South  America  in  1806  and  7  ;  campaign  of  1813  in  the  Peninsula,  including 
the  battle  of  Vittoria  and  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  for  which  he  has  received  the  Silver  War 
Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

53  Major-Gen.  Hardinge  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Aug.  1812,  to  the  end  of  the  war  in 
1814,  including  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  battles  of  Orthes  and  Toulouse, 
affairs  at  Osma,  Tolosa,  Bidassoa,  and  Tarbes.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was 
present  at  Ligny  and  Quatre  Bras.    He  has  received  the  Silver  War  Medal  witli  four  Clasps. 

54  Major  General  Gordon  Higgins  commanded  the  Royal  Artillery  in  the  Syrian  cam- 
paign from  August  1840  to  the  evacuation  of  that  country  in  Dec.  1841  (Medal),  and  was 
present  at  the  bombardment  and  capture  of  Beyrout  and  of  St.  Jean  d'-4cre. 

57  Major  General  Anderson's  services: — Siege  and  capture  of  Flushing,  and  the  subse- 
quent operations  in  1809 ;  Bombardment  of  Antwerp,  also  previous  and  subsequent  opera- 
tions in  1813  and  1814  ;  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  and  captures 
of  Cambray  and  Paris.

62  Colonel  Ingilby  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  July  1810  to  Jan.  1813,  including  the 
sieges  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  Forts  of  Salamanca  (wounded),  and  Burgos;  and  the  battles 
of  Busaco,  Fuentes  d'Onor,  and  Salamanca.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was 
present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo.

65  Colonel  Bloomfleld  served  in  the  Peninsula  and  France,  from  March  1813  to  June 
1814,  including  the  battle  of  Vittoria,siege  of  San  Sebastian,  crossing  the  Bidassoa,  and  battles 
of  the  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse.  Served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including 
the  battle  of  Waterloo.     He  has  received  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  six  Clasps. 

66  Colonel  Palliser  served  in  the  Peninsula  and  France,  from  November  1812  to  May 

1814,  including  the  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  and  battles  of  Vittoria,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  for 
which  he  has  received  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps.

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1  General  Thackeray  was  at  the  capture  of  Surinam  in  1709;  St.  Martin's  and  St. 
Biirtholomew's  in  1801  ;  directed  the  sio-rcof  Scylla  Castle  in  18(K>;  and  that  of  the  Fortress 
of  Santa  Maura  in  1801).  Served  wftii  the  army  in  Spain  in  181-»;  at  the  battle  of  Cas- 
taila  and  siepe  of  Tarragona  in  1813,  and  remained  with  the  army  until  1814. 

-  {{eneral  Nicolls  went  out  with  a  reinforcement  of  several  He-jts.  to  Gibraltar  on 
the  war  breaking  out  with  Spain  in  1706,  and  remained  blockaded  in  that  fortress  two 
and  a  half  years  ;  proceeded  from  thence  to  the  West  Indies  in  1700.  Went  as  Commanding 
Enttineer  with  Lt.-Gen.  Sir  Georjie  Prevost  to  Nova  Scotia  in  1808,  under  expectations 
of  hostilities  with  America.  Remained  there  until  the  war  broke  out  in  1812,  and  was 
actively  employed  in  the  protection  of  the  frontiers  of  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick, 
and  was  present  at  the  capture  of  Jloose  Island,  Castine  and  Belfast.  Commanding  Engineer 
in  Canada  part  of  1814  and  15. 

3  Sir  Charles  Pasley's  services: — defence  of  Gacta,  in  180G ;  battle  of  Maida;  sie^e  of 
Copenhagen  in  1807  ;  campaign  of  1808-0,  including  several  skirmishes,  and  battle  of 
Corunna.  Reconnoitered  the  enemy's  coast  under  the  fire  of  batteries,  and  was  afterwards 
at  the  siege  of  Flushing.  Received  a  bayonet-wound  through  the  tliigh,  and  a  musket- 
wound,  which  injured  the  spine,  in  leading  a  storming  party  to  attack  an  advanced  work 
occupied  by  the  French  on  the  Dike  in  front  of  Flushing,  14th  Aug.  1800.  Sir  Charles  has 
received  the  Silver  \\'ar  Medal  with  tuo  Clasps  for  Maida  and  Corunna. 

4  Sir  Jolm  Burgoyne  embarked  in  1800  on  tlie  expedition  to  Egypt  under  Sir  Ralph 
Abercromby,  but  was  detached  at  Malta  to  be  employed  in  blockade  of  La  Valetta,  and 
was  present  at  its  ca[»ture.  Joined  the  army  in  Sicily  in  180(i,  and  embarked  as  Command- 
ing Engineer  with  the  expedition  to  Egypt  under  Major-General  Mackenzie  Fraser,  and 
served  at  the  assault  of  the  lines  of  Alexandria  and  siege  of  Rosetta.  Was  next  employed 
as  Commanding  Enitineer  with  Sir  John  Moore's  expedition  from  Messina,  and  afterwards 
under  the  same  General  in  Sweden  in  1808.  Sailed  in  the  same  year  with  the  expedition  to 
Portugal  under  Sir  John  Moore,  and  was  present  in  the  retreat  to  Corunna,  in  which  he 
blew  up  the  bridge  at  Benevente  in  presence  of  the  enemy.  Joined  the  army  in  Portugal 
under  Sir  Arthur  Welksley  in  April  1809,  and  was  attached  to  the  3rd  "(Sir  Thomas 
Picton's)  Division  ;  was  eniraged  at  the  passage  of  the  Douro,  affair  of  Salamonde,  retreat 
to  the  lines  of  Torres  Vedras,  (blew  up  Fort  Conception  iii  presence  of  the  enemy,)  battle 
of  Busaoo,  til  St  siesre  of  Badajoz,  action  of  Elbodon,  action  of  Aldea  de  Ponte,  siege  and 
capture  of  Ciud:id  Rodrigo, — accompanied  the  3rd  Division  in  tlie  assault  and  obtained 
his  Brevet  of  Major  for  services  at  the  siege;  siege  and  capture  of  Badajoz,— accompanied 
the  3rd  Division  in  the  assault  and  escalade  of  the  Castle,  and  obtained  his  Brevet  of  Lt.- 
Colonel  for  services  at  this  siege;  served  as  Commanding  Engineer  at  the  siege  and  cap- 
ture of  the  Forts  of  Salamanca,  and  battle  of  Salamanca;  served  as  Commanding  Engineer 
at  the  capture  of  Madrid  and  the  Retiro,  and  siege  of  Burgos  (wounded) ;  advance  in  1813 
battle  of  Vittoria  (horse  shot  under  him),  sieee  of  San  Sebastian  (wounded  in  the  assault)' 
conducted  the  siege  of  the  Castle  of  San  Sebastian  as  Commanding  Engineer,  Sir  R. 
Fletcher  having  been  killed  in  the  preceding  assault;  action  of  the  Bidassoa,  battles  of 
the  Xivelle  and  Nive,  passage  of  the  Adour,  blockade  of  Bayonne  and  repulse  of  the  sortie. 
Accompanied  the  expedition  to  New  Orleans  as  Commanding  Engineer,  and  served  in  the 
attack  on  the  enemy's  entrenched  position,  and  capture  of  Fort  Bowyer.

In  Jan.  18.j4  he  iiroceedcd  to  Turkey  on  a 
si)ecial  mission,  and  prior  to  the  sailing  of  the  expedition  to  the  Crimea,  was  ajipointed 
Lieut. -(Jcneral  on  the  Staff  of  the  Eastern  Army  ;  was  engjiged  at  the  battles  of  Alma, 
Balaklava,  and  Inkerman,  and  conducted  the  British  porti.  u  of  the  siege  of  Sebastopo 
until  ordered  home  in  February  1855  (Medal  and  four  Clasps).  For  his  services  at  the  siege 
of  Sebastopol  Sir  John  was  created  a  Baronet  and  promoted  to  the  rank  of  General  •  lie 
lias  also  received  the  1st  Class  of  the  Turkish  Order  of  Nishid  Medjidie,  and  the  decora- 
tion of  Grand  Officer  of  the  Legion  of  Honor.  Sir  John  is  also  a  Knight  Grand  Cross  of 
the  Bath. 

(5  Lieut.-Geiieral  Ellicombe  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Nov.  ISII  to  the  end  of  the  war, 
including  the  siege  and  storm  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  siege  and  storm  of  Badajoz.  retreat  from 
Burgos,  advance  of  the  army  and  crossing  the  Ebro,  battle  of  Vittoria,  as  Bri-ade- .Major; 
siege  and  storm  of  San  Seliastian,  15th  July  to  0th  Sejit.  1813;  passage  of  Bidassoa,  battles  of 
Nivelle  and  Nive  ( lOth,  1 1th  and  Pith  Dec.  1)^13  ) ;  passage  of  the  Adour,  blockade  of  Ba- 
yonne  and  repulse  of  the  sortie.  He  has  received  theficdd  Medal  for  San  Sebastian,  and  the 
Silver  War  .Medal  with  five  Clasps  for  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  Badajoz, Vittoria,  Nivelle,  and  Nive. 

8  Major-General  Harding  served  with  the  army  in  Sicily  in  1812;  on  the  eastern  coast 
of  Spain  in  1813,  including  the  battle  of  Castalla,  attack  of  Denia,  and  siege  of  Tarragona. 
In    1815  he  served  as  Commanding  Engineer  with    the    Prussian  army    under    Prince 
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Augustus  of  Prussia  at  the  sieges  of  Maubeuge,  Landrecy,  Marienburg,  Philippeville,  and 
Rocroy ;  and  continued  with  the  Army  of  Occupation  until  1818. 

9  Major-General  Lewis's  services: — campaign  in  Naples  and  Calabria  in  1805 and  1806, 
including  the  battle  of  Maida  and  siege  of  Scylla  Castle.  Capture  of  Ischia  and  Procida,  in 
the  Bay  of  Naples,  in  Aug.  1809;  and  siege  of  the  Castle  of  Ischia.  Siege  of  the  Fort  at 
Santa  Maura  in  1810.  Campaign  of  1813  in  the  Peninsula;  wounded  at  the  assault  of  the 
breach  of  St.  Sebastian — lost  the  left  leg  above  the  knee.  He  has  received  the  Silver  War 
Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  Maida  and  St.  Sebastian. 

10  Sir  Frederick  Smith  served  in  1809  at  the  siege  of  the  castle  of  Ischia  and  the  cap- 
ture of  that  Island  and  Procida  in  the  Bay  of  Naples,  also  at  the  capture  of  Zante  and 
Cephalonia.  In  1810,  in  the  action  before  the  investment  of  the  fortress  of  Santa 
Maura  as  Deputy  Assistant  Quarter  Master  General,  and  at  tlie  siege  and  capture  of  the 
Fortress  as  an  Officer  of  Royal  Engineers. 

11  Major-General  Oldfield  served  in  North  America inl807-8  and  9.  In  Hollandandthe 
Netherlands  in  1814.  From  March  to  June  1815,  he  served  as  second  in  command  of  the 
Engineer  Department  in  the  Netherlands — as  Brigade-Major  to  the  corps  of  Royal  Engi- 
neers in  the  Netherlands  and  France,  from  March,  1815,  to  the  withdrawal  of  the  Army 
of  Occupation  in  December  1818  :  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  and  capitulation  of 
Paris.    Was  Commanding  Royal  Engineer  in  the  Canadas  from  1839  to  1S43. 

12  Major-General  Blanshard  served  at  the  blockade  of  Bayonne,  and  repulse  of  the  sortie. 
Afterwards  on  the  American  Coast,  and  was  Commanding  Engineer  at  the  takingof  Wash- 
ington, the  operations  and  engagement  before  Baltimore,  the  field  operations  and  engage- 
ment before  New  Orleans,  and  the  taking  by  assault  the  lines  and  batteries  on  the  right 
bank  of  the  Mississippi.  He  was  also  employed  in  the  capture  of  Fort  Bowyer,  and  joined 
in  Belgium  on  the  22nd  June  1815  on  the  March  to  Paris. 

13  MajorGeneral  Ward  served  with  the  army  in  Sicily  in  1811  and  12;  was  present 
at  the  action  of  Castalla,  attack  of  Denia,  and  siege  of  Tarragona  in  1813;  served  with 
the  armj  in  the  Netherlands  in  1814. 

14  Sir  Harry  Jones  served  in  the  expedition  to  Walcheren  in  1809.  Also  the  cam- 
paigns of  1810, 11,12,13,  and  14, including  the  actions  and  sieges  of  Cadiz, Tarragona  (1811), 
Badajoz  (1812),  Vittoria,  St.  Sebastian,  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  Nivelle,  Nive,  Bayonne. 
Wounded  leading  the  Forlorn  Hope  at  the  first  assault  of  St.  Sebastian.  He  has  received 
the  Silver  War  Medal  with  five  Clasps.  In  Feb.  1815  joined  the  army  under  General 
Lambert  in  Dauphin  Island  ;  by  the  return  of  an  American  Flag  of  Truce,  was  sent  to 
Nev/  Orleans  on  a  special  duty:  landed  at  Ostend  18th  June  1815.  Appointed  Com- 
manding Engineer  in  charge  of  the  fortifications  on  Montmatre,  after  the  entrance  of  the 
British  troops  into  Paris,  in  1815;  appointed  a  Commissioner  to  the  Prussian  Army  of 
Occupation  in  1816.  Appointed  a  Brigadier-General  for  particular  service  in  the  Baltic 
in  1854,  and  commanded  the  British  forces  at  the  siege  operations  against  Bomarsund, 
in  the  Aland  Isles  (Baltic  Medal),  and  for  his  services  in  the  Baltic  was  promoted  Major- 
General.  Appointed,  10th  February,  to  command  the  Royal  Engineers  in  the  Eastern 
campaign  of  1855,  which  he  retained  until  the  fall  of  Sebastopol ;  was  wounded  in  the 
forehead  by  spent  grape-shot  on  the  18th  June  (Medal  and  Clasp,  KCB.,  Commander 
1st  Class  of  the  Military  Order  of  Savoy,  and  2iid  Class  of  the  Medjidie).  Formed  one  of 
the  Council  of  War  held  in  Paris  in  January  1856,  when  he  received  the  Cross  of  Com- 
mander of  the  Legion  of  Honor. 

16  Major  General  Ord  served  in  Spain  during  1810,  11,12,  13,  and  one-half  of  1814, 
including  the  sieges  of  Cadiz  and  Tarragona. 

17  Major  General  Savage  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Nov.  1813  to  the  end  of  the 
war,  including  the  investment  of  Bayonne  and  repulse  of  the  sortie. 

19  Colonel  Bolton  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Oct.  1813  to  the  end  of  the  war. 

20  Colonel  Wright  was  wounded  by  a  musket-ball  through  the  thigh,  12th Oct.  1821, at 
Zante,  in  an  attack  made  by  the  Greeks  upon  a  Turkish  man-of-war. 

23  Colonel  Montgomery  Williams  served  in  the  Kaffir  campaigns  of  1834-5  under  Sii 
Benjandu  D' Urban  (Medal). 

24  Colonel  Foster  was  actively  employed  in  Canada  during  the  rebellion  in  1837,  8, 
and  9;  and  was  favourably  noticed  in  the  Dispatches  of  the  Commander  of  the  Forces,  and 
upon  the  special  recommendation  of  Sir  John  Colborne  received  for  his  services  the  Brevet 
rank  of  Major. 

25  Colonel  Alex.  Gordon  served,  as  senior  officer,  in  Demerara,  during  the  insurrection 
of  the  Negroes,  in  1823  and  1824.  He  was  mentioned  in  General  Orders,  andreceived  the 
thanks  of  the  Court  of  Policy  of  the  United  Colony  of  Demerara  and  Essequibo. 

26  Colonel  Marlow  was  commanding  Royal  Engineer  at  the  storming  of  Kawiti's  Pali  at 
Owrawai  in  New  Zealand  on  the  1st  July  1845,  and  the  subsequent  destruction  of  the 
same.  Also  at  the  burning  of  Arctua's  Pah,  and  at  the  storming  of  Kawiti's  Pah  on  the 
11th  Jan.  1846;  for  these  services  he  received  the  Brevet  rank  of  Major. 

27  Col.  Walpole  commanded  the  Royal  Engineers  on  the  eastern  frontier  of  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope  during  the  Kaffir  war  of  1846-7,  was  twice  wounded  on  the  8th  June  1846 
(Medal  and  Brevet  Major). 
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20  Colonel  Durnford  served  as  Executive  Engineer  in  tlie  combined  Naval  and  Military 
expedition  up  the  Canton  River  in  April  1847,  and  was  present  at  the  capture  of  eight 
Forts,  viz. : — North  and  South  Waii-rtonu;,  at  tiic  Bocca  Tigris  ;  Pachow  and  VVookongtap, 
at  the  Barrier;  Zii-zag,  Sc;,'menr,  6h;inieeii,  and  Dutch  Fully,  at  Canton. 

:!0  Coloucl  Lloyd  served  with  the  Army  of  the  East  tVoni  May  to  Oct.  185o  as  Com- 
manding Royal  Engineer  at  Constantinople,  and  from  14th  Oct.  to  the  termination  of 
hostilities  as  Commandhig  Royal  Engineer  with  the  Army  in  the  Crimea,  during  which 
l)erlo(l  the  total  destruction  of  the  Docks  at  Sebastopol  was  eliected  under  his  directions, 
lie  lias  tlie  Crimean  Medal,  and  is  a  Knight  of  the  Legion  of  Honor. 

;)1   Colonel  Skyring  served  tlie  Syrian  campaign  of  1840-41  (Medal). 

33  Colonel  lladden  was  actively  employed  in  Cimada  during  the  Rebellion  in  1837-;5U, 
and  was  engaged  with  the  rebels  at  St.  Eustache  and  St.  Benoit. 

3."»  Colonel  John  W.  Gordon  served  in  tiie  Crimea,  and  was  at  the  battle  of  Alma, 
and  siege  of  Sebastopol  (  Medal  and  Clasps,  Brevets  of  Jlajor,  Lt.-Col.,  and  Colonel,  CB., 
Officer  of  tlie  Legion  of  Honor,  Sardinian  Medal,  and  3rd  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

37  Lt. Colonel  Robertson  served  in  command  of  the  Royal  Sappers  and  Miners  in  B. 
Kaffraria  during  the  Kaffir  war  of  1850-3,  and  was  several  times  mentioned  in  General 
Orders  (.Medal,  and  Brevet  Major). 

38  Colonel  Chapman  proceeded  on  a  special  mission  to  Constantinople  in  Jan.  18o4. 
Was  employed  surveying  the  positions  at  Bulair,  Adrianople,  and  Buguk  Tchekmadgie, 
jirevious  to  tlie  an-ival  of  the  British  forces  in  Turkey;  was  attached  to  the  1st  Division, 
and  accompanied  it  to  Bulgaria,  and  Bulganak,  and  M'Kenzie's  Farm  ;  also  present  at  the 
buttles  of  Alma  and  Inkerman.  Served  throughout  the  siege  of  Sebastopol,  during  the 
early  jiart  of  which  he  was  Director  of  the  left  attack,  and  in  the  latter  part  he  was  execu- 
tive Engineer  to  the  Forces.  Was  several  times  mentioned  in  official  Dispatches,  and 
received  the  Brevet  ranks  of  Major,  Lt. -Colonel,  and  Colonel,  CB.,  Medal  and  three 
Clasps,  Officer  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  Sardinian  Medal,  and  3rd  Class  of  the  Jledjidie. 

3'J  Lt. Colonel  Fenwick  served  throuiiliout  the  Kaffir  war  of  1850-53  (^Icdal). 

41  Major  St.  George  Ord  served  as  Brigade-Major  in  the  combined  French  ami  Finglish 
exjiedilion  to  the  Baltic  in  1854,  and  was  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  Bomarsund,  for  which 
he  received  Brevet  rank. 

42  Colonel  Simmons  was  employed  for  three  years  in  the  disputed  territory  on  the 
N.E.  frontier  of  the  United  States  in  constructing  works  for  its  defence  and  in  making 
military  explorations.  Happening  to  be  in  Turkey  in  1853  he  was  specially  emjiloyed  by 
Lord  Stratford  de  Redcliffe  on  several  important  services:  joined  Omer  Pasha  in  March 
1854;  escorted  the  new  Governor  into  Silistria  after  the  former  one  had  been  killed,  and 
was  present  during  part  of  the  j^icge  of  that  fortress;  laid  out  and  threw  up  the  lines  of 
Slohodzie  and  (Jeorgevo  on  the  Danube,  having  entire  charge  of  t!ie  ojieration  wiih  '20,000 
men  of  all  aims  undtr  his  command,  a  Russian  army  of  70,000  men  being  within  seven 
miles:  was  present  during  the  occupation  of  Wallachia  and  had  frequent  charge  of  recon- 
nais-ances  ujion  the  enemy's  rear.  Went  to  tlie  Crimea  in  Dec.  1854  to  concert  with  the 
allied  Commanders  in-Chief  as  to  tlie  movements  of  the  Turkish  army  :  was  present  at  the 
battle  of  Eiipatoria,  laid  out  and  threw  up  the  entrenched  camp  round  that  phice  ;  after- 
wards was  belore  Sebastopol  from  April  1855  until  afttr  its  lall,  and  then  went  to  Mii;- 
grelia  and  was  present  at  the  forced  pa>6age  of  tlie  Ingur,  where  he  commanded  the  divi- 
sion which  crossed  the  river  and  turned  the  enemy's  position  capturing  his  wo:ks  and 
guns  :  Omer  Pasha  in  his  dispatch  attributed  the  success  of  the  day  chiefly  to  Lieut. -Col. 
Simmons.  He  served  as  Her  Majesty's  Commissioner  to  the  Ottoman  army  throughout 
the  war  and  was  employed  in  all  the  negotiations  having  reference  to  the  movements  of 
Omar  Pasha's  army.  Has  received  the  Crimean  -Medal  and  Clasp,  the  Turkish  Gold  Medal 
for  the  Daniibian  campaign,  the  Order  of  Jledjidie  3rd  Class,  and  a  Sword  of  Honor 
from  the  Turkish  Government ;  also  the  4th  Class  of  the  Legion  of  Honor. 

45  Lt.-Ci>lonel  Bent  went  to  Turkey  with  the  Eastern  expedition  in  April  1854;  served 
with  the  Turkish  army  on  the  Danube  from  June  to  Dec.  1854,  and  \v;is  present  at  the 
battle  of  Giurgevo.

War  Services  of  the  Officers  of  the  Roijal  Marines. 

1  General  Menzies  was  attached  to  Lord  Nelson's  squadron  off  Boulogne,  where  he  par- 
ticipated in  all  the  desperate  cutting-out  affiiirs  on  the  Frcncli  coast  against  Buonaparte's 
flotilla.  Commanded  a  detachment  of  Royal  Marines  landed  at  Port  Jackson  during  an  insur- 
rection of  convicts,  in  March  1804  ;  by  his  promptitude  and  exertions  the  town  of  Sydney,  and 
indeed  the  colony,  was  in  a  great  measure  preserved,  and  tranquillity  restored.  Ou  the  22nd 
June  1806,  be  was  in  one  of  the  boats  of  His  Majesty's  Ship  Minerva,  cutting  out  five  vessels 
from  under  Fort  Finisterre  ;  and  on  the  Uth  July  following  he  was  in  the  barge  which,  when 
50  miles  from  where  the  frigate  lay  at  anchor,  ciipturcil  by  boarding  the  Biicna  Dicfia  Spanish 
privateer,  of  three  times  the  force  of  the  boat,  after  a  sharp  conflict:  this  attack  was  planned  by 
General  Menzies.  Commanded  and  headed  the  Marines  at  the  storming  of  Fort  Finisterre, 
being  the  first  who  entered  the  Fort.  In  boats  catting  out  the  Spanish  vessel  of  war,  St.  Joseph, 
from  the  Bay  of  Arosa,  where  he  landed  and  made  prisoner  the  Spanish  Commodore,  who  de- 
livered to  him  his  sword.  Commanded  the  Marines  at  the  capture  of  Fort  Guardia.  Slightly 
wounded  cutting  out  the  French  corvette.  La  Moselle,  from  under  a  battery  in  Basque  Boads. 
Taking  of  Fort  Camarinus  and  gun-boats  from  under  its  protection.  Repeatedly  engaged  in 
severe  boat-actions,  end  against  batteries.  Right  arm  amputated.  Received  a  sword  of  honour 
from  the  Patriotic  Fund.  Commanded  the  Royal  :\Iarinc  Artillery  from  IS'57  to  1844.  Is  a 
Knight  of  Charles  the  3rd  of  Spain,  and  a  Knight  of  the  Tower  and  Sword  of  Portugal. 

2  General  Corytun  served  as  a  ^lidshipman  in  the  Royal  Navy,  on  board  the  Severn  and 
Hunter,  from  February  1800  until  December  1802,  and  was  engaged  with  the  batteries  at 
the  Isle  of  Bas.  In  1803  he  entered  the  Royal  Marines,  and  served  in  the  Spartiate,  off  Brest, 
in  the  "West  Indies,  and  at  Trafalgar,  in  which  battle  Captain  Sir  Francis  Laforey  states  that 
"Lieut.  Corytun  rendered  himself  conspicuous  by  his  gallant  conduct."  Embarked  in  1806 
in  the  Jrr/o,  and  served  until  1809  on  the  coast  of  Africa,  Canary  Isles,  West  Indies,  and 
Spanish  Main;  was  landed  in  command  of  a  detachment  at  Wiuebah,  on  the  coast  of  Africa, 
against  a  native  army;  at  the  storming  and  capture  of  a  battery  at  Teneriffe,  and  attempt  at 
cutting  out  an  enemy's  vessel  (severely  wounded).  Engaged  with  the  enemy  on  thirty  occasions 
— several  times  hand  to  hand— and  repeatedly  wounded.  General  Burn  stated  that  "  Lieut. 
Coryton  distinguished  himself  by  a  series  of  brilliant  and  successful  achievements  not  surpassed 
by  a  subaltern  of  any  Service."  Mentioned  for  "  conspicuous  zf  nl  and  gallantry  "  at  the  siege 
and  blockade  of  St.  Domingo,  and  at  the  battering  of  Fort  St.  Jerome  in  1809.  At  the  cutting 
out  of  the  French  NationalFelucca  Joseph,  oi  ap.ven  guns  and  sixty-two  men.  At  the  City  of 
St.  Domingo,  on  the  9th  March  18'J9,  he  commanded  the  gig,  which,  owing  to  her  superior 
pulling,  boarded  the  vessel  fifteen  minutes  before  the  other  boats;  he  maintained  himself  until 
their  arrival,  when  they  found  him  engaged  single-handed  with  eight  or  ten  of  the  enemy,  re- 
fusing to  surrender,  although  wounded  in  nine  different  places  with  sabres.  After  his  return  to 
England  he  was  voted  a  sword  from  the  Patriotic  bund.  Has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one 
Clasp. 

3  Lieut.-General  S.  B.  Ellis's  services:— The  general  action  with  the  combined  fleets  of 
Franco  and  Spain,  off  Cape  Finisterre,  22nd  .luly  180.");  battle  of  Trafalgar,  21st  October  fol- 
lowing; the  Walcheren  expedition  in  1809,  an<l  in  the  Laviuia, the  leading  frigate  often,  forcing 
the  passage  of  the  Scheldt  under  a  heavy  fire  from  the  batteries  of  Flushing  and  Cadsaud. 
Capture  of  the  island  ol  Gnadaloupe,  in  January  1810.  Employed,  in  1812  and  13,  off  the 
coasts  of  Frauee,  Spain,  and  Portugal.  Taking  of  tlie  American  frigate  PreshUnf,  January 
1814;  various  successful  affairs  of  Ijoats  in  North  .Vmorica.  Bombardment  and  rfductiou  of 
Fort  Munora  in  Scinde  in  February  1839;  and,  landing,  the  25th  of  the  following  month,  with 
the  detachment  of  his  corps  at  Bushire.  under  a  smart  fire  from  the  Persians,  for  the  protection 
of  the  East  Indiii  Cumpany'a  Politic-al  Resident,  and  in  possession  of  the  Residency  until  the 
30th,  when  that  agent  was  embarked  in  saf<  ty.  China  expedition,  and  as  .'onior  officer  in  com- 
mand of  the  Royal  Marin,  s  at  the  eapturc  of  Chusan  on  the  5tli  July  1840,  battle  <.f  Chuen- 
pee,  7th  January  1841,  wherein  he  commanded  th>'  ;idvance  (priiMoted  Brevet  Major j  ;  bom- 
bardment of  the  Bogue  Forts,  assault  and  capture  of  the  Island  of  North  W'antung,  26th 
February;  the  advance  on  Canton,  March  8th  ;  storming  and  taking  the  heights  and  forts 
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before  the  walls  of  Canton,  26th  May  (promoted  Lieut.-Colonel) ;  capture  of  the  strongly- 
fortified  Island  of  Colongso,  near  Amoy,  26th  August ;  2nd  capture  of  Chusan,  1st  October  ; 
assault  and  capture  of  citadel  and  city  of  Cbinhae,  lOtb  October  ;  advance  on  and  entry 
into  Ningpo,  13th  October  ;  in  garrison  and  command  of  Tay-woong-kaou  fortress  in  the 
river  and  near  to  Canton,  from  6tli  April  to  24th  May  1841;  and  on  similar  duties  at 
Ningpo  and  Chusan,  with  Battalion  of  Eoyal  Marines,  from  lOCh  October  to  27th  January 
1842,  following  (Medal  for  China  and  CB.,  also  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps), 

4  Lieut. General  Wearing  was  wounded  at  Trafalgar  (War  Medal  with  one  Clasp). 

5  Lieut.General  Willes's  services : — Sir  Richard  Strachan's  action,  4th  November  1805  ; 
West  Indies  1808  to  1812,  including  the  capture  of  the  city  of  St.  Domingo  in  1809  ;  South 
Beveland,  winter  of  1813;  operations  in  the  Chesapeahe\xa^tiX  Sir  George  Cockburn;  capture 
of  Washington  ;  advance  to  Baltimore,  in  1814  ;  capture  of  Cumberland  Island  on  the  coast 
of  Georgia,  and  of  the  town  of  Saint  Mary's,  1814  ;  coast  of  Africa,  1817  ;  East  Indies,  1832 
to  1835.     Various  boat  and  other  services.    Has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

6  Major  General  Delacombe  served  on  board  the  Tonnant  covering  the  embarkation 
of  Sir  John  Moore's  army  at  Corunna,  and  afterwards  in  various  boat  affairs  in  Basque 
Roads,  in  1809,  and  at  the  defence  of  Cadiz  the  following  year.  In  1812  he  was  at  the 
destruction  of  the  batteries  of  Languelia,  after  charging  with  the  bayonet  and  defeating  a 
battalion  of  the  French  52nd  Regiment  of  the  Line  of  a  very  superior  force.  In  1813  he 
was  on  board  the  Imperieuse  at  the  attack  on  the  batteries  and  tower  of  post  D'Anzo,  after 
which  he  was  landed  and  the  enemy  driven  from  their  posts,  which  were  destroyed,  and  a 
convoy  of  29  vessels  laden  with  ship  timber  for  Toulon  brought  out;  he  was  afterwards  at 
the  attack  on  Leghorn  under  Sir  Josias  Rowley.  Independent  of  the  above,  he  has  been 
employed  on  various  and  repeated  boat  service;  partially  engaged  with  the  French  fleet  off 
Toulon;  and  several  times  with  the  Neapolitan  squadron,  gun-boats,  and  batteries  in  the 
Bay  of  Naples. 

7  Major  General  Philips  served  as  a  Midshipman  on  board  H.M.S.  Belleisle  at  the  battle 
of  Trafalgar.  As  an  officer  of  Royal  Marines,  he  was  present  at  the  storming  of  three  of  the 
enemy's  entrenched  batteries  and  siege  of  Santa  Maura,  and  frequently  employed  in  boat 
affairs  on  the  coasts  of  Italy  and  Dalmatia.  In  April  1812  he  joined  the  first  Battalion  ; 
served  with  it  in  Spain  and  in  America,  including  the  storming  of  the  enemy's  entrenched 
camp  at  Hampton  in  Virginia,  and  frequent  affairs  with  the  enemy  there.  Detached  to 
Canada  and  served  under  Commodore  Sir  James  Yeo,  on  the  Lakes  Ontario,  Erie,  and 
Champiain.     Has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

8  Major  General  Graham  served  with  the  army  in  the  Battalion  formed  of  the  Marines  of  the 
squadron  at  the  taking  of  Walcheren  in  1809.  Also  served  in  the  1st  Battalion  in  Portugal 
and  in  operations  on  the  north  coast  of  Spain,  at  the  taking  and  defence  of  Castro.  Pro- 
ceeded with  the  battalion  to  America,  where  it  was  brigaded  under  Sir  Sidney  Beckwith  at 
the  attack  upon  Norfolk,  and  the  taking  of  Hampton,  and  sevei-al  small  places.  The  bri- 
gade being  broken  up,  he  went  with  the  battalion  to  Canada;  whilst  there,  he  was  sent 
with  a  detachment  in  command  of  a  division  of  gun  boats  to  attack  a  battery  at  the  head 
of  Lake  Champiain,  with  which  they  were  engaged  some  hours.  Returned  with  the  bat- 
talion to  the  coast  of  America,  and  was  at  the  attack  and  taking  of  Fort  Point  Petre  and 
the  town  of  St.  Mary's,  in  Georgia;  shortly  after  his  promotion  in  1837,  he  exchanged  to 
join  the  battalion  in  Spain.  He  was  afterwards  at  the  demonstration  before  Nankin  in 
China  (Medal).  Commanded  the  R.  M.  Battalion  in  the  Brigade  under  General  Jones, 
acting  in  conjunction  with  the  French  army  at  the  bombardment  and  surrender  of  the 
forts  at  Bomarsund,  Aland  Isles,  in  Aug.  1854  (Modal  and  CB.). 

9  Major  General  Wesley  served  in  a  Battalion  of  Marines  formed  from  the  squadron  under 
Sir  Alex.  Cochrane  at  the  attack  and  capture  of  Guadaloupe,  St.  Martin's  and  St.  Eustatia 
in  1810.  In  blockading  squadrons  off  Brest,  L'Orient,  and  Basque  Roads,  including  several 
successful  boat  affairs  under  the  Batteries  of  Rochelle  and  Isle  d'Aix  in  1811.  In  coast 
operations,  north  of  Spain;  and,  with  the  1st  Battalion  of  Marines,  in  Portugal,  in  1812. 
At  the  attack  on  Norfolk,  and  the  entrenched  camp  of  Hampton,  &c.  in  the  Chesapeake. 
Served  the  campaigns  of  1813  and  14  at  the  advanced  posts  in  Lower  Canada,  and  in 
command  of  a  division  of  seven  gun-boats  employed  blockading  the  enemy's  flotilla  at 
Platsburg.  At  the  defence  of  La  Cole  Mill.  Adjutant  to  a  Light  Corps  formed  of  the 
flank  companies  of  the  2nd  West  India  Regiment  and  Marine  Battalions  at  the  attack  and 
capture  of  Fort  Peter,  the  fortified  positions  of  St.  Mary's  and  Cumberland  Island  (coast 
of  Georgia).  In  command  of  a  detachment  of  Artillery  in  II. 'M.'Si.  Phaeton  assisted  in 
repelling  an  attack  of  Algerine  gun-boats  in  1821.  Adjutant  to  a  battalion  under  Colonel 
Owen  serving  in  co-operation  with  the  Spanish  army  in  1836-7,  including  the  affair  before 
Fuentarabia,  11  July  1836,  the  field  actions  of  the  10th,  12th,  and  14th  March,  and  of 
Hernani,  16  March  1837.  Served  as  Captain  in  the  same  battalion  imtil  the  Force  under 
Lord  John  Hay  was  withdrawn  in  1840.  He  has  received  the  Military  War  Medal  with 
one  Clasp  for  Guadaloupe,  and  is  a  Knight  1st  Class  of  St.  Fernando. 

10  Major  General  Brown's  services: — attack  on  French  forts  at  Ciota  June  1812  ;  attack 
and  capture  of  the  town  of  L'Escalia,  in  the  Bay  of  Rosas,  1812;  partial  engagement  with 
the  French  fleet,  near  Toulon,  1813 ;  attack  of  Algiers;  destruction  of  Greek  phates  at  Porto 
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Uono,  Isle  of  Candia,  June  1826.     Has  recoived  the  War  Aledal  with  one  Clasp,  as  also 
the  Turkish  Medal  for  services  on  the  Coast  of  Syria  in  1840-41. 

11  Colonel  Hurdle  was  at  the  attack  on  the  forts  and  harbour  of  Courageaux  in  1815  ; 
and  battle  of  Navuriuo  in  IS'27  (War  AMednl  witli  one  Clasp).  He  served  diirina:  the  revo- 
lutionary war  in  Greece  in  18"J8,  and  received  the  Cross  of  the  llcdeemer  of  Groice.  Was 
present  iu  tlio  eiiu:iigenunt  at  Puiila  Obliy:ada  in  the  river  Parana  on  tlie  iiOtli  Nov.  1845, 
for  which  he  rictivc<l  the  Brevet  rank  of  Major.  Conunanded  the  liri<iade  of  Royal 
Marines  serving  with  the  army  in  the  Crimea,  including:  the  battle  of  Balaklava,  siey:e  and 
fall  of  Sebastopol  in  1854-55;  commanded  tiie  :2nd  Brigade  of  tlie  Army  at  the  surrender 
of  Kinbourn  (Medal  and  Clasps,  Cli.,  Aide-de-Camp  to  the  Queen,  Officer  of  the 
Legion  of  Honor,  Sardinian  Medal,  and  3rd  Class  of  the  Mcdjidie). 

12  Colonel  Dwyer  served  in  the  blockading  squadrons  off  Flushing,  the  Texel,  and 
off  Brest.  Since  the  peace  he  has  served  in  the  East  and  West  Indies,  and  the  Mediter- 
ranean. 

13  Colonel  Parke's  services: — Co-operation  with  the  Spanish  forces  and  Legion  near  San 
Sebastian,  and  under  Espartero  in  raising  the  siege  of  Bilboa  (Knight  1st  Class  St.  Fer- 
nando). 

14  Colonel  Stransham  served  at  the  battle  of  Navarino,  21st  Oct.  1827  (War  Medal 
and  Clasp).  Served  on  the  China  expedition  in  1840-41  (Medal);  was  Adjutant  and 
Brigade-Major  at  the  attack  on  Chiicnpce;  commanded  the  Royal  Marines  at  the  storming 
of  the  Whami)oo  batteries,  at  the  reduction  of  Macao  Fort  which  he  garrisoned  and  com- 
manded:  at  the  capture  of  several  small  forts  on  17th  March  1841,  lie  was  severely 
wounded  by  an  explosion,  and  mentioned  for  his  gallantry  ;  was  Adjutant  at  the  capture  of 
Canton,  and  until  the  end  of  the  war:  for  these  services  he  received  the  Brevet  rank 
of  Major  on  obtaining  his  Company.  Served  with  the  combined  expedition  to  the  Baltic 
from  March  to  July  1854  (Medal). 

15  Colonel  Rea  served  with  the  R.  M.  Battalion  on  the  north  coast  of  Spain  against 
the  Carlists  in  183"-38  ;   and  witli  the  combined  expedition  to  the  Baltic  in  1854  (^leiial). 

IG  Colonel  Anderson  was  at  the  battle  of  Navarino  in  1827  ;  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  action  he  boarded,  with  his  men,  one  of  the  Turkish  ships,  and  captured  the 
flag:  the  following  day  he  was  a  volunteer  in  the  boats  for  the  purpose  of  cutting  out  the 
ill-shore  squadron.

28  Captains  Pengelley  and  M'Arthur  served  with  the  expedition  to  the  Baltic  in  18.55 
(Medal).     Captain  Pengelley  has  also  the  Silver  INledal  from  the  Royal  Humane  Society. 

29  Lt.Colonel  Hocker  served  in  Syria  in  1840  and  was  at  the  storming  of  Sidon  and 
bombardment  of  Acre  (Medal  and  Clasp,  and  Turkish  Medal).  Commanded  a  Battalion 
on  the  China  expedition  of  1857-58,  including  the  blockade  of  the  Canton  river,  the 
landing  before  and  storming  of  Canton. 

30  Lt.-Col.  Simon  Fraser  served  throughout  the  campaign  in  Syria  (Medal  and  Clasp, 
and  Turkish  Medal),  including  the  storming  and  capture  of  Sidon  (in  command  of  three 
companies  which  forced  the  Citadel  Gate),  surrender  of  Beyrout,  bombardment  and  capture 
of  St.  Jean  d'Acre.

51  CaptainTimpson  served  as  Adjutant  to  the  Royal  Marine  Battalion  in  1842  at  the  cap- 
ture of  "Tsecke  and  heights  of  Segoan,  attack  on  the  hill  defences  and  capture  of  Chapoo, 
capture  of  the  batteries  and  city  of  Woosung,  capture  of  the  batteries  of  Le  Shau,  assault 
and  capture  of  Chin  Kiang  Foo,  and  landing  before  Nankin  (Medal).

DUTIES  AND  ORGANIZATION. 
The  Commissariat  are  charged  with  the  following  duties  : — In  the  Field  they  have  custody  of 
the  Military  Chest,  and  provide  and  pay  for  everything  necessary  for  the  subsistence  and  trans- 
port of  an  army.  On  stations  abroad,  they  have  charge  of  the  Military  Chests,  negotiate  Bills  of 
supply,  and  receive  all  surplus  moneys  from  the  public  departments,  as  also  moneys  for  remit- 
tance to  England.  They  make  advances  to  Regimental  Paymasters  on  account  of  the  Pay  of  the 
Troops,  and  to  the  Heads  of  the  Ordnance  and  Naval  Departments,  on  account  of  their  respective 
services.  Tiiey  pay  in  detail  the  Staff,  all  money  allowances  and  contingencies ;  also  the  Half- 
Pay  and  retired  allowances,  Chelsea  Pensions,  Widows'  Pensions,  Compassionate  allowances, and 
Naval  Pensions,  &c.,  to  all  persons  resident  at  the  several  stations.  They  contract  and  pay  for 
Provisions  required  on  the  spot  for  the  supjily  of  the  Troops,  and  for  land  and  water  transport. 
In  the  West  Indies  they  pay  in  detail  the  Assistant  Commissioners  and  Stipendiary  Magistrates 
under  the  Provisions  of  the  Slave  Compensation  Act:  at  some  stations  they  perform  the  duties 
of  Naval  Agents.  In  Canada,  Nova  Scotia,  and  Jamaica,  they  pay  the  Ecclesiastical  Establish- 
ments, and  ar,  the  former  they  have  the  custody  and  issue  of  Indian  Presents,  and  charge  of  the 
Locks  and  Collection  of  the  Tolls  on  the  canals  connected  with  the  St.  Lawrence.  In  Australia, 
they  supply  Provisions,  Clothing,  and  Stores,  of  all  descriptions  for  convict  services.  They  enter 
into  contracts  for  Ordnance  Stores,  Building  Materials,  &c.,  on  the  spot,  and  provide  and  pay  for 
supplies  for  Army  Hospitals,  superintend  the  issue  of  provisions,  forage,  fuel,  aud  light  in  kind 
made  by  Contractors,  and  issue  such  articles  of  Provision  as  are  sent  out  for  the  use  of  the 
Troops  from  England.  Their  duties  are  blended  with  the  Army,  Ordnance,  Navy,  and  many- 
other  branches  of  the  public  service.  They  arc  under  the  ordoj-s  of  and  responsible  for  the  execu- 
tion of  their  duties  to  the  General  or  Officers  commanding  at  the  various  stations,  and  receive 
their  instructions  from  the  War  Department. 

— Deputy  Commissary  General, 
of  five  years'  standing,  as  Colonel ;  under  five  years'  standing  as  Lieut.Colonel. — Assistant  Com- 
missary General,  as  Major. — Deputy  Assistant  Commissary  General,  as  Captain. — Acting 
Denutv  Assistant  Commissarv  General  as  Liijut^nant.

the  fall  of  Sebastopol  (Medal  and  three  Clasps,  CB.,  and  Knight  of  the  Legion  of  Honor).

1  Dr.  Andrew  Fergusson  served  in  the  American  war. 

2  Mr.  Melvin  served  at  the  capture  of  Guadaloupe  in  1815. 

4  Dr.  MacAndi-ew  served  in  the  expedition  to  Walcheren  in  1809,  including  the  taking  of  Terveer 
and  Fort  Ramakins,  and  siege  of  Flushing,  also  with  the  army  in  South  Beveland.  Served  in  the 
Peninsula  in  Lord  Hill's  Division  from  1811  to  1813,  was  present  at  the  siege  of  Badajoz,  retreat 
from  Burgos.  Was  present  at  the  capture  of  Fort  Minora,  and  the  surrender  of  Kurrachee,  Lower 
Scinde.  Senior  medical  officer  of  the  army  sent  for  the  relief  of  the  force  employed  against  the 
Fort  of  Kujjuck,  Upper  Scinde.  Present  during  the  investment  of  Candahar,  end  of  1841  and 
beginning  of  1842,  Senior  medical  officer  of  the  force  sent  for  the  relief  of  Kelat-i-Ghilzie;  senior 
medical  officer  of  Sir  W.  Nott's  army  from  October  1841  to  the  1st  Jan.  1843,  present  at  the  actions 
of  Kallee  Shuk,  Runja  Ruk,  Panjwaure,  and  Tilloo  Khan,  Baba  "Walla,  battle  of  Gowine,  storm- 
ing the  heights  of  Bellool  (Ghuznee),  capture  of  Ghuznee,  affairs  of  Bene  Bedam  and  Mydam, 
affair  with  the  rear-guard  from  Soorkab  to  Gundamuck  (Khoord  Cabul  Pass),  affair  with  the 
rear-guard  from  Lundikhana  to  Ali  Musjeed  (Khyber  Pass).

Served  with  the  army  at  Scutari  and  in  Bulgaria ;  accompanied  it  to  the 
Crimea,  and  was  present  at  the  affair  of  Bulganac,  battles  of  Alma,  Balaklava,  and  Inkerman, 
sortie  on  26th  Oct.,  opening  of  the  siege  of  Sebastopol,  and  every  succeeding  bombardment  until  its 
fall;  was  noticed  in  Lord  Raglan's  Dispatches  of  11th  Nov.  1854,  "  for  his  able  exertions  as  deserving 
of  being  most  honourably  mentioned"  (Medal  and  Clasps,  CB.,  and  4th  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

7  Dr.  Dempster  served  with  38th  Regt.  throughout  the  Burmese  war,  including  the  capture  of  Ran- 
goon,storm  and  capture  of  thestockades  of  Kincardine  and  Kamaroot,  battlesof  Rangoon,  Kokein,  &c. 

12  Doctor  Atkinson  served  the  campaign  of  1847  in  KafFraria,  under  Sir  George  Berkeley  (Medal). 
The  following  year  he  accompanied  Sir  Harry  Smith's  expedition  over  the  Orange  River  against  the 
insurgent  Boers,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Boem  Plaats — remaining  on  [the  field  with  the 
wounded,  the  troops  having  pursued  the  enemy  onwards.

14  Doctor  Forrest  served  in  the  expedition  against  the  Rajah  of  Kolapore  in  1827.  Also  in  the 
expedition  against  the  Insurgent  Boers  beyond  the  Orange  River,  South  Africa,  in  1845;  and  in  the 
Kaffir  war  of  184()  (Medal).  Was  in  medical  charge  of  the  3rd  Division  of  the  Eastern  Army  at  Gal- 
lipoli and  Bulgaria,  and  accompanied  the  expedition  to  the  Crimea  in  Sept.  1854;  was  present  at 
the  battlesof  Alma  and  Inkerman,  and  siege  of  Sebastopol;  and  was  noticed  in  Lord  Raglan's 
Dispatch  after  Inkerman,  "for  his  able  exertions  as  deserving  to  be  most  honourably  mentioned" 
(Medal  and  three  Clasps,  and  4th  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

15  Mr.  Humfrey  served  at  the  siege  of  Sebastopol  in  1854-55  (Medal  and  Clasj),  and  4th  Class  of 
the  Medjidie). 

10  Doctor  Lawson  was  present  at  the  storm  and  destruction  of  the  fortified  native  Mandingo 
town  of  Sabajee,  on  the  Gambia,  1st  June  1853.  Served  in  the  Crimea  from  8th  November  1854  to 
15  Jan.  55  (Medal  and  Clasp  for  Sebastopol,  and  4th  Class  of  the  Medjidie). 

17  Mr.  Taylor  served  with  the  29th  the  Sutlej  campaign  of  1845-46,  including  the  battles  of 
FevozeshaU  and  Sobraon  (Medal  and  Clasp) ;  and  with  the  80th  Regt.  the  Burmese  war  of  1852-53,

tith.  Hai  he  eertiticafes  of  ability  and  fitness  from  officers  under  whom  he  served  ? 
N.B.  Officers  under  or  above  the  rank  of  t'aptuin,  or  whose  appointment  wouiJ  involve  immediate  Brevet  rank, 
or  nhu,  having  received  the  difference,  are  not  prepared  to  repay  it,  are  ineligible  fur  the  appointment  of  Staff 
Officer  of  Pensioners. 

fVar  Services  of  Staff  Officers  of  Pensioners. 

1  Colonel  Crofton  was  appointed  Persian  interpreter  to  tlie  force  under  Brigadier-General  Litchfield, in  August 
1832,  and  served  with  it  througliout  the  arduous  operations  in  Parkur,  and  against  the  tribes  in  the  X.W.  Desert, 
wliirh  ended  in  the  taking  of  Balmeer. 

2  M^or  Middleraore  served  in  tlie  latlcr  part  of  the  Kaffir  war  of  18t6-J7;  also  throughout  that  of  1851-63 
(Medal)  as  second  senior  officer  of  the  Reserve  Battalion  9lRt  Regiment,  and  frequently  commanded  it  in  various 
engagements,  and  was  ))resent  in  every  affair  the  Battalion  was  engaged  in  during  the  war;  commanded  120 
men  with  Eyre's  Division  in  his  first  attack  on  the  Amatolas  and  Noble  Valley. 

3  Captain  Sinclair  served  the  campaign  of  1814  in  Holland  as  a  volunteer, and  was  severely  wounded  at  the  attack 
on  the  fortified  village  of  Merxem  on  the  2nd  Feb.  1814. 

4  Lt.-Col.  Orange  served  in  the  Burmese  war  in  1825,  and  has  received  the  Indian  War  Medal  for  Ava. 

5  Lt.-Col.  Du  Vernet  served  with  the  45th  Regiment  in  tlie  Burmese  war  in  I825-2C. 

6  .Miyor  Wood  served  in  H.  M.  S.  ^^iger,  of  38  guns,  at  the  caiiture  of  the  French  frigate.  La  Ceres, of  46  guns  ; 
also  the  .\merican  privateer  Dart,  and  the  re-capture  of  the  Knglish  ship,  Adventure. 

7  Major  J.  P.  Pigolt  served  with  the  32nd  Regiment  at  the  1st  and  2nd  siege  operations  before  Mooltan,  in- 
cluding the  attack  on  the  suburbs  on  the  27tli  Dec.  1848,  storm  and  capture  of  the  city,  and  surrender  of  the 
fortress;  was  also  present  at  llie  surrender  of  the  fort  and  garrison  of  Cheniote,  and  battle  of  Goojerat  (Medal 
and  Clasps).  Served  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854-55  with  the  Ambulance  Corps  (Medal  and  Clasps,  and 
Brevet  Major). 

8  Lt.-Ciil.  Forbes  served  in  the  Cape  Mounted  Riflemen  in  the  Kaffir  campaigns  of  1834-5. 

y  M:ijor  Ready  served  as  .\djutant  of  the  llth  Light  Dragoons  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  Bhurtpore  in  1825-6 
(Medal). 

10  Major  Tench  served  with  the  45th  Regiment  during  the  Kaffir  war  of  1846-47  (Medal),  and  was  afterwards 
present  in  the  action  with  the  insurgent  Boers  at  Boein  Plaats. 

11  Colonel  Campbell  served  in  llie  Peninsula  with  tlie  4th  Portuguese  Regt.  from  20  May  1810  to  the  end  of  that 
war  in  1814,  including  the  battle  of  Busaco,  Lines  of  Torres  Vedras,  action  of  Campo  Mayor,  battle  of  Albuhera, 
first  and  second  sieges  of  Badajoz,  action  at  Arroyo  de  Moliiio,  battles  of  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  Pampeliina  (severely 
wounded  in  the  side):  on  the  27th  July  with  the  Company  he  commanded  he  defended  the  hill  where  the  principal 
attack  of  that  day  was  made,  and  drove  the  French  thrice  from  it  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet,  for  which  he  was 
promoted  to  the  Brevet  Rank  of  Captain  in  the  Portuguese  Army,  as  stated  in  the  Gazette  of  llth  Aug,  1813— 
"  Em  consequenua  da  sua  boa  condiicla  no  Campo  de  Batalha."  Also  present  at  the  battle  of  tlie  Nive  on  9tli 
Dec,  and  in  that  before  Bayonne  on  the  I3lh  December.  On  the  20tli  Dec.  1813  he  commanded  four  companies 
of  his  Rf  gt.,  with  which  he  look  the  Island  of  Holriague  on  the  river  Adour,  and  captured  a  number  of  prisoners 
and  a  quantity  of  provisions  and  forage,  \*hieli  were  f.>rwarded  to  Lord  Hill's  head-quarters.  Afterwards  present 
at  the  battle  of  Orthes,  the  action  at  Aire,  and  battle  of  Toulouse.  Head  severely  injured  24th  June  1813,  when 
pursuing  the  enemy  to  Pampeluna.  Has  received  the  Silver  War  Medal  with  seven  Clasps,  and  a  Gold  Cross 
from  the  King  of  Portugal  for  his  services  in  five  campaigns. 

12  Colonel  Trevor  served  the  campaign  of  1814  in  Holland;  and  that  of  181 5  in  Flanders  and  France,  and  was 
present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo  and  captures  of  Cambray  and  Paris. 

13  Lt.-Col  Mounsieven  served  the  campaign  of  1815,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

14  Mnjor  Cruice  served  with  the  6th  Regiment  in  the  Kaffir  war  in  1851  (Medal). 

15  Major  Willson  served  as  Adjutant  to  the  Royal  >rar.nes  of  the  Mediterranean  fleet;  in  that  capacity  with 
the  1st  Battalion  in  the  operations  on  the  coast  of  Syria  (Naval  War  .Medal,  and  one  from  the  Sultan);  wiis  at 
the  attack  and  capture  of  Sidon  ;  and  on  board  the  Princess  Charlotte  at  the  battle  of  St.  Jean  d'Acre.  SerNed 
four  vearsin  the  Royal  Navy  prior  to  Ins  appointment  as  Second  Lieutenant. 

16  Captain  Sharp  served  in  the  2nd  Bait,  of  the  Eoyals  in  Canada  during  the  rebellion  in  1838.  Landed 
with  the  Battalion  in  the  Crimea  on  the  22nU  April  1855,  and  was  at  the  siege  and  fall  of  Scbastopol  (Medal  aud  Clasp, 
and  5tli  Class  of  the  Mec^idie). 

!7  Captain  Steele  served  at  the  capture  of  Java  in  1811  as  an  officer  of  Royal  Marines, and  has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

18  Capt.  Peddie  served  in  Holland  with  the  21st  Fusiliers  in  1813  and  14,  aud  was  present  at  the  attack  on 
Menem,  the  bumbardinent  of  the  French  fleet  at  Antwerp,  and  assault  on  Bergen-op-Zoom. 

lU  Captain  Chester  served  with  the  53id  Regt.  in  the  Sutlcj  campaign  of  1845-10,  including  the  affair  at  Buddi- 
wal,  and  b.ittles  of  Aliwal  (wounded)  and  Sobiaon  (severely  wounded  by  a  musket  ball  through  tlic  body): 
ilcdal  and  Cla>p. 

20  Major  Follows  was  present  with  the  43rd  Light  Infantry  in  the  attack  on  New  Orleans  in  Jan.  1815.  He 
landed  with  his  Regt.  at  Oaten<l  on  the  I8II1  June  following,  and  was  present  at  the  capture  of  Paris. 

21  Captain  George  Frtd.  Moore  served  with  the  lotli  Reg",  in  the  early  part  of  the  siege  operations  before 
Muoltan  in  1848  iMedal),  including  the  uft'air  of  the  9th  Sept.,  and  the  storming  of  the  enemy's  strongly- 
entrenehed  position  ;  was  severely  wounded  in  the  thigli  on  4tli  November. 

22  Major  William  O'Neill  served  as  a  >oluntecr  with  the  83rd  Regt.  from  1st  Feb.  1812  to  the  12th  of  August 
following,  wlien  he  was  appointed  to  an  ensigncy  in  that  regiment,  present  with  it  at  the  battle  of  Salamanca 
capture  of  Madrid  and  the  Retiro,  retreat  from  .Madrid  and  Salamanca,  battle  of  Vittoria,  blockade  of  Pampeluna, 
battles  of  the  Pyrenees  Urom  27th  to  3oth  July),  Nivelle,  Nive,  and  Orthes,  actions  of  Sauvelerre,  Vic  Bigorre,  and 
Tarbet,  and  battle  of  Toulouse,  besides  several  afl'airs  and  skirmishes  :  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  eight 
Clasps.  He  served  afterwards  in  Ceylon  during  the  Kandian  war  in  1817,  18,  and  19,  and  was  the  individual 
oflicer  who  made  the  two  Kandian  chiefs,  together  with  many  of  their  followers,  prisoners,  which  at  once  put  an 
end  to  that  formidable  rebellion,  and  lor  which  he  received  the  thanks,  in  General  Orders,  of  the  Governor  and 
Commander-in-Chief  Sir  Robert  Brownrigg,  as  also  of  the  Duko  of  Yorlt. 

23  C.lonel  Graham  has  the  3rd  Class  01  the  .Medjidie  for  Service  wiih  the  late  Turkish  Contingent. 

24  Major  Graves  served  with  the  18th  in  China  (Medal)  from  Sept.  1840  to  June  1847,  and  w«»  present  at  the 
tlormin.'  and  capture  of  the  heights  atwve  Ceiilon,  attack  and  capture  of  Amoy,  second  capture  of  Chusan,  attack 
and  capture  of  the  h<  ichU  of  Chinghae,  occupation  of  Ningpo,  and  repulse  of  tlie  night-atiack,  attack  and  capture 
of  the  enemy's  entrenched  ramp  on  the  heights  of  Sigoan,  attack  and  capture  ol  Chapoo,  Woosung,  Shanghai, 
and  Chin  Kiang  Foo,  and  demonstration  before  Nankin.  He  was  also  present  at  the  operations  in  tlie  Canton 
river,  under  .\lajor-Gen.  D'Aguilar  in  April  1647,  and  was  silccted  as  the  officer  to  remain  in  command  at  the 
Factories  when  the  force  was  withdrawn,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  and  drilling  the  Associated  Gentlemen 
Volunteers  at  Canton. 

25  Lieut.-Colonel  Thomson  commanded  the  Engineers  and  corps  of  Pontoniers  during  the  campaign  in  Arra- 
can  in  1824.  and  was  present  at  the  attacks  on  Paddowa,  Mahatee,  and  Arracan  city  (Medal).  In  1838  was 
appointed  Chief  Engineer  to  the  array  of  the  Indus,  and  commanded  the  detachments  of  British  troops  which  first 
crossed  that  river;  afterwards  constructed  a  bridge  of  boats  over  jt.for  which  he  received  thanks  in  Oeoeral  Orders, 
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as  also  for  opening  a  passage  for  the  army  through  the  Bolan  Pass  and  over  the  Amran  Mountains.  Reconnoitred 
the  fortress  of  Ghuznee  and  proposed  a  plan  of  attack,  which  being  successful,  he  received  the  thanks  of  the 
Commander-in-Chief,  and  afterwards  of  the  Governor-General  of  India  (Medal  and  CB.). 

26  Lt.-Col.  Sampson  served  the  campaign  in  Tuscany,  and  was  in  the  action  belore  Genoa,  and  at  the  capture  of 
that  city  in  1S14.  Served  in  the  expedition  to  the  Chesapeak,  and  was  in  the  action  at  Bladensburg,  and  at  the 
capture  of  Washington,  24th  Aue;.  1814;.  I'resent  in  the  action  before  Baitimoie,  Sept.  1814.  Served  in  Fiurida, 
anil  was  in  the  action  before  New  Orleans  8th  Jan.  1815  ;  also  at  the  capture  of  Fort  Bowyer. 

27  Captain  Wily  served  the  campaign  on  the  Sutlej  (Medal  and  three  Clasps),  including  the  battles  of  Moodkce 
Ferozeshah,  Aliwal,  and  Sobraon,  in  which  last  engagement,  and  during  the  hottest  part  of  the  contest,  he  suc- 
ceeded to  the  command  of  the  50th  East.,  and  brought  it  out  of  the  action  :  his  gallantry  in  the  hand-to-hand 
conflict  with  the  enemy  attracted  and  called  forth  the  marked  and  written  approbation  of  Sir  Harry  Smith  and 
Brigadier  Penny,  and  for  which  he  was  noted  by  Lord  Gough  "  as  one  worthy  of  reward  for  meritorious  conduct 
in  action  with  the  enemy." 

28  Captain  M'Nair  served  during  the  American  war  in  the  campaigns  of  1813  and  14  on  the  borders  of  Lake 
Ontaria,  and  on  the  Niagara  frontier,  including  the  investment  of  Fort  George,  action  at  Black  Rock  and  capture 
of  the  town  of  Buffalo^  siege  of  Fort  Erie,  and  the  action  at  the  sortie,  17th  Sept.  1814,  beside  other  affairs. 
Prisoner  of  war  about  six  months. 

29  Lt.-Colonel  Bruce  served  as  Assistant  Adjutant  General  to  the  Force  under  Sir  George  D'Aguilar  in  1857, 
which  captured  the  Bogne,  Bocca  Tigris,  and  Barrier  Forts  in  the  Canton  River,  mounting  in  all  879  pieces  of 
heavy  ordnance.    He  was  also  present  at  the  operations  before  Canton. 

31  Captain  Dore  served  with  the  Biifis  in  the  battle  of  Punniar  (Medal).  Served  with  the  20th  Rcgt.  at  the 
siege  of  Sebastopol  (wounded)  from  the  11th  July  1855,  also  at  the  capture  of  Kinbourn  (Mtdal  &  Clasp). 

82  Captain  James  MacQueen  served  wiih  I6th  Lancers  throughout  the  campaign  of  1S3S-39  in  Affghanistan , 
and  was  present  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  Ghuznee  (Medal).  He  was  afterwaids  present  at  the  battle  of  Maha- 
rajpore  on  the  29th  Dec.  1843  (Medal) ;  served  also  in  the  Sutlej  campaign  in  1846,  and  was  present  at  the  atiair 
of  Buddiwal,  and  battles  of  Aliwal  (wounded),  and  Sobraon  (Medal  and  Clasp).  He  was  present  with  the  3rd  Lt. 
Dre.  throughout  the  Punjaub  campaign  of  1848-9,  including  the  atiair  of  Ramnuggur,  the  passage  of  the  Chenab 
at  Wuzzeerabad  on  the  1st  Dec.  1848  with  the  force  under  Sir  Joseph  Thackwell,  action  of  Sadoolupore,  and  battles 
of  Chillianwallah  and  Goojerat  (Medal  and  two  Clasps). 

33  Miijor  Mackinnon  served  with  the  16th  L;incers  in  the  campaign  in  Affghanistan  of  1838-39  under  Lord 
Keane,  and  was  present  at  the  siege  and  capture  of  Ghuznee  (Medal).  Several  also  throughout  the  Sutlej  campaign 
of  1845-46,  and  was  present  at  the  affair  of  Buddiwal  (chaiger  killed  under  him  by  a  round  shot),  and  battles  of 
Aliwal  and  Sobraon  (Medal  and  Clasp). 

34  Major  Meik  served  with  the  16th  Lancers  throughout  the  campaign  in  Afighaiiistan,  under  Lord  Keane, 
including  the  siege  and  capture  of  Ghuznee  (Medal).  He  was  also  present  in  the  battle  of  Maharajpore  (Medal), 
on  the  29th  Dec.  1843;  and  in  1846  he  served  in  the  camjiaign  on  the  Sutlej  (Medal),  including  the  actions  at 
Buddiwal,  Aliwal,  and  Sobraon.

26  Cap:ain  J.  C.  Burton  served  on  the  eastern  coast  of  Spain  from  March  1813  to  the  end  of 
that  war  in  1814. 

27  Captain  John  Campbell  (h.  p.  26  F.)  served  at  New  Orleans  with  the  5th  West  India  regt. 

28  C-ipiuiu  William  Campbell  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  30th  from  August  1811  to 
June  1813,  including  the  siege  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  siege  and  storming  of  Badujoz,  battle  of

40t  Cajitain  Ctaig  hervtd  as  a  Lieutenant  in  the  62nd  Ii<^'gt.  in  the  Suthj  campaijin  iu  1845, 
and  was  present  at  thr  battle  of  Fer<  zesbah  (Medal),  where  he  was  severely  Mounded  by  a 
caunuu  ball,  causing  amputation  of  tht-  right  arm. 

41  Captain  Cret^wciJ  served  with  the  89tii  Regt.  at  the  feiege  of  Sebastopol  from  loth  Der . 
1864  to  loth  Feb.  1855  (Medal  and  Claf^p). 
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42  Captain  Crooksbank,  when  proceeding  to  Van  Diemen's  Land  in  charge  of  a  convict 
guard,  received  several  severe  wounds  by  the  accidental  discharge  of  a  pistol,  in  an  attempt 
made  by  the  prisoners  to  surprise  the  guard. 

43  Captain  Curtis  served  at  Walcheren  in  1809,  and  was  present  at  the  attack  of  Ter  Vere 
and  siege  of  Flushing. 

44  Captain  Davtrn  served  with  the  88th  at  the  attack  on  Buenos  Ayres,  5th  July  1807.  At 
the  defence  of  Cadiz  in  1809  and  10;  subsequent  campaigns  in  the  Peninsula,  including  the  pur- 
suit of  the  French  from  the  Lines  of  Torres  Vedras,  action  at  Sabugal,  battle  of  Fuenies  d'Onor, 
second  siege  of  Badajoz,  action  at  El  Bodon,  siege  and  capture  of  Ciudad  Eodrigo,  third  siege 
and  capture  of  Badajoz  (wounded  at  the  as.'.ault),  battles  of  Salamanca,  Viitoria,  Pampeluna,  and 
the  P}  renees;  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  battles  of  Nivelle,  Nive,  and  Orthes  (wounded)  ;  actions  at 
Vic  Bigorre,  Tarbes,  and  Hasparen,  battle  vi  Toulouse,  and  various  other  minor  affairs.  Served 
afterwards  in  the  American  war  and  was  present  in  the  action  in  Plattsburg.

45  Captain  Henry  John  Davies  served  with  the  32nd  Regt.  at  the  2nd  siege  operations 
before  Mooltan,  including  the  attack  on  the  suburbs  on  the27chDec.  1848,  storm  and  capture 
of  the  city,  and  surrender  of  the  fortress.  Also  present  at  the  surrender  of  the  fort  and 
garrison  of  Cheniote,  and  at  the  battle  of  Goojerat  (Medal  and  Clasps). 

46  Captain  Alfred  Davis  was  present  with  a  squadron  of  the  22ud  Light  Dragoons  at  the 
battle  of  Maheidpore,  21st  Dec.  1817  ;  and  at  the  taking  of  Talneir  in  1818. 

47  Captain  Joseph  Douglas  served  as  Snd  Lieut.  R.  Marines  on  board  H.  M.  S.  Hindostan  in 
the  North  Sea,  off  Texel,  in  1804,  watching  the  movements  of  the  Dutch  Fleet.  On  4th  June 
1805  was  employed  in  the  boats  of  the  Loire  cutting  out  the  boats  of  the  Confiance,  490  tons, 
off  Muros  Bay,  coast  of  Spain,  and  storming  two  batteries  under  Sir  James  Yeo  (Medal).  On 
24th  Nov.  1805  on  board  the  Loire  during  the  engagement  with  and  capture,  off  Rochfort,  of 
the  French  44  gun  frigate  Libre.  In  1808  he  was  gazetted  to  an  Ensigncy  in  the  32nd  Foot, 
and  the  following  year  served  on  the  Walcheren  expedition,  siege  of  Flushing,  and  ascent  of 
the  Scheldt.  In  Dec.  1810  promoted  to  Lieut,  in  the  45th,  with  which  Regiment  he  served  the 
Peninsular  campaigns  of  1813  and  14,  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes, 
and  Toulouse,  at  which  last  he  was  severely  wounded  in  the  right  arm  by  a  musket  ball,  when 
carrying  the  King's  color:  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps. 

48  Captain  John  Dowman  served  with  the  40th  Regt.  throughout  the  operations  at  Candahar 
and  in  Affghanistan,  ia  1841  and  42  (Medal).  Served  as  Aide-de-camp  to  Major-General 
Dennis  in  the  action  at  Maharajpore  on  the  29th  Dec.  1843  (Medal). 

49  Captain  Dreslng  was  present  at  the  storming  of  Kawiti's  ]?ah  at  Ruapekapeka,  New 
Zealand,  on  11th  Jan.  1846,  after  which  he  proceeded  to  the  valley  of  the  Hutt,  and  served 
there  during  different  operations. 

50  Captain  Duncan  strs^ed  with  the  expedition  to  Bremen  in  Germany  in  1805.  Also  in 
the  American  war,  including  the  capture  of  IMoose  Island. 

51  Captain  Eaten  served  in  the  Peninsula,  France,  and  Flanders  with  the  Rifle  Brigade,  and 
has  received  the  War  Medal  with  seven  Clasps  for  Barrosa,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  St.  Sebastian, 
Nivelle,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse. 

52  Captain  Edwardes  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Jan.  1813  to  June  1814,  and  was  present 
at  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  passage  of  the  Bidassoa  and  of  the  Adour,  and 
investment  of  Bayonne  :  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps  for  Vittoria,  San 
Sebastian,  Nivelle,  and  Nive.  He  served  also  the  campaign  of  1815,  including  the  battle 
of  Waterloo. 

53  Captain  William  Elliott  served  with  the  2nd  Life  Guards  in  the  Peninsula,  France,  and 
Flanders,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Vittoria,  at  Pam^jeluna,  the  Pyrenees,  Toulouse, 
Waterloo,  and  capture  of  Paris  :  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  Vittoria 
and  Toulouse. 

54  Captain  Hercules  Ellis  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  88th,  from  March  1809  to  the  end 
of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  first  siege  of  Badajoz,  and  battles  of  Busaco,  Fuentes  d'Onor, 
Vittoria,  and  the  Pyrenees. 

55  Captain  Emerson  served  with  the  35th  at  the  taking  of  Santa  Maura,  storming  of  the 
enemy's  outposts,  and  at  the  taking  of  the  Ionian  Islands. 

56  Captain  Euderby  served  with  the  22nd  Light  Dragoons  at  Belgaum  and  Sholapore,  inl818; 
and  with  the  16ih  Lancers  at  Bhurtpore  in  1825-6.  lu  adiHtion  to  the  above  he  served  three  years 
in  the  royal  navy  as  midshipman,  and  was  on  board  H.M.S.  Defence  at  the  battle  of  Trafalgar. 

57  Captain  Fairtlough  served  with  tlie  55th  on  the  China  expedition  (Medal),  and  was 
present  at  Amoy,  Chusan,  Chinhae  (including  the  night  attack),  Chapoo,  Woosung,  Shanghae, 
and  Chin  Kiang  Poo. 

58  Captain  Farmar  served  on  the  China  expedition,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Chuen- 
peo,  attack  of  the  Anunghoy  batteries,  advance  on  Canton,  capture  of  the  heights  of  Canton, 
capture  of  Colongso,  second  capture  of  Chusan,  assault  and  capture  of  the  citadel  and  city 
of  Chinhae,  entry  into  Ningpo  (Medal).     Served  with  the  Baltic  expeditions  in  1854  and  1855. 

59  Captain  Fayerraan  served  with  the  Royal  Marine  Battalion  in  Egypt  under  Sir  Ralph 
Abercromby  in  1801,  and  has  received  the  Egyptian  Gold  Medal  and  the  Silver  War  Medal 
with  one  Clasp. 

60  Captain  T.  B.  V.  FitzGerald  was  present  at  the  bombaidment  of  Odessa  22nd  April  1854. 
Served  during  the  siege  of  Sebastopol  in  1854-66,  and  was  several  times  iu  action  with  the  outer 
defences  (Medal  and  Clasp);  commanded  a  Company  in  the  R.  battahon  at  the  occupation  of 
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Kertcli,  and  advance  on  Yoni  Kale,  and  wa8  encamped  there  until  the  embarkation  of  the 
Knglish  army  in  June  \i^-'>o.

136  Captain  T.  P.  Mitchell  served  with  the  69th  the  Egyptian  campaign  of  1801;  also  at 
the  capture  of  Java  in  1811,  and  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

137  Captain  Molloy  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  Rifle  Brigade,  and  was  present  at  the 
battles  of  Roleia,  Vimiera,  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Nive,  and  Toulouse,  for 
which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  eight  Clasps.  He  served  also  the  campaign  of  1815, 
and  was  severely  wounded  at  Waterloo. 

138  Captain  A.  Montgomerie  served  with  the  10th  Regt.  in  the  Sutlej  campaign  in  1846, 
including  the  battle  of  Sobraon  (Medal). 

139  Captain  A.  Rich.  Montgomery  served  at  the  siege  of  Copenhagen  in  1807  ^  and  sub- 
sequently in  the  Peninsula,  including  the  storming  of  Badajoz,  aflPairs  previous  to  and  battle  of 
Salamanca,  and  retreat  to  Madrid.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

140  Captain  Thomas  Moore  served  iu  H.M.S.  AmpMon  from  May  1803  to  July  1811  ;  was  in 
the  action  with  and  capture  of  four  Spanish  frigates  off  Cape  St.  Mary's;  action  with  flotilla  of 
gun-boats  iu  Gibraltar  Bay ;  cutting  out  a  schooner  in  Corsica ;  a  severe  action  with  a  French 
frigate,  and  driven  on  shore  under  the  batteries  in  the  Bay  of  Rosas  in  1808.  Served  at  the 
takinpr  of  Pessara,  and  capture  of  large  convoys.  Commanded  the  marines  at  the  taking:  of 
Cortelazza  in  1809,  and  taking  six  gun-boats.  Commanded  the  marines  of  the  squadron  at  the 
taking  of  Grao  and  large  convoys  laden  with  military  stores,  after  a  most  sanguinary  action  with 
a  garrison  of  French  troops  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet,  when  the  whole  of  the  garrison  were 
killed,  wounded,  or  made  prisoners, — for  this  action  and  previous  services  he  was  made  Brevet 
Captain.  Present  also  at  the  capture  of  several  other  towns  on  the  coast  of  the  Adriatic,  and 
destruction  of  convoys.  He  was  senior  officer  of  marines  in  the  action  off  Lissa,  13  March  1810. 
Was  twice  very  severely  wounded,  and  twice  rewarded  from  the  Patriotic  Fund.  He  has  been  in 
upvifards  of  30  successful  contests  with  the  enemy,  and  frequently  officially  mentioned  for 
gallantry.

143  Captain  Samuel  Morris  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  28th,  and  was  present  at  the 
battles  of  Barrosa,  Vittoria,  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  for  which  he  has  received  the 
War  Medal  with  six  Clasps. 

144  Captain  Huntley  Nicholson  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  42nd  from  July  1813  to  the 
end  of  that  war  in  1814,  including  the  battles  of  the  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  for 
which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four  Clasps.  Present  at  the  quelling  of  the  mutiny 
at  Barrackpore,  in  Dec.  1824.  Served  also  in  the  Burmese  war,  including  the  engagements 
near  Prome  on  the  20th,  25th,  and  26th  Nov.  1825. 

145  Captain  Aug.  NicoUsservedin  the  Peninsula  with  the  66  th  from  Feb.  1810  to  the  end  of  that 
war  in  1814,  including  the  battles  of  Busaco,  Albuhera,  Vittoria,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  for  which 
he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  five  Clasps:  he  was  also  present  at  the  actions  of  Arroyo 
de  Molino,  Garris,  and  Aire. 

146  Captain  Norman  served  with  the  31st  throughout  the  campaign  of  1842  in  Affghanistan, 
and  was  present  in  the  actions  of  Mazeena,  Tezeen,  and  JugduUuck,  the  occupation  of  Cabool, 
and  in  the  different  engagements  leading  to  it,  and  has  received  the  medal.

151  Captain  E.  D.  Talmer  served  on  the  expedition  to  Ferrol  in  ISOO  ;  ihc  Egyptian  campaign 
of  1?01,  including  the  action  at  the  landing  (with  the  1st  Division)  and  those  of  tlie  13tli  and 
21st  March.  Served  also  at  tlio  siege  and  rapture  of  the  Fort  of  Balaguer  on  tiie  Eastern 
Coast  of  Spain,     lie  has  reccivt'd  the  Silver  War  Medal  witii  one  Clasp  fi)r  Egypt. 

152  Captain  Pardey  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Feb.  1813  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814, 
and  has  received  tlie  Wur  .Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Toulouse. 

153  Captain  Pemberton  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Feb.  1814  to  the  end  of  that  war. 

154  Captain  Pieters  served  in  the  American  War  in  Canada  in  1814  and  15  ;  also  in  the  lato

153  Captain  Pude  served  with  the  .t^rd  the  campaigns  of  1813  and  14  in  Germany  and 
Holland,  including  the  actions  at  Merxem,  bombardment  of  Antwerp,  and  storming  of  litrgen- 
op-Zoom,  where  lie  was  severely  wounded  and  taken  prisoner. 

156  Captain  Poole  served  the  campaigns  of  1814  and  15,  including  the  bombardment  of  the 
French  fleet  at  .Vntwerp,  and  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  where  he  was  wounded.

(wounded),  action  of  Arroyo  de  Molino,  covering  the  siege  of  Badujoz,  surprise  of  Almarez,  and 
battles  of  Vittoria  and  the  Pyrenees,  at  which  last  he  was  wounded  and  taken  prisoner.

F.  W.  Armstrong  served  in  the  Peninsula  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of  Tala- 
vera, Basaco,  Albuhera,  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse,  and 
at  the  siege  of  Badajoz:  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  ten  Clasps. 

4  Lieut.  J.  Cooper  Armstrong  served  at  Copenhagen,  in  1807;  and  in  the  Peninsula  from 
1812  to  1814. 

5  Lieut.  E.  F.  Austin  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  47th  and  was  present  at  the  battles  of 
Vittoria,  Nivelle,  and  Nive,  and  at  the  siege  of  St.  Sebastian,  for  which  he  has  received  the 
War  Medal  with  four  Clasps.

War  Services  of  the  Paymasters. 

1  Captain  Bartley  served  the  Corunna  campaign,  and  subsequently  in  the  Peninsula  from 
March  1811,  to  the  end  of  the  war,  and  was  engaged  at  Almarez,  Alba  de  Tormes,  Baighar, 
Vittoria,  Pyrenees  25th,  26th,  and  27th  July,  Pampeluna  28th  and  30th  July.  He  has  received 
the  AVar  Medal  with  two  Clasps. 

2  Paymaster  Bedford  served  as  Major  and  Deputy  Assistant  Adjutant-General  to  the  Anglo- 
Spanish  Legion,  during  1835  and  part  of  1836  ;  and  was  engaged  in  the  village  of  Mendigur 
and  heights  of  Arlaban,  in  Alava,  on  the  16th,  17th,  and  18th  Jan.  1836. 

2t  Paymaster  Barlow,  previous  to  entering  the  Army,  served  three  years  as  a  Midshipma 
in  the  Royal  Navy.  He  served  afterwards  in  the  Peninsula  from  Aug.  1810  to  April  1812 ;  the 
campaign  against  Nepaul  in  1815;  and  the  Mahratta  campaigns  of  1817  and  1818,  and  was  pre- 
sent at  the  battle  of  Jubblepore,  19th  Dec.  1817.  He  was  present  with  the  10th  Regt.  at  the 
battle  of  Sobraon  (Medal) ;  and  with  the  9th  Lancers  at  the  passage  of  the  Chenab  at  Ramnug- 
gur,  and  the  battles  of  Chillianwallah  and  Goojerat  (Medal  and  Clasps). 

3  Paymaster  Belfield  served  with  a  detachment  of  the  17th,  with  J^ieut.  Col.  Outram's  Light 
Brigade,  in  the  Southern  Mahratta  campaign  of  1844-5,  and  was  present  in  all  its  operations, 
including  the  capture  of  Gotea,  21st,  and  storming  of  Monohur  Stockades  and  Fort,  25th  Jan. 
1845,  at  which  place  this  detachment  formed  the  storming  party,  and  suffered  very  seriously.

afterwards  with  Sir  John  Moore  during  the  campaign  and  retreat  to  Corunna  in  180S~9. 
Subsequently  he  accompanied  his  Regt.  to  Walcheren  and  was  present  at  the  siege  and  capture 
of  Flushing.  Embarked  again  with  his  Regt.  for  Lisbon  in  Jan.  1811,  and  was  present  at  the 
battle  of  Fuentes  d'Onor,  covering  the  siege  of  Badajoz,  siege  of  the  Forts  and  battle  of  Sala- 
manca, and  siege  of  Burgos.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  three  Clasps  for  Vimiera, 
Corunna,  and  Salamanca. 

6  Major  Boyd  accompanied  the  Expedition  to  Walcheren  and  was  present  at  the  siege  of 
Flushing. 
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7  Pajmaster  Rojlo  served  ia  the  Peninsula  from  Ma}-  isn9  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814, 
including  the  battle  of  Basaio,  retreat  to  Torres  Vedras,  pursuit  ot"  Massena,  actions  of  Foz 
d'Arouce  and  Cumpo  Mayor,  siege  and  capture  of  Ulivenc^a,  assault  and  capture  of  Badajoz, 
capture  of  Madrid  and  the  Retire,  tattles  of  Vittoria  and  the  I'yrences.  Slightly  wounded  in 
the  fHr  at  F.Tt  St.  Christoval,  Mth  M;iy  1813,  and  again  in  the  face  in  the  I'yrenees,  28th 
July  181'J.     He  has  received  the  A\'ar  Medal  with  eight  Clasps. 

8  Captain  Burn  served  the  campaign  in  the  Eastern  Islands,  and  was  at  the  taking  of  Macassar 
in  1814.  Served  the  Mahratta  campaign  of  1817  and  18,  and  was  severely  wounded  at  lihurt- 
pore  in  1826. 

i>  Paymaster  Cowpcr  served  on  the  expedition  to  Stralsund  and  Copenhagen  in  18(i7;  to 
Sweden  with  Sir  John  Moore,  in  1808;  thence  the  same  year  to  Portugal,  where  he  served 
until  July  1811  ;  thence  to  Malta,  Sicily,  and  Genoa,  until  the  peace,  lie  has  received  the  War 
Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  Talavera  and  Fuentes  d'Onor  ;  also  the  war  medal  bestowed 
by  the  King  of  Hauovir  to  every  officer,  non-commissioned  otficer,  and  soldier  of  the  German 
Legion,  in  commemoration  of  the  services  of  the  corps. 

li»  Pay nr aster  Crawford  served  the  Waterloo  campaign  with  the  2nd  Dragoons. 

1 1  Paymaster  Davies  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Sept.  1811  to  the  end  of  that  war  in  1814  , 
including  the  capture  of  Fort  Picurina  and  Badajoz,  battles  of  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees, 
Nivelle,  Torbes.  Orlhes.  and  Toulouse.     He  haa  received  the  AVar  Medal  with  seven  Clasps. 

13  P.iyinastcr  Dickson  served  wiih  the  10th  Rcgt.  in  Spain,  from  early  in  1813  until  the  end 
of  the  war  ;  was  pnseut  at  the  attack  of  the  pa«s  Col  de  Balniruer,  second  sie>.:e  of  Tarragona, 
attack  of  the  passofOrdal,  under  Lonl  Wm.  Bentinck.  and  the  blockade  of  Barcelona.  Pro- 
ceeded to  India  in  181^,  and  served  in  the41st  throughout  the  Burmese  war  of  1 824-26  (Medal), 
ani  Wiis  present  in  most  of  the  actions  in  which  the  regt.  was  en|.:agcd.  Was  at  the  siege  of 
Collapore  in  1817.  Also  in  Scinde  and  .\ffghanistan  from  Nov.  1840  to  Feb.  1843  (Medal),  and 
was  with  the  force  under  General  Nott  during  its  march  from  Candahar,  Ghuznce,  Cabul, 
Jellalabad,  and  Khybcr  Pass,  to  Ferozepore,  in  1842-43. 

15  Captain  Dumfcrd  served  at  the  capture  of  the  Isle  of  France  in  1810  ;  in  the  expedition 
to  Javi  in  1811  ;  capture  of  Kandy  in  1815  ;  in  the  Kandyan  rebellion  in  1817  and  IS  ;  and 
in  the  action  of  Maharajpore,  29  Dec.  43.

21  Paymaster  Gordon  served  in  the  Peninsula  with  the  92nd  and  has  received  the  War  Medal 
with  sevt  n  Clisps  for  Corunna,  Fuentes  d'Onor,  Vittoria,  Pyrenees,  Nivc,  Orthes,  and  Toulouse. 
He  served  also  the  Waterloo  campaign. 

25  Payniisttr  Halpin  served  in  the  Peninsula,  and  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  four 
Clasps  for  Salamanca,  Vittoria,  Orthes.  and  Touloui-e. 

26  Paymaster  Hely  served  as  a  Captain  in  the  1st  Lancers  of  the  late  Anglo-Spanish 
Legion,  in  1835  and  30,  and  was  engaged  at  the  castle  of  Guevara,  the  stronghold  of  the  Cav- 
lists  ;  and  afterwards  at  .Mendegur,  Azua,  and  heights  of  Arlaban  in  Alava  on  the  16th,  17th, 
and  18th  Jan.  1836  ;  also  at  the  passage  of  the  Urumea  on  the  28th  May,  and  commanded  the 
squadron  which  took  Passages  on  that  day.

I  Dr.  Borland  ontcr»'il  tho  Army  ial792,  as  Surgeou's  Mate  of  the  4i2iul  Kegt.,  from  which 
he  was  promoUil  to  the  SiiitT  tho  follDwiiig  year,  and  served  two  cimpaii^ns  in  Flanderj,  under 
the  Duke  of  York.  I'roiu  1795  to  IT'.iS  ho  served  as  Statt'  Surgeon  in  St.  Domingo,  remaining 
in  the  Island  unld  evacuated  by  tho  Hritish  Troops.  In  17'J'J  he  served  the  campaign  in  North 
Holland.  From  ISIO  to  ISIG  ho  was  employed  at  tho  head  of  the  Midical  Department  in  the 
-Mediterranean,  and  he  accompanied  to  Naples  the  troops  whicli,  under  General  M'Farlane, 
assiste.l  the  Austrians  in  expelling  Marat  ;  and  he  was  also  present  with  a  division  of  the  Army 
which  proceeded  from  Genoa  ti  Jlarjeilles,  and  blockailed  Toulon.  During  the  expedition  to 
the  Scheldt  Dr.  Borland  vulunteered  the  duty  of  a  mission  to  Walchcren  at  the  head  of  a  com- 
mission a]i]i niitcd  to  enijuire  into  the  nature  of  the  alarming  malady  prevailing  amongst  the 
troops.

;)  Mr.  Franklin  served  in  the  Peninsula  from  Sept.  1808  to  the  end  of  the  war,  including  the 
battles  of  Vittoria,  Paraiieluna,  Pyrenees,  Nivelle,  Orthcs,  and  Toulouse,  and  siege  of 
Badajoz,  f..r  which  he  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  six  Clasps.  Served  also  in  the 
American  War,  including  the  bittle  of  PJattsburgh.  He  served  in  India  from  April  1842, 
to  June  18r)()  ;  was  prestnt  at  the  battles  of  Chillianwallah  and  Goojerat,  in  the  Punjaub 
campaign  (M.  dal  and  two  Clasps,  and  CIJ.).

cxpwdition  ;  with  army  of  Sir  John  Stewart  in  Sicily  ;  at  Walcheren  in  1809  ;  with  Lord  Wel- 
lington in  the  Teninsula,  includinj;  the  s-iego  of  Hadajoz  ;  and  in  the  American  war  in  1813,  He 
has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp  for  Corunna.

Aberdeen.— 1  Captain  Dawes  served  with  the  97th  Regt.  in  the  Trenches  at  the  siege  of 
Sebastopol  from  20th  Nov.  1854  to  16th  July  1855;  assisted  as  Captain  in  command  of  a  party 
of  the  97th  to  repel  a  sortie  on  our  right  attack  on  15th  April,  present  also  with  the  Regt.  in  the 
advanced  trenches  right  attack  during  the  assault  on  the  Redan  on  the  18th  June  (Medal  and 
Clasp). 

2  Captain  Bland  served  in  the  Mahratta  war,  including  the  captures  of  Nagpore  and  Asseer- 
ghur ;  commanded  two  Companies  of  the  Royals  at  the  taking  of  the  Hill  Forts  in  Candeish  ; 
received  a  contusion  on  the  head  from  a  matchlock-ball  at  NuUyghaum,  and  was  severely  wounded 
in  the  leg  at  Asseerghur  (Medal). 

3  Captain  Farquhar  joined  Omer  Pasha's  army  at  Eupatoria  in  Feb.  1855  as  Deputy  Inspector 
General  of  Hospitals  but  performed  the  higher  duties  of  Inspector  General  during  the  greater 
portion  of  the  war,  and  was  afterwards  present  at  the  siege  and  fall  of  Sebastopol  (Medal  and 
Clasp,  Turkish  War  Medal,  4th  Class  of  the  Medjidie,  and  the  Ifdahar  of  Tunis;  he  is  also  a  Bey  in 
the  Egyptian  Army). 

4  Qr.Master  Hutcheon  served  in  the  72nd  Highlanders  throughout  the  Kaffir  war  of  1834.35 
(Medal). 

'  Anglesey.— 1  Captain  Pearse  served  with  the  Baltic  Expedition  of  1855  as  Lieut.  R.  M. 
Artillery;  was  present  in  command  of  Artillery  at  the  capture  and  destruction  of  the  enemy's 
shipping  at  Koporia  Bight  and  at  the  cutting  out  of  16  Russian  Vessels  in  Verta  Neva'Bay.  He 
afterwards  served  with  the  Turkish  Contingent  at  Kertch  as  a  Captain  of  Artillery  from  Nov.  1855 
until  that  force  was  disbanded  in  June  1856,  doing  the  duty  of  Adjutant  to  the  Field  Batteries. 
He  has  received  the  Baltic  Medal,  and  5th  Class  of  the  Medjidie. 

Antrim. — 1  Major  Mackenzie  served  the  Kaffir  campaign  of  1851-52,  as  Captain  2nd  Batt. 
60th  Rifles  (Medal),  and  was  present  at  tlie  forcing  the  passage  of  the  Kei  with  Colonel  Eyre's 
Division. 

Argyll. — 1  Lt.-Colonel  Fergusson  was  24  years  in  the  Bengal  Cavalry:  he  served  tbe  Punjaub 
campaign  of  1848-49,  including  the  actions  of  Chillianwallah  and  Goojerat, — as  Brigade  Major  of 
Cavalry  at  the  former,  and  as  Assistant  Adjutant-General  to  the  2nd  Division  of  Infantry  at  the 
latter;  he  also  acted  as  Deputy  Adjutant-General  to  the  force  detached  under  Sir  Walter  Gilbert 
in  pursuit  of  the  Sikhs  and  Affghans  towards  Peshawur  (Medal  and  two  Clasps,  and  Brevet  Major). 

Armagh.— -1  Captain  Evans  served  with  the  73rd  Regiment  in  the  Kaffir  War  (Medal). 

Ayr. — 1  Sir  James  Fergusson  served  with  tbe  Grenadier  Guards  the  Eastern  campaign  of  1854 
and  up  to  4th  ]yfa.y  1855,  including  the  battles  of  Alma  and  Inkerman  (wounded),  and  siege  of 
Sebastopol  (Medal  and  Clasps). 

Bedford. — l  Captain  Toseland  served  with  the  33rd  Regt.  at  the  siege  and  fall  of  Sebastopol 
from  19th  Dec.  1854,  including  assaults  of  the  Redan  on  the  18th  Jnne  and  8th  Sept.  (Medal  and 
Clasp). 

Brecknock. — 1  Major  Dickinson  served  with  the  Queen's  Royals  throughout  the  cam- 
paign of  1838-39  in  Affglianistan  and  Beloochistan,  and  was  present  at  the  assault  and  capture  of 
the  fortresses  of  Ghuznee  (Medal),  and  Khelat  (leg  broken  by  a  musket  shot). 

Bucks. — 1  Captain  Hewett  served  the  campaign  on  the  Sutlej  (Medal),  including  the  battles 
of  Ferozeshah  (wounded)  and  Sobraon. 

Cambridge. — 1  Captain  Bendyshe  served  with  the  10th  Regt.  during  the  Sutlej  campaign  of 
1846-6,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Sobraon  (Medal). 

Carnarvon — 1  Lt.-Colonel  Mac  Donald  served  with  the  93rd  Regt.  during  the  campaigns  of 
1811  and  12,  against  the  Caffres  on  the  frontier  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope.  Also  the  campaign  of 
1814  in  Louisiana,  and  battle  before  New  Orleans  on  the  8th  Jan.  1815, — severely  wounded  in  the 
head  and  leg. 

Cavan.— 1  Qr.-Master  Dufl"  served  with  the  66th  Regt.  in  suppressing  the  rebellion  in  Canada 
in  1837-38,  and  was  present  in  tlie  affairs  at  St.  Denis  and  St.  Charles. 

Cheshire.— 1  Capt.  Poppleton  served  in  the  Field  Train  of  the  Ordnance,  with  the  Division  of 
the  Army  operating  on  the  Eastern  coast  of  Spain,  in  1813-14.  From  Taragone  he  went  to  Genoa, 
and  served  two  years  in  Italy  and  Siciiy,  and  was  present  at  tlie  capture  of  Gaeta  in  1815. 

Clare. — 1  Lieut.  FitzGerald  served  as  a  Lieut,  in  Catty's  Rifles  and  in  the  Hottentot  Levies  during 
the  greater  part  of  the  Kaffir  war  of  1851-53,  and  was  present  at  tlie  operations  in  the  Waterkloof 
and  the  Amatolas  under  Sir  Harry  Smith  (Medal). 

Cork.— 1  Colonel  Hodder  served  in  the  Peninsula  in  the  88th  Regt.,  and  was  present  at  the 
battles  of  Talavera,  Busaco,  and  Fuentes  d'Onor,  afiairs  of  Foz  d'Arouce,  and  Sabugal,  and  lines 
of  Torres  Vedras  (Medal  and  three  Clasps). 

4  Captain  Tuckey  served  with  the  41st  tiiroughout  the  campaign  of  1842  in  Afl^ghanistan  (Medal), 
and  was  present  in  the  engagement  with  the  enemy  on  the  28th  April  in  the  Pisheen  Valley; 
in  those  of  the  29lh  May  near  Candahar,  30th  Aug.  at  Goaine,  5th  Sept.  before  Ghuznee;  at  the 
( ccnpation  and  destruction  of  that  fortress  and  of  Cabool,  the  expedition  into  Kohistan,  storm,

He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  eiglit 
Clasi.s.

(the  light)  took  many  prisoners  and  arms,  lie  held  command  of  four  companien  at  the  advance  post 
of  Durgapersaud,  for  a  short  time.  Served  in  the  Cliina  expedition  i  .Medal),  and  was  present  at 
the  storming  of  Chin  Kiang  Foo,  and  at  the  investment  of  Nankin. 

•2  Captain  Mangles  served  with  the  ."iUth  Ilegt.  in  the  Eastern  campaign  of  18.04,  including  the 
battles  of  .\lnia  and  Inkemian,  and  siege  of  Seba-topol  (Medal  and  Clasps).

-Colonel  Caultiehi  served  as  o  Lieut,  in  the  4th  Regt.  from  1809  to 
1813  in  the  Mediterranean  an<l  on  the  coast  of  Africa,  and  in  the  Peninsular  war  ;  was  ])re»ent  in 
the  advance  to  Midrid,  battle  of  Salamanca,  siege  of  Burgos,  ami  several  affairs  on  the  retreat 
from  Burgos.     He  has  received  the  War  Medal  with  one  Clasp. 

Ross— 1  Colonel  Eraser  served  in  the  Peninsula  as  a  Captain  iu  the  Coldstream  Guards,  and 
was  wouiirled  at  the  attack  on  Burgos :  right  leg  amputated.  He  has  received  the  War  Medal 
witli  one  Clasp  for  Salamanca. 

Shropshire.— -2  Captain  Russell  served  in  the  Royal  Navy,  and  was  on  hoard  II.  M.S.  Albion, 
witli  Adniiiiil  Sir  V.  X.  Ommanney,  at  Navariiio  (Me<lal). 

Somerset.— 1  Lieut.-Col.  Lutirell  served  with  the  Grenadier  Guards  in  the  Peninsula,  and  haa 
received  the  War  Medal  with  two  Clasps  for  the  hatth>»  of  the  Nivclle  and  Nive.  He  served  aUo  the 
campaiu'ii  <'f  18Iti,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

Stirling.— '2  Captain  R.  S.  MacGregor  served  in  the  Royal  Navy,  from  1812  to  1817,  In  which 
he  was  engaged  against  French  butteries,  Dani»h  gun-boats,  and  cutting  out  ;  wounded  iu  the 
head  and  body  by  splinters ;  ball  through  right  tliinh.  Blockade  of  Norway,  1H14-15.  Also 
served  in  Indian  Army  ;  commanded  a  Urge  deUchment  of  infantry,  cavalry,  uud  artillery 
for  several  months  in  Central  In<iia. 

3  Captain  S.  Kcnnv  served  in  the  Caffre  wur  of  16ol  u'i  and  53  ( Me<lal). 

4  Quartermaster  Booth  served  in  the  GOth  Royal  Rifles  from  1807  to  1838  ;  in  the  Peninsula 
from  4th  Oct.  1808  to  '24111  Jan.  ISOK.     Buttle  of  Corunna,  Kith  Jan.  IHOl*  (.Mc-dul;. 

Suffolk.- 1  Colonel  Beuce  served  the  campaigns  of  1801»-10-1 1.  in  the  Peninsula,  with  the  16th 
Light  Dragoons,  and  was  in  fourteen  actions,  including  Oporto,  Tulavera  (  wouuded),  passage  of 
the  Coa,  and  Busaco.     Has  received  the  War  Mp«lal  with  two  Cliuspn  fi.r  Takvera  and  Busaco. 

'2  .Major  Parker  served  seventeen  years  with  the  Army  of  India,  and  was  present  at  the  siege  and 
capture  of  Bhurtpore  and  iU  dependencies  in  182o-'20  (Medal). 

3  Captain  Chamhre  served  tlie  campaign  of  1844-40  in  the  Southern  Mahratta  country,  In- 
cluding the  investment  and  capture  of  the  Forts  of  Panulia  and  Powughur.  During  the  Punjaub 
campaign  of  1848-41)  (.Medal )  he  served  with  the  djjiot  at  Lahore.

2  Major  Barnard  was  wounded  in  the  head  on  the  19th  July  1847,  when  engaged  in  action  with 
the  rebel  natives  at  Wanganui,  in  New  Zealand. 

3  Captain  Vaughton  served  with  the  90th  Light  Infantry  at  the  siege  of  Sebastopol  from  2nd 
Dec.  1854  to  19th  July  1855,  and  was  present  at  the  repulse  of  the  Russian  sortie  on  the  night  of 
the  22nd  March,  in  which  he  commanded  a  detachment  of  the  90th ;  was  also  at  the  taking  of  the 
Quarries  on  the  7th  June,  and  attack  of  the  Redan  on  the  18th  June  (Medal  and  Clasp). 

4  Qr.-Master  Newbold  served  in  the  37th  Regt.,  and  is  in  receipt  of  the  Medal  and  £20  Annuity 
for  meritorious  service."" 

— 1  Captain  Gardiner  served  on  the  Staff  of  Colonel  Outram,  and  in  command 
of  a  detachment  of  the  17  th  Regt.  in  the  Southern  Mahratta  campaign  of  1844-5,  and  was 
present  at  all  the  operations  of  the  Liglit  Field  Force,  including  the  capture  of  Gotea,  21st,  and 
of  Munohur  Stockades  and  Fort,  25th  Jan.  1845;  at  the  latter  lie  led  the  Forlorn  Hope,  and  was 
severely  wounded.  Of  his  party  of  sixteen  men,  four  were  killed  and  nine  wounded.  Received  the 
thanks  of  the  Govcrnor-in-Council  of  Bombay,  and  those  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  in  India, 
in  General  Orders,  for  his  sei-vices.
